Letter  From  Louisville   Tells   of 
Finding  Body  of  Murderer. 

On  Remains  Was  Found  Ample  Proof 
Fixing  Responsibility  of  Crime. 


EBENEZER  S.  BLYDENBURG  IS  FOUND 
GUILTY  OF  THE  MURDER  OF  HIS  WIFE 


Louisville.  Ky.,  Feb.  5.— According  to 
a  special  dispatch  to  the  Evening  Post, 
received  here  today  from  Bedford,  Ind., 
Sheriff  Smith  of  that  city  has  received 
a   k-tttr   from   a   man  in   New   Albany.  1 
which  is  four  miles  below  Louisville,  on  I 
the   Indiana  side,    saying   that   a  body  j 
has  been  found  in  the  Ohio  river  there,  i 
and  that  in  the  coat  pocket  was  a  letter] 
admitling^  hat  the  writer  was  the  mur-  | 
dcrer  of  Miss  Sarah  Schafer.     A  nam-  ( 
ber  of   Utters  from   Miss   Schafer   were  j 
rA^o  found  on  the  body.     On  the  corpse  | 
was  foimd  also,  according  to  the  letter 
to   thf  f'heriff,   a  gold   watch,   inscribed 
as  follows: 

••I'reserted  to  William  Henry  Mead 
by  members  of  the  Iroquois  Boating 
club.  Jan.   1,   1901." 

Telephone  communication  with  New 
Albany  at  10:30  a.  m.  failed  to  con- 
firm this  story.  No  body  has  been 
found  there,  according  to  the  New  Al- 
bany correspondent  of  the  Post.  The 
story  is  utterly  discredited,  and  is 
clashed  as  the  work  of  a  crank. 

The  letter  was  signed  Wallace  Willis 
Simt^'.  It  was  mailed  at  Louisville.  Feb. 
4.  at  2:30  p.  m.  The  writer  says  that  on 
Wednui^day  morning  he  located  the 
b(jdy  in  the  ice  of  the  Ohio  river,  a 
mile  below  New  Albany,  and  anchored 
It  until  evening,  and  then  took  it  out  j 
and  placed  it  in  cold  storage.  He  re- 1 
fuses  to  tell  where  to  find  the  body.    He 


says  there  were  found  on  the  body  let- 
ters dated  Dec.  29,  1903,  Jan.  4,  1904,  and 
Jan.  13.  1904,  signed  Sarah,  and  in  a 
vest  pocket  was  a  small  ring,  engraved, 
"W."  to  'S."  Also  the  watch.  In  an- 
other letter  found  on  the  body,  Sims 
says,  13  a  detailed  description  of  the 
crime.  This  letter,  Sims  says,  staled 
that  the  writer  arrived  at  Bedford  at 
4:30  p.  m.,  Jan.  21,  to  commit  the  crime, 
and  to  get  detailed  information  about 
tf  eir  approaching  marriage.  He  armed 
himself  with  a  piece  of  brick,  found 
near  the  Monon  station,  went  to  the 
Johnson  boarding  house  and  waited  for 
Miss  Schafer.  He  caught  up  with  her, 
argued  some  time  on  the  subject  of 
marriage.  She  asked  him  to  wait  till 
morning.  They  quarreled,  she  slapped 
him  and  he  struck  her  with  his  fist,  but 
not  before  she  had  pulled  his  hair.  She 
fell  lifeless,  he  pounded  her  head  with 
a  brick  and  carried  her  to  the  shed. 
He  then  escaped  to  Louisville  and  was 
about  to  kill  himself.  Sims  says  in 
his  letter  that  he  will  give  no  more 
informaiion  unless  It  is  agreed  to  pay 
the  reward  for  the  dead  body,  and  is 
protected.  He  says  he  has  all  the  let- 
ters and  the  articles  in  his  possession. 
The  authorities  say  the  letter  is  the 
work  of  a  crank,  and  say  thej*  remem- 
ber there  was  a  man  by  the  name  of 
Wallace,  or  Willis  Sims,  who  made  the 
disclosures  concerning  the  alleged  Can- 
trell  gang  of  grave  robbers,  which 
stories  were  without  foundation.

Eldora,  Iowa,  Feb.  5.— At  1  o'clock 
this  morning  the  jury  in  the  Blyden- 
burgh  murder  trial  returned  a  verdict 
of  murder  In  the  first  degree,  demand- 
ing Imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary 
for  life.    The  jury  was  out  eight  hours. 

The  defendant  appeared  stolid  when 
the  verdict  was  announced  and  sat 
nonchalantly  in  his   chair. 


NATIVES  OF  TAHITI  ARE   DOOMED 


San  Franci?co,  Feb.  5. — Dr.  Nicho'as 
Senn,  professor  of  surgery  at  the  uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  who  has  just  re- 
turned from  a  visit  of  some  months 
duration  to  Tahiti,  made  a  close  study 
while  there  of  the  conditions  and  cus- 
toms of  the  natives.  He  says  they  are 
a  simple  race  of  happy,  honest,  for- 
Vtearing.  but  dreamy  people,  who  are 
doomed  to  extinction  by  civilization. 
The  population,  estimate<l  at  2(0.000 
when  Cook  landed  at  Tahiti  in  1769,  has 
dwindled  away  until  today  it  only  num- 
bers n.coO  of  which  3"0  are  whiles  and 
800  Chinese.       Diseases  of  the  simplest 


forms,   such  as  measles   and  whooping 
cough,    which    have    no   apparent   effect 
upon    the   whites,   cannot   be  combat  ted 
by    the   natives,    who   know   nothing  ot 
such   ailments   In   their  primitive  state. 
Tahiti,    the    doctor    says,    is    a   land    of 
rest,   especially    for  the   whites,   an   ex- 
cellent retreat  for  those  sufferijig  from 
nervous   diseases.       A    native   can    live 
on  fowl  furnished  by  nature  and  about 
two    dollars    a    year    will    furnish    him 
I  clothing.       There  is  no  abject  i>overty, 
I  no  begging  and  no  crime.       It  is  hoped 
I  that    the    French    medical    commission 
I  now  at  the  islands,  will  furnish  a  plan 
1  for  sanitary  relief. 


The  specific  crime  for  which  Blyden- 
burg  was  tried  was  the  poisoning  of 
his  third  wife.  The  deaths  of  his  two 
former  spouses  were  suspicious  but  no 
direct  evidence  had  ever  been  intro- 
duced connecting  him  with   them. 

The  trial  on  which  he  was  convicted 
was  stubbornly  fought  on  both  sides 
and    it   looked   at   one   time   as    though

there  would  be  a  mistrial.  It  was 
speclflcally  charged  that  Blydenburg 
prepared  a  meal  for  his  family  in  which 
he  placed  the  poison  from  which  his 
wife   died.       His  daughter  testified  on 


the  stand  that  she  prepared  the  meal 
and  corroborated  her  father  in  every 
particular,  but  it  did  not  seem  to  have 
weight  with  the  jury.

SENATOR  HANNA  HAS  TYPHOID  FEVER; 
TEST  OF  HIS  BLOOD  REVEALS  BACILLI 

Physicians  Announce  That  Their  Distinguished  Patient 

Is  Suffering  From  Dreaded  Disease. 


REMARKABLE  STORY  OF  YOUNG 
WOMAN,  STRANGER  IN  NEW  YORK 


DUCHESS  OF  BEDFORD  SECURED  TRANSFER 

OF  MRS.  MAYBRICK  FROM  AYLESBURY  PRISON. 


ADELINE  MARIE,  DUCHESS  OF  BEDFORD. 
It  is  authoritively  announced  that  Mrs.  Maybrick  is  in  a  home  in  a 
distant  part  of  England,  and  under  the  care  of  the  members  of  a  religious 
sisterhood.  Her  transfer  from  a  penal  prison  to  a  quiet  country  home 
constitutes  an  almost  unprecedented  action  on  the  part  of  the  authorities. 
It  was  due  to  the  mediation  of  AdcHne  Marie,  duchess  of  Bedford,  who 
as  a  visitor  to  Aylesbury  prison  for  many  years,  has  taken  a  keen  per- 
sonal interest  in  Mrs.  Maybrick  and  finally  succeeded  in  obtaining  the 
mitigation  of  her  punishment  to  the  extent  of  being  allowed  to  spend  the 
last  six  months  of  her  confinement  outside  the  prison  walls.  The  home 
office  several  months  ago  agreed  to  meet  the  request  of  the  duchess 
of  Bedford,  although  it  imposed  a  pledge  of  secrecy.  Therefore,  in  order 
to  permit  her  l^ir  to  grow  out  again  and  for  the  recuperation  of  her 
health,  Mrs.  Maybrick  was,  quietly  transferred  to  this  private  institution, 
wneie  although  she  is  still  actually  a  convict  under  a  life  sentence,  she 
lives  in  a  freedom  that  belies  her  real  status. 


■W'ashington,  Feb.  5. — Senator  Hanna 
Is  officially  pronounced  to  have  typhoid 
fever.  The  following  bulletin  was  Issued 
by  his  physicians  Immediately  after  the 

1  consultation  at  9  o'clock  this  morn- 
ins. 

"Senator  Hanna  has  typhoid  fever. 
The  diagnosis  is  confirmed  by  the  com- 
plete  blood   examination    reported    this 

I  morning  by  Dr.  Edward  Beyrond.  The 
.senator  rested  fairly  well  last  night  .and 
this  morning  his  temperature  is  100, 
pulse  S2." 

Dr.  Beyrond  is  a  microscopic  expert 
of  this  city.  He  made  two  tests.  The 
first  one  showed  the  presence  of  tue 
typhoid  baccilus.  The  second  test  was 
made  to  confirm  the  first  one.  The  phy- 
sicians will  issue  no  further  bulletins 
before  evening,  unless  some  unex- 
pected development  occurs.  The  doc- 
tors say  the  case  of  typhoid  is  irregu- 
lar. 

The  question  of  sending  for  the  mem- 
bers of  Senator  Hanna's  family  was 
di.scussed  with  the  physicians  this 
morning,  and  it  was  decided  that  it 
was  not  necessary  at  present  to  send 
for  them.  Mrs.  Hanna,  Mrs.  Medill 
McC'ormick,  a  daughter,  and  Miss 
Phelps,  a  niece,  are  already  here.  Mr. 
McCormick  is  expected  today.  The 
members  of  the  family  not  here  are 
Mrs.  Parsons,  of  Cleveland,  a  daughter; 
Daniel  Hanna  Cleveland,  a  son;  L.  C. 
Hanna  and  H.  M.  Hanna,  both  ^f 
Cleveland,  brothers  of  the  senator.  The 
latter  is  spending  the  winter  at  Thom- 
asville,   Ga.

The 
pre.«ldent  arrived  during  their  consul- 
tation.    He  talkeki  earnestly  about  the 


case  with  Elmer  Dover,  secretary  to 
Mr.  Hanna,  for  ten  minutes  and  ex- 
pressed his  warm  sympathy.  Then  hft 
walked  back  to  the  White  House.  The 
senator  is  being  closely  guarded  from 
visitors,  and  no  one  except  his  regular 
household  is  permitted  to  see  him.  His 
sole  diet  is  milk  and  no  stimulants  are 
being  used  at  present.  He  rested  fairly 
comfortable  during  the  night,  Mrs. 
Hanna  insists  on  personally  attending 
the  patient  much  of  the  time,  but  an- 
other trained  nurse  began  duty  today. 
The  physicians  say  that  the  outlook 
is  hopeful  for  recovery,  and  that  the 
crucial  point  in  the  illness  should  be 
passed  In  about  a  week.  They  say  that 
the  case  is  what  is  known  as  irregular 
typhoid,  and  is  less  serious  than  most 
cases  of  that  illness.  It  is  somewhat 
like  walking  typhoid;  which  accounts 
for  the  recent  fluctuations  in  the  fever 
and  general  conditions  of  the  patient. 
The  family,  it  is  said,  instead  of  being 
alarmed  at  the  diagnosis  of  typhoid, 
were  relieved  at  the  announcement,  be- 
ing fearful  of  the  uncertainty.  They 
realize  the  seriousness  of  the  situation, 
but  feel  that  there  might  have  been 
other  developmnts  that  would  have 
proven  of  much  more  gravity.  The 
physicians  are  now  making  a  test  of 
the  condition  of  the  kidneys.  It  Is  re- 
alized that  the  senator's  advanced  age, 
and  his  rheumatic  conditions,  make  the 
case  a  more  serious  one  than  in  a 
younger  man,  but  the  belief  is  ex- 
pressed by  his  family  that  he  will  re- 
cover, though  he  will  be  confined  to 
his  bed  for  a  considerable  period.  The 
present  plan  is  to  take  him  to  Thomas- 
ville. Ga.,  as  soon  as  he  is  able  to  be 
moved. 


New  York,  Feb.  5. — A  cabman  known 
as  Moflfatt  has  just  been  held  for  trial 
on  a  charge  of  robbery  made  by  Miss 
Clayborne  Sheldon,  of  Buffalo,  who  told 
Magistrate  Bar  ow  a  remarkable  story 
of  her  arrival  lere  as  a  stranger  and 
her  attempt  to  reach  a  reputable  Broad- 
way hotel  thrc  ugh  the  medium  of  a 
cab. 

Miss  Sheldon  came  from  Buffalo  Jan. 
15,  she  said,  to  seek  a  position,  having 
achieved  at  home  something  of  a  repu- 
tation as  a  vocalist.  She  had  been  di- 
rected to  an  uj)town  hotel,  but  at  tlie 
Weehawken  te -minal  of  the  railroad 
took  the  ferryboat  for  Franklin  street, 
instead  of  West  Forty-second  street, 
and  landed  do.vn  town.  "I  told  the 
first  cabman  I  met  that  I  wanted  to  go 
to  the  hotel,"  said  she.  "He  said  it 
would  cost  $5,  End  I  got  into  the  cab. 

■  I  do  not  krow  how  many  miles  I 
was  driven,  but  hours  passed,  and  it 
seemed  to  me  as  if  I  had  made  the 
circuit  of  th(-  city  several  times. 
Every  time  I  spoke  to  the  cabman  he 
said  that  we  were  getting  near  tne 
hotel, 

"I  could  not  understand  what  the 
cabman  meant,  and  after  we  had 
passed  a  familiar  corner  I  stopped  the 
cab,  determined  to  get  out.

The  woman  Immediately  sought  a. 
policeman,  to  whom  she  told  her  story. 
She  had  been  robbed  of  all  her  money, 
$45;  a  ring  worth  $175,  her  watch  and 
many  small  articles.  Perhaps  the 
most  remarkable  part  of  the  affair, 
which  had  occurred  In  a  street  which 
is  crowded  night  and  day,  then  devel- 
oped. From  the  woman's  description 
the  policeman  Immediately  recog- 
nized the  cabman  and  set  out  to- 
find  him.  He  has  just  arrested  Moffatt 
In  a  distant  section  of  the  city,  and 
learned  he  had  retired  from  the  cab- 
driving  profession  Jan.  16,  the  day 
after  the  hold-up.  The  officer  fully  con- 
firmed his  part  of  the  adventure,  and 
Moffatt  was  identified  in  court  by  the 
complainant. 


FUNERAL  OF  THE  LATE  WILLIAM 
C.  WHITNEY  OCCURS  AT  NEW  YORK 


New  York,  Pib.  5.— Funeral  services 
ov€r  the  remains  of  William  Collins  Whit- 
ney, former  s€cr«tary  of  the  navy  and 
prominent  finanoi|?r  and  turfman,  were 
held  here  today  '"at  Grace  Episcopal 
church.  The  Rev,  Dr.  William  R.  Hunt- 
ington, the  .rector,  conduct^  the  ser- 
vices. Bishop  Doane.  of  Albany,  also  par- 
ticipating. In  the  a.ssemblage  which  filled 
the  body  of  the  large  church  were  many 
men  of"  the  highest  prominence  in  Nev.- 
York  and  the  United  States,  representa- 
tives of  the  various  Interests  with  which 
Mr.  Whitney  had  been  identified,  of 
the  municipal  and  national  government, 
of   societies   and   organitations    of   which 


he  had  been  a  member,  and  side  by  side 
with  them,  scores  of  employes  of  the 
corporations  with  which  he  had  been  coii- 
nected.  Floral  tributes  in  profusion  were 
banked  high  around  the  pulpit  before 
which  the  coffin  was  placed. 

Seventy  pews  in  the  center  of  the 
church,  were  reserved  for  the  family  and 
I  relatives,  intimate  friends,  representa- 
I  tives  of  the  army  and  navy,  business  as- 
sociates, the  rest  of  the  church  being 
thrown  open  to  the  general  public,  crowds 
of  whom  had  gathered  before  the  church 
before  the  hour  set  for  the  services.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  service  the  remains 
were  conveyed  by  a  special  train  to 
Woodlawn  cemetery  for  interment  In  the 
family   plot.

A  num- 
ber of  k-tttrrs  from  Miss  Schafer  were 
rJ?o  found  on  the  body.  On  the  corpse 
Avas  found  also,  according  to  the  letter 
to  the  sht-riff,  a  gold  watch,  inscribed 
as  follows: 

■■Presei'ted  to  William  Henry  Mead 
by  members  of  the  Irotiuois  Boating 
ciub.   Jan.   1,    li»01." 

Telephone  communication  Avith  New 
Albany  at  10:30  a.  m.  failed  to  con- 
firm this  story.  No  body  has  been 
found  there,  according  to  the  New  Al- 
bany correspondent  of  the  Post.  The 
story  is  utterly  discredited,  and  is 
clast^ed  as  the  work  of  a  crank. 

The  letter  was  signed  Wallace  Willis 
Sims--.  It  was  mailed  at  Louisville,  Feb. 
4.  at  2:30  p.  m.  The  writer  says  that  on 
Wednesday  morning  he  located  the 
body  iM  the  ice  of  the  Ohio  river,  a 
mile  bflow  New  Albany,  and  anchored  I 
It  until  evening,  and  then  took  it  out 
and  j.laced  it  in  cold  storage.  He  re- 1 
fuses  to  tell  where  to  find  the  body.    He 


says  there  were  found  on  the  body  let- 
ters dated  Dec.  29,  1903,  Jan.  4,  1904,  and 
Jan.  13,  19t»4,  signed  Sarah,  and  In  a 
vest  pocket  was  a  small  ring,  engraved, 
"VV."  to  '"S."  Also  the  watch.  In  an- 
other letter  found  on  the  body,  Sims 
says,  13  a  detailed  description  of  the 
crime.  This  letter,  Sims  says,  staled 
that  the  writer  arrived  at  Bedford  at 
4:30  p.  m.,  Jan.  21,  to  commit  the  crime, 
arid  to  get  detailed  information  about 
tieir  approaching  marriage.  He  armed 
himself  with  a  piece  of  brick,  found 
near  the  Monon  station,  went  to  the 
Johnson  boarding  house  and  waited  for 
Miss  Sehafer.  He  caught  up  with  her, 
argued  some  time  on  the  subject  of 
marriage.  She  asked  him  to  wait  till 
morning.  They  quarreled,  she  slapped 
him  and  he  struck  her  with  his  Hst,  but 
not  before  she  had  pulled  his  hair.  She 
fell  lil'eless,  he  pounded  her  head  with 
a  brick  and  carried  her  to  the  shed. 
He  then  escaped  to  Louisville  and  was 
about  to  kill  himself.  Sims  says  in 
his  letter  that  he  will  give  no  more 
information  unless  It  is  agreed  to  pay 
the  reward  for  the  dead  body,  and  is 
protected.  He  says  he  has  all  the  let- 
tors  and  the  articles  in  his  possession. 
The  authorities  say  the  letter  is  the 
work  of  a  crank,  and  say  they  remem- 
ber there  was  a  man  by  the  name  of 
Wallace,  or  Willis  Sims,  who  made  the 
disclor-ures  concerning  the  alleged  Can- 
tieli  sang  of  grave  robbers,  which 
stories  were  without  foundation.

It  is  authoritively  announced  that  Mrs.  Maybrick  is  in  a  home  in  a 
distant  part  of  England,  and  under  the  care  of  the  members  of  a  religious 
sisterhood.  Her  transfer  from  a  penal  prison  to  a  quiet  country  home 
constitutes  an  almost  unprecedented  action  on  the  part  of  the  authorities. 
It  was  due  to  the  mediation  of  Adeline  Marie,  duchess  of  Bedford,  who 
as  a  visitor  to  Aylesbury  prison  for  many  years,  has  taken  a  keen  per- 
sonal interest  in  Mrs.  Maybrick  and  finally  succeeded  in  obtaining  the 
mitigation  of  her  punishment  to  the  extent  of  being  allowed  to  spend  the 
last  six  months  of  her  confinement  outside  the  prison  walls.  The  home 
office  several  months  ago  agreed  to  meet  the  request  of  the  duchess 
of  Bedford,  although  it  imposed  a  pledge  of  secrecy.  Therefore,  in  order 
to  permit  her  l^ir  to  grow  out  again  and  for  the  recuperation  of  her 
health,  Mrs.  Maybrick  was  quietly  transferred  to  this  private  institution, 
wheie  although  she  is  still  actually  a  convict  under  a  life  sentence,  she 
lives  in  a  freedom  that  belies  her  real  status.

SENATOR  HANNA  HAS  TYPHOID  FEVER; 
TEST  OF  HIS  BLOOD  REVEALS  BACILLI 

Physicians  Announce  That  Their  Distinguished  Patient 

Is  Suffering  From  Dreaded  Disease. 


T^'ashingion,  Feb.  5. — Senator  Hanna 
is  officially  i>ronounced  to  have  typhoid 
fever.  The  following  bulletin  was  issued 
by  his  physicians  immediately  after  the 
consultation  at  9  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing. 

'•Senator  Hanna  has  typhoid  fever. 
The  diagnosis  is  confirmed  by  the  com- 
plete blood  examination  reported  this 
morning  by  Dr.  Edward  Beyrond.  The 
senator  rested  fairly  well  last  night  and 
this  morning  hla  temperature  is  100, 
pulse  S2." 

Dr.  Beyrond  is  a  microscopic  expert 
of  this  city.  He  made  two  tests.  The 
first  one  showed  the  presence  of  lue 
typhoid  baccilus.  The  second  test  was 
made  to  confirm  the  first  one.  The  phy- 
sicians will  issue  no  further  bulletins 
before  evening,  unless  some  unex- 
pected development  occurs.  The  doc- 
tors say  tiie  case  of  typhoid  is  iiTegu- 
lar. 

The  question  of  sending  for  the  mem- 
bers of  Senator  Hanna's  family  was 
di.scussed  with  the  physicians  this 
morning,  and  it  was  decided  that  it 
waa  not  neces.sary  at  present  to  send 
for  them.

Hanna  insists  on  personally  attending 
the  patient  much  of  the  time,  but  nn- 
other  trained  nurse  began  duty  today. 
The  physicians  say  that  the  outlook 
is  hopeful  for  recovery,  and  that  the 
crucial  point  in  the  illness  should  be 
passed  In  about  a  week.  They  say  that 
the  case  is  what  is  known  as  irregular 
typhoid,  and  is  less  serious  than  most 
cases  of  that  illness.  It  is  somewhat 
like  walking  typhoid,  which  accounts 
for  the  recent  fluctuations  in  the  fever 
and  general  conditions  of  the  patient. 
The  family,  it  is  said,  instead  of  being 
alarmed  at  the  diagnosis  of  typhoid, 
were  relieved  at  the  announcement,  be- 
ing fearful  of  the  uncertainty.  They 
realize  the  seriousness  of  the  sittiation, 
but  feel  that  there  might  have  been 
other  developmnts  that  would  have 
proven  of  much  more  gravity.  The 
physicians  are  now  making  a  test  of 
the  condition  of  the  kidr.eys.  It  is  re- 
alized that  the  senator's  advanced  age, 
and  his  rheumatic  conditions,  make  the 
case  a  more  serious  one  than  in  a 
younger  man.  but  the  belief  is  ex- 
pressed by  his  family  that  he  will  re- 
cover, though  he  will  be  confined  to 
his  bed  for  a  considerable  period.  The 
present  plan  is  to  take  him  to  Thomas- 
ville. Ga..  as  soon  as  he  is  able  to  be 
moved.

The  recent  decision  of  the  general 
land  office  at  Washington  by  which  a 
claim  on  the  Big-  Fork  river,  valued  at 
from  $80,000  to  $100,000,  is  awarded 
Daniel  Campbell  has  attracted  con- 
siderable a/ttention,  and  brought  many 
congratulatory  comments  iii  Duluth 
and  the  Twin  Cities  from  those  who 
have  met  Camp  sell  and  become  ac- 
quainted with  th  e  unusual  events  of 
his  early  life. 

Fragments  of  the  history  of  this 
quaint,  backwoods  character,  which, 
patched  together  make  a  fantastic 
tale,  are  now  being  related  by  those 
who  are  acquainted  with  him  and  hia 
hermit  manner  of  existence.  Living  as 
he  does  at  the  big  falls  on  the  Big  Fork 
river,  directly  in  the  path  of  the  tra- 
veler through  th(^  Northern  wilds,  his 
tall,  slightly  bent  form,  piercing  eyes, 
peculiarly  shaped  nose  and  heavy  head 
of  bushy  black  hair  are  known  to 
many. 

Although  70  yef.rs  old,  Campbell  has 
scarcely  a  gray  hair  in  his  head,  in 
spite  of  the  troubles  of  his  early  man- 
hood, and  he  is  stronger  than  many  a 
younger  man  wht  has  lived  a  city  life. 
Living  for  the  past  twenty-two  year.s 
the  wild,  free  life  of  the  woods  has  kept 
his  health  In  an  etcellent  state  of  pres- 
ervation. But  thi:;  same  life  has  affect- 
ed aim  otherwise.  The  loneliness  of  the 
great  forests  have  given  him  many  pe- 
culiar traits,  for  he  lived  entirely  alone, 
scarcely  ever  seei  ig  a  white  man  until 
five  or  six  years  ago,  and  visiting  town 
only  about  once  a  year.

Brig:and  In  Albania  Is  Con- 
sidered a  Saint. 

Constantinople,  Feb.  5.— An  influen- 
tial Albanian  pasha  at  the  palace,  who 
has  interests  in  a  mine  near  Smyrna, 
recently  secured  the  pardon  of  a  bri- 
gand, named  Tchakldgi.  who  had  ter- 
rorized the  work  people,  in  the  hope  of 
puttmg  an  end  to  his  persecution. 

Tchakidi,  however,  in  view  of  the  fate 
of  his  father,  who  had  »)een  pardoned 
and  then  treacherously  shot,  and  especi- 
ally disliking  the  Albanians,  refused 
the  pardon  and  took  to  the  hills. 

Eighty  Albanians,  who  were  employed 
to  hunt  him  down,  amused  themselves 
by  fleecing  the  peasants.  They  also 
gave  protection  to  five  brigands  who 
had  carried  off  a  man  named  Phote 
from  the  Sokia  plain. 

The  villagers  complained  to  Tchakidi, 
who  has  a  craze  for  fighting,  as  he  be- 
lieves, the  wrongs  of  the  poor  and  op- 
pressed, whether  Christian  or  Turk.  He 
thereupon  appeared  with  eight  com- 
panions and  shot  the  five  brigands  and 
fifteen  of  the  Albanians. 

Not  .satisfied  with  this  vengeance,  he 
gave  it  out  that  he  would  kill  every  Al- 
banian he  met,  and  further,  that  he 
would  exact  a  fine  of  $250  from  any  per- 
son employing  an  Albanian,  besides 
shooting  the  man  employed. 

The  Albanians  have.  In  consequence, 
fled  to  the  towns,  abandoning  their 
sheep.  Tchakidi  has  now  made  such  a 
name  for  himself  as  a  savior  of  the 
poor  that  it  will  be  difflcult  to  get  hold 
of  him.  He  is  regarded  by  the  lower 
class  as  a  sort  of  saint.

Bitter  in  heart  and  in  despair  over 
the  brutal  treatment  accorded  him  by 
his  rascal  brother,  Dan  gave  up  all 
hope  of  winning  isuccess  in  the  world, 
and,  buying  a  small  trapper's  outfit,  a 
couple  of  blankets  a  few  provisions,  an 
ax  and  a  gun,  he  buried  himself  in  the 
very  heart  of  Minnesota's  vast  pine 
forests.

ward  Glover  will  soon  return  to  posses- 
sion of  the  family,  says  the  Manchester, 
K.  H.,  Union. 


I  Several  months  ago  Mr.  Ellinwood 
called  the  attention  of  Arthur  W.  Dud- 

!  ley.  a  civil  engineer,  to  the  pictures  and 
told  him  all  he  knew  aboutt  hem.  This 
was  that  about  thirty  years  ago  a  vet- 
eran of  the  Eleventh  New  Hampshire 
veterans  brought  them  to  the  studio  to 
sell,  and  that  the  photographer  bought 
them.  The  soldier  said  that  they  were 
taken  from  a  Southern  home  by  a  com- 
rade, from  whom  he  got  them.  They 
were  Interesting  as  relics  of  the  war. 
and  Mr.  Ellinwood  took  them  and 
placed  them  on  his  walls. 

Mr.   Dudley  became  interested  in  the 
portraits.

memorandum  about  it.  But  I  knew  the 
history  of  the  New  Hampshire  regiment 
to  which  this  man  belonged,  and  il\at  it 
was  never  in  the  Army  of  the  Potomac, 
but  that  it  went  into  the  Army  of  the 
Tennessee  and  was  afterward  with 
Sherman's  army  during  the  march  from 
Chattanooga  to  the  sea." 

Having  settled  upon  the  general  sec- 
tion of  the  South  in  which  he  was  to 
look,  Mr.  Dudley  equipped  himself  with 
several  sets  of  photographs  of  the  por- 
traits and  sent  them  to  well  known 
Southerners  of  his  acquaintance,  among 
whom  were  Gen.  James  B.  Gordon  of 
Atlanta  and  Congressman  Robert  W.

On  seeing  a  portion  of  the  Atlant>i  Jour- 
nal yesterday,  which  contained  your  ad- 
vertisement of  two  portraits,  I  immedi- 
ately recognized  the  upper  one  as  a 
likeness  of  Col.  John  Hey  ward  Glover, 
my  husband's  grandfather.

Washington,  Feb.  .').— President  Roose- 
velt Is  so  impressed  with  the  pomp  and 
glory  of  the  recent  military  honor* 
shown  cabinet  officers  that  he  has  list- 
ened eagerly  to  a  suggestion  that  here- 
after all  ambassadors  shall  be  escorted 
by  United  States  troops  to  their  em- 
bassies on  their  first  arrival  in  this 
country. 

It  is  stated  that  it  is  the  custom  In 
all  empires  and  kingdoms  to  give  mili- 
tary escort  to  new  ambassadors. 

The  ordering  out  of  the  cavalry  for 
Tafi  and  Root  gave  the  ambassadors 
now  here  their  cue,  and  they  demanded 
escorts,  too. 

The  president  acquiesced,  and  the 
next  ambassador  to  arrive  will  be  met 
at  the  station  with  the  flower  of  the 
available  cavalry  and  escorted  to  his 
embassy.

got   back?     He   went   to   the   bank 
shook  hands  with  Richards,  with  never 
a  word  about   the  bank  affairs,  how  it 
i  was   running,   and    then   went  home   to 
j  lunch.     Did  he  come  down   town  again 
In    the    afternoon?     No,    he    had    to    be 
I  hunted  up  by   Richards.     It   was  Rich- 
ards that  discovered  the  defalcation  of 
the  bank's  funds,  while  Leland  was  at 
I  home  taking  care  of  himself   with   his 
'  family.     He  did  not  come  down  to  the 
bank  to  go  over  the  books  to  see  how 
matters  stood,      but      he      directed  the 
I  affairs  from  his  East  End  home.       He 
I  tells  Richards  he  can  do  nothing  more 
■  and  that  the  bank  must  close." 
I     Mr.  McClintock  referred  to  the  sched- 
!  ule    presented    in    evidence    showing    a 
'  total    liability    of    about     $282,000     and 
total   assets  of  about   $28,000.   Including 
1  the    amount    of    the    Johnson    defalca- 
tion. 

"If  that  Johnson  liability  had  no  col- 
21ectable  value,"  declared  the  county 
attorney,  "then  there  was  a  deficit  of 
over  $160,000.  If  he  could  pay  his  debts 
Aug.  12,  what  became  of  the  other 
$45,000.  If  they  want  sympathy,  why 
don't  they  explain  where  that  other  de- 
ficit of  $54,000  came  in? 

"The  question  of  what  was  the  beat 
policy  of  Mr.  Leland  under  the  cir- 
cumstances has  absolutely  nothing  to 
do  with  this  case.  The  law  says  that 
when  a  man  is  in.solvent,  then  it  is 
time  for  him  to  stop  receiving  other 
people's  money.  If  he  does  take  it 
after  knowing  he  is  Insolvent,  he  must 
take  tho  consequences  of  the  law.  The 
majesty  of  the  la\<"  is  supreme  in  this 
land.  The  Individual  •  cuts  no  figure. 
You  are  the  repreaentaltives  of  the  law 
and  you  are  to  say  whether  the  law 
shall  be  observed  or  broken.  If  other 
judges  have  dealt  leniently  with  other 
people  who  have  been  before  them,  you 
have  nothing  to  do  witU  that.  It  Is  your 
duty  to  act  on  the  facts  just  as  you  find 
them  In  this  case." 

Alter  a  short  receSs,  Luther  C.  Har- 
ris, associate  counsel  with  William  Har- 
ris for  the  defense,  argued  for  Mr. 
Leland.  ' 

Mr.  Harris  began  by  severely  criticiz- 
ing the  spirit  which  he'clalmed  County 
McClintock  had  shbwn  throughout  the 
prosecution  of  the  case.  He  criticized 
public  opinion  as  to  Mr.  Leland  since 
the  bank  closed,  ahd  made  a  strong 
plea  that  the  jury  place  a  liberal  con- 
struction on  the  law  and  give  due  con- 


sideration to  Mr.  Leland's  efforts  in  his 
best  judgment  to  raise  the  funds  to 
keep  the  bank  open  instead  of  closing  it 
as  soon  as  he  discovered  the  defalca- 
tion. 

He  said  that  ever  since  the  bank  clos- 
ed there  has  been  an  imaccountable 
feeling  of  Indignation,  almost  of  fer- 
ocity, against  Mr.  Leland  and  that  this 
feeling  seems  to  have  predominated 
the  county  attorney  until  he  has  been 
moved  more  by  personal  feeling  and 
vindlcltlveness  rather  than  by  his  de- 
sire   to    see    justice    adm.lnistered. 

Mr.  Han-is  expressed  his  belief  in  the 
wisdom  of  the  statute  under  which  Mr. 
Leland  was  indicted,  but  he  declared 
that  if  its  letter  instead  of  spirit  was 
carried  out  the  very  evils  which  the 
legislators  sought  to  avert  would  be 
brought  about.  He  said  that  if  it  was 
to  be  established  as  an  iron  clad  rule, 
there  would  be  other  bankers  that  would 
lock  their  doors  when  confronted  by  a 
(Critical  situation,  rather  than  make 
any  effort  to  tide  their  affairs  over  and 
thus  run  a  risk  of  being  sent  to  the 
pentientiary. 

Mr.  Leland,  ho  held,  was  no  more 
gnilty  monUly  than  is  the  merchant 
who  accepts  goods  that  he  knows  he 
cannot  pay  for  or  the  men  who  con- 
tinues to  run  up  a  grocery  or  mtat 
bill  when  he  knows  he  can  never  pay 
either  of  them. 

As  to  the  certificate  of  deposit,  Mr. 
Harris  claimed  that  it  was  received  for 
collection,  that  all  such  paper  is  gen- 
erally regarded  by  bankers  as  a  con- 
ditional deposit.  The  single  issue  in 
the  case,   counsel  argued   was   this: 

"Should  Charles  F.  Leland  have  clos- 
ed his  doors  Aug.  3,  or  Aug.  12?" 

He  argued  that  there  was  no  evidence 
to  show  Mr.  Leland  was  insolvent  be- 
fore Aug  3,  and  the  evidence  Introduced 
by  the  state  was  to  the  effect  that  he 
was   insolvent   after   Aug.    12. 

Mr.  Harris  said  he  disputed  the  state's 
contention  that  Mr.  Leland  was  ab- 
solutely Insolvent  Aug.  3.  Mr.  Leland, 
he  said,  knew  he  had  some  assets  that 
he  might  perhaps  realize  on,  and  that 
he  acted  quite  properly  in  attempting 
to  raise  the  money  to  keep  the  bank 
open  and  protect  all  the  other  depos- 
itors. If  he  knew  tie  was  in.solvent  hs 
would  not  have  made  any  attempt  to 
raise  the  money.  Mr.  Harris  placed 
conslderabel  weight  on  Mr.  Leland's 
faith  in  the  Towne  contract,  by  which 
he  expected  the  money  could  be  raised 
and  claimed  that  the  i>eople  who  are 
today  condemning  the  banker  would 
have  been  just  as  bitter  if  he  had 
closed  down  immediately  after  the  de- 
falcation and  it  was  afterward  found 
he  had  probable  assets  and  did-  not 
attempt  to  realize  on  them. 

The  bank  affairs,  he  claimed,  were 
running  smoothly  and  Mr.  Leland, 
whom  he  referred  to  as  being  a  poor 
business  man  as  a  banker,  believed 
that  his  situation  was  secure  and  did 
not  know  what  his  actual  condition  waj 
until  after  bankruptcy  proceedings 
were  started. 

Mr.  Harris  closed  by  claiming  that 
Mr.  Leland  did  just  as  he  should  have 
done,  that  he  is  today  a  penniless  man, 
and  the  jury  should  hesitate  beioro 
branding  him  with  infamy  for  life  and 
disgracing  his  family,  just  because  of 
any  mistakes  or  blunders  that  he  may 
have   made. 

Judge  Dibell's  charge  to  the  jury  was 
short  and  concerned  mainly  the  differ- 
ent requests  made  by  the  counsel  for 
the  state  and  that  for  the  defense. 

He  read  to  the  jury  the  indictment 
under  which  Mr.  Leland  was  brought  to 
trial,  and  quoted  from  the  statutes 
concerning  the  crime  charged.  He  held 
that  the  certificate  of  deposit  In  the 
case  IS  entirely  within  the  meaning  of 
the  statute.  He  said  it  was  entirely  ui- 
cumbent  on  the  state  to  prove  beyond  a 
reasonable  doubt  that  .Mr.  Leland  re- 
ceived the  certificate  Aug.  12;  that  It 
did  not  matter  whether  he  received  it 
in  person  or  whether  it  was  received  by 
a  duly  authorized  employe.  It  was 
charged  that  Mr.  Lelana  must  be  prov- 
ed by  the  state  to  be  a  private  banker, 
that  he  was  insolvent,  and  that  he  knew 
it. 

"You  are  instructed,"  said  the  court, 
"that  if  you  find  the  certificate  was  re- 
ceived for  collection  and  not  for  de- 
posit, to  return  a  verdict  for  the  de- 
fendant. 

"When  a  negotiable  paper  Is  received 
by  a  bank  and  credited  on  the  books 
as  cash,  as  the  Inference  would  be  In 
this  case,  in  the  absence  of  evidence, 
it  is  received  for  deposit  and  not  for 
collection. 

"Two  things  must  concur  before  the 
defendant  can  be  found  guilty.  It 
must  be  established  that  the  defendant 
was  insolvent  at  the  time  he  received 
the  H.  H.  Phelps  certificate  of  deposit, 
and,  second,  it  must  be  established  that 
defendant  knew  or  had  reason  to  know 
he  was  insolvent  when  he  received  It. 

"If  you  find  that  he  did  not  know,  or 
have  reason  to  know  he  was  Insolvent 
when  he  received  it,  you  will  find  that 
he  was  not  guilty." 

The  court  referred  to  Aug  12  as  the 
material  date  of  insolvency,  when  it  is 
alleged  the  deposit  was  accepted.  He 
Instructed  the  jury  that  the  schedule 
from  which  Mr.  Prindle  read  his  figures 
while  on  the  witness  stand  cannot  be 
considered  as  evidence  in  so  far  as  it 
affects  the  value  of  property  therein. 

"Evidence  has  been  introduced,"  said 
the  court,  to  show  that  Mr.  Leland  dis- 
covered this  defalcation  depleted  his 
cash  assets  ahout  $48,000.  It  does  not 
follow  it  was  his  duty  not  to  open  the 
bank  to  receive  deposits.  The  defend- 
ant claims  that  for  the  defalcation  of 
$48,000  he  had  the  promise  of  $15,000,  and 
believed  he  could  get  $25,000  on  another 
business  transaction. 

"This  is  to  be  considered  by  you  as  an 
evidence  of  his  good  faith  when  he  re- 
ceived the  Phelps'  deposit. 

"The  defendant  is  not  on  trial  for  do- 
ing unwise  banking  business.  The  ques- 
tion is  not  that  of  policy,  not  to  open 
or  receive  deposits.  The  question  is 
whether  he  received  the  deposit  at  the 
time,  plac  and  in  the  manner  charged, 
knowing  he  was  safe  and  solvent,  or 
having  good  reasons  to  believe  that  he 
was  such. 

"Suspicions  that  you  may  have  had 
at  the  outset  In  this  case  must  be  laid 
aside   and   the   case   must   rest   on   the

THE  COOK 
MATTER 

May  Be  Hard  to  Produce 

Evidence  Against 

Saloon. 


That  Opinion  Expressed 
Quite  Freely— A  Tech- 
nicality Arises. 


The  hearing  of  M.  S.  Cook,  proprietor 
of  Cook's  European  hotel,  before  the 
committee  of  the  council  on  police  and 
license,  will  not  be  held  until  tomorrow 
afternoon   or   perhaps    Monday. 

At    the   last    nioetingr   of    the   council, 


Mr.  Cook  was  ordered  to  appear  before 
the  committee  to  show  cause  why  hia 
license  should  not  be  revoked.  The 
motion  was  the  outcome  of  the  arrest 

of  three  girls  in  the  hotel  a  few  days 
previous  on  a  statutory  charge.  The 
girls  were  released  on  bail  of  $10  each, 
which  they  forfeited. 

The  committee  is  investigating  the 
matter  and  has  given  Mr.  Cook  notice 
to  appear  as  ordered  by  the  council. 

"We  are  taking  the  matter  up  with 
the  city  attorney,"  said  Alderman  Trev- 
illion,  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
today,  "and  are  trying  to  determine 
the  proper  steps  to   take.

Fullerton,  executive  jigent  for  the  slate 
gan;fc  and  fish  connnission,  to  the  effect 
that  all  hunters,  whether  residents  of 
the  state  or  not,  should  be  required  to 
pay  a  license  for  the  privilege  of  hunt- 
ing g.iine.  They  take  exception  to  the 
statement  in  the  report  that  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  9000  deer  and  I'OO  moo3e 
were  kililed  in  the  state  last  season, 
that  class  of  game  is  increasing,  owmg 
to  the  law  for  their  protection  and  the 
enforcement  of  those  laws.  All  the 
large  game  in  the  state  Is  In  the  region 
to  the  north  and  northwest  of  Duluth, 
and  it  is  pointed  out  that  it  is  scarcely 
possible  for  the  birth  rate  among  deer 
and  moose  to  keep  up  with  the  death 
rate,  for  besides  the  9000  deer  shot  in 
season,  whose  deaths  went  on  record. 
It  is  claimed  there  are  from  5000  to  SOOO 
killed  out  of  season  by  settlers,  In- 
dians, travelers  and  woodsmen,  not  to 
speak  of  the  animals  killed  by  wolves. 

"It  seems  scarcely  likely,"  said  a  West 
Duluth  sportsman  this  morning,  "that 
15,000  deer  are  born  and  successfully 
reared  in  the  state  of  Minnesota  each 
year.  The  game  laws,  doubtless,  do  a 
vast  amoimt  of  good,  but  their  enforce- 
ment is  not  what  the  report  of  the 
game  and  fish  commission  would  have 
us  believe.  I  did  not  hear  of  a  single 
ctuse  this  season  of  a  man  being  prose- 
cuted for  killing  more  game  than  the 
law  allows,  and  yet  everyone  who  was 
in  the  woods  must  have  heard  of  ^ch 
violations.  One  such  Instance  brou;,'ht 
most  prominently  to  my  notice  was  tne 
killing  by  one  man  of  a  whole  family  of 
moose,  bull,  cow  and  calf,  when  the 
law  allowed  him  the  bull  alone.  This 
particular  case  was  known  to  scores  of 
sportsmeiv  and  yet  there  was  no  at- 
tempt at  prosecution.  It  seems  rather 
strange  that  if  the  game  laws  are  so 
rigidly  enforced  no  deputy  game  war- 
den heard  of  this  or  any  like  instance."

The  l(»:ation  officials  con^ 
fess  they  are  pessimistic  regarding  the 
ultimate  result  of  the  negotiations  and 
poi/»i  out  that  Jajan  is  merely  waiting 
on  Russia.  The  whole  situation,  they 
add,  depends  on  tJie  nature  of  Russia's 
reply. 

The  Russian  embassy  Is  understood 
to  have  received  s  notification  that  the 
reply  had  been  ser  t  to  Vicei"oy  Alexieff, 
but  the  officials  declined  to  discuss  the 
matter  for 'publlcj.tion. 

Yuan  Shi  Kai,  tie  commander  of  the 
Chinese  imperial  army  ani^navy  and 
the  vice-president  of  the  war  board, 
has  memorialized  the  throne,  urgently 
insisting  upon  an  offensive  and  defen- 
sive alliance  wit^  Japan  to  regain 
Manchuria,  cablen  the  Shanghai  cor- 
respondent of  the  Globe  this  afternoon.

.Sau  Francisco,  Feb.  r,.— Malcolm  De 
La  Fere,  doctor,  ex-soldier  and  inven- 
tor, who  was  wanted  by  the  Minne- 
apolis yolioe  authorities  for  embezzle- 
ment, has  committed  suioide  here  by 
taking  poison.

It  is  understouil  yie  taxpayers  who 
have  taken  the  Jpp«al  contend  that  the 
bills  are  excessive.  They  claim  Mr. 
Armstrong  could  not  well  put  in  twen- 
ty-five days  in  December,  working  in 
the  interest  of  the  county  roads,  for 
which  he  presented  *  bill  of  $125.  It  is 
al.«o  contended  that  the  road  foremen's 
bllk^.  should  be  h-^ljup,  on  the  ground 
that  the  board  his  no  right  to  accept 
the  affidavit  of  th.^  foremen  that  he  iias 
employed  a  certiin  person  so  many 
days  and  that  thn-e  is  due  him  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  wages.  The  taxpayers 
say  there  is  no  claeck  on  the  foremen 
under  this  system,  and  he  might  ea&ily 
pad  the  payroll.  It  is  alleged  that  the 
state  ex.amlner  h  is  also  raised  an  ob- 
jection to  this  s:  stem  of  paying  road 
foremen's  bills.  "" 

The  county  commissioners  do  not 
take  kindly  to  this  move  on  the  part 
of  tiie  taxpayers,  not  that  they  jiave 
any  objection  to  questions  raised,  or  to 
an  investigation  made  as  to  the  claims 
allowed  by  the  'toard,  but  they  think 
the  taxpayers  should  come  before  the 
board  and  point  out  any  instance 
wherein  tliey  believe  the  county  money 
is  being  umiece'ssailly  spent,  rather 
than  cause  the  trouble  and  expense  of  a 
lawsuit.  ,, 

Under  the  state  law  seven  taxpayers 
of  a  county  cari  petition  the  county 
attorney  and  he  must  appeal  from  the 
allowance  of  any  claim  that  the  board 
rnuy  iiave  allowed.  Whether  the  claim 
has  or  has  not  been  approved  by  the 
cottnty  attorney  makes  no  diffeernce. 

The  county  attorney  goes  before  the 
judge  of  district  court,  after  filing  ap- 
peal papers  in  district  court,  and  a 
time  is  set  for  the  filing  of  a  complaint 
against  the  county  by  the  person  whose 
claim  has  ben  held  up.  The  claimant 
must  go  to  the  expense  of  hiring  an 
attorney  and  fight  the  county  over  a 
c'l'iim  which  the  board  has  already  de- 
cided to  be  a  just  one. 

Tho  county  attonjey.  who  must  act 
for  the  county,  is  placed  In  the  peti- 
tion of  fighting  a  claim  which  he  may 
himself  have  advised  the  board  of  com- 
missioners as  all  right. 

In  the  Armstrong  ca-se  already  tried 
before  Judge  Dibell,  Assistant  County 
Attorney  Crosby  really  appeared  for 
both  sides,  stating  the  facts  in  (he  case 
10  the  court,  and  leaving  It  for  hl.s  do- 
cLsIon.  but  Mr,  Crosby  Raj's  he  will 
not  again  undertake  to  do  so. 

J.  B.  Cotton,  attorney  for  the  Duluth, 
Missabe  &  Northern  road  appeared  be- 
fore the  board  yesterday  in  the  matter 
of  some  roads  which  are  said  to  occupy 
land  where  there  is  an  Iron  ore  deposit 
and  which  Ivave  been  established 
through  common  usage  rather  than  ac- 
tion by  the  commissioners.  Under  the 
state  law^  If  a  road  or  highway  Is  com- 
monly u-sed  for  six  years  it  become.s  a 
county  road  without  action  by  the  b?ard 
and  Mr.  Cotton  notified  the  board  that 
some  of  tlie  roads  would  have  to  be 
closed   before  the  time  limit  expired. 

Commissioner  Kaunpi  claimed  that 
the  county  has  already  gpent  consider- 
able money  on  some  of  the  roads  men- 
tioned and  he  thotight  the  matter  should 
be  thoroughly  investigated  before  the 
county  gave  up  any  of  the  highways. 
On  his  resolution  the  committee  on 
highways    and    bridges    was    instructed 

to  look  into  the  matter.

The  Aurora  school  district  fight  has 
been  ajnicably  settled  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  all  the  citizens  coneemed  and 
the  r^olution  drawn  up  to  make  a 
division  of  school  district  13  to  create 
a  new  district  for  the  town  of  Aurora, 
was  killed.

ARE  STRANGE  REPTILES. 


Half  Chameleon  Independent 
of  Other  Half. 

Has  it  ever  occurred  to  you  that  nature 
3ometlrae,3  gets  exceedingly  tired  of  the 
regular  routine  of  things  and  secretly 
goes  on  protracted  sprees  of  hilarious 
revelry?    asks    tlie    Denver    Times. 

Have  you  ever  thouglit  it  possible  that 
tiio  tiling  which  we  call  nature— severe, 
accurate  awe-inspiring,  and  yet  beautiful 
—could  suddenly  be  tak»»n  with  an  intox- 
icating desii-e  to  slip  out  of  its  long  and 
well-beaten  patli  of  definite  laws  and 
just  for  the  pleasure  of  startling  helpless 
humaidty  create  some  new  and  freakish 
object? 

If  you  are  a  student  of  chemistry,  you 
will  probably  laugh  attiie  idea  and  put 
forth  .several  long-tried  and  set  rules  to 
prove  that  nature  is  not  prankish,  but  you 
will  have  forgotten  that  in  your  analyt- 
ical experinient-s  you  thought  it  remark- 
able that  two  or  three  elements  could 
unite  In  many  ways  to  form  hundreds  of 
different  compound.'*.  If  you  are  an 
astronomer  you  will  perhaps  overlook  the 
fact  that  comets  are  freaks.  The  physi- 
cist will  sliake  liis  head.  l)Ut  at  tlie  same 
time  will  bo  trying  to  explain  the  neces- 
sity of  magnetic  fields  in  electrical  dis- 
play. And  .so  with  many  other  men  of 
science.  I  say  "many,"  because  there  is 
one  class  of  scientists— the  nafurallsl.s— 
who  acknowledge  certain  creations  to  be 
freakish. 

If  you  should  ask  a  naturalist  wiiat  a 
freak  wa.s,  he  would  say  that  it  was  some- 
tiiing  Jjrought  Into  tlie  world  with  differ- 
ent characteristics  than  those  possessed 
by  Its  nearest  relative.  Some  creation 
which  is  a  decided  deviation  from  the 
regular  order.  Since  he  deals  mainly  with 
living  things,  he  would  probably  name  as 
examv>les,  living  monstrosities?,  such  a« 
the  Siamese  Twins,  the  double-bodied  In 
dian  boy,  tho  three-legged  boy.  and  extra- 
ordinary forms  in  the  lower  animals,  as 
double-headed  sheep,  cows,  etc.,  and  If 
he  Is  a  deep  investigator,  he  might  name 
the  chameleon. 

Chameleons  are  truly  wonderful  ani- 
mals, and  if  nature  is  ever  tried  for  man- 
ufacturing strange  things  in  secret,  they 
will  be  strong  evidence  in  proving  h«r 
guilty. 

To  begin  with,  they  are  distant  rela- 
tives of  the  lizards.  Their  native  haunts 
are  In  Africa,  although  they  are  found  In 
the  tropics  of  other  countries.  Mr.  Tay- 
lor's specimens  are  from  Mexico,  in  size  , 
they  are  four  and  one  half  Inches  long  ] 
hy  one  half  inch  thick.  About  two-thirds 
of  the  length  is  taken  up  by  tail.  There 
are  also  other  .species  which  average  ten 
Inches    in    length. 

The  first  thing  noticed  upon  looking  at 
a  chameleon  Is  the  peculiar  skin  whlcli 
covers  the  upp>r  part  of  its  body  and 
tail.  It  Is  very  delicate  and  is  composed 
of  small  granules  al)out  the  size  of  pin 
points.  Near  the  head  these  granules 
(,;hango  into  small,  hard  plate.«.  which, 
because  of  their  circular  position  around 
the  eyes  and  their  brilliant  green  and  gold 
color  resembles  a  beautiful  mosaic  shield. 
The  entire  under  part  of  the  body  Is 
white.  The  next  thing  noticed  is  tho  pe- 
culiar shape  of  the  head  and  eyes.  The 
former  is  composed  of  three  slightly 
raised,  bonv  plates  Joined  by  a  fourth  In 
the  rear,  where  they  terminate  in  a  fan- 
Ilk©  arrangement.  Th?se  slope  gently 
forward  to  the  mouth,  and  thus  give  it 
the  usual  triangular  shape  characteristic 
of  reptiles.  The  eyes  are  the  largest  partt 
in  comparison  with  the  rest  of  the  body. 
They  are  slightly  oblong  and  protrude 
forward  in  much  the  same  manner  a.s  do 
those  of  the  crab.  The  pupils  are  very 
large  normally,  but  they  have  such  great 
power  of  accommodation  that  they  can 
further  open  to  almost  the  whole  width 
of  the  corena.  which  takes  up  nearly  tha 
entire  front  of  the  eyeball.  The  sockets 
are  covered  by  two  small  lids  of  the  same 
granular  structure  as  the  skin.  They 
move  very  slowly  and  at  times  resemble 
a  curtain  with  a  long  silt  in  tho  middle. 
The  lips  are  compressed  and  the  lower 
Jaw  Is  depressed  sufficiently  from  the  In- 
sido  to  conceal  a  very  remarkable  tongue. 
The  tall  tapers  so  gradually  from  the 
body  that  It  would  be  difficult  to  locate 
the  line  of  separation  If  it  were  not  for 
the  fact  that  tlie  latter  Is  compressed 
dorsallv  while  the  former  Is  nearly  round. 
The  tail  terminates  in  a  small  extension 
of  closely  arranged  scales  of  a  dull  brown 
color.  In  some  species  this  organ  is  pre- 
hensible. 

Since  the  chameleon  has  no  means  of 
defense,  nature  has  endowed  it  with  many 
odd  powers  for  protecting  It.self  against 
the  attacks  of  its  enemies.  The  natur- 
alist says  that  the  chameleon  obtained 
tliese  powers  through  natural  selection. 
But  we  are  dealing  with  nature  and  so 
we  will  hold  her  responsible.  The  first  of 
tlese  remarkable  powers  Is  that  the 
ohameleon  can  change  its  color  at  will.

course  this  means  that  the  chameleon 
loses  part  of  its  tail,  but  he  can  well 
afford  to  do  this  if  it  save  liis  life.  Be- 
sides, it  soon  glows  out  again.  The  small 
protuberance  at  the  end  lielps  to  carry 
out  the  mission  of  the  tail,  for  If  the 
ch.ameleon's  body  Is  not  seen  and  Die  tail 
is,  it  miglit  ea.sily  be  mistaken  for  a 
worm.  This  is  important  to  the  chame- 
leon, for  one  of  its  greatest  enemies  Is  a 
bird  that   will   not  eat  worms. 

These  are  about  all  the  characteristics 
the  chameleon  possesses  out  of  the  or- 
dinary, so  we  will  leave  chameleons  in 
general  for  the  two  particular  ones.  As 
has  been  said  before,  they  are  remark- 
able because  of  their  Intelligence.  One 
answers  to  tlie  name  of  Plerot  and  the 
otiier  to  the  name  of  Kono.  They  are 
very  fond  of  their  owner,  wlio  has  had 
them  for  more  than  three  years,  and  each 
knows  whicli  one  Is  meant  when  spoken 
to.  To  prove  this  Mr.  Taylor  put  them 
in  a  little  box  in  one  corner  of  the  room 
and  called  Pierot.  his  one  Immediately 
crawled  out  of  the  box  and  came  walking 
over  the  floor  as  fa.st  as  it  could.

Max  Nath- 
an, of  the  International  Pump  coni- 
pany,  has  been  agreed  upon  as  an  addi- 
tional member  of  the  committee  to 
represent  the  protective  committee 

The  new  plan  made  public  by  Will- 
lam  NelBon  Cromwell,  is  put  out  as 
coming  from  Receiver  Smith  and  pro- 
vides lor  a  new  company  with  a  cap- 
italization of  thii-ty  millions,  half^re- 
ferred  and  half  common,  Mr.  S^^-ab 
us  the  owner  of  the  Bethlehenl^PTnds 
to  get  nine  millions  of  prefeired  and 
six  millions  of  common  stock,  and  the 
first  mortgtige  bondholders  to  get  the 
remalndei-,  pro  rata.  Mr.  Schwab 
gives  up  his  prior  Hen  on  Bethlehem 
and  all  the  present  stock  is  wiped 
out.  The  preferred  stock  is  to  be  seven 
per  cent  noncumulative.  There  are 
to  be  i.«sued  three  mllions  of  collateral 
tru!<t  slinking  fund  six  per  cent  ten  year 
gold  bonds  which  are  to  be  taken  up  by 
a  syndicate  otf  which  the  Morton  Trust 
compai:y  and  Thomas  E.  Ryan  are  to 
be  managers  and  Harvey  Fisk  &  Sons, 
participants,  the  latter  to  market  the 
bonds.  These  bonds  are  to  be  sold  to 
the  .syndicate  at  875  per  ICOO. 

Former  Secretary  of  War  Elhiu  Root 
is  counsel  for  the  syndicate  managers. 
The  new  re-organization  committee 
will  consist  of  George  R.  Sheldon,  chair- 
man; Charles  S.  Fairchlld,  John  E. 
Borne,  Pliny  Fisk,  Charles  AV.  Wet- 
more  and  Max  Nathan.  Other  terms  of 
the  compromise,  to  which  both  sides 
gave  up  many  things,  which  they  have 
fought  for  up  to  the  last  moment,  in- 
clude a  provision  that  the  expenses  of 
the  fight  of  the  borjdholders  protective 
committee  shall  be  paid  as  a  part  of 
the  extkenses   of   re-organization. 

With  the  re-organization  plan  there 
was  made  public  a  circular  from  Har- 
vey Fisk  &  Sons,  offering  the  new  issue 
of  bonds.

"Washington,  Feb.  5. — A  Botticelli 
"Madonna,"  said  to  be  worth  $40,000, 
but  not  for  sale  at  any  price,  has  been 
saved  to  Mr.  Hay,  the  secretary  of 
state,  by  resorting  to  a  delicate  opera- 
tion that  required  persistent  work  and 
the  most  scrupulous  care  and  watchful- 
ness for  a  year.  Another  painting 
belonging  to  Mr.  Hay,  less  valuable, 
perhaps,   only  l:i   that  some  doubt   has 

been  expressed  by  experts  as  to  whether 
It  was  the  work  of  Botticelli  or  his 
famous  master,  Fra  Llppe  Lippi,  the 
Carmelite,  has  been  saved  also  through 
similar  efforts.  If  the  cost  of  this 
work  were  added  to  the  worth  of  the 
two  paintings  their  value  would  be 
Increased  greatly. 

The  panel  known  to  be  a  Botticelli 
original  is  a  Madonna  in  profile,  the 
figure  full  length,  surrounded  by  a 
host  of  cherubim.  This  was  a  favorite 
study  of  Botticelli,  and  Mr.  Hay's 
gem  has  all  the  color  which  made  the 
Florentine  master  stand  alone  among 
his  competitors.  The  panel  hung  for 
years  upon  the  wall  of  the  main  stair- 
way In  Mr.  Hay's  Washington  resi- 
dence, facing  the  spacious  entrance 
hall. 

The  other  panel,  a  smaller  Madonna, 
developed  cracks  from  the  reverse  side 
that  threatened  to  Increase  In  time 
and  bieak  through  the  painting  itself, 
thus  destroying  it»  beauty,  emd  maklnjj 
it,  from  the  standpoint  of  art,  at  least, 
a  total  loss.  Slight  cracks  were  ob- 
served also  In  the  larger  painting,  and 
Mr.  Hay,  after  careful  Inquiry,  rescl-.  ed 
in  the  hope  of  saving  both  masterpieces 
to  resort  to  the  delljate  operation  nec- 
essary to  insure  preservation,  which  he 
had  been  informed  could  be  done  by  a 
man  in  New  York. 

The  object  of  the  operator  was  com- 
pletely to  separate  the  painting  proper, 
that  is  the  paint  itself,  from  the  wood 
upon  which  It  had  been  placed  400  years 
ago  without  In  any  way  injuring  or  per- 
mitting It  to  be  scratched,  rubbed, 
cracked  or  bent. 

To  shave  off  the  paint  without  in- 
juring the  picture  was  manifestly  Im- 
pc«sible,  for  the  thin  sheet  of  pigment 
would  have  broken  of  its  own  weight 
if  once  lifted  from  the  backing.  It 
was,  therefore,  necessary  to  attack  the 
backing  Itself,  working  from  the  re- 
verse side  downward  through  the  wood 
until  the  undercoating  of  the  paint  was 
reached.  Months  of  effort  brought  the 
operator  near  to  the  paint,  and  the  most 
scrupulous  care  had  then  to  be  exer- 
cised. 

As  the  wood  was  reduced  the  polish-  | 
ing  away  process  became  slower.     Fin- 
ally only  the  thinnest  possible  sheet  of  I 
wood,  thinner  even  than  the  paint  ad-  1 
hering  to   its  underside,   remained. 

Here    came    the    crucial    test.    A    too  | 
vigorous    rub,    a    slip    of    the    hand,    a  j 
failure    to    perceive    instantly    the    first  1 
appearance    of    the   paint    and    coating  | 
might   have   proved    fatal   to   the   valu-  1 
able  masterpiece   which   It   was   desired  ' 
to  preserve.       But  care,  patience,  keen 
eyesight    and    steady    nerve     won     the 
day,  and  the  last  vestige  of  woe>d  was 
resolved    into    powder,    leaving    only    a 
thin  layer  of  paint   lying  in  a  bed  of 
tissue  paper. 

The  painting  was  found  to  be  un- 
harmed by  the  operation  to  which  it 
had  been  subjected.  The  colors  had 
been  preserved  and  there  was  no  rub- 
bing away  or  searing  of  the  paint.  A 
coat  of  varnish  was  then  applied,  and 
when  this  wa.s  thoroughly  dried  the 
Botticelli  masterpiece  was  shipped  to 
Mr.  Hay  In  Washington.

Every  Vestige  of  Amer- 
ican Occupation  of 
Cuba  Disappears. 

Havana,  Feb.  5. — The  last  vestige  of 
the  American  ocupation  of  Cuba  disap- 
peared yesterday  afternoon  when  the 
American  flag  was  lowered  from  Che 
Cabanas  barracks  and  the  last  battalion 
of  American  soldiers  marched  to  the 
Trlscornia  pier  and  boarded  the  United  i 
States   army   transport   Sumner.  j 

Standing  on  the    plain,  near  Cabanas  i 
fortress,   between  a  line     of     American 
and   a    line   of   Cuban    troops   and   sur- 
rounded by  a  crowd  of  Americans  and  ! 
Cubans,     President       Palma      feelingly  t 
voiced  his  appreciation   of  all   that    the  t 
Americans  have  done  for  Cuba. 
'    The    Sunmer    had    brought    the    17th  j 
and   19th   companies   of    United    States  j 
artillery  from  Santiago  and  these  troops  . 
participated    with,  the    21st    and    22nd  ' 
companies,    who    have    been    stationed  i 
here,  in  the  evacuation  of  the  Cabanas 
barracks. 

President  Palma     and     the    members 
of    his    cabinet,    Gen.    Rodriguez,    com- 
mander  of   the   Rural   guards:      United' 
States  Minister  Squieres  and  the  mem-  i 
bers    of    the    legation    staff,    took    their  i 
places,  facing  the  center  of  the  parade  | 
ground.     The   lines  of  troops   consisted 
of  the  four   American     artillery     com- 
panies,  a   company  of   Cuban   artillery, 
a  company  of  rural  guards  on  foot  and 
a  troop  of  rural  guards,  mounted. 

After  the  soldiers  had  presented  arms 
the  American  flag  was  slowly  lowered 
from  the  staff  over  the  barracks,  a  sa- 
lute of  21  guns  meanwhile  being  fired 
from  the  fortress.  The  Cuban  flag  was 
raised  In  its  place  and  also  saluted  with 
21  guns. 

President  Palma  then  addressed  Mr. 
Squieres  and  Maj.  Brown,  commander 
of  the  American  troops,  saying: 

"On  this  momentous  occasion  the  sin- 
cerity and  depth  of  my  feelings  over- 
come me.  and  my  heart  must  supply 
my  deficiency  of  words. 

"We  are  confronted  by  one  of  the 
most  extraordinary  facts  recorded  in 
the  annals  of  universal  history,  the  de- 
parture from  our  shores  of  the  last 
troops  the  I'^nlted  States  has  kept  in 
Cuba,  after  helping  us  to  secure  our 
independence  and  the  blessings  of  free- 
dom. 

"They  could  stay  longer,  under  any 
pretext  whatever,  or  an  unjust  demand 
could  be  imposed  upon  us,  but  on  the 
contrary,  the  government  of  the  United 


States,  identified  as  it  Is  with  the  liberal 
spirit  and  noble  character  of  the  Aijier- 
Ican  people,  willingly  proves  its  dlsln- 
terestednoss  and  the  sincerity  of  the  aid 
it  rendered  us  by  taking  these  men 
away  and  showing  us  at  the  same  time 
that  we  have,  as  an  independent  people, 
the  confidence  of  one  of  the  most  power- 
ful nations  on  earth. 

•This  act  of  the  United  States  m 
withdrawing  its  troops  from  Cuban 
territory,  reflects  upon  It  everlasting 
glory  and  makes  us  proud  of  ourselves 
for  It  means  that  nobody  doubts  our 
ability  to  govern  ourselves  or  to  main- 
tain peace  and  order  and  guarantee  the 
rights  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  this 
island.  This  new  consideration  shown 
us,  together  with  the  services  we  have 
previously  received  at  their  hands,  will 
bind  the  Cuban  people  to  the  American 
people  forever  in  a  strong  tie  of  sincere 
gratitude.  ,      ,   ^ 

"I  beg  you,  Mr.  Squieres,  to  be  inter- 
preter of  these  feelings  to  the  govern- 
ment and  the  people  of  the  United 
States.  I  beg  all  present  to  bid  god 
speed  to  the  daparting  officers  and  sol- 
diers, and  to  express  our  wishes  for 
the  Increasing  prosperity  and  welfare 
o£  the  American  nation." 

Maj.  Brown  replied  to  President  Pal- 
ma, and  thanked  him  for  his  kindness 
to  the  American  officers  and  soldiers. 
He  said  lie  believed  he  voiced  the  opin- 
ions of  his  comrades  In  Baying  that 
there  were  no  better  people  on  earth 
than  those  of  Cuba,  and  expressed  the 
hope  that  Senor  Palma  would  serve 
many  years  as  president,  adding,  the 
success  of  the  first  part  of  his  admin- 
istration was  a  guarantee  for  success 
In  the  future. 

After  this  reply,  all  the  troops 
marched  past  and  boarded  the  Sumner.

CANADIAN   ANNEXATION. 

That  there  is  a  strong  sentiment  in  this  country  in 
favor  oi  annexing  Canada  is  plainly  evident,  but  that 
the  idea  is  favorably  received  by  any  considerable  num- 
ber of  Canadians  is  not  true. 

In  the  course  of  a  recent  public  address  President 
Schurman  of  Cornell  university  gave  utterance  to  the 
dictum  that  the  United  States  must  continue  to  expand, 
first  to  the  south  and  then  to  the  north. 

The  Toronto  Globe,  than  which,  perhaps,  there  is 
no  belter  authority  on  the  public  sentiment  of  Canada, 
takes  the  professor  to  task  in  severe  manner,  thus: 

"It  matters  little  in  this  connection  that  Dr.  Schur- 
man was  born  in  Canada,  for  some  other  cx-Canadians 
rre  zealous  annexationists;  it  matters  a  great  deal  that 
he  holds  a  dignified  and  influential  office,  on  which  any 
such  remark  brings  discredit.  Even  if  it  were  true  that 
the  prospect  is  favorable  for  the  annexation  of  Canada,  it 
would  not  be  in  good  taste  for  the  head  of  a  great  uni- 
versity to  use  such  language;  it  makes  the  language  no 
more  tolerable  that  it  is  untrue.  There  never  was  less 
annexationist  feeling  in  this  country  than  there  is  today, 
?nd  its  place  has  been  taken  by  a  sentiment  of  repug- 
nance to  which  the  mass  of  Canadians  were  a  few  years 
ago  entire  strangers. 

"The  causes  of  this  change  are  not  far  to  seek.  It  is 
due  partly  to  the  offensive  tone  adopted  towards  this 
couiitrj-  by  American  journals  and  public  speakers,  like 
Dr.  Schurman  himself,  who  are  very  apt  to  drop  re- 
marks intended  for  the  ears  of  their  own  people,  but 
heard  or  read  by  those  whom  they  insult.  It  is  due 
partly  to  the  mischievous  effect  of  national  politics  on 
municipal  administrations.  It  is  also  in  part  due  to  the 
growth  of  capitalistic  control  over  all  important  indus- 
tries— a  state  of  things  which  has  become  so  alarming  as 
to  deter  Canadians  from  cherishing  annexation  as  an 
ideal.  And  it  is  in  part  due  to  the  prevalent  disregard  of 
the  sacredness  of  human  life  as  displayed  all  over  the 
United  States  in  a  great  variety  of  ways,  including  lynch- 
ing. 

"Intelligent  Americans  ought  to  know  that  the  cur- 
rent is  setting  against  annexation  with  increasing  force, 
that  the  ideal  of  Canadians  is  the  development  of  a  great 
state  of  their  own  within  the  British  empire.  American 
publicists  do  not  talk  of  expanding  at  the  expense  of 
France  or  Germany:  why  should  they  indulge  in  such  talk 
as  regards  Great  Britain  and  her  colonies?  It  would  help 
to  bring  about  great  friendliness  if  they  were  more  cir- 
cumspect." 

It  canont  be  denied  that  there  is  a  basis  of  truth  in  the 
Globe's  charges.  The  residents  of  the  country  to  the 
north  of  us  are  in  the  main  a  people  possessed  of  high 
ideals,  proud  and  patriotic.  Their  love  of  liberty  is  no 
less  and  perhaps  greater  than  our  own. 

Those  Americans  who  rightly  believe  that  annexation 
would  be  to  tlieir  advantage  as  well  as  ours  should  seek 
f^rst  to  cultivate  a  friendly  feeling  between  the  two  coun- 
tries. Xbthing  can  be  accomplished  by  bombastic  asser- 
tions of  alleged  superiority. 

Our  easy  success  in  accomplishing  annexations  to  the 
south  should  not  lead  us  into  the  erroneous  conclusion 
that  we  would  be  equally  successful  by  dealing  in  the 
same  manner  with  the  people  to  the  north.  They  are 
too  much  like  cHirselves  in  disposition  and  character  to 
consent  to  anything  like  force.  They  must  first  be  con- 
vinced and  then  invited.  This  can  only  be  accomplished 
by  kindly  consideration  and  just  treatment.

The  his- 
tory of  rlie  world  is  filled  with  similar  instances  of  the 
results  of  industry.  And  not  only  will  industry  produce 
direct  results,  but  it  will  unlock  genius  which  might 
otherwise  have  lain  dormant  throughout  life.  President 
Harper  is  right;  industry  counts  for  more  than  brains  in 
the  race  of  life. 


GIFTS  TO  PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  question  whether  the  state  university  of  Nebraska 
should  accept  a  Rockefeller  gift  is  just  now  raging.  E. 
Benjamin  Andrews,  head  of  the  institution,  is  anxious 
that  the  donation  shall  be  accepted,  while  there  is  wide- 
spread opposition  on  the  part  of  the  press  and  public. 

It  is  feared  by  those  in  opposition  that  the  accept- 
ance of  this  money  would  have  a  tendency  to  create  in 
the  minds  of  students  a  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  bus- 
iness methods  of  Rockefeller  and  his  like,  and  there  is  a 
feeling  widely  extant  that  Rockefeller's  munificent  gifts 
lo  educational  institutions  are  made  chiefly  with  a  view 
of  perverting  wholesome  public  sentiment. 

Miss  Ida  M.  Tarbell  has  joined  in  the  discussion  by 
invitation  and  her  conclusion  would  seem  to  be  the  proper 
one.  She  says:  "If  the  acceptance  of  a  gift  from  John 
D.  Rockefeller  brings  with  it  tacit  recognition  of  the 
commercial  principles  which  he  has  employed  with  more 
conspicuous  success  than  any  other  man  in  the  country 
— if  it  closes  the  mouth  of  any  man  in  Nebraska  to  the 
corrupting  influence  of  these  principles,  no  greater  ca- 
lamity can  befall  the  university  of  Nebraska  than  to  ac- 
cept his  money.  Human  experience  seems  to  show  that 
the  receiver  of  a  gift  becomes,  sooner  or  later,  the  apol- 
ogist of  the  donor  and  his  methods.  Where  there  is  a 
possibilitj'  of  such  a  result,  jealous  regard  for  the  moral 
itmosphere  of  the  institution  makes  the  refusal  of  the  gift 
an  imperative  duty." 

There  is  another  point  to  be  considered.  While  a 
private  institution  of  learning  might  with  propriety  ac- 
cept donations  from  any  source,  it  would  appear  that  a 
state  institution  should  be  supported  solely  by  public 
funds. 

There  should  be  at  least  one  institution  of  higher  ed- 
ucation in  each  state  supported  solely  by  public  money,  so 
that  anyone  desiring  to  participate  in  its  benefits  could 
do  so  without  feeling  that  he  was  .dejiendent  upon  any- 
body's charity. 


MORE  TROUBLE  IN  SOUTH  AFRICA. 

There  is  another  threat  of  an  uprising  in  South  Africa. 
This  time  the  threat  comes  from  the  English  as  well  as 
the  Dutch.  Importation  of  Chinese  coolie  labor  for  the 
mines,  and  other  legislation  for  the  benefit  of  capitalists, 
i'-  the  cause  of  the  ill  feeling. 

An  idea  of  existing  conditions  may  be  judged  from  a 
letter  which  the  London  Daily  News  recently  printed. 
It  says:  "The  foreign  element  (the  mine  owners)  is 
permitted  to  continue  the  process  of  colonial  disintegra- 
tion. The  introduction  of  Chinese  and  the  expulsion  of 
the  British  proceed  on  divergent  paths,  varied  by  the 
hard-pressed  British  being  hired  to  demonstrate  in  favor 
of  Chinese.  Hunger  is  an  unreasoning  persuader  and  is 
sharply  convincing." 

The  correspondent  goes  on  to  describe  the  breaking 
up  of  a  mass  meeting  that  was  called  to  protest  against 
coolie  labor.  The  rowdies  who  did  the  work  were  each 
paid  15  shillings  afterward.  He  warns  the  people  of  Eng- 
land that  if  these  conditions  are  permitted  to  exist  much 
longer  there  will  be  civil  war. 

Events  since  the  Boer  war  have  all  led  to  a  confirma- 
tion of  the  belief  that  the  mine  owners  were  primarily 
responsible  for  the  great  sacrifice  of  human  lives  and 
treasure  that  occurred  in  that  unfortunate  country.  Their 
motive  was  greed  for  more  gain  and  now  they  are  enabled 
to  put  into  practice  the  penurious  and  oppressive  meas- 
ures that  were  forbidden  by  the  Boer  government.

THE  DULL  STUDENT. 

"The  bright  student  is  almost  always  lazy,"  says  Pres- 
ident Harper  of  the  Chicago  university,  in  explaining  his 
preference  for  dull  students.  "He  knows  that  he  can  do 
things  and  it  makes  him  self-dependent,  and  then  he  lets 
things  drift.  The  mentally  gifted  person  is  often  dis- 
-ipated.  In  the  great  race  of.  life  it  is  not  the  brains 
that  count;  it  is  industry." 

This  is  undoubtedly  true.  Brains  are  a  valuable  as- 
set to  the  student  or  business  man,  but  without  the  ad- 
dition of  industry  they  are  of  little  material  value. 
Systematic  work  counts  for  more  than  genius.  Of  course, 
once  in  many  years,  a  great  genius  appears,  who  is  the 
exception  to  the  rule,  but  such  rare  men  need  not  be 
taken  into  account  when  considering  the  maxim  uttered 
y,y  President  Harper.

state,  this  morning  at  the  Hotel  Mc- 
Kay. 

"The  snow  has  piled  up  and  up  until  it 
ha-s  just  about  covered  all  of  the  foddor 
which  the  motwe  and  deer  generally  de- 
pend upon  for  sustenance  during  the  win- 
ter. Thi.s  has  put  the  animals  at  their 
wits  end  in  tlieir  search  for  food  and  set- 
tlers In  the  districts  where  d,eer  are 
plentiful  say  that  those  which  have  been 
seen  plainly  show  the  effects  of  their  fast. 

"There  is  considerable  speculation  on 
the  part  of  hunters  as  to  what  effect  the 
famine  which  is  now  threatening  the  ani- 
mals will  have  upon  the  hunting  wlien 
the  season  opens  this  year.  Some  freely 
predict  that  If  the  present  conditions  pre- 
vail during  the  rest  of  the  winter  that 
many  deer  and  moose  will  die  from  lack 
of  food.  .    ^, 

"If  any  of  them  do  die  it  is  probably 
that  the  greater  portion  of  them  will  not 
be   able   to   live  and    will   fall   only  to   be 

devoured  by  wolves."

Then  the  in- 
stitution existed  for  the  convenience  of 
the  men.  Now  It  is  defended  mainly  for 
the  protection  it  gives  to  women,  who 
form  a  large  majority  of  the  i>etltioners. 
Today  the  story  of  Julius  Ce.sar  and  his 
wife  "raises  sympathy  witli  the  lady  and 
ridicule  for  the  husband.  Cesar  is  not 
supposed  by  his  fervidest  admirers  to 
have  been  an  anchorite,  and  he  divorced 
his  wife  not  because  she  was  proved 
guilty  of  any  wrong,  but  because  ho 
wished  her  to  be  above  suspicion.  If  the 
veracity  of  this  tradition  be  disputed  it  is 
known  at  least  that  it  repre.sents  what 
were  then  the  ideals  of  Home.  Such  a 
magniloquent  assertion,  made  in  our  day, 
SL-*  that  "Snook's  wife  must  be  above  su.^- 
plcion,"  would  arouse  a  merry  howl  of 
laughter.

PANAMA  CANAL  TREATY. 


Gorman  Has  Failed  In  Effort 
to  Delay  It. 

Chicago.  Ftb.  5.— Walter  Wellman  ia 
a  Washington  special  to  the  Record- 
Herald  says:  Ratification  of  the  Pan- 
ama canal  treaty  before  the  end  of  this 
month  is  the  present  program  of  tne 
senate.  The  fight  on  the  treaty  is  vir- 
tually at  an  end. 

Senator  Gorman  has  failed  in  hla 
campaign  so  far  as  holding  up  the 
treaty  is  concerned,  and  his  effort  to 
discredit  President  Roosevelt  and  use 
the  isthmian  revolution  as  a  text  with 
which  to  convince  the  country  that  the 
president  is  "unsafe"  appears  also  to  be 
in  a  state  of  collapse. 

The  speeches  of  Southern  Democratic 
senators  in  indorsement  of  the  i>resi- 
dent's  action  have  put  a  quietus  to  Mr. 
Gorman's  hopes.  Within  a  few  weeks 
President  Roosevelt  will  take  up  the 
dlfflcult  problem  of  naming  the  Panama 
canal  commi.«;sion,  the  body  which  is  to 
take  charge  of  the  work  of  preparation 
and  constru<tion.

George  L.  Walker,  in  discussing  the 
copper  situation,  says: 

"Copper  prices  have  sagged.  Lake  is 
now  offering  at  12%  and  electrolytic  at 
12%  cents  per  pound.  Business  has  been 
very  ouiet,  both  foreign  and  domestic 
consumers  having  mostly  withdrawn 
from  the  market  for  the  time  being.  It 
is  believed  that  all  consumers  have 
bought  more  or  less  copper  within  the 
past  six  weeks,  and  that  they  are  all  in 

a  position  to  hold  back  a  while  and  test 
the  strength  of  the  market.  If  the  situ- 
ation is  not  as  strong  inherently  as  has 
been  claimed,  consumers  believe  that 
producers  will  naturally  offer  prices 
down;  and  if  prices  should  continue  to 
decline  now,  it  is  improbable  that  there 
would  be  any  concerted  movement  on 
the  part  of  consumers  before  the  quo- 
tation again  reached  12  cents.  Pro- 
ducers will  undoubtedly  get  together, 
therefore,  and  take  care  of  the  market. 

"Foreign  quotations  are  only  a  shade 
lower  than  they  were  a  week  ago.     All 
trade   authorities  agree   that  European 
consumption  of  copper  will  be  consider- 
ably heavier  this  year  than  last.     It  is 
also  anticipated   that   India,    which   has 
I  suddenly  become  a  large  buyer  of  cop- 
per,  will  continue  a  considerable  mar- 
I  ket   factor    in    the   future.      Exports   of 
I  copper    from    this    country    during    the 
j  month  of  Januar>'  are  expected  to  reach 
I  the   unprecedented   total  of  25,000  tons. 
j  The  figures  never  reached  as  high  even 
I  as  20,000  tons  in  a  month  but  twice  be- 
I  fore— in   March,    1900.   and   March,    1902, 
when    the  shipments     aggregated  20,148 
tons  and  20,097  tons  respectively.    Aver- 
age   monthly    exports    for   three   years 
past  have  been  about  13,000  tons. 

"Estimates  of  the  world's  produc- 
tion for  the  year  1903,  which  have  bo 
far  come  to  hand  fro  mseveral  authori- 
ties, give  Increases  ranging  from  2%  per 
cent  to  4*i  per  cent  over  the  previous 
year.  If  the  estimates  are  right,  or 
nearly  so,  copper  production  is  failing 
to  grow  as  rapidly  as  its  consumption. 
The  average  annual  increase  in  the 
world's  output  over  a  long  period  has 
been  from  8  per  cent  to  10  per  cent, 
an  dul  that  has  been  produced  has  been 


consumed.  If  the  ratio  of  increase  in 
production  cannot  be  maintained,  of 
course,  prices  must  advance. 

"An  English  view  of  the  metal  situa- 
tion, and  one  that  comes  from  an  au- 
thority of  considerable  prominence,  is 
that  presented  in  the  annual  report  of 
James  Lewis  &  Son,  the  Liverpoor  cop- 
per brokers.  The  firm  is  apparently 
satisfied  that  the  market  position  of 
copper  IS  very  strong.  In  brief,  Lewis 
&  Son  say  that  the  most  prominent 
feature  of  the  trade  for  the  year  has 
been  the  great  reduction  in  surplus  sup- 
plies, public  stocks  having  decreased 
6016  tons,  and  private  stocks  probably 
all  of  the  14,263  tons,  which.  In  the  pub- 
lished statistics,  represent  falling  off  in 
consumption;  as  all  familiar  with  the 
trade  are  aware  that  actual  consump- 
tion has  been  fuly  equal  to.  if  it  has 
not  exceeded,  that  of  the  previous  two 
years.  The  assumption  apparently  is 
that  consumers  began  the  year  with 
large  supplies,  bought  when  prices  were 
ver>'  low,  which  they  have  since  con- 
sumed, thus  reducing  for  the  time  the 
demand  for  imported  copper  and  mak- 
ing it  appear  froin  a  statistical  stand- 
point that  consumption  was  declining. 

"They  estimate  the  entire  world's  pro- 
duction of  copper  at  568,000  tons,  which 
compares  %vlth  553.000  tons  in  19C2,  an 
Increase  of  15,000  long  tons,  or  only  2'^ 
per  cent.  The  normal  increase  in  the 
past  has  been  from  8  per  cent  to  10  per 
cent  armually.  They  look  for  an  in- 
crease of  from  15,000  to  25,000  tons  in 
the  United  States  production  of  copper 
this  yeiir,  and  for  some  increaae  from 
Canada,  Australia  and  Spain,  also  some 
from  Rhodesia.  Should  war  break  out 
between  Japan  and  Russia  the  exports 
from  the  former  counrty— about  20,000 
tons  per  annum — will  probably  be  much 
curtailed. 

"Consumption  during  1904  is  expected 
to  fall  off  in  the  United  States  and  to 
increase  considerably  in  England. 
France  and  Germany,  'In  connection 
with  the  development  of  electric  trac- 
tion, especially  on  existing  railroads 
and  motive  power.'  India  is  also  ex- 
pected to  take  more  copper  this  year 
than  last. 

"The  review  concludes:  'The  future 
of  values  mainly  depends  upon  the 
quantity  of  copper  available  for  ship- 
ment from  the  United  States  to  Europe. 
An  increase  of  fully  25,000  tons  over  the 
quantity  sent  in  the  past  year  will 
probably  be  required  to  maintain  stocks 
even  at  their  present  low  level,  assum- 
mg  that  there  is  no  Increase  In  the 
European  consumption  and  that  there 
is  no  decrease  In  the  supplies  to  Europe 
from  Japan  and  other  countries.  The 
very  small  quantity  of  standard  copper 
in  the  public  stQ«s  available  for  specu- 
lative purpose»-*iot  much  more  than 
2000  tons— lay*  the  market  open  to  easy 


manipulation,     and     makes     bear  sales 
very  dangerous.' 

"As  a  whole,  the  statement  of  Lewis 
&   Son    is    a   very    reassuring   one,    and 
has      the      appearance       of      accuracy 
throughout.     It  Indicates  that  the  fall- 
ing off  in  consumption  here  will  be  more 
than  counterbalanced  by  the   increased 
demand   from   abroad,   and  also   that   a 
market  is  in  sight  for  all  of  the  prob- 
able increase  of  production  by  the  mines 
of    this    country.      There    would    seem,  ! 
therefore,    to    be    rea.son    for    the    belief  i 
that   the   price   of  copper  may   average  | 
fully   as   high   this   year  as   it   did    last,  i 
which    was    a    fraction    better    than    13 1 
cents  per  pound. 

COPPER  SHARES. 
"The  reaction  from  the  highest  prices 
recently    reached    by    the    coppers    was 
started    by    the    heaviness    of    Amalga- 
mated.    That   stock  has   been   so   much 
more    active    than    other    coppers      for 
weeks  past  as  to  cause  It  to  be  consid- 
ered the  market  leader.    There  has  been 
no  activity  in  the  local  group  of  coppers 
to  call  in  buying  orders,  and  when  the 
selling  began  they  were  very  ^^Qirally 
found   weak.     No  general   sell^^pcame 
in  to  feed  the  decline,  however,  and  as 
the  market  stands  it  is  in  a  much  bet- 
ter position  to  advance  than  to  decline. 
"Local   brokers   and   traders   who  are 
close  to  the  Amalgamated  interests  ex- 
press the  belief  that  in  the  event  of  the 
Boston  &  Montana  decision  being  fav- 
orable to  Amalgamated  there  will  be  a 
general    bull    speculative    movement    in 
the  coppers.     The  action  of  the  market 
i  of   late   encourages   this   opinion. 
1      "The  real  bull  point  on  coppers,  how^- 
ever,  is  found  in  the  fact  that  the  cop- 
!  per    producing   industry   Is    exceedingly 
;  prosperous.     All  of  the  leadln.g  produc- 
i  ing      companies      have      been  earning 
1  money   and   adding   both    to   their   cash 
I  and    ore    reserves,    and    also    to    their 
j  equipment.     They   are  in  a   position   to 
j  put  copper  on  the  market  at  a  very  low 
I  cost,  and  the  prospect  now  is  that  they 
I  will  receive  a  hitherto  unexpected  high 
,  average  of  prices   this   year.     Value   is 
■  under  the  coppers  to  force  up  the  prices 
i  of  their  securities,  and  sooner  or  later 
I  value  is  always  recognized  In  the  stock 
market."

Washington.  Feb.  5.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  value  of  the  merchandise 
passing  out  of  the  ports  of  continental 
Vnlted  States  in  1903  was  more  than  a 
billion  and  a  half  of  dollars.  While 
the  figures  issue«l  by  the  department 
of  commerce  and  labor  throug-h  its 
bureau  of  statistics  show  "total  ex- 
ports" of  $1,4S4.61>1,995.  they  do  not  in- 
clude the  shipments  from  the  United 
tJtates  to  Hawaii  or  Porto  Rico,  and  '.t 
these  were  added  they  would  bring 
the. grand  total  to  over  a  billion  and 
a  half  dollars. 

While  the  omission  of  the  shipments 
to  Porto  Itico  and  Hawaii  from  the 
grand  total  of  exports  is  fully  Justilied 
by  the  fact  that  those  islands  are  now 
customs  districts  of  the  United  States. 
It  is  proper  to  include  those  shipments 
with  the  total  of  expors  in  consider- 
ing he  growth  of  the  export  trade  dur- 
ing ntoent  years,  since  prior  to  1900,  the 
imports  from  and  exports  to  the  Haw- 
•vSlan  Islands  were  included  in  the 
statement  of  foreign  commerce  of  the 
United  States,  and  that  this  was  a.lso 
true  with  reference  to  the  imports  from 
and  exiwrts  to  Porto  Rico  down  to 
July  1.  19<il.  Since  those  date.^.  how- 
ever, the  commerce;  with  those  islands 
has  not  been  included  in  the  statements 
of  foreign  commerce,  but  stated  sep- 
jirately  by  the  bureau  of  statistics  in 
a  group  of  tables  showing  the  com- 
merce between  the  United  States  and 
Its  noncontiguous  territory.  Com- 
merce with  the  Philippine  Islands. 
Guam.  Tutulla,  etc.,  which  have  not  yet 
l>een  made  customs  districts  of  the 
United  States,  is  still  retained  by  the 
bureau  of  statistics  In  its  totals  of 
t'urwign    commerce,    though    the    details 


are  separately  stated  in  the  group  of 
noncontiguous  territories  above  reler- 
red  to.  as  are  also  the  detailed  figures 
of  trade  with  Alaska. 

Any  attempt  to  compare  the  export 
figures  of  1903  with  those  of  years  prior 
to  the  year  1900  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
termining the  growth  or  percentage  of 
growth  would,  for  the  reasons  above 
mimed,  recjuire  the  inclusion  of  the 
figures  of  the  shipments  to  Porto  Rico 
and  Hawaii  in  1903.  They  are.  respec- 
tivelv.  to  Porto  Rico,  111.819.895.  and  to 
Hawaii.  $11.H12,142,  or  a  total  of  $23,532,- 
037.  Adding  this  to  the  total  of  ex- 
ports to  foreign  countries  in  that  yeai*. 
given  by  the  bureau  of  statistics  as 
$1,484,681,995.  would  bring  the  grand 
total  to  $1,508,314,032,  the  sum  necesary 
to  be  used  for  comparative  purposes  in 
stating  the  growth  of  oar  export  tra 
as  compared  with  the  years  prior  to 
19<W.

POTATOES 
SOARING 

Pass    the   Dollar  Mark 

and  Are  Still  on 

Rise. 


Eggs  Continue  at  High 
Mcirk — Storage  Sup- 
ply Exhaffsted.

Potatoes  have  parsed  the  $1  mark  and 
are  still  soaring. 

Tlie  wholesalers  are  receiving  $1.10  per 
bushel  for  the  choice  potatoes,  when  they 
can  be  secured,  and  $1  per  bushel  for  the 
ordinary  grade. 

The  commission  men  predicted  early  In 
the  fall  that  potatoes  would  reach  the  $1 
mark  before  the  winter  was  over.  The 
wet  season  caused  a  large  percentage  of 
the  crop  to  rot  In  the  ground,  and  those 
that  were  marketed  were  touched  with 
"dry  rot"  which  has  caused  tliem  to  spoil 
rapidly   on   the   dealers'    hand. 

The  extreme  cold  weather  of  the  past 
two  weeks  has  also  kept  the  farmers  from 
shipping  their  potatoes.  'In  most  cases 
they  are  atored  In  root  cellars  and  they 
would  freeze  if  the  pits,  were  broken  open. 

It  has  also  been  too  cold  to  ship  any  of 

the  tubers  In  from  other  states,   and   the 

I  result  has  been  something  In   the  nature 

of   a   famine   of   potatoes.     They   may   go 

even   higher  during    the  coming  week. 

Dry  Onions  have  reached  the  highest 
price  seen  for  years.  They  jumped  from 
$1.25  per  100  pounds  to  $2  during  the  past 
week,  and  they  are  now  firm  at  the  lat- 
ter figure. 

Eggs  still  remain  at  tlie  high  mark 
reached  two  weeks  ago.  Tlie  storage 
eggs  are  out  of  the  market,  and  the  fresh 
eggs  are  very  firm  at  3*  cents  wholesale 
price.  Difficulty  Is  being  experienced  In 
supplying  the  demand  even  at  this  price 
as  the  "biddies"  refii.-;e  to  lay  In  such 
weather  as  has  been  prevalent  during  the 
past  two   weeks. 

Butter  prices  remain  unchanged  from 
last  week.  Creamery  prints  are  sellirxg 
at  23  cents  and  fancy  dairies  at  17  and 
18   cents. 

The  business  of  the  produce  dealers  has 
shown  some  activity  during  the  week,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  there  were  on©  or 
two  days  when  shipments  could  not  be 
made  on  account  of  the  extreme  cold 
weather. 

Poultry  prices  have  taken  a  Jump  dur- 
ing the  week,  and  fowls  of  all  kinds  ara 


selling  for  about  a  cent  a  pound  more 
than    last   week. 

Spring  chickens  are  selling  at  14  cents, 
hens  at  13.  ducks  at  14,  turkeys  at  16  and 
geese  at  13. 

All  of  the  poultry  that  Is  now  being 
received  on  the  local  market  la  coming 
from  Iowa  and  the  extreme  .southern  part 
of  the  state.  The  northern  Minnesota 
farmers  are  not  willing  to  kill  hens  that 
are  laying  eggs  worth  almost  their  weight 
In  gold  and  the  result  has  been  a  falling 
off  In  receipts.  A  brisk  demand  for 
poultry  has  forced  the  price  up  a  cent  a 
pound. 

The  wholesale  meat  prices  are  about  the 
same  as  last  week,  and  the  packing 
houses  report  a  good  week's  business.

SUSPENDED 

Five  Princeton  Men  Guilty 

of   Cheating   on 

Examinations. 

Princeton,  X.  J..  Feb.  5.— Five  stu- 
dents, whose  names  are  withheld,  were 
suspended  from  the  Princeton  univer- 
sity on  a  charge  of  cheating  on  exam- 
inations, and  two  townsmen  have  been 
arrested  in  connection  with  the  mat- 
ter. 

It  Is  alleged  that  the  two  men  ar- 
rested here  had  secured  several  copies 
of  freshmen  examination  papers 
through  the  son  of  one  of  them,  who 
worked  In  the  office  where  they  were 
printed.  With  this  in  their  possession 
they  approached  a  number  of  freshmen, 
five  of  whom  bought  copies  of  the  pa- 
pers. One  of  the  students,  however, 
reported  the  matter  to  the  "under- 
graduate honor  committee."  who  trap- 
ped the  town  men  by  a  decoy  and  had 
both  arrested.  It  is  alleged  that  they 
had  been  selling  examination  papers 
heretofore  for  ten  and  fifteen  years. 
One  of  the  men  had  the  papers  on  lila 
person  when  arrested.  Each  was  put 
under  a  $1000  bond  and  is  awaiting  trial 
In  Trenton  jail. 

The  "hdYior  committee,"  composed  of 
presidents  of  the  four  classes  and  an 
extra  junior  and  senior  member,  inves- 
tigated the  case  and  apprehended  Ave 
students  who  had  been  gniUty  of  using 
the  examination  papers  thus"  procured. 
The  student  committee  then  recom- 
mended their  expulsion  to  the  university 
authorities,  who  sanctioned  the  action 
of  the  committaa.

By  Creditors  of  Millionaire 

Who  Has  Settled  In 

Italy. 

Cleveland.  Ohio.  Feb.  5.— Creditors  of 
R.  C  Penfleld,  formerly  of  Willoughby, 
who  disappeared  last  fall  prior  to  his 
^3,000,000  failure,  have  received  infor- 
mation that  he  is  living  in  Italy  with 
his  family,  and  aparently  has  no  in- 
tention of  returning  to  this  counti-y- 
The  creditors  fear  they  will  have  to 
take  tne  property  he  left  and  try  to 
work  out  of  the  cohipanles  the  amounts 
due. 

If  this  plan  is  followed  it  will  wipe 
out  the  immense  Penfleld  fortune.  Rat- 
ed as  a  millionaire  up  to  the  date  of  his 
disappearance,  all  his  Immense  invest- 
nient.s  will  be  swallowed  up  in  an  effort 
to  liquidate  his  debts. 

His  Mexican  Clay  company  will 
shortly  be  sold  under  foreclosure  pro- 
ceedings, instituted  by  the  bondholders, 
and  will  be  bought  by  them  for  the 
amount  of  their  claims. 

The  New  York  Blower  company,  at 
Bucyrtis,  has  been  sold  by  the  receivers 
and  paid  for.  There  are  now  left  tlie 
plants  of  the  American  Clay  Working 
company,  at  Willoughby  and  Bucyrus, 
and  the  plant  of  the  Great  Eastern  Clay 
Manufacturing  company  In  New  Jersey. 
These  plants  are  all  making  money  and 
have  cleared  up  a  handsome  profit  for 
the  past  year.  The  American  Clay 
Working  Machinery  company  has  earn- 
ed the  past  year  about  $150,000  profit. 

The  puzzling  and  annoying  feature  of 
the  proposition  Is  the  large  amount  of 
accommodation  paper,  said  to  be  nearly 
$1,000,000.  the  latter  company  has  afloat, 
and  the  Indorsements  on  the  paper  that 
complicate  the  situation  by  adding  to 
the  liabilities  of  the  other  companies. 
It  has  been  a  fearful  piece  of  work  for 
the  experts  who  went  through  the  Pen- 
fleld records  to  flgure  out  the  liability, 
and  is  the  one  thing  that  delayed  the 
announcement  of  the  bankers'  plans. 

The  bankers'  committee  will  advocate 
that  creditors  form  a  committee  to  take 
over  and  operate  the  entire  property, 
the  proceeds  to  be  employed  in  the  an- 
nual reduction  of  the  debts.  It  was 
stated  that  If  Penfleld  was  here  to  take 
charge  of  the  properties  and  use  his 
knowledge  of  the  business  in  the  capa- 
city of  manager,  the  debts  would  all  be 
paid  easily  from  the  profits  within  a 
period  of  from  five  to  seven  years  witn 
the  greatest  ease.  Penfleld  left  owing 
large  sums  to  the  leading  banks  of 
Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Jersey 
City,  Baltimore,  Pittsburg,  Cincinnati, 
Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  Cleveland.

— (Special  to  The 
Horald.)— The  value  of  the  merchandise 
passing  out  of  the  ports  of  fontinontal 
Vnlted  States  in  1903  wa^j  more  than  a 
billion  uiid  a  half  of  dollars.  While 
the  tigures  i.^.'^ued  by  the  department 
of  commerce  and  labor  through  its 
bureau  of  statistics  .show  '"total  ex- 
ports" of  $1.4S4.6S1.995,  they  do  not  in- 
clude the  shipments  from  the  United 
istates  to  Hawaii  or  Porto  Rico,  and  If 
these  -ivere  added  they  would  bring 
the. grand  total  to  over  a  billion  and 
a  half  dollars. 

While  the  omission  of  the  shipments 
to  Porto  Rico  and  Hawaii  from  th;^ 
grand  total  of  exports  is  fully  Justilied 
by  the  fact  that  those  islands  are  now 
cu5»toms  districts  of  the  United  States, 
it  is  proper  to  include  those  shipments 
M'ith  the  total  of  expors  in  consider- 
ing he  growth  of  the  export  trade  dur- 
ing rtKent  years,  since  prior  1 1  1!>00,  the 
imports  from  and  exports  to  the  Haw- 
fOiian  Islands  were  included  in  the 
statement  of  foreign  commerce  of  the 
United  States,  and  that  this  was  also 
true  with  reference  to  the  imports  from 
and  exi»)rts  to  Porto  Rico  down  to 
July  1.  19<Jl.  Since  those  date.-*,  how- 
ever, the  commerce  with  tho.^se  islands 
has  not  been  included  in  the  statements 
of  foreign  commerce,  but  stated  sep- 
iirately  by  the  bureau  of  stati?ti'\s  m 
a  group  of  tabl'^'s  showing  the  rom- 
inerce  between  the  United  States  and 
Its  non^'ontlguous  territory.

Potatoes  have  passed  the  $1  mark  and 
are  siiU  soaring. 

The  wholesalers  are  receiving  $1.10  per 
bushel  for  the  choice  potatoes,  wlu-n  they 
can  be  secured,  and  $1  per  bushel  for  the 
ordinary  grade. 

The  commission  men  predicted  early  In 
the  fall  that  potatoc;^  would  reach  the  $1 
mark  before  the  winter  was  over.  The 
wet  season  caused  a  large  percentage  of 
the  crop  to  rot  in  the  ground,  and  those 
that  were  marketed  were  touched  with 
"dry  rot"  which  has  caused  them  to  spoil 
rapidly   on    the   dealers'    hand.

SUSPENDED 

Five  Princeton  Men  Guilty 

of   Cheating   on 

Examinations. 

Princeton.  X.  J..  Feb.  5. — Five  stu- 
dents, who.se  names  are  withheld,  were 
suspended  from  the  Princeton  univer- 
sity on  a  charge  of  cheating  on  exam- 
inations, and  two  townsmen  have  been 
arrested  in  connection  with  the  mat- 
ter. 

It  Is  allf'ged  that  the  two  men  ar- 
rested here  had  secured  several  copies 
of  freshmen  examination  papers 
through  the  son  of  one  of  them,  who 
worked  In  the  office  where  they  were 
printed.  With  this  In  their  possession 
they  approached  a  number  of  freshmen, 
five  of  whom  bought  copies  of  the  pa- 
pers. One  of  the  students,  however, 
reported  the  matter  to  the  "under- 
graduate honor  committee,"  who  trap- 
ped the  town  men  by  a  decoy  and  had 
both  arrested.  It  Is  alleged  that  they 
had  been  selling  examination  papers 
heretofore  for  ton  and  fifteen  years. 
One  of  the  men  had  the  papers  on  iila 
person  when  arrested.  Each  was  put 
under  a  $1000  bond  and  is  awaiting  trial 
in  Trenton  jail. 

The  "hdYior  committee."  composed  of 
presidents  of  the  four  classes  and  an 
extra  junior  and  senior  member,  inves- 
tigated the  case  and  apprehended  Ave 
students  who  had  been  guilty  of  using 
the  examination  papers  thus'  procured. 
The  student  committee  then  recom- 
mended their  expulsion  to  the  university 
authorities,  who  sanctioned  the  action 
of  the  commutes.

By  Creditors  of  Millionaire 

Who  Has  Settled  In 

Italy. 

Cleveland,  Ohio.  Feb.  5.— Creditors  of 
R.  C.  Penfleld,  formerly  of  Willoughby, 
who  disappeared  last  fall  prior  to  his 
$3,000,000  failure,  have  received  infor- 
mation that  he  is  living  in  Italy  with 
his  family,  and  aparently  has  no  in- 
tention of  returning  to  this  country- 
The  creditors  fear  they  will  have  to 
take  tne  property  he  left  and  try  to 
work  out  of  the  cofnpanles  the  amounts 
due. 

If  this  plan  is  followed  it  will  wipe 
out  the  immense  Penfleld  fortune.  Rat- 
ed as  a  millionaire  up  to  the  date  of  his 
disappearance,  all  his  immense  Invest- 
ments will  be  swallowed  up  in  an  effort 
to  liquidate  his  debts. 

His  Mexican  Clay  company  will 
shortly  be  sold  under  foreclosure  pro- 
ceedings. Instituted  by  the  bondholders, 
and  will  be  bought  by  them  for  the 
amount  of  their  claims. 

The  New  York  Blower  company,  at 
Bucyrus.  has  been  sold  by  the  receivers 
and  paid  for.  There  are  now  left  the 
plants  of  the  American  Clay  Working 
company,  at  Willoughby  and  Bucyru.^, 
and  the  plant  of  the  Creat  Eastern  Clay 
Manufacturing  company  in  New  Jersey. 
These  plants  are  all  making  money  and 
have  cleared  up  a  handsome  profit  for 
the  past  year.  The  American  Clay 
Working  Machinery  company  has  earn- 
ed  the  past  year  about  $150,000  profit. 

The  puzzling  and  annoying  feature  of 
the  proposition  is  the  large  amount  of 
accommodation  paper,  said  to  be  nearly 
$1,000,000,  the  latter  company  has  afloat, 
and  the  Indorsements  on  the  paper  that 
complicate  the  situation  by  adding  to 
the  liabilities  of  the  other  companies. 
It  has  been  a  fearful  piece  of  work  for 
the  experts  who  went  through  the  Pen- 
Held  records  to  figure  out  the  liability, 
and  is  the  one  thing  that  delayed  the 
announcement  of  the  bankers'  plans.

the  greatest  ease.  Penfleld  left  owing 
large  sums  to  the  leading  banks  of 
Boston,  New  York.  Philadelphia,  Jersey 
City,  Baltimore,  Pittsburg,  Cincinnati, 
Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  Cleveland.

So  thirty-two  years  ago 
the  Bowery  branch  was  formed  especially 
for   de.otltute   men.     Mr.    Morris    K.    Jesup 
who  was  then  president  of  the  association, 
j  Kuggepted  the  founding  of  tlii?  branch  and 
I  hap  s»ince  been  one  of  its  largest  8upp<.)rt- 
ers.     Robert   R.    McBurney.    the   first  gen- 
eral    secretary    of    the    country     at     old 
I  Twenty-third    street,    kept    his     member- 
ship  in   this   branch,   out   of   hia   deep   in- 
terest   and     big-hearted     Irish    sympathy 
with   men   who   were   down   on   their   luck 
and    rif-eded    a   boost     or     encouragement 
from  Christian  men  to  put  them  on  their 
feet.    Last  year  3068  men  were  entertained 
In    the    branch,     the    average    stay    being 
fight   days.      Employnient   was   found    for 
:  1364   of   tliem.     There   are   79   beds    in    the 
I  dormitories   which   are  strictly   clean   and 
I  comfortable.     Here  a  man  without  means 
may    be    entertained    for    a    week    or    so. 
free  of  cost,   until   he  secures  a    position, 
then,    if    he    will,    he    may    make    a    small 
payment   for   this  cciurtesy  shown   him.    A 
man's  self-respect  is  thus  maintained.     In 
the  restaurant  meals  of  good   wholesome 
food   are   served    at   five   cents   each,    for 
which   he  pays,   if  he  Is  able.     Last  year 
18,000    meals    were    serAed.    over    half    of 
which  were  paid   for  by  the  men.     Seven 
hundred  men  are  thus  fed  dally  at  a  v<»ry 
rnnall    cost.       Boai-d    Is    provided    at    $.i.» 
a    week.      On    Thanksgiving    day.    a    free 
dinner  was  given  to  480  men.     Every  man 
who   comes  to  the   house  is   met   by   the  ; 
secretary    or   one   of   his   assistants,    who  ; 
ha«  a  frank  talk  with  him  about  his  abil- 
ity   and    condition.     These   men    have  be- 
come   expert    in    advising    with    men    out 
of  employment.     A  large  amount  of  worn 
clothing   is   quietly   supplied    those   whose 
wardrobes  need  to  be  replenished  to  make 
them  pre.sentable   and  enhance  the  po.«si- 
blhty    of    securing    employment.      In    the 
course   of  a   year    hundreds   of   garments 
are  sent   In   by   men   who   prefer   to   give 
away  their  partly  worn  clothing  than  to 
sell  It  for  .a  song  to  a  second-hand  dealer. 
Men's  clothing  of  all  sorts  is  constantly 
needed.    A  man  can  find  no  better  satis- 
faction  these  cold  days  than  to  thus  put 
an   unfortunate  felow   in   the  way   of  se- 
curing comfort  and  obtaining  a   paslllon. 
It  Is  interesting  to  note  that  20  per  cent 
of  the  3068  men  who   were  entertained  In 
1903    were    college    and    univei-sity      men.

"Our    troops    here,    numbering   2S0.000 
men,  besides  those  on  the  way,  are  al- 
ready suffering  from  want  of  supplies, 
and  consequently  from  typhus,  and  the  I 
military  staff  is  afraid  the  railway  will) 
prove   wholly  unable  to  carry  on  from  j 
llussia   the  quantities   of  food,   amaiu- 
nition,  etc.,  that  will  be  wanted  durnig 
the  war. 

•'Admiral  Alexieff  hopes  Gen.  Keuro- 
l.atkin,  who  is  the  ablest  administrative 
man  in  the  army,  will  be  intrusted  with 
the  commandnient-in-chief  of  the  land 
troops,  he  himself  remaining  charged 
with  the  naval  and  political  mattens. 
<  >ur  w.ir  scheme  is  such  that  in  case 
of  a  campaign  on  land  the  administra- 
tion will  be  far  more  important  than 
the  actual  military  action.  But  Admiral 
Alexieff  holies  still  that  a  naval  cam- 
paign will  turn  out  to  the  destruction 
of  a  greater  part  of  the  Japanese  navy, 
and  thus  bring  about  a  decisive  result 
before  even  the"  landign  of  Japanese 
troops  in  Manchuria.

In  former  days,  when  fights  for  the 
championship  in  any  class  were  to  a  ^ 
finish,  the  contest  lasted  longer  than  j 
they  do  at  present.  Most  of  the  con-  j 
tests  in  which  titles  are  involved  now  I 
are  limited  to  twenty  or  twenty-five  | 
rounds.  Very  few  of  them  go  the  dis-  j 
tance,  a  knockout  invariably  cutting 
them  short  before  half  or  three-fourths  i 
of  the  journey  has  been  reached,  writes  I 
the  New  York  correspondent  of  the  Chi-  ' 
cago  Inter-Ocean.

Chicago,  Feb.  5.— William  E.  Curtis, 
writing  to  the  Recoi^i-Herald  from  the 
Red  Sea,  says:  '"We  are  very  soriy 
to  leave  Cairo.  Its  fascinations  are 
diiflcult  to  resist.  An  old  proverb  says 
that  "He  who  once  drinks  of  the  water 
of  the  Nile  will  long  for  it  evermore." 
We  had  a  most  delightful  time  there 
under  ideal  conditions.  The  hotel  was 
as  comfortable  as  anyone  could  wish; 
the  climate  was  perfect  the  members  of 
the  American  colony  are  very  hospit- 
able, and  from  the  British  officials  I 
received  many  attentions  and  favors, 
for   which   I   am   truly  grateful. 

Wc  went  down  to  Port  Said  on  the 
railway,  a  journey  of  six  hours,  with 
an  excellent  luncheon  on  a  dining  car. 
and  arrived  at  the  canal  city  about 
dark,  to  discover  tliat  our  steamer  was 
to  be  detained  twenty-four  hours  be- 
cause the  mail  boat  from  Brandisi  had 
been  compelled  to  put  into  the  harbor 
of  Corfu  to  escape  a  hurricane.  The 
big  India  steamers  that  come  out  from 
London  stop  at  Gibraltar,  Marseilles, 
Genoa,  Naples  and  Malta  for  passen- 
gers and  freight.  The  mails  for  India 
and  the  far  East  leave  London,  Pans 
and  Berlin  ten  days  later,  nd  are  car- 
ried by  a  special  train  to  Brindisi,  the 
port  of  southern  Italy,  qn^  the  Adriatic 
sea,  where  they  are  placed  aboard  a 
small,  fast  steaaner  and  overtake  the 
bi  gboat  at  Port  Said.  Hence,  while 
it  Is  twenty-three  days  by  steamer  from 
London  to  Bombay,   it  is  only  thirteen 

days  by  mail.

In   the   Cotton   Market   and 
Liquidation  Enormous. 

New  York,  Feb.  5.— The  drop  in  cotton 
prices  was  continued  today  soon  after  t.»e 
market  opened.  At  first  the  tone  was 
fairly  steady,  tnit  before  11  a.  m.  a  sell- 
ing movement  began  and  the  May  optio/. 
sold  at  14.00.  a  decline  of  170  points  or  1  i-5 
v.ents  per  pound  since  yesterday.  The  sell- 
ing was  so  heavy  that  it  seemed  to  lie 
completely  demoraUzed.  July  sold  shortly 
after  11  o'clock  at  14.35,  a  decline  of  more 
than  1  cent  a  pound  since   yesttrday. 

There  was  a  sudden  recovery  after  the 
selling  panic  had  lasted  about  half  an 
hour  and  May  ran  up  50  points.  The  rally 
did  not  hold,  however,  and  May  fell  back

PULLMAN  IMPROVEMENT. 

New  Device  For  the  Ventila- 
tion of  Cars. 

All  cars  cont railed  by  the  Pullman 
company  are  soon  to  be  equipped  with 
patent  apparatus  w^hich  will  eliminate 
all  drafts  in  cars,  while  plenty  of  pure 
air  will  be  furnished  through  a  com- 
plicated set  of  \entilators  in  the  roof. 

The  present  system  of  changing  the 
air  either  allows  an  enormous  amount 
of  cold  air  to  enter  or  stops  it  alto- 
gether. A  simple  ventilator  is  now 
being  tested.  It  looks  well  and  is  as 
durable  as  the  car  itself.  It  comprises 
two  airways  in  the  deck  sash  and  an 
outside  extensio  1  of  two  wings  between 
them.  The  air.vaj's  are  fitted  with 
louvres  that  deflect  the  mtake  of  air 
toward  the  roof  of  the  car,  precluding 
drafts. 

The  wings  intercept  the  air,  eliminat- 
ing all  dust,  smoke,  cinders  and  mois- 
ture. Into  the  fo.nvard  airway.  The  ac- 
tion of  the  air  j)roduces  a  partial  vac- 
uum behind  the  wings,  providing  a 
strong  suction  which  draws  out  the 
foul  gases  thiough  the  rear  airway.  If 
the  direction  ol  the  car  changes,  the 
action  of  the  vmtilator  reverses.  All 
the  space  in  the  car  is  kept  fresh  and 
sweet  without  d  -afts  or  change  of  tem- 
perature. The  iiirways  are  fitted  with 
shutters  which  regulate  the  intake  of 
air  and  can  easily  be  adjusted  when 
there  are  decided  changes  in  weather 
conditions.

CRUISE    OF    EMPEROR.

According  to  statements  made  todaT^ 
by  persons  whose  business  interest* 
bring  them  into  contact  with  marine- 
interests  on  the  great  lakes  and  wh*> 
have  just  returned  from  a  trip  taking- 
in  the  principal  la.ke  ports,  the  opening 
of  navigation  will  be  later  this  year 
than  ever  before. 

A   multiplicity  of  causes   will  be  re- 
j  sponsible  for  the  delay  in  the  opening, 
I  and  it  will  be  far  into  the  summer  be- 
I  fore  the  large  fleets  are  j>laced  in  com- 
mission,   unless   some   unexpected    turn 
of   affairs   comes    to    pass.      Ordinarily 
[orders  are  given   during  February   for 
the  getting  of  vessels  into  shai>e  for  the 
season,    and    March    is    a    busy    month 
with    dealers    in    marine    supplies    and 
those  whose  duties  consist  of  fitting  out 
the  boats  for  service. 

This  year,   however,  there  has  as  yet 
been   no   indication   that   orders  will   be 
issued  much  if  any  before  May  1,  and 
this  will  throw  the  season  back  several 
weeks.    The  main  reason  for  anticipat- 
ing a  .short  season  as  far  as  Duluih's 
shipping  interests  are  concerned  is   the 
fact  that  lower  lake  ports  will  not  bo 
in  a  position  to  handle  any  great  quan- 
tity of  ore  for  a  long  time. 
j     The    doclcs    at    the    lower    ports    are 
I  still   stocksd   heavily   with   ore,    and  at 
i  the    rate    which    the    furnaces    are    de- 
;  pleting  the  supply  there  will  be  no  oc- 
j  casion   to  begin  shipping  ore  until   the 
I  middle  of  summ.er.     This   will   cause  a 
great    falling    off    in    the    total    of    ore 
shipments  for  the  season  as  compared 
with  other  seasons,  unless  an  unprece- 
dented number  of  shipments  are  made 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  season. 

Vessel  owners  are  not  alarmed  at  the 
prospect  of  a  short  season,  and  on  the 
other  hand  would  welcome  It.  A  repre- 
sentative of  one  of  the  largest  fleets 
on  the  lakes  said  today  that  the  vessels 
would  earn  just  as  much  money  during- 
a  short  season  with  good  pricc*s  as  they 
would  with  a  long  season  at  low  prices, 
and  without  the  additional  risk  incurred 
and  the  wear  and  tear  on  the  boats, 
which  is  an  item  of  considerable  Im- 
portance. 

Another  phase  of  the  quei.tion  of 
opening  is  the  adjustment  of  disputes 
over  wages  and  working  conditions  be- 
tween vessel  owners  and  their  employes. 
In  former  years  vessel  owners  have 
found  that  an  early  opening  of  navi- 
gation always  tended  to  make  settle- 
ments with  labor  organizations  an  al- 
most hopeless  task,  while  with  a  late 
opening  the  unions  tjave  always  shown 
more  of  a  disposition  to  get  agreements 
settled  as  soon   as  possible. 

The  main  question  which  is  agitating 
labor  m.en  and  vessel  owners  at  the 
present  time  is  whether  or  not  there 
will  be  any  trouble  this  year  between 
the  Masters  and  Pilots'  association  and 
the  Lake  Carriers'  association. 

When  a  truce  was  patched  up  last 
year  between  the  Pittsburg  Steamship 
company  and  the  Masters  and  Pilots* 
association,  matters  were  in  more  or 
less  of  a  chaoitic  state,  and  a  lively 
time  was  anticipated  when  the  time 
came  for  the  association  to  present  its 
agreements  this  spring  to  the  Carriers* 
association. 

These  agreements  have  not  yet  been, 
presctned.  but  it  is  understood  that  the- 
masters  and  pilots  will  not  be  at  all 
backward  in  making  their  demands  this 
year,  and  that  a  serious  dispute  will 
arise  when  they  do  so. 

What  attitude  Howard  Coulby.  who 
succeeded  A.  B.  Wolvln  as  general  man- 
ager, will  assume  towards  labor  organ- 
izations is  problematical,  but  it  le  not 
thought  that  his  general  line  of  ideas 
as  to  how  they  should  be  treated  will 
vary  much  from  the  course  pursued  by 
his  predecessor.

In  June  of  that  year  work 
was  commenced  on  permanent  ways. 
The  keels  were  laid  down  m  September. 
The  vessels  were  designed  by  William 
A.  Fairburn,  the  marine  architect  of 
the  shipbuilding  company,  embracing 
the  ideas  of  James  J.  Hill,  president  of 
the  Great  Northern  Railroad  company.

Dakota,  for  the  Great  Northern  Steam- 
ship company,  was  successfully  launch- 
ed today  from  the  yards  of  the  Eastern 
Shipbviilding  company,  amid  a  din  of 
salules  from  whistles  of  vessels,  fac- 
tories and  locomotives  and  the  cheers  of 
fully  50i»0  spectators.  Miss  Mary  Flom- 
Ington.  of  EUeiuiale,  N.  D.,  was  sponsor, 
and  as  the  great  craft  began  to  slide 
av.ay  from  the  christening  stand,  sht 
brc>ke  a  bottle  of  champagne  on  the 
prow,  faying:  "I  christen  thee  Da- 
kota." 

In  the  christening  stand  were  Gover- 
nor Abram  Chamberlain,  President 
James  J.  Hill  of  the  Great  Northern 
Steamship  company,  and  many  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  trade  of  Duluth, 
Mjnneapoiis  and  St.  Paul,   with  ladie.^. 

The  Dakota,  like  her  sister  ship,  the 
Minnesota,  which  was  launched  at  the 
Eu.-iiern  Shipbuilding  cojnpany's  yard 
in  April.  li.'03,  is  of  the  largest  type  of 
cargo  ar.d  jiassenger  vessels  built  in  the 
Vnilfd  States. 

The  dmiensions  of  the  Dakota  and 
Minresota,  v.hich  are  identical,  are 
impressive  In  their  immensity.  The 
1»  i.fti.  of  each  ship  is  6.30  feet;  breadth 
73  feet  6  inches:  moulded  depth,  53 
ieet.

Director  J.  J.  Moe  Thinks 

Pupils  Should  Have 

More, 


Presents     Some    Ideas 

Gained  During  His 

Trip  Abroad. 


Several  new  ideas  in  regard  to  the 
conduct  of  the  city  schools  were  intro- 
duced at  the  meeting:  of  the  school 
board  by  Director  Moe,  last  evening. 

Mr.  Moe,  while  in  Europe  recently, 
visite*^!  several  of  the  large  cities  of 
Germany  with  a  special  view  to  study- 
ing their  school  system,  and  he  brought 
back  with  him  a  r.umber  of  ideas  which 
he  claims  could  be  adopted  to  advantage 
In  Duluth. 

'"I  believe  that  the  children  should 
be  given  up  onuloor  recess  instead  of 
the  period  of  calisthenics  as  at  pres- 
ent." he  said  htst  evening.  "In  th-^ 
German  schools  the  pupils  have  ten 
minutes  at  the  end  of  every  hour,  for 


outdoor  exercise.  Here  in.  Duluth  they 
have  no  outdoor  exeivlse  and  fresh  air. 
I  think  that  the  health  of  the  children 
is  more  important  than   their  studies." 

"Then  again  In  Germany  the  youns 
girls  are  taught  c<x>king.  Here  in  this 
country  cooking  is  only  taught  in  some 
of  the  private  schools.  Only  a  few 
people  can  afford  to  send  their  children 
to  a  private  school.  The  course  might 
be  introduced  gradually,  and  the  equip- 
ment increased  from  time  to  time.  I 
believe  that  a  regular  course  in  cook- 
ing of  5  or  6  hours  a  week  would  go  far 
toward  turning  out  good  housewives. 

"I  merely  bring  these  mattei-s  up  for 
the  consideration  of  the  board,  and  do 
not  expect  that  any  action  will  be 
taken  on   them  at   the   present  time." 

Rev.  J.  \V.  Powell  made  a  few  re- 
marks in  support  of  Mr.  Moe's  advocacy 
of   more   fresh  air  for   the  children. 

•  *     * 

The  ove«'crow'ct?<i  condition  of  the 
schools  was  again  brought  before  the 
board  by  Superintendent  Deiifield  m 
his   rei^ort. 

"I  think  that  this  is  a  matter  that 
should  be  attended  to,"  said  H.  H. 
Phelps.  "I  should  like  to  have  some 
report  of  the  number  of  rooms  in  each 
(School  building  and  TKe  number  oi* 
pupils  in  the  rooms  that  are  in  the 
most  crowded  condition.  We  would 
then  have  something  to  work  on." 

"This  question  cam?  before  the  board 
last  years,"  said  Director  Washburn, 
"and  I  believe  that  some  of  the  rem- 
edies suggested  then  are  still  avail- 
able. I  believe  that  three  new  rooms 
can  be  made  in  the  Washington  build- 
ing; probably  one  or  two  in  the  high 
.school;  and  one  or  two  In  the  Jackson. 

"The  condition  in  the  Lincoln,  Fratik- 
lin  and  Adams  schools  is  undoubtedly 
bad  but  near  these  districts  are  the 
Bryant  and  Munroe  buildings,  which 
have  several  vacant  rooms  that  could 
be  used.  And  so  while  the  problem 
is  one  that  we  must  begin  to  consider,  I 
think  we  can  rest  in  i>eace  for  another 

year  at  any  rate."

Lecturer  Goes  to  Menom- 
inee, Mich.,  Instead 
of  Wisconsin. 

Menominee — The  similarity  of  the 
name.s,  Menominee,  Mich,  and  Menon.- 
onle.  Wis.,  often  causes  confusion  to 
travelers.  Piofessor  Ernest  W.  O'Neal, 
of  Chicago,  Is  a  well-known  lecturer, 
speaking  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Slaytoi:  I^yceum  bureau,  and  had  been 
advertised  to  deliver  a  lecture  this 
week  under  the  auspices  of  a  woman's 
club  at  Menomonle,  Wis.  He  arrived 
here  on  the  4:45  Chicago  &  Northwest- 
ern train  and  asked  for  certain  ptersons, 
but  was  told  that  no  such  citizens  re- 
Bided  here.  He  then  Inquired  if  a 
series  of  lectures  were  not  being  gl\en 
under  the  auspices  of  a  certain  club, 
but  no  uiie  had  heard  of  sucl>  a  coura-?. 
The  lecturer  went  to  the  public  library 
and  several  other  places  trying  to  find 
out  whire  he  was  to  speak  in  the  even- 
ing, and  finally,  about  6  o'clock,  dis- 
covered, to  his  dismay,  that  he  was 
due  hundreds  of  miles  from  here,  at 
Menomonle,  Wis.  Tbere  was  no  rem- 
edy; he  could  not  possibly  arrive  there 
within  several  hours  of  the  lime  for  the 
lecture,  and  so  telegraphed  the  club  of 
bis  mistake. 


Vagoie  and  Indefinite  charges  of 
grafting  were  laid  against  Chief  Troyer 
of  the  local  police  force,  by  Pati-oiman 
Harry  Miller  yesterday  afternoon,  and 
failure  to  support  his  allegations  with 
proof  has  probably  resulted  in  his  leav- 
ing the  force. 

Miller  is  claimed  to  have  made  the 
statement  about  headquarters  yester- 
day that  if  he  told  all  he  knew  about 
Chief  Troyer  and  Captaan  Hesche  he 
could  have  them  sent  "over  the  road."

Miller  was  called  on  to  the  carpet 
and  the  chief  ordered  him  to  go  to 
the  mayor  with  his  charges  and  prove 
his  statement  If  he  could.

City  Attorney  Mitchell  were  also  pres.- 
j  enl  at  the  investigation,  w  hich  waa 
held  in  the  mayors  private  office,  be- 
hind closed  doopB. 

Miller  had  procured  two  witnesses, 
Tommy  Mruphy,  a  restaurant  keeper 
on  St.  Croix  avenue  and  William  P. 
Wheaton,  the  son  of  a  saloon  keeper  on 
Lriike  avenue  south.  The  only  testi- 
mony they  cculd  give  was  that  they 
had  heard  a  negix>  named  "Reg"  Hayes 
say  that  the  chief  of  police  was  re- 
ceiving money  from  the  colored  club? 
on  Michigan  street.  One  of  the  men 
staled  that  Hays  had  said  that  Chief 
Troyer  was  receiving  |47.60  per  month 
from    each    of    the   clubs. 

Chief  Troyer  immediately  sent  an 
officer  after  Hayes  and  he  was  brought 
up  to  confirm  the  statements  of  the 
other  two  witnesses.  This  he  failed 
to  do,  staling  that  he  had  never  made 
anv  such  remark  concerning  the  chief. 
At  the  further  request  of  the  chici, 
the  managers  of  the  two  colored  men's 
clubs  in  question  were  brought  up  as 
witnesses  and  closely  cross-questioned. 
They  denied  that  they  had  ever  con- 
tributed, or  ever  been  asked  to  con- 
tribute, a  penny  to  the  chief  of  the  po- 
I  lice  department,  or  to  any  member  of 
the  department.  One  of  the  managerfc 
further  stated  that  the  total  receipts  cl 
the  club  would  not  reach  the  sum  ol 
$47.

OUR   FAITH  JUSTIFIED. 

The  testimony  of  recent  events  offers  con- 
vincing proof  that  the  people  of  Duluth  have 
reason  for  self  gratulation  over  local  conditions. 
At  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  city  has  there  been 
a  healthier  tone  or  more  substantial  progress  than 
at  the  beginning  of  1904. 

After  the  boom  and  daring  the  panic,  critics 
were  wont  to  say  that  Duluth  real  estate  prices 
Were  too  high.  •  No  doubt  this  was  true  as  to  some 
outside  property,  but  the  recent  sale  of  the  old 
Banning  block  on  Superior  street  proves  to  the 
contrary  as  regards  the  business  district.  This 
block  sold  for  $80,000,  and,  considering  the  char- 
acter of  the  building,  it  is  the  highest  price  ever 
paid  for  Superior  street  frontage. 

Another  encouragihg  matter  is  noticed  in  the 
arrangements  now  being  made  by  Messrs.  Duncan 
&  Brewer  to  erect  a  substantial  business  block  at 
the  corner  of  First  street  and  Second  avenue 
west,  on  the  site  of  the  old  Colson  house.  First 
street  property  is  rapidly  being  demanded  for 
accommodation  of  Duluth's  business  expansion  and 
the  time  will  soon  come  when  it  will  rival  Superior 
street  as  a  business  thoroughfare. 

Deals  of  this  magnitude  are  becoming  of  such 
common  occurrence  of  late  that  they  attract  but 
passing  notice  from  our  citizens,  most  of  whom 
have  accepted  as  a  matter  of  course  the  settled  con- 
viction that  it  is  Duluth's  destiny  to  become  one  of 
the  greatest  cities  in  the  Western  hemisphere,  and 
they  have  reason  to  feel  confident  over  the  outlook 
that  presents  itself  at  the  beginning  of  1904. 


THE  BUTCHERS'  COMBINE. 

The  Herald  is  pleased  to  notice  that  after  a  pro- 


d  found  silence  of  two  years  on  the  subject,  the  News 
Tribune  has  come  out  in  opposition  to  the  butch- 
ers' combine.  Two  years  ago  The  Herald  began  a 
campaign  against  this  iniquitous  combination  which 
was  charging  extortionate  prices  for  the  necessaries 
of  life,  and  finally  succeeded  in  breaking  up  the 
conspiracy  to  rob  the  people  of  Duluth.  During 
all  that  time  the  News  Tribune  never  published  a 
word  against  the  combine,  and  by  its  silence  gave 
its  approval  to  the  methods  by  which  consumers 
were  compelled  to  pay  extortionate  prices  for 
their  meats.  There  is  a  rumor  now  that  an  attempt 
i.=  being  made  to  revive  the  combine,  and  the  News 
Tribune  has  suddenly  changed  front  and  is  de- 
nouncmg  the  combination.  This  is  the  first  time  in 
its  history  that  the  morning  paper  has  espoused  the 
cause  of  the  people.  It  has  heretofore  been  a  con- 
sistent defender  of  the  combines  and  trusts  that 
10b  the  public.  A  late  repentance  is  better  than 
none,  and  The  Herald  is  glad  to  see  such  a  re- 
markable change  iii  policy. 

It  is  reported  that  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
butchers,  threats  were  made  that  any  alderman  who 
refused  to  vote  for  the  repeal  of  the  ordinance  fix- 
ing a  low  license  fee  for  meat  peddlers,  would  be 
defeated  for  re-election.  The  Herald  feels  assured 
that  any  alderman  who  would  dare  to  lend  aid  to 
the  revival  of  the  butchers'  combine  by  repealing 
this  ordinance  would  have  to  reckon  with  an  out- 
raged public  sentiment  that  would  be  more  powerful 
at  the  polls  than  would  the  influence  of  a  few  butch- 
ers. Furthermore,  if  the  butchers  succeed  in  in- 
ducing a  majority  of  the  council  to  pass  an  ordin- 
ance repealing  the  present  license  for  peddlers,  they 
will  find  in  the  mayor's  chair,  in  the  person  of 
Dr.  Cullum,  a  chief  executive  who  will  not  hesitate 
to  use  his  veto  power  and  put  an  effective  stop  to 
such  a  conspiracy. 


NOT  SO    FAR  APART. 

The  persistence  witli  winch  Mr.  Bryan's  critics, 
both  inside  and  outside  the  Democratic  party,  keep 
pounding  away  at  him  leads  to  the  conclusion  that 
it  is  not  so  much  on  account  of  his  views  on  the 
money  question  that  he  is  reviled  and  ridiculed, 
but   because  of  his  opposition  to  corporate   greed.

MAN  IS  NOT  A  MACHINE. 

Evidently  with  a  view  of  absolving  the  railway 
companies  from  blame  for  the  numerous  fatal  acci- 
dents of  late,  and  with  the  further  object  of  placing 
the  entire  responsibility  upon  the  shoulders  of  the 
workingman,  one  Slason  Thompson  has  published 
a  bulletin,  comparing  statistics  of  railroad  accidents 
in  the  United  States  and  Europe. 

He  shows  quite  conclusively  that,  mile  for  mile, 
our  railroads  are  no  more  dangerous  to  life  than 
those  of  Europe,  and  then  he  goes  on  to  show,  to 
his  own  satisfaction,  at  least,  that  adoption  of  the 
block  signal  system,  which  is  being  insisted  upon 
by  the  interstate  commerce  commission,  is  not  a 
preventative  of  accidents.     On  this  point,  he  says: 

"Here  we  have  the  official  evidence  that  at 
least  19  of  the  96  disastrous  collisions  in  the  year 
ending  June  30  last,  occurred  at  point  where  the 
block  signal  was  installed — not  through  the  fault 
of  the  system,  be  it  understood,  but  in  spite  of  it 
— through  some  human  failure  to  heed  its  warning. 
Out  of  2j8  persons  killed  in  the  96  collisions,  97,  or 
more  than  40  per  cent,  were  killed  in  the  19  which 
occurred  in  spite  of  the  signals." 

In  a  further  effort  to  remove  responsibility  from 
the  shoulders  of  railway  managers,  Mr.  Thompson 
charges  that  the  organizations  of  railway  em- 
ployes are  responsible  for  carelessness  and  negli- 
gence by  seeking  to  dictate  appointments  and  to 
prevent  the  dismissal  of  incompetent  men  for  the 
good  of  the  service.  He  continues:  *'Never  in  the 
history  of  American  railways  were  the  precautions 
through  regulations  and  mechanical  appliances  for 
the  safe  moving  of  trains  greater  than  they  are  to- 
day.    If  the   former  were  enforced  with  anything 


of  the  business  is  somewhat  exclusive — that  total 
strangers  cannot  gain  admission  to  many  saloons 
unless  their  appearance  is  such  as  to  give  the 
watchers  sufficient  confidence  in  them.  But  tiiis 
need  delude  no  one  into  believing  that  the  saloon 
is  closed." 

The  committee  observes  that  the  most  funda- 
mental cause  of  the  violations  of  the  Sunday  clos- 
ing law  "must  be  found  in  the  fixed  habits,  customs 
and  traditions  of  the  people  residing  in  the  com- 
munities investigated.  It  is  a  cas*^here  customs 
of  centuries  prove  stronger  than  a  statute  made 
to  fit  a  different  people.  The  people  of  these  neigh- 
borhoods have  been  long  accustomed  to  use  their 
Sunday  as  a  day  of  amusement  and  recreation  as 
well  as  a  day  of  rest  and  worship.  They  naturally 
turn  to  the  usual  accessories  of  amusement  and 
recreation  on  this  day,  and  the  saloons  respond  to 
the  demand  despite  the  law.  *  *  *  This  pres- 
sure of  an  open  'poor  man's  club'  on  Sunday,  which 
seems  to  be  too  strong  for  the  saloonkeeper  to  re- 
sist, is  accentuated  bj'  the  crowded  conditions  of 
the  tenements.  And  the  open  rich  man's  club  a 
few  blocks  away,  under  the  sanction  of  the  law, 
suggests  a  violation  of  the  principles  of  'equal  rights 
to  all  and  special  privileges  to  none.'  in  the  closure 
of  the  poor  man's  club." 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  committee 
which  thus  condemns  Sunday  closing  laws  repre- 
sents an  association  of  men  and  women  who  are 
devoting  their  lives  to  the  betterment  of  conditions 
in  the  tenement  districts.  Their  declarations  show 
that  it  is  certainly  time  to  amend  the  Sunday  clos- 
ing laws  of  New  York  city.

Outside  of  the 
money  lenders,  who  is  there  to  disagree  with  him? 

As  a  substantiation  of  the  contention  that  the 
best  thinkers  of  the  party  are  not  at  variance  with 
Mr.  Bryan  on  this  matter  it  is  only  necessary  to  re- 
fer to  a  recent  address  of  Hon  John  S.  Williams, 
leader  of  the  Democratic  side  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives. He  pointed  out  that  the  Democratic 
party  in  1S96,  demanded  the  coinage  of  gold  and 
silver,  at  a  fixed  ratio,  in  order  to  secure  a  "sub- 
stantial increase  in  the  volume  of  metallic,  self-de- 
pendent, self-redeeming,  price-fixing,  real  money," 
so  as  to  secure  a  scale  of  rising  prices  and  prevent 
a  scale  of  falling  prices.  \t  that  time,  so  far  as 
was,  or  could  be  known,  he  said,  the  Democrats  be- 
lieved that  the  only  way  such  a  volume  of  metal- 
lic money  could  be  obtained,  v.as  through  the  in- 
strumentality of  free  silver  coinage.  Shortly  before 
that  time,  the  world's  production  of  gold  was  $109.- 
000,000.  "I  have  not  seen  the  figures  lately,"  said 
he,  "but  from  the  last  I  saw,  the  production  of  gold 
was  $340,000,000  per  year — more  than  all  the  silver 
and  all  the  gold,  of  all  the  world  put  together,  at 
the  time  we  were  making  that  fight  in  1893  upon 
this  floor;  and  we  do  not  owe  it  to  the  Republican 
party;  we  owe  it  partly  to  accident,  under  the  prov- 
idence of  God,  in  the  way  of  discovery  of  new  gold 
mines;  we  owe  it  still  more  to  the  inventions  and 
new  methods,  by  whicih  incorrigible  ores  are 
treated.  The  world  easily  absorbed  the  increase, 
with  only  a  moderate  rise  in  the  scale  of  prices. 
*  *  *  When  $340,000,000  of  metallic  money 
(gold)  was  added  to  the  existing  money,  then  re- 
sulted the  rising  scale  of  prices  which  we  have  had 
for  several  years.  *  *  *  Time  and  circum- 
stances and  the  conditions  which  I  have  outlined 
have  been  such,  that  the  silver  question  is  relegated 
to  the  rear." 

These  are  substantially  the  views  entertained 
by  Mr.  Bryan  at  this  time,  and  if  his  enemies  would 
only  let  him  alone,  neither  he  nor  the  silver  ques- 
tion would  be  an  issue  in  the  coming  convention. 
As  it  is,  he  is  kept  constantly  in  view  by  his  en- 
emies, and  it  is  but  natural  that  the  rank  and  file 
of  DeiTiocratic  voters  should  question  the  sincerity 
of  his  opponents. 

No  effort  at  "harmonizing"  the  party  can  be  suc- 
cessful that  does  not  take  into  consideration  the  de- 
sires and  wishes  of  the  six  and  a  half  million  voters 


placed  on  the  latter,  we  would  hear  of  fewer  dis- 
tressing railway  accidents.  But  indifference  to 
regulations,  where  its  consequences  are  only  re- 
motely visited  with  disaster  or  dismissal,  is  too 
frequently  the  rule  of  conduct  in  railway  service, 
as  elsewhere,  in  American  life  today." 

There  may  be  some  basis  of  truth  in  Mr. 
Thompson's  contention.  No  doubt  there  is  too 
much  negligence  and  indifference  on  the  part  of  j  | 
railway  employes,  but  it  is  hardly  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  trainmen  would  wilfully  place  their 
own  lives  in  danger  in  order  to  shield  and  protect 
incompetent  and  negligent  members  of  their  orders. 

In  The  Herald's  view,  railroad  accidents  are 
largely  due  to  shortage  of  workers.  A  man  is  not 
n  machine  that  can  be  run  at  any  hour  of  day  or 
night  or  all  the  time  without  danger.  Railroad 
men  are  human,  and  in  order  to  do  good  work 
human  beings  must  have  regular  meals,  regular 
hours  of  sleep  and  regular  habits. 

There  is  no  greater  inducement  to  intemperance 
and  carelessness  than  these  irregularities,  and 
yet  railroad  managers  expect  employes  to  be  mere 
iTiachines,  sober  and  reliable,  when  nature's  laws 
are  violated  to  such  an  extent  that  life  at  times 
becomes  a  burden. 

Let  the  railroad  companies  pay  better  wages  to 
more  men,  so  that  each  einploye  can  live  as  a 
human  being  should  live,  and  The  Herald  believes 
that  the  number  of  railroad  fatalities  will  rapidly 
decrease.

A  DOMINANT  ISSUE. 

Representative  John  Lind  made  an  effective  re- 
ply in  congress  on  Thursday  to  the  speech  delivered 
on  the  previous  day  by  Representative  Volstead, 
opposing  reciprocity  with  Canada.  There  is  no 
man  in  congress  who  has  made  a  more  careful 
study  of  this  question  than  has  Mr.  Liiul,  and  there 
is  no  one  in  that  body  who  is  as  well  equipped  with 
facts,  figures  and  arguments  to  show  the  great 
benefits  that  would  result  from  freer  trade  relations 
with  the  Dominion.  It  is,  perhaps,  needless  to  add 
that  he  speedily  punctured  the  flimsy  arguments 
presented  by  Mr.  Volstead  and  annihilated  the  lat- 
ter's  claim  that  the  American  farmers  would  be 
injured  by  taking  the  tariff  off  wheat. 

In  his  previous  speech  on  this  subject,  delivered 
in  the  house  on  Jan.  21,  Mr.  Lind  struck  the  keynote 
of  what  probably  will  be  one  of  the  dominant 
planks  in  the  Democratic  plalform  to  be  adopted  at 
St.  Louis  this  year — a  demand  that  the  United 
States  ought  to  be  as  potent  financially,  econom- 
ically and  industrially  as  the  Monroe  doctrine  is 
politically.  This  speech  was  an  amplificatioti  of 
the  speech  which  Mr.  Lind  delivered  in  the  middle 
of  December,  advocating  reciprocity  with  Canada, 
and  which  was  cordially  indorsed  by  John  Sharp 
Williams,  the  able  leader  of  the  minority.  Mr.  Lind 
takes  the  ground  that  as  the  Monroe  doctrine  in- 
cludes the  whole  American  continent,  American 
trade  should  be  equally  extensive.  Trade  follows 
lines  of  longitude,  not  of  latitude,  and  has  done  so 
since  the  dawn  of  history.  The  earliest  illustration 
of  the  truth  of  this  statement  is  the  old  caravan 
route,  beginning  in  the  cold  highlands  of  the  cen- 
tral interior  of  Asia,  and  running  down  through 
Mesopotamia  and  Arabia  across  Egypt  into  Abys- 
sinia and  the  equatorial  forests  of  Africa.  The  nat- 
ural law  which  established  that  primitive  highway 
will  establish  one  on  this  continent,  and  the  peo- 
ple of  the  different  .-Vmerican  latitudes,  producing 
different  classes  of  goods,  manufactured  an*d  agri- 
cultural, will  in  the  end  trade  with  each  other,  and 
no  artificial  tariff  barriers  will  long  be  permitted  to 
interfere  with  such  a  result.  The  thoughts  thus 
presented  by  Mr.  Lind  have  received  serious  con- 
sideration at  the  hand-i  of  the  Democratic  leaders, 
and  it  is  a  significant  fact  that  Mr.  Williams  has 
been  able  to  bring  the  solid  South  over  to  his  po- 
sition in 'favor  of  reciprocity  with  Canada.  Should 
he  and  Mr.  Lind  succeed  in  tlieir  plan  to  have  the 
Democratic  national  convention  indorse  this  pol- 
icy, the  Democratic  part}'  would  be  brought  more 
nearly  abreast  of  the  times  than  it  has  been  for 
)-ears.  This  is  the  policy  originally  einmciated  by 
Blaine  and  reaffirmed  by  McKinley  when  he  made 
his  Buffalo  address.  But  the  Republican  party, 
owing  to  the  strong  influence  of  certain  high- 
protected  industries  in  the  New  England  and  other 
Eastern  states,  has  failed  to  carry  out  this  policy, 
and  only  a  few  days  ago  Mr.  Spooner  stated  in  the 
senate  that  the  Republican  leaders  do  not  intend  to 
permit  any  tariff  legislation  at  the  present  session 
of  congress. 

Those  who  want  a  revision  of  the  tariff  and  the 
adoption  of  a  system  of  reciprocity  with  countries 
north  and  south  of  the  United  States  receive  no 
encouragement  from  Republican  leaders.  If  the 
Democrats  shall  seize  this  opportunity  and  adopt  a 
I  platform  demanding  that  the  United  States  be  a 
financial  and  industrial  power  wherever  the  Mon- 
roe doctrine  applies,  it  will  put  the  Republican  party 
on  the  defensive  in  many  Northern  states,  and  will 
have  a  platform  that  will  receive  the  endorsement 
of  many  thousands  who  have  waited  in  vain  for 
the  Republican  party  to  enact  legislation  that  would 
draw  closer  the  bonds  which  bind  this  country 
commercially  to  the  rest  of  the  Western  hemis- 
phere.

I SATUHDAY  NifiUT  TALK  I 

A  Man  ana  tiis  Burdens. 

In  some  form  or  other  we  are  all 
burden-bearers.  Sometimes  the  weight 
presses  hard.  And  in  no  respect  is 
there  a  sharper  difference  between  uicu 
than  in  the  wa,y  in  which  they  carry 
tlieir  respective  burdens.  What,  then, 
is'  the  secret  of  successful  burden- 
bearingr? 

in  the  last  analysis  much  depends 
oii  one's  fund  of  courage.  Most  ot  ua 
are  temyted  to  whimper  over  our  bxir- 
dens.  We  say  to  ourselves,  if  not  to 
others,  "I  can't  carry  another  ounce. 
I've  had  sickness  in  my  family  for  a 
long  while,"  or  "I've  been  suddenly 
called  upon  to  support  a  distant  rela- 
tive," or  "I'm  bearing  more  than  my 
share  of  responsibility  in  the  cliurch  or 
in  the  club  and  I  can't  stand  It  much 
longer."  Then  before  we  know  it  the 
habit  of  self-pity  grows  upon  us,  and 
Instead  of  facing  our  burdens  like  he- 
roes we  draw  back  from  them  like  cow- 
ards. 

A  beautiful  woman,  one  of  the  army 
of  "shut-Ins,"  and  herself  wasting  away 
with  consumption,  said  to  me  when  a 
boy:  'God  will  never  put  anything" 
upon  you  too  lieavy  for  you  to  bear.  ' 
The  years  have  confirmed  the  truth  ot 
that  prophecy.  Certainly  no  man  oughi 
to  play  the  baby  act  because  of  his 
burdens.  He  may  undertake  of  his 
own  volition  to  do  too  many  things  ut 
once,  but  the  things  which  are  put 
upon  him  to  bear  by  a  higher  power 
he  ought  to  stand  up  to  man-fashion* 
and  not  be  perpetually  whining  about 
them  in  public  or  bemoaning  tliem  iu 
private. 

It  helps,  too,  to  look  upon  one's  fel- 
lowmen  and  realize  that  each  Is  car- 
rying burdens  too.  You  are  not  the 
scapegoat  of  the  human  race  while 
everybody  else  moves  through  life 
dancing  and  singing  like  a  mountain 
brook.  But  '"very  few  people  have  as 
much  to  carry  as  I  do."  Doubtless  you 
think  so,  but  you  have  probably  for- 
gotten the  fable  about  the  old-time 
monarch  who,  wearied  with  the  grum- 
bling of  his  .subjects,  at  last  bade  them 
all  to  assemble  on  a  certain  day  at  a 
certain  place,  bringing  each  his  own 
greatest  burden.  When  they  had  come 
together  he  commanded  that  all  the 
burdens  he  massed  in  one  great  pile. 
Tlien  by  lot  he  selected  one  man  to 
help  himself  from  the  pile  to  the  burden 
which  seemed  to  him  the  lightest  and 
most  agreeable.  After  walking  around 
the  pile  and  looking  carefully  at  a'l 
the  other  burdens,  he  selected  the  very 
one  he  had  brought.  So  did  No.  2  and. 
No.  3,  and  so  on  through  the  list. 
Finally  .•ill  went  silently  lionie  with 
their  old  burdens,  but  with  contented 
hearts.  There  is  a  deal  of  philosophy 
in  this  ancient  tale.  You  are  better  off 
with  jour  own  burden  than  you  would 
be  with  your  neighbor's.  It  was  fasli- 
loned  for  your  shoulders.  And  tlie  time 
may  come  when  you  may  even  be  fond 
of  It. 

For  what  is  a  burden  anyway?  Look 
up  the  definition  in  the  dictionary  and 
see  the  prim.iry  meaning.  It  does  not 
necessarily  carry  the  idea  of  strain 
and  frictiion.  We  speak  of  a  fruit  tree 
with  it.«  burden  of  apples  or  oranges. 
The  burden  of  the  tree  is  its  glory. 
That  is  the  final  purpose  of  its  being 
in  the  world  at  all.  And  In  the  large 
view  of  the  matter  our  burdens  should 
be  the  occasion  of  pride  and  glorifying. 
Said  a  sympathetic  traveler  to  the  little 
girl  whom  he  met  in  the  street  stag- 
gering under  the  weight  of  a  big  baby: 
"Why,  child,  isn't  he  too  heavy  for 
you?"  ""No."  was  her  quick  reply,  ""he 
isn't  heavy;  he's  my  brother."  It's  ;>. 
great  honor  to  a  man  to  be  permitted 
to  carry  burdens.  We  speak  contempt- 
uously sometimes  of  beasts  of  burden 
—those  great  patient  animals,  without 
who.se  aid  man  could  never  cross  the 
deserts  and  extend  the  frontier  of  civ- 
ilization. But  I  would  rather  be  a 
beast  of  burden  than  a  butterfly.  And 
I  would  still  rather  be  a  man  of  today, 
carrying  his  responsibilities  cheerfully, 
burning  his  smoke  and  getting  out 
of  his  burdens  the  blessing  which  is  al- 
ways at  the  heart  of  them.

Births  and  Deaths  In  the 

County  During 

1903. 

The  report  of  Secretary  H.  M.  Bracken, 
of  the  state  board  of  health,  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  court  yesterday,  shows  that 
during  the  year  1903  there  were  254»  births 
and  1581  deaths  In  St.  Louis  county.  Of 
the  deaths  S73  and  of  the  births  1^3.3  oc- 
curred  in   the  city  of  Duluth. 

Following  Duluth  in  point  of  number  is 
Hibbing.  with  207  births  and  2('3  deaths: 
Ely  with  154  births  and  71  deaths;  Eve- 
leth,   with  142  births  and   45  de^aths. 

in  no  other  of  the  cities  or  towns  in  the 
countv  did  the  births  and  deaths  reach 
the  100  figure.  Chisholm  being  the  nearest 
with  89  births  and  37  deaths. 

In  .several   of  the  towns   the  percentage 

of  births  was  scarcely  greater  than  that 

of  deaths,    while   in  a    few  the  percentage 

'  of    deaths    greatly    exceeded       that       of 

births. 

The  town  of  Buhl  had  3  births  and  15 
deaths.  Gnesen  township  had  no  births 
and  0  deaths,  while  the  township  of 
Stuntz  had  4  births  and  4  deaths. 


County  division  .sentiment  is  claimed  to 
have  been  given  an  Impetus  through  the 
action  taken  by  .seven  taxpayers  In  this 
city  who  have  petitioned  the  county  at- 
torney to  appeal  from  the  allowance  of 
six  claims  for  road  work  done  In  the 
county.  The  claim  of  Road  Commissioner 
John  Armstrong,  for  two  months,  and 
five  county  road  payrolls  have  been  held 
up  by  the  appeal  made  by  the  taxpayers. 

The  result  has  Ijeen,  it  is  claimed,  to 
put  an  effective  check  on  any  more  road 
work  for  some  time  to  come,  particularly 
in  those  districts  on  the  range  where 
the  people  who  have  been  settling  up  the 
country  have  been  clamoring  for  roads 
so  that  they  can  get  out  to  the  towns. 

When  Commissioners  J.  B.  Connors  of 
Hibbing.  E.  E.  Morcora  of  Tower  and 
Neil  Mclnnis  of  Eveleth  left  for  their 
homes  on  the  range  yesterday,  after  tlie 
county  board  meeting  of  Thursday,  they 
were  three  pretty  mad  men.  They 
claimed  that  the  people  of  the  range  dis- 
tricts where  the  roads  are  very  much 
needed,  have  been  coming  to  Duluth 
and  spending  their  money  In  the  past 
years,  that  they  pay  »»  per  cent  of  the 
countv  taxes,  yet  seven  taxpayers  in 
Duluth  have  taken  an  action  that  will 
tie  up  road  improvements  for  some  time 
to  come. 

The  roads,  they  claim,  will  be  a  great 
benefit  to  the  people  in  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts while  the  move  to  tie  up  the  pay- 
rolls and  thus  stop  road  work  will  not 
result  In  anv  benefit  for  the  men  who 
have  petitioned  for  the  appeal.  Tiie  range 
commissioners,  and  they  claim  their  con- 
stituency feel  tiie  same  way,  have  been 
made  very  sore  because  of  the.se  appeals, 
and  it  is  strongly  intimated  that  the  talk 
for  county  division  will  not  only  be  re- 
vived on  the  ranges  but  that  many  of  the 
taxpayers  who  reside  in  those  districts 
and  who  have  been  conservative  in  the 
matter,  herefore.  will  now  come  out  flat- 
fooled  for  division  and  the  formation  of  ; 
a  new  county  that  will  be  independent 
of  the  city  of  Duluth. 

The  commissioners  say  that  if  any  tax- 
paver  had  go<;)d  reason  to  believe  the 
board  was  paying  exorbitant  prices  for 
county  road  work,  they  would  have  been 
glad  to  have  had  him  come  before  them 
and  point  out  any  unnecessary   leakages. 

Under  the  law  seven  taxpayers,  by  peti- 
tioning the  county  attorney  to  make  an 
appeal  from  the  allowances  of  claims  by 
the  board  of  county  commissioners,  can 
tie  up  any  payroll  or  claim  absolutely  un- 
til the  matter  is  settled  in  the  courts, 
and  a  claimant  is  put,  to  the  hardship 
of  hiring  an  attorney.

There  are  now  .said  to  be  few  idle 
men  in  the  city.  A  few  woodsmen  are 
floating  about,  but  not  many.  The 
lumberjacks  now  In  town  have  money, 
for  the  most  part,  and  are  men  who, 
for  some  reason  or  other  left  the  camps 
where  they  were  employed,  reciving 
their   back   pay  on    their  departure. 

All  the  logging  camps  in  this  section 
of  the  state  are  said  to  be  enjoying 
a  season  of  prosperity.  There  Is 
plenty  of  snow  in  the  woods,  almost  too 
much,  in  fact,  and  the  continued  cold 
weather  makes  the  conditions  for  haul- 
ing large  loads  ideal.  The  sleigh 
tracks,  once  iced,  stay  as  smooth  as 
glass  until  a  thaw,  and  the  cold  weather 
keeps  the  roads  in  a  solid  condition. 

The  year  has  thus  far  been  success- 
ful for  both  logger  and  woodsman. 
With  everything  just  right  for  a  big 
season's  cut,  there  has  been  a  big  de- 
mand for  men,  and  although  there  were 
more  woodsmen  than  jobs  before  all  the 
camps  were  fairly  started,  tide  is  not 
the  case  now,  wheii  foremen  at  the 
camps  are  endeavoring  to  cut  all  their 
contracts  call  for  before  a  softening  of

Bodv  of  Charles  Olanred 

Found  Near  Grand 

Marais. 

Word  reached  Duluth  last  evening 
that  Charles  Olander,  a  woodsman,  liv- 
ing in  Superior,  and  who  is  employed 
at  William  Ingleham's  lumber  camp, 
thirty-five  miles  south  of  Grand  Ma- 
rais, was  found  dead  on  the  ice  Mon- 
day morning. 

There  was  an  ugly  wound  on  the  head 
wlien  the  body  was  found,  and  foul 
play  is  suspected. 

The  news  of  dander's  death  was 
brought  to  Duluth  last  evening  by 
William  Mosher  and  James  Pinkerton, 
who  walked  seventy  miles  on  the  ice 
to  Two   Harbors  and  took  the  train  to 

Duluth. 

Pinkerton  and  Mosher  saw  a  man  on 
the  ice  about  three  miles  from  the  camp, 
Sunday  afternoon,  acting  in  a  strange 
manner.  They  thought  the  man  was 
nt=hing  through  the  ice  and  paid  no  at- 
attention  to  his  movements.  Later, 
when  they  reached  Ingleham's  camp, 
they  reported  what  they  had  seen  to  the 
foreman. 

Three  men  had  been  missing  from  the 
camp  for  a  number  of  hours,  and  a 
search  party  was  sent  out  to  discover 
whether  the  man  seen  by  Pinkerton  and 
Mosher  was  not  one  of  them. 

When  the  party  reached  the  spot  de- 
scribed the  dead  body  of  Olander  was 
found  frozen  stiff  and  with  a  large 
wound  on  the  skull.  Two  whisky 
bottles  were  picked  up  near  the  scene, 
and  many  tracks  were  discovered  In 
the  snow,  which  might  Indicate  a  strug- 
gle. 

The  two  woodsmen  who  had  beeiv 
with  Olander  the  previous  night  re- 
turned to  camp  shortly  after  Pinkerton 
and  Mo-t^her  arrived.  They  claimed  they 
could  give  no  information  concerning 
the  whereabouts  of  Olander,  but  that 
lie  had  been  drinking  with  them  the 
jirevious  night  at  Cross  River. 

dander's  body  was  taken  to  Grand 
Marals,  where  the  coroner  is  holding  an 
inquest  over  it.

camps.  The  cold  weather  has  had  but 
little  effect  on  the  work  in  progress  at 
the  blast  furnace  in  West  Duluth,  and 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  days  there 
has  been  no  halt  of  any  consequence 
since  the  repairs  were  started  last  Aug- 
ust. At  present  between  100  and  125 
men  are  employed  and  that  force  will 
be  maintained  until  the  work  is  com- 
pleted. The  plant  will,  it  is  expected, 
be  running  In  the  spring,  which  will 
give  employment  to  a  large  number  of 
men.  Construction  work  in  connection 
with  the  coke  ovens  is  proceeding  rap- 
idly. The  furnace  is  being  relined  and 
other  necessary  repairs  are  being  made 
as  fast  as  possible. 

*  *    * 

While  the  labor  union  men  of  the 
city,  with  the  exception  of  the  striking 
iron  moulders,  are  having  a  fairly  pros- 
perous winter  season,  the  unorganized 
clerks  and  other  employes  in  the  larger 
wholesale  concerns  of  both  Duluth  and 
Superior  are  many  of  them  being  laid 
off,  or  having  their  wages  cut,  owing  to 
the  unusual  quietness  prevailing  with 
the  wholesale  houses  at  this  season. 
This  fact  is  also  true  of  some  of  the 
big  retail  concerns.  A  few  of  the 
houses,  like  Marshall-Wells,  make  it  a 
rule  to  never  discharge  or  lay  off  em- 
ployes, no  matter  how  quiet  the  season, 
unless  the  actions  of  the  men  them- 
selves warrant  such  a  move.  A  renewed 
activity  in  mercantile  lines  is  looked  for 
with  the  opening  of  spring,  and  full 
forces  of  men  will  again  be  employed. 
Many  of  the  local  steel  trust  employes 
have  received  a  rduction  in  wages. 

•  *    * 

It  is  predicted  that  the  opening  of 
navigation  will  this  year  be  later  than 
ever  before,  f^rdinarily  orders  are  given 
during  February  for  the  getting  of 
vessels  into  shape  for  the  season,  and 
March  is  a  busy  month  with  dealers  in 
marine  supplies,  and  those  whoso  duties 
consist  in  fitting  out  the  boats  for  ser- 
vice. 

This  year,  however,  there  has  as  yet 
been  no  indication  that  orders  will  be 
issued  much  if  any  before  May  1,  and 
this  will  throw  the  season  back  several 
weeks,  materially  affecting  local  labor 
conditions.  The  main  reason  for  antici- 
pating a  short  season,  as  far  as  Du- 
luth's  shipping  Interests  are  concerned, 
is  the  fact  that  the  lower  lake  ports 
will  not  be  in  a  position  to  handle  any 
great  quantitiy  of  ore  for  some  time. 
This  will  mean  fewer  men  employed  at 
the  head  of  the  lakes  ore  docks  early 
in  the  season,  and  a  grat  fallign  oft  in 
the  total  of  ore  shipments  for  the  sea- 
son. 

A  late  opening  of  navigation  is  said 
to  be  conducive  to  a  quick  adjustment 
of  disputes  over  w.ages  and  working 
conditions  between  vessel  owners  and 
their  employes.  In  former  years  ves.«el 
owners  have  found  an  early  opening 
of  navigation  always  tended  to  make 
settlements  with  labor  organizations  an 
almost  hopeless  task,  while  with  a  late 
I  openinry  the  unions  have  always  shown 
more  of  a  disposition  to  get  agreements 
settled  as  soon  as  possible.

No  other  pugilist  has  fought  so  many 
really  hard  battles  as  Gans.  When 
boxing  flourished  in  this  state  Gans 
fought  frequently.  Even  to  this  day 
Gans  indulges  on  the  average  in  about 
one  fight  a  week.  He  is  probably  the 
craftiest  boxer  in  the  ring  today  oat- 
side  of  Kid  McCoy.  He  has  the  peculiar 
faculty  of  being  able  to  pick  out  the 
vulnerable  point  and  goes  about  it  as 
unhesitatingly  as  a  surgeon  with  a 
knife.  Withal  »ie  is  the  most  merciful 
and  will  not  injure  or  torture  an  op- 
ponent if  he  can  help  it.  An  illustration 
of  this  quality  occurred  in  his  first 
mill  with  Willie  Fitzgerald  at  .San  Fran- 
cisco. 

After  the  fifth  round  Gans  had  all  th« 
better  of  his  rival  and  could  have 
easily  jabbed  Fitzgerald  and  hurt  him 
by  landing  frequent  blows.  Fitzger- 
ald's guard  was  not  good  but  .somehow 
he  kept  his  jaw  well  protected.  Gans, 
however,  was  laying  for  a  knockout, 
and  when  tiie  opportunity  came  l»'« 
applied  it  in  fine  shape.  After  the  com- 
bat the  pair  met.  Fitzgerald,  but  for  a 
few  bruises,  was  otherwise  unscathed. 
Gans,  after  intently  looking  at  Fitz- 
gerald's countenance,  said:  "I'm  glad, 
Willie,  that  I  did  not  cut  you  up.  You 
know  1  had  plenty  of  chances  to  do  so 
tonight  had  I  wished.  But  that  is  not 
my  game.  I  want  to  win  as  quickly  as 
I  can  without  hurting  anybody.  That's 
tlie  only  way  to  get  along  and  make 
friends  in  this  business." 

Fitzgerald  was  much  struck  by  the 
manly  absertion.  and  the  Brooklyn  boy 
has  an  exalted  opinion  of  the  negro 
both  as  a  man  and  as  a  pugilist. 

Gans  is  one  of  the  many  prizefighters 
who  does  not  save  his  money.  He  Is 
very  liberal  and  an  inveterate  gambler. 
He  backs  himself  in  every  fight  and 
dallies  with  almost  every  known  game 
of  chance.  Gans  is  what  many  persons 
term  a  born  pugilist,  and  many  believe 
that  in  his  class  at  present  he  has  no 
peer.  Gans'  best  blow  is  for  the  jaw. 
It  seems  to  start  from  nowhere,  but 
gets  there  with  directness.  He  has  little 
swing  to  the  blow,  but  it  is  landed 
with  such  precision  and  terrific  force 
that  the  recipient  of  such  a  punch  is 
usually  put  out  for  several  minutes. 
Gans  does  not  believe  In  fancy  boxing, 
but  short  and  effective  smashes.

True  Situation  of  Affairs 
as  to  Nefarious  Trust. 


-waged  a  campagn  designed  to  extermin- 
ate him,  and  It  was  privately  boasted 
that  thpy  would  fix  him,  and  that  an^

Its  grievance  committees  have  visited 
the  wholesale  houses,  constantly  urging 
against  the  spelling  of  any  meat  to  him. 
It  haB  had  spies  stationed  around  his  es- 
tablishment to  find  out  what  packing 
houses   were   selling  him. 

Finally,  a  week  or  so  ago,  a  grievance 
committee  visited  the  packing  houses 
and  gave  them  a  quiet  threat  a.s  to  what 
would  happen  to  anyone  found  selling  to 
this    butcher. 

They  rather  overreached  themselves 
there,  for  the  butcher  quickly  learned 
the  names  of  the  committee  and  called 
upon  them.  He  informed  them  vigorously 
that  if  they  wanted  a  suit  for  damages  on 
their  hands  to  continue  such  work.  Oi 
course,  they  denied  any  part  in  It. 
•      •     • 

Of  course,  the  public  has  not  known  of 
all  this  and  may  have  believed  the  organ- 
isation  dead. 

For  some  time  It  had  been  becoming 
evident  to  Ihtm,  however,  that  the  rob- 
bing octopuH  was  not  dead— not  even 
sleeping— but  lying  in  ambush,  awaiting 
a  subsiding  of  the  popular  indignation, 
until  it  could  again  seize  the  public  by 
the   throat. 

It  has  been  for  some  time  apparent  to 
customers  that  the  shops  formerly  in  thv* 
association  were  really  back  at  the  oid 
exorbitant  prices  which  they  maintained, 
esptcially  as  to  prices  on  beef.

If  he  suggests  that  he 
thought  prices  were  lower  they  will  re- 
spond that  they  have  some  meat  they 
can  sell  lower  and  will  show  him  a  piece 
of  undesirable  stuff  which  they  keep  on 
hand  for  that  very  purpose.  He  would  not 
buy  such  meat  and  of  course  pays  the 
higher   price. 

The  power  of  the  combination  is  greater 
than  most  people  su.spect,  well  known  as 
its  strength  In  Duluth  Is  appreciated. 
There  is  on  the  ranges  north  of  Du- 
luth an  organization  of  butchers.  They 
are  so  closely  allied  with  the  combine 
here  that  If  a  packing  lyiuse  at  Duluth 
.•jeJls  to  a  non-association  butcher  on  the 
ranges,  the  Duluth  a.<»soclatlon  is  notified 
and  the  butchers  here  as  well  as  those  on 
the  ranges  buv  nothing  from  that  house. 
There  is  only  one  thing  to  beat  the 
game,  an  organization  of  the  packing 
houses,  and  they  show  no  sign  of  being 
unfriendly  to  the  present  situation  of  af- 
fairs.

The  News  Tribune  has  finally  discov« 
ered  that  there  is  a  butchers'  combine  in 
Duluth  and  is  excited  to  the  point  of 
great  indignation  over  the  matter. 

For  two  years  The  Herald  waged  a 
fight  against  the  butchers'  trust  in  this 
city  and  during  that  time  how  many 
times  was  the  morning  paper  heard  at- 
tacking It? 

The  Duluth  public  long  ago  learned  to 
look  underneath  for  a  motive  when  it 
has  found  the  News  Tribune  trying  to 
lead  public   opinion  in  any  direction. 

What  is  the  motive  now?  is  It  actu- 
ated by  any  public-spirited  feeling  against 
the    butchens'    combine?     Not    much. 

A  certain  leading  butcher  of  the  city 
of  Duluth,  who  has  always  been  an  active 
Republican,  saw  fit  at  the  recent  election 
to  support  Dr.  Cullum  for  mayor  and  to 
oppose  Mr.  Hugo.  Other  members  of  the 
butchers'  combine  are  said  to  liave  also 
been  favorable  to  him.  It  should  not 
have  been  becau.se  of  any  reason  they 
may  have  had  to  believe  that  he  would 
stand  anv  differently  toward  them  than 
did  Mr.  Hugo,  for  he  supported  the  so- 
called  peddlers'  ordinance,  and  an  Inter- 
view found  today  in  another  column  ex- 
presses   hi*    sentiments    clearly. 

The  New.-*  Tribune  which  is  pleased  to 
place  Itself  above  having  any  vindictive- 
ness  after  a  political  campaign,  is  now 
after  those  butchers  who  supported  Dr. 
Cullum.  That  is  the  whole  secret  of  its 
attack  on  the  butchers'  trust,  which  U 
has  at  this  late  day  discovered  is  in  ex- 
istence. 

One  butcher  in  particular  comes  in  for 
Its  venom,  and  he  gave  considerable  cause 
for  it  by  "slopping  over,"  in  asserting 
that  the  butchers  would  now  do  up  those 
aldermen  wlio  decline  to  repeal  the 
I>eddlers"   ordinance. 

As  far  as  the  aldermen  are  concerned 
their  temper  is  probably  that  of  several 
who  have  been  in  Tiie  Herald  office  since 
the  publication  of  the  threat  in  the  morn- 
ing paper  of  yei^terday.  They  asserted 
that  if  this  butcher  was  correctly  report- 
ed he  would  find  out  that  liis  threat 
would  avail  nothing,  that  they  voted  for 
the  peddlers'  ordinance,  and  that  so  far 
as  they  are  concerned  it  will  be  kept  on 
the    city's    statute    books. 

As  to  the  butchers  them.selves.  they 
laujgh  at  the  New.s  Tribune's  sudden  spasm 
of  indignation  against  the  butcher^*'  trust. 
One  of  them  remarked  yesterday  that  it 
reminded  liim  of  a  young  bantam  rooster 
that  a  farmer  he  once  knew  owned.   This

The  butchers'  combine  h.is  never  been 
dead.  It  Is  true  that  the  condition  of  af- 
fairs became  such  that  they  had  to  ap- 
parently break  up.  and  had  to  cut  prices, 
but  the  association  never  died.  It  has:' 
been  intact,  and.  while  it  was  given  out 
that  it  w:iH  nt>t.  and  a  pretense  was  made 
of  being  at  swf>rd's  point  with  various 
former  members,  it  was  as  strong  and  as 
active  as  it  ever  was.  It  was  ali  in  the 
game. 

So  long,  however,  as  they  continued  to 
give  the  public  meat  at  prices  that  were 
reasonable  there  was  no  reason  to  com- 
plain of  their  having  an  orgaiization  any 
more  than  there  Is  to  complain  of  any 
class  of  business  or  working  men  organ- 
izing for   th'^ir   mutual   good. 

To  show  that  these  butchers,  in  fart, 
never  broke  up  their  organlzuiiun,  a  little 
history  of  affairs  is  necessary,  'fhe  pre- 
tended breaking-up  was  caused  by  the 
withdrawal  of  one  of  the  larse  members 
of  the  trust.  There  is  reason  to  believe 
that  his  withdrawal  was  genuine.  This 
brought  the  butchers  to  a  realiz-ition  of 
the  fact  they  could  no  longer  continue 
as  they  had  been,  ignoring  public  senti- 
ment entirely.  Their  announcement  and 
the   cut   in   prices    followed. 

Not  for  one  moment,  however,  did  they 
cease  their  HCti^■ity  against  that  f>ne  mem- 
ber   who    had    dropped    out    first.

The  butchers'  trust  Is  not  triumphant 
yet  and  it  has  a  pood  fipht  ahead  of  It 
still.  Piiblic  feeling  has  not  been  allayed 
bv  an  means  as  vet.

Before  the  American  warships 
leave  Dominican  waters  the  Inhabitants 
will  have  been  made  to  know  that  the 
Washington  government's  patience  has 
been  e.xhausted  and  the  menacing  of 
American  life  and  property  must  cease 
or  the  people  of  the  Island  stand  the 
consequences. 

What  additional  warships  shall  go  to 
San  Domingo  will  be  decided  when  the 
official   detailed   report   has   arrived.

la  Land  Office  Regula- 
tions to  Guard  Against 
Fraud. 

Crookston,  Minn.,  Feb.  6.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Instructions  have  b^en  re- 
ceived by  the  local  land  oflflce  here, 
which  materially  change  the  method  of 
taking  final  proofs  and  will  b©  a  great 
safeguard  In  future  against  the  making 
of  fraudulent  entries. 

According  to  the  new  rules  issued  by 
the  Interior  department,  a  settler  who 
desires  to  make  final  proof  without  visit- 
ing the  land  office  In  person  will  make 
the  customary  papers  out  as  heretofore, 
but  can  have  no  action  taken  in  the  mat- 
ter until  the  special  agent  of  the  depart- 
ment Is  notlflea  and  Investigates  the  case. 
The  special  agent  Investigates  the  mat- 
ter thoroughly  and,  if  possible,  he  Is  re- 
quired by  the  rulings  to  be  present  at 
the  hearing  of  the  case,  and  when  the 
final  papers  are  made  out  by  the  United 
States  commissioner,  judge  of  probate, 
clerk  of  court  or  other  officer  who  is 
(luallfied  undci*  the  law  to  make  out  final 
proofs.  Under  no  circumstances  will  tli'> 
papers  be  received  by  the  officials  of  the 
United  States  land  office  or  the  final  cer- 
tificate issued  until  they  have  been 
passed  upon  by  the  special  agent  and 
nave  received  his  approval.  According  to 
an  additional  feature  of  the  new  rules, 
the  land  office  authorities  may  call  upon 
the  inspector  tJ  Investigate  any  final 
papers  which  they  have  reason  to  believe 
are   not  straight. 

The  new  rules  form  probably  the  most 
drastic  and  Important  step  taken  during 
the  past  decade  by  the  general  land  of- 
fice of  the  I'nIted  States  to  provide 
against  fraud  In  the  final  entries  on  gov- 
ernment lands,  and  It  Is  thought  by  land 
office  officials  that  the  new  arrangement 
of  affairs  will  work  well.  While  the 
frauds  In  Minnesota  have  not  been  great, 
because  of  the  scarcity  of  valuable  gov- 
ernment land  and  the  consequent  rivalry 
among  homesteaders,  yet  In  this  state 
alone,  it  will  probably  take  special  agents 
to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

The  main  aim  of  the  new  regulations 
apparently  Is  to  rigidly  investigate  the  fu- 
tur«i  work  of  court  commissioners  and 
other  outside  officials,  who  during  the 
past  have  made  it  easy  for  homesteaders 
to  secure  final  proofs.  The  Crookston  of- 
fice Is  affected  perhaps  no  more  than 
any  other  In  the  state  becau.se  of  the 
large  amount  of  territory  which  it  covers, 
which  Is  not  adjacent  to  the  railroads  and 
formerly  has  been  the  mainstay  of  a  lar^e 
number  of   United   States   commissioners.

Under  no  circumstances  will  tli'^ 
papers  be  received  by  the  officials  of  the 
United  States  land  office  or  the  final  cer- 
tificate l.ssued  until  they  have  been 
passed  upon  by  the  special  agent  and 
have  received  his  approval.  According  to 
an  additional  feature  of  the  new  rules, 
the  land  office  authorities  may  call  upon 
the  inspector  to  Investigate  any  final 
tapers  which  they  have  reason  to  believe 
are   not   straight.

Thomas  Lansfstaff's  Attorney 
Would  Lessen  Offense. 

Thomas  Langstaff,  who  was  recently 
convicted  by  a  district  court  jury,  of 
grand  larceny  in  the  first  degree,  is  seek- 
ing to  avoid  punishment  for  his  alleged 
crime. 

Before  Judge  Dibell,  this  morning,  his 
attorney,  W.  B.  Moer,  moved  to  arrest 
judgment.  He  argued  that  his  client  was 
indicted   for  the   wrong  offense. 

Langstaff  was  indicted  and  convicted 
for  snatching  a  purse  containing  over  $20  i  Northern  Securities.  Sl^ 
from  the  hand  of  a  young  woman  as  she  ' 
was  about  to  board  a  street  car  at  Su- 
perior street  and  Seventeenth  avenue 
East,  last  year.  The  attempt  is  alleged 
to  have  been  made  after  dark,  b\it  the 
young  woman  and  her  friend  identified 
Langstaff  as  the  man  that  seized  the 
purse   and    ran. 

He  was  arrested  shortly  afterward  on 
East  First  street,  by  Captain  Ilesche,  and 
was  identified  by  the  two  women  that 
same  evening.  I^angrstaffs  counsel  claims 
lie  should  have  been  indicted  for  robbery 
Instead  of  grand  larceny;  that  tiie  alleged 
act  of  purse  snatching  was  more  of  a 
robbery  than  a  larceny.  The  matter  was 
takcii    under    advisement    by    the    court. 

Langstaff  appears  to  have  been  pretty 
well  treated  sinco  his  incarceration  in 
the  county  jail.  He  is  somewiiat  fleshier 
than  when  he  sprinted  down  London  road, 
as   the  states  witnesses  allege.

No  Actual  Work  Expected 

Iq  the  Ifflinediate 

Future. 

Washington,  Feb.  5.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Engineer  C.    H.    Fitch   of  the 
reclamation    service,    will    have    a    re- 
port in  the  second  annual  "Reclamalloii 
Report"  on  the  surveys  of  South  Dakota 
j  under   the  national  irrigation   act.     A\- 
j  though  reconnaissances  and  preliminary; 
I  surveys    have   been   made   of   eight    or 
'  nine    localities,    involving    the    possible 
reclamation  of  between  200,000  and  300, • 
000    acres,    the    surveys    have    not    ap- 
|Parently    proceeded    sufficiently    to    au- 
I  thorize   the  statement   that   any   actual 
work    V.  ill    be    undertaken    in    the    im- 
I  mediate    future.      The    water    from    the 
Beile   Fourche    river,    which    flows    into 
i  South    Dakota    from    Wyoming,    is    al- 
ready used  to  .some  extent  for  the  irri- 
gation of  a  body  of  fine  farming  land 
and  the  utilization  of  the  flood   waters 
of  this  river  is  now  being  investigated. 
Mr.  Fitch  states  that  these  flood  waters 
lean    undoubtedly   be   stored   in    various 
reservoir  sites,  and  that  the  land  which, 
may  be  irrigated  thereby  is  fertile  and 
favorably   situated.       The   government 
has    established    a    gaging    station    on 
the  Belle  Fourche  and  also  one  on   the 
Kedwater  river,  which  empties  into  the 
former    stream.      It    is    estimated    that 
these  two  streams  may  irrigate  100,000 
acre.?. 

The  Belle  Fourche,  also  known  as  the 
North  Fork  of  the  Cheyenne  river, 
when  joined  by  the  South  Fork,  forms 
the  Cheyenne.  It  is  estimated  that 
1X3,000  acres  may  be  reclaimed  by  a  70- 
foot  dam  constructed  at  the  South  Forte 
"narrows."

The  government  engineers  are  con- 
stantly finding  that  much  land,  either 
wanted  for  reservoir  sites,  or  for  re- 
clamation purposes,  is  held  in  private 
ownership  and  either  lie.s  idle  or  is 
grazed.  The  question  naturally  arises, 
why  is  this  land,  once  owned  by  the 
governm.ent,  now  held  for  grazing  pur- 
poses, when  the  various  land  laws  con- 
template either  actual  residence  or  re- 
clamation? Under  almost  every  project 
investigated  by  the  federal  engineers 
large  proportions  of  the  idle  land  are 
found  to  have  passed  into  the  hands 
of  private  parties,  who  will  take  their 
profit,  when  the  government  cornea 
uron  the  scene  and  provides  water  for 
the  land,  out  of  the  future  homeir.aker. 
The  secretary  of  the  interior  is  empow- 
ered under  the  irrigation  act  to  with- 
draw lands  whereve;^-  it  is  believed  they; 
can  be  irrigated  by  the  government, 
hut  he  cannot  withdraw  the  entire  pub- 
lic domain,  and  the  withdrawals  al- 
ready made  have  arou.sed  fierce  pro- 
tests from  stock  interests  and  specu- 
lators, whose  land-absorbing  operations 
are  thus  curtailed.  If  these  public  lands 
j  which,  during  the  next  year,  or  the 
next  five  years,  or  the  next  twenty 
I  years,  are  to  be  irrigated  by  the  govern- 
j  ment,  should  be  held  for  prospective 
I  settlers,  congress  must  take  the  matter

Physical  Culture  Not  a 

Fad  But  of  Vital 

Importance. 


No  better  evidence  of  the  growth  of 
the  city  during  the  past  twenty  years 
can  be  adduced  than  the  progress  made 
In  the  free  mall  delivery  system  dur- 
ing that  time. 

The  free  delivery  was  established  in 
Duluth  Jan.  1,  1886.  with  four  carriers 
on  the  staff.  The  names  of  the  first 
four  carriers  were  Henry  Clow,  Irwm 
Moore,  Tom  Nolan  and  John  Frizell. 
The  last  of  these  to  resign  was  John 
P'rizzell,  who  left  last  fall  to  live  with 
his  parents  on  their  farm  in  Iowa. 
He  had  been  in  the  service  continuously 
for  over  eighteen  yoar.<5. 

An  idea  of  the  growth  of  the  business 
may  be  drawn  from  the  fact  that  in 
ISSt!  one  carrier  served  the  Superior 
strttt  residents  and  business  men  from 
Seventh  avenue  west  to  .Second  avenue 
east.  He  made  three  trips  daily  over 
this  territory. 

The      same      territory      now  requires 


seven  carriers,  who  now  make  six  trips 
daily  over  the  ground. 

The  free  delivery  system  now  covers 
the  territory  between  Sixty-second  ave- 
nue east  and  Seventy-first  avenue  west, 
a  distance  of  over  eleven  miles.  Forty- 
five  regular  carriers  and  four  substi- 
tutes are  employed  in  place  of  the  four 
regulars  with  whom  the  system  was 
inaugurated  eighteen  years  ago. 

A  branch  of  the  National  Association 
cf  Letter  Carriers  has  been  organized 
among  the  Duluth  carriers.  It  is  known 
as  Zenith   branch.   No.   114.

secretary.  William  Tuscon;  treasurer,

The  union  has  an  insurance  depart- 
ment where  members  may  provide  for 
their  families  in  sums  of  $1000,  $2000  or 
$3000. 

Plans    for    establishing    a    sick    fund 


are  also  under  way,  and  the  fund  will 
probably  be  established  during  the  com- 
ing year. 

In  addition  to  the  sick  fund,  an  at- 
tempt is  now  being  made  by  all  the 
members  of  the  union  throughout  the 
country  to  secure  a  pension,  at  half 
pay,  for  all  carriers  over  65  years  of 
age  who  have  been  in  the  service  more 
than  twenty-five  years.  The  work  of 
these  retired  carriers  is  to  be  done  by 
substitutes,  but  they  would  be  enabled 
to  earn  more  than  they  are  at  present 
earning,  as  they  now  have  work  for 
only  a  few  months  out  of  the  year.

An  idea  of  the  growth  of  the  business  ' 
may  be  drawn  from  the  fact  that  in 
IS.^^e  one  carrier  served  the  ."Superior  ; 
strtet  residents  and  busii^ess  men  from  i 
Seventh  avenue  west  to  .Se(  ond  avenue  j 
east.  He  made  three  trips  daily  over] 
tills  territory.  ! 

The      same      territory      now  requires 


seven  carriers,  who  now  make  six  trips 
dfiily  over  the  ground. 

The  free  delivery  system  now  covers 
the  territory  between  Sixty-second  ave- 
nue east  and  Seventy-first  avenue  west, 
a  distance  of  over  eleven  miles.

"Under  daily  systematic  exercise  the 
circulation  improves,  the  heart  action 
strengthens,  the  digestive  organs  con- 
tinue In  a  normal,  active  condition,  and 
the  invigorated  muscular  condition

Cicera  said  centuries  ago:  "  'Tis  by 
exercise  alone  we  support  the  spirit  and 
keep  the  mind  in  vigor."  The  same  Is 
as  true  today.  The  Greeks  and  Romans 
had  the  proper  idea  ol  developing  and 
exercising  the  body  without  injury,  and 
the  later  adoption  of  pulling  weights, 
dumb  bells,  lifting  and  general  appa- 
ratus v.ork,  as  applied  In  gj'innasi- 
ums  has  been  a  backward  step. 

As  the  Greeks  and  Romans  worked 
at  their  outdoor  relaxing  games  they 
developed  a  pliable,  elastic  muscle, 
superb  physiques  and  a  strength  and 
endurance  far  beyond  their  develop- 
ment. 

In  later  times,  as  the  war-like  spirit 
developed,  and  advance  was  made  in 
lighting  methods,  exercise  reverted  al- 
mo.=t  wholly  to  fencing  and  broad- 
swords, and  every  large  capital  in 
I  Europe    had    its   academy   and   a    large 

corj.!-  of  instructors. 
i      Thirty-five    years    ago     Sargent.      of 
,  Cambridge,  made  improvements  in  ai>- 
uaratus  and  introduced  methods?   which 
]  rev  olutittnized   the  training  of  athletes. 
( His   system   consisted   of  a   large   num- 
ber of      quick      movements      with  light 
dumb  bells,  and      required      about  two 
hours  each  day,  and  was  considered  the 
best    form   of  exercise   up   to   the   time 
when  Swoboda  perfected  his  system  of 
physiological    exercise,    controlling    the 
circulation    of    the    blodo    and    bringing 
both  sets  of  muscles  into  resistance  at 
the  same  time   with   the  concentration 
as   the   resisting   force.     Coming  at    the 
time  It  did  it  was  fi  boon  to  the  native 
business  man,  who  realized  the  import- 
ance   of    exercise,    but    had    to    deprive 
himself  of  It  because  he  could  not  spare 
from  one  to  two  hours  away  from  his 
business   every   day.

can  be  dropped  over  it.  It  lends  Itself 
elegantly  :  to  -the  drapery  of  a  lace 
flounce.  It  c.in  be  trimmed  with  lace 
panels  at  a  few  minutes'  notice.'**  Or. 
as  ia  this  case  ,it  can  be  decorated 
with  wheels  of  idaited  ribbon,  put  on 
;)  round  the  skirt  wherever  they  happen 
to  come,  a  cording  to  the  ta.ste  of  the 
one  who  is  sewing  them  on. 

The  new  many  goivd  skirts,  with  the 
gores  all  perfectly  straight,  are  lovely 
in  the  thin  materials.  ITiey  were  orig- 
inally intended  for  street  wear,  but  they 
have  now  heenx  brought  indoors.  Tiie 
I  dinner  gowns  of  veiling,  of  crepe  de 
chine  and  of  louisme.  are  made  just  ?o 
as  to  touch  the  floor  front  and  back. 
They  are  many  gored  and  the  gores  are 
cut  perfectly  straight,  up  and  down. 
They  are  tucked  around  the  waist  and 
are  tightly  fitted  as  far  as  the  swell 
of  the  hips.  But  below  this  they  hang 
plain.  The  effect  Is  exceedingly  good 
and  it  is  a  style  which  is  not  difficult 
for  the  home  dressmaker. 

The  question  of  making  a  gown  at 
home  now  resolves  itself  Into  two 
points.  Has  the  amai^ur  dressmaker 
secured  the  best  materials  for  the  pur- 
pose? And  does  she  understand  how 
to  make  the  gown  stylish?  There  Is 
a  certain  curious  something  to  be  ob- 
served in  all  the  new  gowns  which  is 
absolutely  essential  to  their  beauty. 
LTnless  the  amateur  is  sure  of  catching 
this  style  she  will  fail  whenT  it  comes 
to  the  final  result,  for  her  creation  will 
not  be  smart. 

The  first  problem  is  how  long  lo 
make  the  skirt.  On  one  hand  you  see 
the  French  skirts  whicli  trail  very  far 
upon  the  ground  and  need  to  be  lifted  in 
front.  The  other  extreme  is  the  new 
London  dinner  and  dancing  dress, 
which  almost  shows  the  ankles  and 
which  certainly  escapes  the  floor  by  an 
inch  or  two. 

The  American  medium  for  house  wear 
is  the  skirt  which  just  touches  the  floor 
all  the  way  around.  This  length  is 
adaptable  to  the  accordion  plaited  skirt 
and  also  to  the  full,  many-gored  skirt 
which  is  cut  with  each  gore  perfectly 
straight. 

The  clinging  skirt  has  by  no  means 
gone  by,  but  the  very  tight  skirt  seems 
to  be  out  of  date.  The  same  tight  effect 
is  produced  but  in  another  way.  The 
thin  soft  materials  are  worn  and  these 
are  so  lined  and  draped  that  they  show 
the  lines  of  the  figure.  But  the  skirt 
which  had  to  be  put  on  with  a  shoe- 
horn is  now  all  out  of  date. 

Dancing  skirts  are  aTmost  all  of  them 
made  so  as  to  escape  the  floor,  and 
many  of  them,  intended  for  the  cotillion, 
are  built  to  swing  clear.  They  escape 
the  ground  very  well  indeed.  And  they 
are  worn  with  the  fanciest  slippers,  for 
the  slippers  and  stockings  play  a  very 
important  part  when  the  dancing  gown 
is  ankle  high. 

The  dinner  dress  is  long,  always  floor 
length,  and  if  the  taste  so  direct,  it 
can  be  sweep  length  or  train.  Good 
laste  setc  no  limit  to  this  matter. 

A  great  many  women  are  adopting 
the  French  fad  of  suiting  their  gowns 
to  the  complexion  and  particularly  to 
the  eyes.  A  certain  young  woman  of 
high  .society,  whose  eyes  are  a  genuine 
moleskin  gray,  is  wearing  moleskin  al- 
together, and  is  trimming  it  with  poppy 
colored  satin  choux  to  match  the  color 
in  her  cheeks. 

Mole-colored  cloth  makes  up  ex- 
quisitely for  a  dinner  gown.  And  ii  it 
be  of  velvety  surface,  it  Is  one  of  the 
loveliest  and  most  effective  of  dinner 
gowns  known.  It  goes  as  well  with 
blue  as  with  red,  and  it  becomes  almost 
silvery  when  combined  with  white.  This 
last  combination  Is  one  which  Queen 
Alexandra  affects  a  great  deal,  mole- 
skin and  white. 

While  skirts  are  very  interesting,  the 
interest  does  not  center  in  the  skirt 
entirely,  for  the  waist  has  Its  own 
pretty  features.  Indeed,  variety  is 
specially  noticeable  in  waists,  and,  as 
on©  star  differeth  from  another.

The    closing  .on    the    shoulder    which 

they  are  trying  to  introduce  is  awk- 
ward and  had  the  additional  disa-dvant- 

age    of    not   staying    shut.        And    it    is 

seldom  that  a  front  fastening  has  pic- 
turesque   qualities.        But    the     French 

method  of  opening  in  the  bock  is  yoalh- 

ful   in  effect,   is  simple  to  manage  and 

is  the  style  approved  by  the  early  gowns 

of  spring. 
The  yoke  rnd  the  stock  of  these  deep 

capes   are   all    made    In    one    piece   and 

the   \viiole  ia  fastened  by  being  hooked 

or  pinned  d^wn  tlie  back.  The  open- 
ing   is    concealed    under   some    sort    of 

trimming. 
The  prettiest  of  the  capes  are  those 

that    are    cut    In    scallops    around    the 

bottom,  while  a  plaiting  of  ribbon  out- 
lines   the   .scallops   and    grive^i    the    cape 

the  finish  it  needs*.       So  it  will  be  seen 

that  any  woman  with  a  little  ribon  and 

a  little  lace  can  get  up  something  which 

will  set  off  her  gown  very  nicely.

It  lends  itself 
elegantly  to -the  dra{>ery  of  a  lace 
flounce.

as  in  this  case  .it  can  be  decorated 
with  wheels  of  plaited  ribbon,  put  on

to  come,  a  cording  to  the  taste  of  the 
one  who  is  sewing  them  on. 

The  new  many  gored  skirts,  with  the 
i^Dres  all  perfectly  straight,  are  lovely 
in  the  thin  materials.  ITiey  were  orig- 
inally intended  for  street  wear,  but  they 
have  now  beeai  brought  indoors.  The 
dinner  gowns  of  veiling,  of  crepe  de 
thine  and  of  loulsme.  are  made  just  po 
as  to  touch  the  floor  front  and  back. 
They  are  many  gored  and  the  gores  are 
cut  perfectly  straight,  up  and  down. 
They  are  tucked  around  the  waist  and 
are  tightly  fitted  as  far  as  the  swell 
of  the  hips.  But  below  this  they  hang 
plain.  The  effect  is  exceedingly  good 
and  it  is  a  style  which  Is  not  difficult 
for  the  home  dressmaker. 

The  question  of  making  a  gown  at 
home  now  resolves  itself  into  two 
points.  Has  the  nmai»;ur  dressmaker 
secured  the  best  materials  for  the  pur- 
pose? And  does  she  understand  how 
to  make  the  gown  stylish?  There  )s 
a  certain  curious  something  to  be  ob- 
served in  all  the  new  gowns  which  is 
absolutely  essential  to  their  beauty. 
I'nless  the  amateur  is  sure  of  catching 
this  style  she  will  fail  when^  it  comes 
to  the  final  result,  for  her  creation  will 
not  be  smart. 

The  first  problem  is  how  long  to 
make  the  skirt.  On  one  hand  you  see 
the  French  skirts  whicli  trail  very  far 
upon  tile  ground  and  need  to  be  lifted  m 
front.  The  other  extreme  is  the  new 
London  dinner  and  dancing  dres.^, 
which  almost  shows  the  ankles  and 
which  certainly  escapes  the  floor  by  an 
inch  or  two. 

The  American  medium  for  house  wear 
is  the  skirt  which  just  touches  the  floor 
all  the  way  around.  This  length  is 
adaptable  to  the  accordion  plaited  skirt 
and  also  to  the  full,  many-gored  skirt 
which  is  cut  with  each  gore  perfectly 
straight. 

The  clinging  skirt  has  by  no  means 
gone  by,  but  the  very  light  skirt  seems 
to  be  out  of  date.  The  same  tight  efteLt 
is  produced  but  in  another  way.  The 
thin  .soft  materials  are  worn  and  these 
are  so  lined  and  draped  that  they  show 
the  lines  of  the  figure.

In    the   Irish    and 
French  laces  there  are  some  charming 
little  shoulder  capes  which  are  just  the  ^

But.  If  you  want  one  to  fit  you  exact-  ! 
ly.  you  can  buy     piece  lace  and,   with 
a   circular  collar  pattern,   you   can  cut 
out    yotir      shoulderette    and      finish    It 
around  the  neck  and  around  the  lower  j 
edeg  In  any  way  you  please.  ' 

If  you  try  cutting  it  out  for  yourself 
be  sure  to  have  U  cloee  In  the  tH^ok  for  ' 


this  is  now  the  most  approved  style 
and  there  is  a  certain  beauty  in  the 
French  method  of  closing  iu  the  back 
whicn  is  not  to  lie  found  in  any  other 
way. 

The  closing'  .on  the  shoulder  which 
they  are  irying  to  introduce  is  a\s  k- 
ward  and  had  the  additional  disadvant- 
age of  not  staying  shut.  And  it  is 
seldom  that  a  front  fastemng  has  pic- 
turesque qualities.  But  the  French 
method  of  opt-niiig  in  the  bock  Is  yoaih- 
ful  in  eftect,  is  simple  to  manage  and 
iS  the  style  approved  by  the  early  gowns 
of  spring. 

The  yoke  rnd  the  stock  of  these  deep 
capes  are  all  made  In  one  piece  and 
the  v^^iole  ui  fastened  by  being  hooked 
or  idnned  dJ-wn  the  back.  The  open- 
ing is  concealed  under  soane  sort  of 
trimming. 

The  prettiest  of  the  capes  are  those 
that  are  cut  In  scallops  around  the 
bottom,  while  a  plaiting  of  ribbon  out- 
lines the  .scallops  and  glve^  the  cape 
the  finish  it  need.s.  So  it  will  be  seen 
that  any  woman  with  a  little  ribon  and 
a  little  lace  can  get  up  somethiiig  which 
will   set   off   her  go\\  n    very   nicely. 

How  to  get  the  sloping  shoulders  is 
a  problem  which  has  been  puzzling  the 
girl  of  the  season.  Those  who  are 
of  athletic  build,  with  high,  wide, 
square  shoulders,  have  found  it  almost 
impOE-^ible  to  get  the  long  slope  whu-h 
is  now  so  requisite  to  fashion,  and 
those  who  are  slender  are  only  little 
better  off,  for  the  sloping  shoulder  re- 
quires   a    very    well-developed    figure. 

The  style  of  fitting  the  shoulders  with 
a  deep  lace  cape,  which  is  cut  rounl 
and  without  seams.  Is  one  that  natur- 
ally produces  the  slope  required.  And 
so  the  girl  of  the  season  finds  a  solution 
of  her  troubles  in  one  of  the  prettiest 
little   garments   of   the   year. 

When  you  are  sloping  your  should- 
ers be  sure  to  have  them  fit;  and,  in 
adjusting  the  cape,  tr>'  to  have  one 
long,  sweeping  line  right  from  the  ear 
do\ni  to  the  elbow.  This  is  the  line 
of  beauty  of  the  new  gowns  of  1904. 

There  is  a  great  deal  to  be  said  about 
the  methods  of  trimming  the  shoulders. 
And  in  this  respect  there  is  an  argunient 
in  favor  of  the  styles  of  trimming 
which  break  the  severity  of  the  line  and 
whicli  allows  the  shoulders  some 
breadth  or  spread. 

A  lovely  gown,  which  was  called  a 
French  Qibsonian  gown,  had  a  shoul- 
deret  which  produced  the  sloping  figure 
to  perfection  and  the  pretty  girl  who 
wore  It  looked  almost  sylph-like,  with 
her  slender  neck,  her  sloping  shoulders, 
her  delicate  waist  and  her  fitted  hips. 

W^hat  a  pity  that  all  cannot  be  of  the 
GIbsoni.an  figure.  Yet  there  are  com- 
pensations in  the  possession  of  a  gen- 
erous pair  of  hips,  for  they  give  one 
an  opportunity  to  produce  many  stuii- 
nlng  effects  In  dress.

In  the  last  act  Polly  wears  a  plain 
white  garden  dress  with  no  colors.  Be- 
sides Lh«::  preparation  of  these  habila- 
monts,  r.Iiss  Thurston  spent  a  great 
deal  of  time  linding  a  great  variety  of 
bric-a-brac,  furniture  and  knicknacks 
to  be  used  in  i?iving  the  scene  setting 
proper  i.tmosphcre. 

She  took  a  keen  delight  in  spending 
her  summer  days  ransacking  antique 
shops  and  auction  sales  In  and  around 
\yashington.  D.  C. 

A  venerable  leather  trunk  was 
among  her  discoveries,  and  it  plays  an 
important  part  in  the  production.  Old 
family  portraits  and  a  'what-not"  wms 
added  to  her  collection.

Justed;  it  carries  the  weight  of  the  hat,  which 
in  itself  is  an  immense  relief  nowadays,  when 
feminine  head  wear  is  exiremely  heavy;  and 
therj  Is  enough  spring  in  the  cocstructioc  of 
This  comb  novelty  to  allow  l.t  to  readjust 
Itself  when  the  hat  Is  removed. 

Modern  woman  doesn't  appreciate  her 
blessings  as  much  as  she  would  if  she  knew 
more  about  the  way  coiffure.s  were  built  in 
olden  times.  It  Isn't  necessary  to  hark  back 
to  the  days  of  those  prod'glous  head  dresses, 
when  waterfalls,  chignou£  nnd  goodness 
know.i  what  were  in  vogue.  Such  a  mass  of 
artiflcial  braids  and  puffs  were  reeded  then 
to  make  a  head  look  a  le  mode  that  a  woman 
felt  as  though  she  carried  the  weigh:  of  the 
world  above  ter  brow.

Is  '63.  a  period  when  the  North  and  the 
aouth  were  engaged  in  strife,  the  scenes 
of  the  play  are  removed  from  conflict. 
There  is  no  tiring  of  arms  or  clanking 
of  swords.  Although  Polly  Primrose  is 
a  Southern  play,  it  is  not  .sectional  and 
could  not  give  offense  were  it  offere.1 
in  any  state.  Its  tone  is  pure  and  goou 
and  whole.sonie.  There  is  not  an  uglj- 
character  in  it.  save  one  perhaps,  whose 
shortcomings  were  caused  by  the  des- 
peration following  unrequited  love. 

"There  are  a  dozen  pretty  scenes  in 
the  play,  all  contributed  by  the  progress 
of  the  love  between  Polly  and  ('apt. 
Carlisle.  ()ne  of  them  is  particularly 
effective.  Before  she  had  admitted  iit-:r 
love  for  him  they  quarreled,  and  she 
sends  him  away.  She  makes  her  piano 
sound  to  Dixie,'  but  when  she  thougnt 
he  had  really  gone,  she  knew  she  cared 
for  hiiii.  and  played  'The  .Star  Spangle  J 
Banner.'  He  hears  and  returns  sudden- 
ly, realizes  ner  capitulation,  and  covers 
with  flowers  her  fingers  which  have 
been  tlitiiner  over  the  quaint  little  piano 
keys  like  beautiful  pink  buttenllea. 

"The  play  has  plot  and  intense  human 
interest.  Polly's  father  and  his  neigh- 
bors are  .Southern  sympathizers,  aa 
most  all  those  of  old  Cfeorgia  were. 
They  plot  to  bring  Gen.  Lee  into  the 
capltol  city  and  strike  a  terrific  blow 
to  the  Northern  polhe  and  cause.  How 
Polly,  in  rescuing  her  lover's  life,  frus- 
trates thi.s  scheme,  i.s  told  in  the  moJt 
exciting  passage   of   the   play. 

"If  Sir  .Seaworthy  had  not.  so^veral 
centuries  since,  called  his  lady  fair  a 
bit  of  Dre.^^den  china,  the  expression 
would  have  been  left  unborn  until  after 
Adelaide  Thurston  came  to  gladden  her 
generation.

Olive  Celeste  Moore,  a  young  contralto, 
who  was  also  with  the  Bostonlans  a 
year  ago  and  who  has  a  voice  of  fine 
quality  and  resonance*  is  with  the 
same   company. 

The  opera  is  highly  spoken  of.  Chas. 
Klein  produced  the  book,  Charles  Emer- 
son Cooke,  the  lyrics  and  Reginald  de 
Koven,  the  music.  ' 

The  Evening  Bulletin  of  Philadelphia 
had    this  to   say   of   the   production: 

"  'Red  Feather'  is  a  daring  female 
bandit,  who  is  In  reality  the  Countess 
Hilda  Von  Draga,  This  venturesome 
young  woman  divides  her  time  between 
reigning  as  a  court  beauty  and  robbing 
travelers  on  the  highway.  She  steals 
that  she  may  help  the  cause  of  the 
Prince  of  Romancia,  who  seeks  to  rule 
that  mythical  kingdom.  In  one  of  her 
escapades  she  robs  Captain  Travers  of 
the  Momancia  army  and  he  vows  to 
capture  the  bandit,  who  Is  believed  to 
be  a  man  Travers  insults  the  Prince 
and  is  threatene<i  with  disgrace  and 
expulsion  from  the  army.  Pardon  is 
offered  him  on  one  condition,  however — 
that  hearrest  the  notorious  'Red  Feath- 
er' within  a  certain  time.  This  ho 
determines  to  do  and  tracks  the  robber 
to  the  countesses'  castle  on  the  even- 
ing she  Is  giving  a  grand  ball.  To 
save  him,  whom  she  really  loves  rather 
than  the  prince,  the  countess  declares 
herself  to  be  'Red  Feather,"  just  as  news 
comes  of  the  success  of  the  Invading 
army. 

This  plot  has  a  romantic  flavor  that 
Is  attractive  and  an  interest  that  is 
sustained  with  considerable  coherency. 
At  times  it  takes  on  a  dramatic  force 
that  approaches  the  dignity  of  grand 
opera,  and  there  is  a  dash  of  brilliancy 
and  much  that  is  rich  and  colorful 

"The  mounting  of  the  opera  is.  indeed 
of  rare  beauty,  both  as  to  scenery  and 
costumes.  The  rfist  act  shows  a  public 
suqare  and  the  second  is  a  magnifi- 
cent ball-room  with  a  grand  stairway 
at  the  back.  In  the  first  act  the  flash- 
ing armors  of  the  soldiers  were  of 
dazzling  effect,  while  the  display  of  ball 
dresses  In  the  clovsing  scene  was  most 
lavish  and  elegant. 

'The  chief  singer  of  the  cast  is  Grace 
Van  Studiford,  a  soprano  of  excellent 
qualiflcations.  Her  voice  is  pure,  clear 
and  brilliant  and  she  sings  with  a 
facility  and  understanding  above  th» 
comic  opera  standard.  Her  love  song, 
"In  the  Garden  of  Dreams,"  was  beau- 
tifully rendered,  and  all  through  the 
arduous  work  of  her  role  her  voice 
remained  fresh  and  equal  In  all  de- 
mands. Elise  De  Vere,  who  made  her 
first  appearance  as  Fifine,  a  flirty  little 
French  milliner.  Is  we  are  told,  direct 
from  Paris,  and  she  Is  Pai-isian  to  the 
tips  of  her  dainty  fingers.  .She  fits 
and  fiuttei-s  about,  always  doing  some- 
thing and,  in  fact,  marring  her  work 
somewhat  because  she  has  no  repose 
v.hatever.  She  is  pert,  dainty,  pleasing 
in  manner,  and  has  a  chic  way  of  sing- 
ing her  songs  that  caught  the  fancy  of 
the  audience,  though  her  voice  is  only 
a  thin  chirp  of  some  sweetness.

Hilhard's  performdnoe  in  "That  Man 
and  1"  is  acimirable.,:  He  is  the  "1"  wiio 
discovers  "that  man,"  whom  he  has 
venget'ully  sought  for  many  years  to  kill 
for  the  wronging  of  his  sister,  is  his 
own  lifelong  chum  Hllllard  is  .sincerely 
emotional  in  tliu  prologue,  where  the 
family  disgrace  crushes  him.  very  tender 
later  in  the  play,  where  he  figures  as 
the  guardian  of  "his  niece,  and  powerful 
at  the  climax,  where  he  is  about  to  as- 
sault the  culprit,  but  succumbs  to  the 
nobler  Impulses  of  forgiveness.

A  plaintive  incident  is  this,  with 
the  girl  unaware  of  the  pltifu  pertinency 
of  what  she  does  and  her  remorseful  fath- 
er saved  fro.n  suicide  by  the  innocent 
creature.  Of  course,  you  have  seen 
Mau<l';  Fealy— if  not  on  the  stage  then 
In  portraiture,  as  hor  hundreds  of  photo- 
graphs have  been  multiplied  into  millions 
of  prints  thj  world  over.  Maude  Is  a^ 
pretty  as  her  picture,  young  and  sweet, 
loo,  and  rather  more  than  a  passable 
actress.  As  the  maiden  Just  married  she 
is    lovely.

Augustln  Daly  was  a  famous  maker  of 
actresses,  as  witness  Ada  Rehan,  Clara 
Morris  and  Fanny  Davenport,  and  he 
trained  many  others,  including  Virginia 
Earl,  who  Is  this  week  In  "Hergeant  Kit- 
ty," on  the  same  Stage  where  she  re- 
ceived his  tuition,  i'hat  happened  In  the 
waning  of  his  fame,  when  his  vogue  with 
the  public  had  fallen  away,  his  eredli 
had  been  exhausted  and  his  doors  had  to 
be  guarded  agairst  his  creditors,  he  took 
up  London  extravaganzas,  as  well  as 
London  melodramas,  in  a  desperate  en- 
deavor to  retain  his  theater.  Tie  utilized 
Miss  Rehan  in  howlers  from  the  Drury 
I,ane,  but  found  that,  with  all  her  ver.sa- 
tility.  she  coufdn't  sing  and  dance  in 
nonsense  from  the  Gaiety.  So  he  looked 
about  for  a  waltzing  warbler  for  "The 
Geisha"  and  decided  on  Virginia  Earl,  a 
winsome  but  none  too  culturetl  Casino 
burlesquer.

Sothern's  Play  Pronounced  a 
Ridiculous  Failure. 

New  York,  Feb.  6.— Edward  H.  Sotliera 
is  not  a  Jack  of  all  trades,  nor  even  of 
two.  so  far  as  hl.s  exhibit  a.s  a  playwright 
this  week  indicates.  Cincinnati  knows 
how  good  an  actor  he  i.s.  but  not  how 
bad  an  author.  New  York  is  fully  in- 
formed on  both  points.  "Hamlet"  was 
proof  positive  as  to  his  acting,  and  "The 
Llglit  That  Lies  in  Woman's  Eyes"  as 
to  his  writing.  He  meant  that  the  new 
play  should  be  a  comedy  of  wit  and  senti- 
ment. But  it  Is  a  failure  to  be  anything 
but  ridiculous.  The  first-nighters  had  an 
inkling  that  it  would  \vd  absurd,  but  the 
first  act.  which  contains  the  visit  of  .some 
Americans  and  Englishmen  to  Shake- 
speare's Avon,  with  the  start  of  a  love 
story  In  the  old  Ann  Hathaway  cottage, 
w;i.s  almost  convincing  that  the  premoni- 
tions were  misleading.  Good  eaough  use 
is  made  of  the  opportunity  for  satire  on 
the  fol-d»-rol  of  Shakespeare  mania.  The 
plot  began  well.  too.  with  the  kindly  .sub- 
stitution of  a  counterfeit  lover  of  a  blind 
girl,  who  was  pining  to  death  for  the 
absent  real  one.  and  who.«e  life  was  saved 
by  the  kindly  deception.  Probability  was 
strained,  of  course,  when  a  stranger  to 
the  afflicted  maiden  was  able,  merely 
by  resemblance  of  liLa  voice  to  thai  of  the 
absentee,  to  continue  the  courtship  where 
It  had  left  off  and  she  not  discover  the 
fraud.  As  if  she  wouldn't  have  felt  the 
difference  In  the  first  clasp  of  his  hand— 
or.  anyway,  in  his  first  kiss. 

Virginia  Harned  Sothern  Is  the  woman 
in  whose  eyes  lies  the  light  which  illu- 
mined her  husband's  Imagination  when 
he  conceivei.1  this  play.  The  role  he 
wrote  for  her  Is  that  of  an  Impetuous 
Irish  girl,  who  fascinates  the  blind  one's 
proxy  fiance  for  spjrt  and  then  falls  in 
love  with  him  In  earnest.  In  the  .second 
act  the  lies  that  the  eyes  of  Virginia  tell 
deceive  the  fellow,  for  she  goo-gooes  him 
irresistibly  during  an  amateur  rehearsal  of 
"As  You  Like  It."  but  Sothern  is  so  art- 
less in  his  attempts  to  blend  passages  of 
Shakespeare  with  his  own  that  tlie  third 
is  clumsier  stlU  with  a  mock  capture  of 
the  heroine  by  gypsies,  whom  the  hero 
hires  for  the  Job.  so  that  he  may  fIgUre 
in  a  rescue.  'Fhe  plan  of  the  piece  Is  all 
right,  but  the  execution  is  wrong  In  more 
ways  than  would  seem  possible  to  a  man 
of  Sothern's  stage  experience.  So  the 
laugh  of  the  theatrical  week  Is  on  an 
actor  whom  all  of  us  quite  seriously  re- 
spect. There's  no  need  to  abuse  him. 
however,  for  not  being  a  playwright  as 
well  as  a  player.  He  is  .severely  pun- 
ished In  poeket  by  th©  cost  of  a  fine  pro- 
duction   and    in    pride   by   the   futllltv   of 

It  all.

Robert  HlUiard  has  thrown  his  hat  Into 
the  ring  for  a  bout  with  the  champion 
stars  of  the  drama,  and  it  looks  as  If  he 
will  win  out.  Pray  excu.*j  that  ■onfuslon 
of  terms  in  aitlng  and  boxing,  but  Hll- 
llard was  a  leading  man  In  a  Brooklyn 
amateur  athletic  club  before  he  went  on 
the  stage.  Broadway  knows  him  famil- 
iarly for  his  brawn  as  well  as  his  brain, 
and  has  just  been  reminded  of  both.  Ha 
traveled   a   season    In    a   company    which 


she  is  particularly  nice,  when,  as  a  girl 
perplexed  and  oxaspfratefl  by  her  lov? 
affairs,  she  sings  and  acts  a  boo-hoo  bal- 
lad. At  that  jpncture  her  numerous 
changes  of  costume  have  brought  he: 
Into  a  military  hat  and  coat,  but  tne  poor 
thir.g  doesn't  feci  brave  and  she  breaks 
down— or  out— in  a  song  which  makes  he;- 
sob  a  refrain  of  "What  Is  a  poor  girl  to 
do?"  One  feels  like  chucking  her  under 
the  chin,  patting  her  on  tho  back  and 
possibly  huging  her— all  in  the  way  ot 
comforting  ner,  of  course.  But  she  re- 
bounds rrom  her  depression  without  help, 
throws  oft  the  enveloping  cloak  and  siauus 
forth,  saucy  and  amiung.  In  a  hussar  uni- 
form of  baby  blue  to  lead  m  a  martial 
chorus    and    marjh. 

Ada  Rohan,  llie  best  known  of  Daly's 
pupils.  Is  the  ma;  \el  of  the  passing  show, 
riie  question  wh-^ther  a  piay  of  a  player 
Is  or  is  not  pecu  liailly  successful  seldom 
seems  a  salient  point  for  tliis  corres- 
pondence, but  In  this  peculiar  case  it  Is 
too  pertinent  to  De  Ignored.  Augusiin 
Daly  went  bankrupt,  only  a  few  years 
ago,  with  Misa  Rohan  In  classical  come- 
dies. A  closure  of  hia  theater  was  avert- 
ed by  recourse  to  ."ensational  melodramas 
and  musical  farces.

WIRELESS  DANGER  SIGNALS. 
A  system  has  been  devised  by  c.  E. 
Kelway  for  warning  ships  al  sea  of 
approaching  danger  by  e<iuipping  light- 
houses with  wireless  signaling  appa- 
ratus, says  the  Philadelphia  Record. 
The  ships  themselves  must  be  fitted 
with  a  receiving  apparatus,  which 
would  respond  when  they  come  within 
the  range  of  the  wirele-ss  signals  sent 
out  from  the  lighthouse.  These  are  to 
be  sent  out  at  regular  intervals  at  the 
same  time  as  the  sound  warnings.  A 
ship,  by  observing  the  time  that  pas.se.s 
between  receiving  the  wirelsess  signal 
and  the  sound  warning,  is  enabled  at 
oi:ce  to  calculate  Its  distance  from  the 
lighthouse.  If  the  craft  now  continues 
on  its  course  for  a  few  miles,  and  then 
makes  a  second  observation,  all  the 
necessary  data  for  ascertaining,  tiig- 
onometrlcally,  the  exact  position  of  the 
lighthouse  is  obtained.  A  special  stop- 
watch reading  directly  in  distances, 
and  a  special  position  finder,  have  been 
devised  by  Mr.  Kelway  for  use  with  hi.i 
system.  The  system  was  submitted  to 
the  consideration  of  the  recent  Berlin 
Wireless  Telegraphy  conference.  It 
illustrates  one  of  the  many  ways  in 
which  wireless  telegraphy  may  ba 
made  of  service  to  ships.

•wall  and  the  hot  pipe.  The  child's 
screams  broug»l  the  mother  to  the 
scene  at  once.  Picking  the  little  girl  up 
she  turned  her  across  her  lap.  loosened 
her  clothes,  and  then  taking  a  bottle 
of  writing  fluid  from  her  satchel, 
emptied  it  over  the  scorched  llesh.  In  a 
moment  the  child  haii  stopped  scream- 
ing and  soon  was  playing  around  aa 
lively  as  ever. 

The  writing  fluid  in  itself  was  not  a 
curative.  It  simply  prevented  the  air 
from  getting  at  the  burns.

A  comparison  of  tlie  riding  ability  in  the  matter  of  wiiiiiing  percentage  of  mounts  among  the  leading  jockeys 
on  the  American  and  English  turf  during  the  past  season  is.  decidedly  in  favor  of  the  Yankee  boys.  Fuller  rode 
224  horses  past  the  post  out  of  675  mounts,  and  Redferu  had  162  vvinner-s  out  of  462  mounts.  Otto  Madden,  who 
leads  all  the  jockeys  in  England,  finished  in  front  154  times,  while  W.  Lane,  his  nearest  rival,  was  next  with 
149  winners.

The  First  Track   Tryout   to 
Be  Held. 

Madison,  Wis.,  Feb.  6.— Wisconsin 
track  men  will  have  their  first  tryout 
of  the  .season  in  a  home  indoor  meet 
tonight.  Upwards  of  seventy-flve  men 
are  in  training  for  the  various  events. 
This  is  the  largest  number  of  men  ever 
out  for  a  Wisconsin  track  team,  and  a 
majority  are  freshmen. 

Aith  jugh  the  men  have  been  workir.g 
since  the  Christmas  vacation,  no  effort 
ha.4  been  made  to  get  them,  into  their 
best  condition.  Trainer  Kilpatrick  being 
satisfied  with  gradual  increa.se  in  en- 
durance powers.  The  sprinting  depart- 
ment, which  has  been  weak  for  several 
years,  promises  to  be  strong.  There 
are  several  freshmen  of  promise — Ste- 
vens, the  old  Milwaukee  academy  man 
Conger  and  Lynch.  Conger  has  done 
the  best  work  .so  far.  Hayden  is  the 
only  old  man  out  for  the  sprints,  and  an 
effort  has  been  made  to  correct  his  old 
fault  of  slow  starting. 

Poage  will  probably  not  run  the  quar- 
ter this  year,  and  the  event  will  be  left 
to  the  freshmen  Waller  and  Smith.  For 
the  half  Daniels  will  train  this  year. 
Berto  and  .^praker.  both  fair  men,  will 
be  Daniels'  running  mates.  Rowland 
Hill,  of  Kansas  <'ity.  a  freshman  who 
•won  the  mile  in  the  fall  event,  is  ex-' 
peeled  to  prove  the  lind  of  the  year.

A  good  tr.ainer  commands  a  salary  of 
about  $30tj0  a  year,  and  many  owners 
also  allow  a  certain  percentage  of  the 
earnings  as  an  extra  inducement.  When 
the  time  arrives  to  begin  active  train- 
ing for  the  early  campaign,  a  shipment 
is  made  to  some  point  where  the  wea- 
ther conditions  are  more  favorable,  and 
this  may  cost  from  $250  to  $1000.  A  car 
to  Memphis  costs  $400,  to  Louisville  $250, 
and  to  some  other  Southern  points  a 
trltle  less.  To  ship  to  California  doubles 
tne  expense. 

Before  the  car  can  be  loaded  two  dray 
loads  of  equipment  must  be  transported 
from  the  stable  to  the  car,  and  this  wiil 
cost  fnjm  $25  to  $30.  At  least  six  grooms 
or  caretakers  must  be  taken  along,  and 
these  cost  in  wages  and  board  $50  a 
month  each.

In  the  death  of  ^V.  C.  Whitney  the 
turf  loses  one  of  i  :s  leading  patrons. 
Mr.  Whitney  was  one  of  the  great  turf 
magnates  in  the'  Fast.  He  was  as 
prominent  and  miusierful  in  the  affairs 
of  the  turf  as  he  was  in  the  world  of 
finance  and  matters  of  national  con- 
cern. His  love  of  and  active  partici- 
pation in  racing  lent  tone  and  dignity 
to  the  sport  and  his  death  will  be  sin- 
cerely deplored  by  turfmen  the  counti->' 
over. 

Previously  to  entering  Into  the  racfng 
of  thoroughbreds  he  confined  his  ad- 
miration of  horseflesh  to  harness  horses 
and  his  equipages  were  for  years  the 
best  to  be  seen  on  Fifth  avenue.  Hio 
turf  connections  wire  varied  and  ex- 
tended to  two  con  inents.  WMth  the 
possible  exception  of  J.  B.  Haggin  'm 
owned  the  greates;  number  of  high- 
class  horses  now  in  training.  He  had 
the  controllng  interest  in  the  Saratoga 
Racing  association,  and  it  is  estimated 
that  his  turf  interests  reached  $1,500,000 
in  the  aggregate. 

About  six  years  igo  he  tired  of  the 
runners  in  a  small  way  and  began  to 
branch  out  on  a  bij:  scale.  He  bought

Deceiver  beat  Henry  of  Na- 
varre, bought  the  colt  when  on  a  spree, 
and  when  in  his  right  mind  again  was 
so  disapiHjinted  in  his  purchase  ho 
tried  to  swap  him  off  for  a  colt  far 
less  costly.  The  youngster  he  tried  cO 
trade  for  was  never  heard  from,  but 
the  colt  he  was  forred  to  keep  provvid 
one  of  the  turf  stai-s  of  his  day. 

Years  ago,  at  a  sale  at  Woodburn  then 
the  most  glorious  of  American  breeding 
farms,  the  auctioneer  begged  long  and 
loud  for  a  hundred-dollar  bid  on  a  colt 
by  Lisbon.  The  sale  had  proved  a 
big  success,  and  the  crier  did  not  want 
to  lower  the  average  by  selling  a  colt 
under  tha^  figure.  "I  will  give  you 
$60  for  him,  just  for  luck,"  said  iha 
late  J.  W.  Hunt  Reynolds,  and  at  that 
figure  he  became  his  property.  ^v- 
eral  colts  were  sold  in  that  sale  for 
prices  far  into  the  thousands,  but  none 
of  them  earned  one-tenth  the  turf  fame 
of  Ripple,  which  was  Reynold's  sixty- 
dollar  colt. 

Because  the  late  Byron  McClelland 
could  not  afford  at  the  time  to  i>ay 
the  price  imp.  Dundee  brought  when 
a  yearling  he  secured  Sallie  McClelland. 
At  the  time  he  really  thought  the  colt 
far  the  best,  but  the  daughter  of  Hlndo.> 
was  worth  a  dozen  Dundees,  and  laid 
the  foundation  for  the  great  estate  he 
l«ft  behind.

Trainer  Keene  Fitzpatrick  la  keeping 
his  knowledge  of  the  work  of  his  new 
men  to  himself,  a  freshman  named  Coe 
is  conceded  to  be  the  best  find  of  the 
year  among  the  Michigan  youngsters. 
Coe  ran  a  half  mile  on  the  local  track 
in  2:10%,  which  compares  well  with 
the  time  made  last  year  by  Intercol- 
legiate Champion  Hall,  who  made  the 
distance  in  2:08. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  Capt.  Kellogg 
that  11  feet  3  inches  should  w  in  the  pole 
vault  this  year,  as  all  the  stars  are 
missing.  Reed  did  11  feet  last  year  as  a 
freshman,  and  is  expected  to  do  better 
this  spring.  A  freshman  named  Tillea, 
from  Upper  rvlichigan,  has  attracted  the 
attention  of  Fitzpatrick,  and  while  10 
feet  is  hi.^  high  mark,  he  is  expected  to 
develop  into  a  good  man.

Such  a  simple  play 
that,  if  in  the  mind  of  the  child  the 
act  of  reading  has  been  at  all  united 
with  the  thouKht  behind  the  act,  he 
turns  to  this  delightful  sort  of  tale  by 
Insllnce,  and  by  instinct  he  is  led  to 
reason.  The  fable  having  introduced 
the  child  uncon.sciously  to  a  right  form 
of  composition,  he  is  more  likely  to 
turn,  in  the  longer  tales  he  may  choose. 
to  those  which  may  justly  be  called 
literature.

Dear  Sir:     Yours  of  the  12th  Inst,  at  I 
hand.     I    shall    be   glad    to   assist    your  ; 
society  in  any  way  I  can  in  its  endeavor  ' 
to   gather   and   preserve    the   facts   and  ' 
incidents  pertaining  to  the  beginning  of  I 
Duluth.     I  only  wish  I  could  do  more.  1 
I   inu.st   depend  entirely   upon   memory,  i 
and    forty-four   years,    the    time    which -i 
has    elapsed   since    I    left  Duluth,    is   a  i 
long  vista  for  the  memory  to  traverse  , 
in  quest  of  facts  for  an  historical  socie- 
ty.    It  is  true  I  visited  Duluth  In  1S70. 
and    again    in    1900,    but    my    residence 
there  came  to  an  end  June  2,  1860,  and 
I    know    nothing   of   the   city's    history 
since  that  date. 

Let  me  state  right  here  the  facts  of 
our  g(!ing.  We,  wife  and  self,  left  for 
Detroit  on  the  steamer  Illinois,  a  large 
side-wheeler,  June  2.  I860.  No  ice  was 
in  Superior  bay,  but  there  was  two  or 
three  miles  of  float  ice  on  the  outside. 
We  made  the  Apostle  islands  during  the 
first  night  out,  became  ice-bound  there, 
and  remained  fast  all  the  next  day.  The 
ship  transacted  the  little  business  it 
could  at  La  Pointe  and  Bayfield.  We 
got  to  sea  again  some  time  during 
the  following  night.  The  remainder  of  i  rield  work  of 
the  voyage  was  made  without  hin-  [  extended  hack 
drance. 

I  first  arrived  at  Superior  City  Aug. 
;■).  1856,  afoot. and  footsore.  I  had  come 
over  the  trail  from  St.  Croix  Falls. 
Having  been  raised  on  an  Illinois  farm, 
I  had  never  seen  a  body  of  water 
larger  than  Lake  Pepin  or  Lake  St. 
Croix.  I  can  well  remember  my  first 
view  of  Lake  Superior.  As  we  emerged 
from  the  old  military  road  the  sight 
presented  was  an  impressive  one. 

This  military  road  had  the  appear- 
ance of  a  broad  swath  cut  through  the 
tall,  thick  forest,  as  indeed  it  was.  The 
road  v.as  about  eighty  feet  wide,  all 
cleaned  up  nicely.  It  had  originally 
been  intended  to  connect  Lake  Superior 
with  the  St.  Croix  river,  but  I  believe 
it   was   never  finished. 

At  the  time  of  my  arrival.  Superior 
waa  enjoying  a  great  prosperity,  but  a 
year  later  the  great  crisis  of  '57  came 
and  paralyzed  everything. 

At  the  date  of  my  arrival  Duluth  and 
Portland  had  a  population  of  a  dozen 
or  so.  Duluth  was  confined  to  Minne- 
.sota  Point.  Portland  joined  it  at  the 
mainland  and  extended  back  and  up 
the  hill. 

Duluth  boasted  of  a  sawmill  and  two 
houses  that  I  distinctly  remember, 
perhaps  two  or  three  more  small  houses. 
One  of  the  two  was  afterwards  known 
as  the  Culver  house.  It  stood  on  the 
east  side  of  Lake  avenue,  close  to  the 
north  side  of  the  canal,  or  where  the 
canal  now  is,  and  was  still  there  in  1S90. 
Col.  J.  B.  Culver  occupied  this  hous-? 
from  the  spring  of  '57  possibly  from  the 
fall  of  '56,  until  October,  1859,  moving 
from  there  into  a  new  residence  which 
he  had  had  erected  in  Portland.  This 
Duluth  house  which  I  am  considering 
was  the  capital  of  St.  I..ouis  county. 
What  little  county  busiuess  that  needed 
attention  waa  transacted  in  this  house. 
Mr.  Culver  was  the  recorder  of  deeds 
and  Samuel  Badge,  assistant.  The 
county  commissioners  met  in  this  struc- 
ture. 

Pardon  one  for  reciting  a  matter  en- 
tirely persopal,  but  it  was  In  this  house 
I  first  met  the  wife  of  my  early  man- 
hood. Miss  Jane  Abigail  Woodman,  a 
sister  of  Mrs.  J.  B.  Culver,  and  it  was 
here  that  we  were  married  on  April  12, 
1859.  Ours  was  the  filist  marriage 
ceremony  ever  performed   in  Duluth. 

By  an  examination  of  the  records, 
you  will  observe  ours  was  the  second 
license  issued.  The  first,  as  appears 
on  reconl,  was  for  parties  down  the 
north  shore,  towards  Pigeon  river.  Let 
me  add  that  this  noble,  lovely  woman, 
the  first  lady  married  In  Duluth,  went 
with  me  to  the  silver  mines  of  Nevada, 
and   there   she   died,   October   2,    1863. 

The  other  house  which  I  remember 
most  distinctly  was  about  a  block  dis- 
tant from  the  Culver  home,  toward 
the  mainland,  and  was  known  in  '58 
and  '59  as  the  Jefferson  House.  A 
Mr.  JefTerson,  R.  E.  Jefferson,  I  think, 
kept  the  house  as  a  public  inn.  John 
Dunphy,  during  the  latter  '50's,  resid- 
ed near  these  buildings. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  canal— where 
the  canal  now  is — from  the  Jefferson 
House,  a  trail  extended  along  up  the 
point  towards  the  mainland  and  into 
Portland,  if  Portland  had  any  "into" 
at  that  time.  The  town  boasted  of 
two  houses,  one  the  claim  house  of 
William  Nettleton,  standing,  I  should 
judge,  at  or  near  the  intersection  of 
Lake  avenue  and  First  street;  the  other 
three  blocks  east.  The  last  mentioned 
hous  was  later  occupied  by  the  United 
States  land  office  and  wjus  destroyed 
e.arly  one  morning  during  the  winter  of 
'59  and   '60. 

Col.  John  Whipple  and  Col.  Culver 
were  the  two  land  officers.  After  the 
fire  the  office  was  removed  into  the 
claim  house  of  Mr.  Nettleton,  remaining 
there  until  my  departure  from  the 
country. 

Both  of  the.se  were  log  houses.  Mr. 
Nettleton  built  his  own.  I  do  not  know 
who  erected  the  other— perhflf^  the 
promoters  of  Portland.  Mr.  Nettleton 
had  nicely  cleared  about  forty  acres, 
maybe  more.  His  house  stood  on  the 
south  side  of  the  clearing,  near  the 
center,  now  the  very  heart  of  Duluth. 
Later,  probably  in  1857,  a  warehouse 
was  built  on  the  lake  shore,  about  at 
the  intersection 
the  lake.      This 

built  frame  house,  supported  by  strong 
timbers,   or  a    trestle,   at,   least  slxtsen 
feet  high.      The  entrance  to  the  ware- 
house was  thus  brought  up  to  a  lev»l 
with  the  bank,  the  house  standing  over 
the   waters  of  the  lake.       A  romantic, 
picturesque    place    to    live, 
when  storms  lashed  the  lake

In  1858  a  Mr.  Ryder  built  a  very  gen- 
teel two-story  house  not  far  from  th» 
crossing  of  First  street  and  Fourth 
avenue  east.  I  do  not  think  Mr.  Ryder 
ever  occupied  it.      He  sold  It  to"!!.  C. 


been  moved  a  jvhort  distance  from  its 
original  site,  turned  around,  and  now 
points  up  the  hill.  It  is  still  used  as 
a  residence,  honever.  It  was  a  nice, 
comfortable,  lnvo-story  house,  but  must 
not  be  confused  with  one  of  a  more 
pretentious  character  erected  by  Mr. 
Culver  after  the  war  and  standing  no: 
far  from   the  si.e  of  the  first  one. 

I  am  now  through  with  the  houses  of 
Portland,  as  they  stood  up  to  1860.  1 
am  still  well  aware  my  locations  are 
faulty,  as  I  have  had  to  rely  upon  mem- 
ory for  incidents  occurring  in  a  period 
long  drawn  out.  I  still  remember  about 
the  distances  i  nd  directions  and  the 
different  house!!  as  located  from  the 
Luce  warehouse. 

Returning  to  Duluth:  Up  to  1860  two 
or  three  small  houses  had  been  built  a 
couple  of  blocks  below  the  Culver  house, 
one  of  which  «as  the  property  of 
Charles  Chester,  The  other  was  owned 
and  occupied  by  members  of  the  Ryder 
family.  These  constituted  all  the  resi- 
dences in  Duluth,  excepting  two  or 
tliree  huts  In  the  brush,  near  the  trail, 
and  about  half  nay  between  the  Culver 
house  and  the  mainland,  occupied  by 
white  men  with  Indian  families. 

John  Dunphy  occupied  the  Culver 
house,  I  think,  after  "it  was  vacated  by 
Mr.  Culver. 

In  September,  1856,  soon  after  my  ar- 
rival in  Superior  and  after  I  had  looked 
around  the  cointry  a  little — Duluth, 
Fand  du  Lac  an  3  elsewhere — I  accepted 
a  position  with  v\'illiam  Burt,  a  deputy  '■ 
United  States  surveyor.  Our  trip  to 
Burlington  bay.  the  field  of  our  work,  i 
was  made  in  a  birch  bark  canoe.  Mr. 
Burt,  another  y  lung  man  and  myself, 
left  Superior  shortly  after  noon,  pad- 
dled up  the  bfiy,  portaged  just  about 
where  the  ship  ''anal  now  is,  and  pro- 
CL-eded  on  down    he  lake.  ] 

This  portage  t cross  Minnesota  Point 
was  used  by  all  travelers  up  and  down 
the  lake,  and  became  a  kind  of  meeting 
point.      Our    first    work    as    surveyors 
was  meandering  the   lake     shore,   from 
Burlington    bay   around    to   Agate   bay.  , 
At   these    two    bays    I    am    informed    Is 
located   the  city  of  Two  Harbors.     Our 
locating    township    lines  | 
Into  the  country  and  on  '■ 
down    to    Beavei    bay.      As    winter   ap- 
proached we  mo^ed  up  to  Rices'   Point,' 
and   did   some   line   and   meander   work 
there. 

I  well  remember  we  v.-ere  at  one  time  : 
extending  some      line      work      over  the 
north    end    of    Superior   bay,    now    Du- 
luth harbor,  on   the  ice,  when  on  look-  , 
ing   down    towards    the    entry,    we    saw  I 
the  bulky  form  of  the  old  steamer  Lady 
Elgin— famous      now       in  history     and  , 
tragedy— coming  in.  | 

There  was  great  rejoicing,  for  she  had 
not    been    expected.      Supplies    for    the  j 
winter      were       very      short,      and  she ' 
brought    sufficieiit    provisions    lo    make  ; 
possible  the  sur'ey  of  a  railroad  from  ! 
Superior  to  Bayfield,  which  survey  was  ' 
made  that  winte"  by  Thomas  Clark.         \ 
There    waa    a    narrow    strip    of    open 
water  through  tie  entry  leading  up  to 
Quebec  pier.    All  other  parts  of  the  bay 
were  covered   wi:h  ice.     When  working 
about   Superior   liay   we   camiJed    where 
Rice's    Point   joined   the   mainland,    and 
near  a  house  occupied  by  a  squatter,  a 
pre-emptor.      I     aelieve    his    name    was 
Bennett.     I  very  well  remember  he  had 
built    a    comfortable   cabin    and    had    a 
nice  family. 

Oneota  had  been  started  and  had  a 
sawmill.  Messrs.  Ely  and  Wheeler 
seemed  to  be  the  men  of  the  place. 
Later,  in  '58  and  '59,  a  Mr.  Merritt  re- 
sided there.  He  was  a  county  com- 
missioner, I  think.  I  remember  he 
used  to  come  down  to  the  capital  at 
Duluth  to  after  d  to  public  business. 
He  was  a  nice  gentleman  and  good 
citizen,  and  had  quite  a  family.  I  un- 
derstand his  so  IS  grew  up  with  the 
country  and  bee  ime  leading  sitizens. 

Fond  du  Lac  attracted  considerable  !  were  the 
attention  at  thl ;  early  day.  It  was  a 
romantic,  pleasant  appearing  place, 
with  Col.  Carltor  as  the  presiding 
genius.  D.  G.  Morrison,  of  Superior,  had 
large  holdings  there.  Col.  Carlton  was 
a  generous  pionter  and  dispensed  hos- 
pitality with  a  lavish  hand.

;  pence.     Mr.   Kingsley     was  a     man     of 

,  literary    tastes    and     had     stocked    his 

,  cabin    library    with    many   good    books. 

i  Having   nothing   else   to    do    but   snare 

I  rabbits    and    fet^h    water    and     wood. 

I  John   doing   the    :ooking,    I    read   many 

'  of     tne   books.     The  collection   was   of 

I  the  standard   an<l   established   kinds. 

In  the  fall  of  '5i?  an  incident  occurred 
[  which  is  really  a  matter  of  history.    An 
I  election   for   cour  ty    officers   was   being 
held  in  Duluth.     A  number  of  foreijn 
squatters,      Huns,     Russians,    etc.,    not 
being  familiar  with  American  methods, 
got  the  idea  that  the  election  meant  no 
good  for  the  clai  n-holders,  and  that  It 
should  be  stopped.    A  dozen  of  them  got 
together,   and   arming   themselves    with 
stones    and    clubn,    rushed    the    polling 
place,    a   small    house   standing   on    the 
lake  shore,  about  two  blocks  below  the 
portage.      J.    B.    Culver,    Sidney    Luce 
and  a  Mr.  Green  were  judges.    Anoth*;r 
young  man,  I  think  it  was  R.  E.  Jeffer-  i 
son,  and  myself    .vere  clerks.     The  first  ; 
we  knew  of  the  trouble,  a  huge  stone 
came  through  th(    window,  followed  by  ^ 
a  chorus  of  wild   /ells  from  the  outside. 
Mr.    Luce   snatched    up    the   ballot   box 
and    Mr.    Culver    the    poll    books,    and 
darted    out    of    a    back    door    into    tiie 
brush.     Mr.  Green,   who  was  cornered,  , 
was  Indiscreet  enough  to  show  fight.     I  ! 
have    forgotten      vhat    became    of    Mr.  : 
Jefferson.    I  was  i  mere  boy.    The  mob,  i 
perhaps    thinking    I    was    an    onlooker,  i 
paid  no  attentior    to  me,   but  gave  all  i 
their   attention   to   Green.     Just   here   I 
exhibited  my  Indi.scretion  by  encourag- 
ing Green  in  his  unequal  fight.     A  big 
Hun,  about  sever  feet  tall,  took  me  by 
the   collar,    swinging   a    club    over    my 
head  meantime,  and  commanded  me  to 
be  quiet.     I  cheerfully  obeyed.     No  one 
Green  lived  to  laugh 
anything  was 
ever  done   to   brl  ig   the  miscreants   to 
justice. 

I  remember  Lenter  river,  but  cannot 
recall  to  mind  aryone  by  the  name  of 
Lester.  The  Palmers  lived  at  Sucker 
river.  Vose  and  Leander  were  among 
my  most  intimate  friends. 

I  and  a  man  by  the  name  of  Leander 
became  deputy  surveyors.  We  were  In 
camp  together  s<'veral  summers,  sub- 
dividing the  townships,  beginning  at 
Rice  Lake,  extending  back  to  the  Clo- 
quet  and  down  to  and  below  Grand 
Marais.  Buchanen  was  located  near 
Knife  river.  Th<«  promoters  intended 
that  it  should  be  a  copper  town.  The 
United  States  lard  office  was  first  lo- 


cated at  Buchanan,    being  removed   to 
Duluth  late  in  the  '50s. 

You  will  observe  that  I  have  said 
nothing  about  the  men  and  women  I 
found  residing  about  the  head  of  the 
lakes  in  August,  1856.  Let  me  say  they 
were  most  excellent  people,  wide  awake 
and  energetic.  I  may  mention  only  a 
few:  D.  George  Morrison,  August 
Hill,  an  esteemed  settler  of 
Thomas    Clark    and    liichard 


Rey,  surveyors  and  engineers:  Thomas 
and  James  Ritchie,  Col.  Hiram  Hayes, 
still  an  honored  citizen  of  Superior;  M. 
S.  Brigrt.  William  H.  and  tJeorge  New- 
ton; Alexander  Paul,  Commodore  Sax- 
ton,  George  Hok  omb.  Wise  and  Aehton, 
newspaper  men;  William  and  George 
Perry,  bankers;  Culver  and  Marshall, 
merchants;  George  Nettleton,  J.  D. 
Howard,  J.  D.  Ray.  Coburn,  Post  and 
others  equally  worthy  of  mention  were 
there,  showing  all  alike  the  prosperity 
and  enthusia.'sm  of  the  place. 

Duluth  cannot  be  said  to  have  had  a 

resident    population    at    that    time.      It 

was   made  up  of   transient    people    who 

came    and    went,    explorers,    fishermen, 

voyagers  and  Indians.     Clark  and  Rel£ 

doubtless    surveyed    and    platted    both 

j  Duluth  and  f^orliand,  as  they  did  mo.st 

1  of  the  other  projected  cities  around  the 

[head  of  the  lakes  and  down  the  nortlv 

j  shore. 

To  sum  up,  there  resided  in  Duluth, 
June  2,  I860,  John  Dunphy  and  family,. 
;Mr.  Ryder  and  family,  R.  E.  Jeffer.^ork 
and  family  had  gone  down  the  lake 
the  fall  before,  MeJ^srs.  Brown  and 
Badger  with  their  Indian  families* 
Chester  and  family  had,  1  believe,  also 
gone  down  th?  lakes.  These  are  all  I 
recall   to  mind. 

There  were  living  In  Portland:  E.  CX 
Martin  and  family;  Sidnev  Lee  and 
family;  Col.  Whipple,  of  the  land  office^ 
and  occasionally   W.   Nettleton. 

No  history  of  the  head  of  the  lake* 
no  matter  how  full  otherwise,  would 
be  complete  without  spuial  meniioti 
of  that  western  explorer  and  survevor, 
George  R.  Stuntz.  Tradition  says'  ha 
came  to  the  head  of  the  lakes  in  1:52. 
He  made  Superior  his  home  and  base 
of  operations.  His  destiny  seemed  ta 
be  to  give  this  L,ake  Superior  counti-y, 
a  start,  and  he  did  it.  He  blazed  iha 
way  to  the  wheat  fields,  the  mine.^ 
through  the  forests  and  explored  tha 
rivers.  Together  all  these  are  pouring 
a  continuous  stream  of  wealth  into  and 
through  your  harbor  and  building  your 
great  city.  Too  much  caiuiot  be  said 
in  praise  of  this  picturesque  figure  ol! 
the  old   pioneer  days. 

I  can  further  say  that  no  account  oC 
Duluth  could  be  written  with  Col.  J. 
B.  Culvtr  left  out.  I  knew  him  in- 
timately a.s  husband,  father,  fr:(?nd  and 
citizen,  and  it  is  only  with  feelings  ot 
gratefulness  that  I  write  his  name.  X 
talented,  cultured  gentleman,  and  \Mih- 
all,  Duiuth'.s  most  strenuous  and  pro- 
gressive citizen. 

His  loyalty  to  Duluth  and  the  head 
of  the  lakes  was  unmoving  under  the 
most  painful  delays  and  trying  cir- 
cumstances. Soldier  as  well  as  citi- 
zen, the  hero  of  two  wars,  he  ever 
stood  ready  at  the  call  of  duty. 

Wishing  your  society  a  long  life  ofl

Minnesota  and  Iowa  to  the  Wtst 
until  he  landed  on  Puget  Sound;  as  much 
at  lp>nie  on  the  steppes  of  Siberia  as  on 
the  boulevards  of  I'aris.  familiar  with 
Russia  and  Japan.  France.  iJerniany  and 
f  iiglan.l.  and  now  residing  in  this  city, 
Air.  Hill  may  well  be  call?d  a  cosmopoli- 
tan of  the  tirst  order.  The  score  of 
yc.'us  .<pent  in  studying  the  problem  of 
transportation  has  taken  him  thirty  times 
a'-ross  the  Atlantic  ocean  and  two  or 
thre<'  tlm  s  around  the  world  and  having 
devoted  himself  to  this  question  in  all 
the  leading  countries  of  the  world,  li^- 
8I»eaks    with    autiiority    thereon. 

■The  problem  of  transportation  by  rail 
And  water  has  b-^en  solved."  he  said  to- 
day, "and  it  is  up  to  the  fgi  mers  to  solve 
th-'lr  problem  of  getting  their  products 
from  tlie  farms  to  th^  railroads.  I  am 
trying  to  apply  to  wagon  haulage  the 
eame  rule  tliat  has  l>pfii  applied  to  rail- 
road haul  in  th--  state  of  Washington. 
Jame.s  J.  Hill  was  the  lirst  man  that 
found  out  what  it  cost  to  make  transpor- 
tation. He  laid  down  thj^  ^.vh^  that  a  rail- 
road company  is  a  manufacturing  cor- 
poration making  one  commodity  which 
It  offers  for  -saK-;  and  that  is  transpor- 
tation. He  calculated  what  it  coat  to 
move  a  ton  a  mllo— what  it  costs  to  run 
a  train  a  mile  and  laid  down  the  rule  that 
nothing  should  be  done  for  less  than  cost. 
But  at  this  time  when  a  man  wiped  an 
engine  with  a  piece  of  waste  he  threw  It 
on  the  ground.  Now  the  waste  is  placed 
In  a  can  and  later  in  a  tank  and  the  oil 
■queezed  out  and  u.sed  again.  Everything 
In  Ml'.  Hill's  calculations  Is  carried  to 
the  fourth  decimal  place  and  from  his 
oftice  in  the  last  five  years  have  gone  out 

flftee?i  presidents  or  managing  officers  of 
mportant  railroad  line.x.  Mr.  Hill  set  a 
minimum  rat.i  that  an  engine  must  haul 
and  his  trains  cannot  be  started  until 
•ome  resi>on8ible  man  has  first  determined 
the  fact  that  the  engine  has  Its  full  rated 


lading  capacity.  1  am  trying  to  apply  the 
same  principles  to  some  of  the  farm  pro- 
ducts on  'the  wagon  roads  that  Mr.  iiill 
applied  to  railroad  transportation.  1 
havu  secured  .statistics  from  tlie  varioui^ 
elevators,  markets  and  the  like,  taking 
the  names  of  every  farmer  in  a  load  the 
distance  traveled,  the  number  of  horses 
used  and  the  kind  of  road  over  which 
the  load  has  come.  This  data  ha.s  al- 
ready bten  tabulate<l.  It  shows  that  in 
many  places  the  cost  of  moving  a  ton  a 
mile  was  one  dollar.  Any  one  can  see 
that  a  farmer  cannot  haul  hay  sixteen 
miles  to  the  market  that  costs  his  sixteen 
dollars  a  ton  for  haulage  and  srll  his 
product  at  a  prortt.  The  prime  necessity 
thtrefore.  is  that  something  should  bo 
done  to  lighten  the  burden  on  the  back  ot 
the    •■  r;   to  lessen   the  wagon  haulage 

from  the   farm   to  the  market." 

Mr.  Hill  pointed  out  tliat  the  United 
States  leads  the  world  in  railroad  trans- 
portation. In  England  It  costs  $2.35  to 
haul  a.  ton  liH)  miles  on  a  railroad;  m 
France,  J2.25;  In  Germany,  $2.iJ0;  in  Si- 
beria, $1.70.  and  in  the  United  States  72 
cents,  iet  the  cost  of  moving  a  ton  per 
mile  on  a  wagon  road  In  tiie  I'nited 
Slates  is  from  25  cents  upward,  as  com- 
pared with  an  average  of  12Vi  cents  in 
Kurope.  In  a  most  Interesting  resume  of 
the  development  of  railroad  business  in 
the  Northwest,  Mr.  Hill  remarked  tliat 
the  growtli  of  Puget  Sound  w'as  directly 
attril)Utable  to  J.  J.  Hill.  He  liad  found 
the  lumber  interests  of  Washington  lan- 
gui.-^hing.  The  states  of  Indiana. 
Illinois.  Iowa,  Nebraska  and  others  would 
be  reguired  to  till  all  the  orders  in  these 
states  and  it  was  found  not  enough. 
Therefore  the  Eastern  market  must  be 
sought.  To  reacli  tills  market  was  entirely 
a  matter  of  trans  portation.  Mr.  Hill  lirst 
devised  a  new  method  of  packing 
shingles  by  which  he  could  get  $2tfO.0(»  in 
a  car.  A  system  of  boats  which  Mr.  liill 
designed  and  installed  on  the  great  lakes 
were  to  bring  coal  from  Buffalo  to  Du- 
luth  and  take  back  wheat  from  Dululh 
to  Buffalo.  Mr.  Hill  noticed  one  of  these 
boats  loaded  and  ready  to  sail  and  gave 
instructions  that  a  deck  load  of  shingUs 
be  added  to  its  cargo.  As  the  boat  wa?^ 
loaded  with  wheat  tliere  was  no  extra 
charge  for  carrying  the  slilngles,  except 
the  stevedore  charges  of  loading  and  un- 
loadinff  and  by  this  means  he  was  en- 
abled to  bring  shingles  from  Washington 
to  be  placed  upon  the  houses  of  the  New 
c^ngland  farmers.  In  a  similar  manner 
the  prosperity  of  the  farmers  depends  en- 
lirely  UMOti   transportation. 

•The  I'nited  States  has  advanced  In 
every  way— In  education,  in  manufactvyijH 
and  in  land  transportation— and  soon.  1 
believe,  will  b*-  full.v  equipped  for  deep 
water  transportation,  yet  tlie  fact  re- 
mains that  in  the  last  llK)  years  altnost 
rothing  has  been  dont:  to  impi  JVc  the 
hlghwa.vs.  the  country  roads,  upon  vhicli 
nearly  all  the  traJTic  of  our  counuy  must 
originate,  and  befc  re  it  can  go  to  the 
market  It  must  vay  n  Tax  gre.iter  iluin 
It  pays  for  tran.^puria'.ion  ovtr  the  steam 
railroad  or  over  the  steamship  lines. 

'This  nation  Is  largely  one  of  manu- 
facturers and  farmers  but  not  of  traders. 
We  have  no  conception  of  trade,  but  it  is 
an  established  economic  fact  that  whl- 
ever  nation  controls  the  trade  of  the 
Orient  controls  tlie  trade  of  the  world. 
To  control  that  trade  we  mui^t  place  our 
products  there  at  a  price  which  the  Ori- 
entals will  pay  and  to  do  that  the  cost 
of  transportation  must  be  cut  down  to 
the  bone.  The  cost  of  transportation  by 
rail  and  water  has  been  closely  figured 
out  and  reduced  to  a  minimum.  The 
similar  process  must  be  carried  out  with 
the  cost  of  transportation  on  roads.  If 
railroads  find  it  beneficial  to  spend  mll- 
hons  of  dollars  in  improving  their  road 
beds  and  their  equipment,  and  straighten- 
ing out  curves  and  doing  everything  to 
lessen  the  cost  of  moving  a  ton  a  mile, 
why  is  not  this  a  good  theory  for  the 
grovernment  to  adopt?  We  expend  mil- 
lions of  dollars  annually  in  improving  our 
rivers  and  harbors  for  the  benefit  of 
transportation  by  water.  Why  not  a  few 
millions  for  transportation  b.v  land?  It  is 
not  what  we  consume  that  makes  us  rich, 
but  It  is  the  surplus  product  that  we  sell 
and  the  farmer  of  the  Middle  West  l.s 
piiwperous  today  because  his  surplus 
product  Is  sold  in  Liverpool  and  the  Ori- 
ent. Every  cents  reduction  in  the  cost  of 
moving  a  ton  a  mile  over  the  country 
roada  gives  the  farmer  another  cent's 
margin  with  which  to  meet  competition 
abroad." 

Mr.  Hill  is  strongly  In  favor  of  the 
Brownlow  bill  to  extend  government  aid 
to  the  construction  of  roads,  which  has 
been  endorsed  by  the  National  Good 
Roads  aHiK>ciatlon. 
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"I  have  a  scheme,"  say.s  Mr.  Paul,  "for 
making  wealt  beyond  de  pipe  dream.s  of 
avarice."

Houghton,  Mich.,  Feb.  6.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  settlement  of  the 
Quincy  strike  on  Tuesday  removes  the 
only  labor  dispute  in  the  Lake  copper  dis- 
trict. Tlie  trammers  were  out  sixteen 
days,  and  their  idleness?  forced  the  sus- 
pension of  all  other  work  at  the  mine  and 
mill,  though  the  smelter  continued  run- 
ning one  furnace  on  accumulated  mineral. 
There  might  easily  have  been  trouble, 
as  .some  of  the  men  were  Inclined  to  be 
ugly,  but  Sui)erintendent  Harris  took  the 
situation  cooll.v,  and  ills  attitud"  of  mere- 
ly pa.sslve  resistance  oljviated  any  possible 
clash.  The  men  have  gained  the  greater 
part  of  their  demands,  and  the  strike  ap- 
parently ends  without  bad  feeling  on 
eitlier  .side. 

A  large  delegation  of  Lako  investors  is 
now  at  Bisbee,  Inspecting  the  various 
mines,  prospects  and  lioles  in  the  ground 
into  which  some  millions  of  local  dollars 
iiave  been  poured  within  the  pa.st  five 
years.  The  visit,  however,  has  failed  to 
relieve  the  letliargy  of  the  local  stock 
market.  The  shares  of  the  developed 
mines  and  the  bettter  prospects  continue 
dull  but  very  firm,  but  for  shares  of  the 
jjoorer  properties,  the  demand  is  almost 
nil.  The  situation  has  continued  thusly 
for  some  time  p;ist,  and  promises  to  hold 
for  an  indefinite  time  in  the  future.  It 
is  gradually  dawning  upon  the  more  in- 
telligent of  tlie  local  investors  and  -spec- 
ulators that  the  present  situation  is  nor- 
mal, rather  than  the  exception,  and  that 
In  the  long  run  market  conditions  are  not 
of  the  boom  sort.  The  better  mines  will 
reward  their  shareholders  with  dividends, 
as  the  Calumet  &  Arizona  has  been  doing, 
and  the  other  sort  will  have  to  make 
mines  or  drop  out  of  the  running. 

Some  of  the  local  companies  operating 
In  tlie  Bisbee  field  are  sliowing  marked 
signs  of  anemia.  Some  of  them  were  put 
upon  the  market  in  an  exceedingly  raw 
and  unfinished  condition,  and  their  struc- 
tural weaknesses  are  now  becoming  ap- 
parent without  tlie  aid  of  a  microscope. 
Included  in  the  list  of  local  corporations 
who.se  directors  are  not  finding  their 
chairs  of  the  easier  are  a  number  of  de- 
velopment companies  that  hold  lands  of 
great  prospective  value.  It  takes  money, 
however,  as  well  as  land  and  ore,  to 
make  a  mine  of  any  sort,  and  a  little 
more  money  is  needed  to  make  a  copper 
mine  than  to  develop  a  mine  of  an.v  other 
metal  or  mineral.  Arizona  is  filled  with 
promising  properties  that  have  been  con- 
demned becau.se  only  partially  developed 
through  the  lack  of  adequate  cash,  and 
to  this  already  large  number  Lake  Supe- 
rior Investors  will  probabl.v  add  a  few 
more..  At  a  conservative  estimate,  not 
less  than  $l.>300,")t)0  Is  required  to  make  a 
permanently  profitable  copper  mine,  in 
any  part  of  the  world,  and  this  amount 
must  be  doubled,  trebled  and  even  multi- 
plied by  five  and  ten,  in  some  cases. 
Arizona  has  hundreds  of  really  first-class 
prospects,  but  only  a  dozen  or  so  of  real 
copper  mines,  and  the  number  is  being 
added  to  only  at  the  rate  of  one  perma- 
nent producer  about  every  eighteen 
months. 

The  rock-openings  in  the  Calumet  & 
Hecla's  now  No.  19  shaft  on  the  Kearsarge 
conglomerate  are  encouraging.  Not 
enough  work  lias  been  done  to  determine 
mucii  about  the  worth  of  the  bed  at  that 
point,  but  Indications  are  all  favorable. 
The  Kearsarge  amygdaloid  lies  about  2000 
feet  east  of  the  Osceola  amygdaloid, 
which  in  turn  is  730  feet  east  of  the  Cal- 
umet conglomerate.  Should  the  Kear- 
.sarge  bed  be  found  workable  under  the 
entire  Calumet  &  Hecla  tract  it  would 
make  one  of  tlie  largest  mines  ever  op- 
ened in  the  district,  and  would,  of  course, 
bo  held  as  another  example  of  Calumet  & 
Hecla  "luck."  though  as  a  matter  of 
fact  the  '"luck"  of  that  corporation  l.s 
supplemented  by  the  hardest  sort  of  prac- 
tical work,  done  by  the  beat  men,  ma- 
chinery and  methods  that  can  be  secured 
by  lavish  expenditure.  The  millions  made 
by  the  Calumet  &  Hecla  are  not  all  fairly 
ascribable  to   luck. 

Advantage  was  taken  of  the  strike  to 
maJie  a  number  of  needed  repairs  and 
Improvements  in  tlie  Quincy  smelters,  in- 
cluding the  rebuilding  of  three  of  the  re- 
verberatory   furnaces. 

Construction  work  on  the  new  plant  of 
the  Micliigan  Smelting  company  has  been 
brought  nearly  to  a  standstill  by  the  ex- 
ceedingly bitter  winter  weather  that  ha.< 
prevailed  almost  uninterruptedly  for  the 
past  month.  A  little  Interior  work  is  un- 
der way.  but  it  is  evident  that  work  can- 
not be  pushed  to  advantage  until  the  be- 
ginning of  spring  weather,  in  March  or 
April.  This  will  be  the  most  modern  re- 
duction plant  in  the  Lake  district,  and  be- 
ing terraced,  full  advantage  of  gravity 
will  be  taken  in  the  automatic  handling 
of  material.  Machinery  will  displace 
hand  labor  wherever  po.sslble.  and  despite 
its  great  cost  and  size  the  new  plant  will 
be  but   a   modest   employer   of  labor. 

News  of  the  resignation  of  William 
Scallon  as  president  and  general  manager 
of  the  Anaconda  and  Amalgamated  inter- 
ests generally  in  Montana  is  taken  by  the 
bestposted  people  locally  as  presaging  the 
elevation  of  Frank  Klepetko  to  a  position 
at  or  near  the  head  of  the  Amalgamated 
properties  in  Montana.  Mr.  Klepetko 
started  his  mining  career  with  the  handi- 
caps of  foreign  birth  and  total  lack  of 
Influential  friends.  His  progress  has  been 
steadily  upward  for  the  past  twenty 
years,  beginning  as  engineer  of  the  Quincy 
min.\  and  he  is  now  recognized  as  an 
authority  upon  copppr  mining  and  smelt- 
ing in  this  and  foreign  countries,  having 
recently  designed  the  great  reduction 
plant  of  the  Cerro  de  Pasco  Mining  Co.. 
to  be  installed  in  the  heart  t)f  the  Andes, 
nearly  three   miles    abov*  sea   level. 

The"  Victoria  mine  noT  has  an  even  five 
miles  -it  undergrouad  openings,  and  mat- 
ters are  being  sh?*ped  for  the  beginning 
of  production.  Another  year  will  be  re- 
quired, in  all  likelihood,  for  the  erection 
of  the  one-3tamp  mill  that  is  to  be  In- 
stalled. Five  years  ago  all  of  the  new 
mines  planned  stampmllls  with  three  to 
six  heads  each,  but  as  these  were  built, 
and  It  beearae  apparent  that  they  were 
too  large,  in  most  ceises,  th»  mines  now

stamp.  A  modern  steam  hoad  cru.shes 
an  average  of  about  500  tons  of  rock  daily, 
and  when  it  Is  notjil  that  such  old  and 
big  mlriea  as  the  Quincy  and  Osceola  are 
crushing  only  about  3500  tons  dally,  taken 
from  many  miles  cf  underground  open- 
ings, It  becomes  ajiparcnt  that  starting 
a  new  mine  with  tliree  stamps,  requiring 
1500  tons  of  rock  daily,  is  ton  ambitious 
a  program  In  most  :a.ses.  It  is  less  than 
fifteen  years  since  tiie  Quincy,  the  second 
mine  of  tho  district,  reached  a  daily 
stamping  canacity   if  one  thousand   tons.

ently. 

With  its  third  stamp  in  commission  the 
Mohawk  will  be  al  le  to  pass  the  Wol- 
verine in  production,  but  as  Its  rock  is 
not  quite  so  rich  can  .scarcely  hope  to 
equal  the  low  cost  3f  the  Wolverine  un- 
til all  four  heads  nre  in  commission.

France,  tierniany  and 
irigland.  and  now  residing  in  this  eity, 
Mr.  Hill  may  well  be  call.d  a  eosmopoli- 
«an  o!  the  tirst  order.  The  score  of 
s  lis  .-^p-nt  in  studying  the  pro>>lom  of 
it  ;tn-^[ioi  talion  has  taken  him  thirty  times 
a  ro-s  the  Atlantic  ocean  and  two  or 
thro"  tlm  s  around  the  world  and  having 
dev.d ed  himself  to  this  question  in  all 
tl»**  leading  coiuilries  of  the  world.  I'e- 
ei*«uks    with    authori'.y    thereon. 

•Tlie  problem  of  transportation  by  rail 
find  water  has  b-en  solved."  he  said  lo- 
dav.  "and  It  is  up  to  the  fyimers  to  solve 
their  problem  of  geltins  their  products 
from  th'-  farms  to  tli-  railroads.  I  am 
trying  t'>  apply  to  wagon  haulage  the 
eame  rule  that  has  l>een  applied  to  rail- 
road haul  in  thr  state  of  Washington. 
James  J.  Hill  was  the  lirst  man  that 
found  out  what  it  eost  t'l  make  transpor- 
tation. He  laid  down  tht;  tule  that  a  rall- 
ro.vd  company  is  a  manufacturinK  cor- 
i)t'rati>n  making  one  commodity  which 
It  offers  for  sal-:  and  that  is  transpor- 
tation. He  caloulated  what  It  co.st  to 
move  a  ton  a  mile— what  it  costs  to  run 
a  train  a  mile  and  laid  down  the  rule  that 
nothing  sliould  bo  done  for  less  than  cost. 
But  at  this  time  when  a  man  wiped  an 
engine  with  a  pjecf^  of  waste  he  threw  it 
en  the  ground.  Now  the  waste  i.*"  placed 
In  a  can  and  later  in  a  tank  and  the  oil 
Bqurezed  out  and  u.sed  again.  Everything 
111  Ml'.  Hill's  calculations  Is  carried  to 
the  fourth  decimal  place  and  from  his 
offi  •.■  in  the  last  five  years  have  gone  out 

fifteen  presidents  or  managing  officers  of 
mportant  railroad  line?.  Mr.  Hill  set  a 
minimum  rat.i  that  an  engine  mu.'^t  haul 
and  hi.'*  trains  cannot  be  started  until 
some  re.-^ponsible  man  has  first  determined 


the  fact  that  the  engine  has  Its  full  rated  i  Roads  asswclallon. 


lading  capacity.  1  am  trying  to  apply  the 
same  principles  lo  some  of  the  farm  pro- 
ducts on  'the  wagon  roads  that  Mr.  Hill 
applied  to  railroad  transportation.  1 
have  seimred  ;*tatistics  from  llie  variou.^ 
elevators,  markets  and  the  like,  taking 
the  names  of  every  farmer  In  a  load  the 
distance  traveled,  the  number  of  horsi-s 
used  and  the  kind  of  road  over  which 
the  load  has  come.  This  data  ha.s  al- 
ready lit  en  tabulated.  It  shows  that  in 
many  pltiees  the  cost  of  moving  a  ton  a 
mile  was  one  ilollar.  Any  one  can  see 
tliat  a  farmer  cannot  haul  hay  sixteen 
miles  to  the  market  that  costs  his  sixteen 
doll.irs  a  ton  ff>r  haulage  and  si-ll  his 
product  at  a  profit.  The  prime  necessity 
therefore,  is  that  something  should  be 
done  to  lighten  the  burden  on  the  back  of 
til-'    •  r;    to  Ic^.^-.sen   the  wagon  haulag..- 

from  the   farm   to  the  market." 

Mr.  Hill  pointed  out  that  the  United 
States  leads  the  world  In  railroad  trans- 
portation. In  England  it  costs  $L'.i?5  to 
haul  a  ton  liHi  miles  on  a  railroad;  ni 
France.  $-'.J5;  in  Germany.  $:'.'»;  in  Si- 
beria. $1.70.  and  in  the  United  States  71 
cents,  let  the  cost  of  moving  a  ton  per 
mile  on  a  wagon  road  In  tiie  I'nited 
States  is  from  23  cents  upward,  as  com- 
pared with  an  average  of  12^  cents  in 
Eur'jpe.  In  a  most  Interesting  resume  of 
the  development  of  railroad  business  In 
the  Noithwest,  Mr.  Hill  remarked  that 
tlie  growtii  of  I'uget  Sound  was  directly 
attributable  to  J.  J.  Hill.  He  had  found 
the  lumber  interests  of  Washington  lan- 
gui..;hing.  The  states  of  Indiar.a, 
Illinois.'  Iowa.  Nebraska  and  others  would 
be  required  to  lill  all  the  orders  in  the.se 
states  and  it  was  found  not  enough. 
Therefore  the  Eastern  market  must  he 
sought.  To  reach  this  market  was  entirely 
a  matter  of  trans  portation.  Mr.  Hill  hrst 
devised  a  new  method  of  packing 
shingles  by  which  he  could  gut  $2Ml,0t»  in 
a  car.  A  system  of  boats  wliich  Mr.  Hill 
de.~igned  and  installed  on  the  great  lakes 
were  to  bring  coal  from  Buffalo  to  Du- 
luth  and  tiike  back  wheat  from  Dululh 
to  Buffalo.  Mr.  Hill  noticed  one  of  these 
b<jats  loaded  and  reaily  to  sail  and  gave 
instructions  that  a  deck  load  of  shingks 
be.  added  t<j  its  cargo.  As  the  boat  war< 
loaded  with  wheat  there  was  no  extra 
charge  for  carrying  the  shingles,  except 
the  stevedi>re  charges  of  loading  and  un- 
loadins  and  by  this  means  he  was  en- 
abled to  bring  shingles  from  Washington 
to  i>o  placed  upon  the  lioiH-s  of  the  New 
t-ngland  farmers.  In  a  similar  m.anner 
the  prosperity  of  the  farmers  depends  en- 
tirely upon  transportation. 

"The  United  States  has  advanced  In 
every  way— in  education,  in  manufacturcjK 
and  in  land  transportation— and  soon.  1 
believe,  will  b"  full>  i  quipped  for  deep 
water  transportation,  yet  the  fact  re- 
mains that  in  the  last  100  yeaio  al.riost 
1  i>thing  has  been  done  to  impi  3Vt  the 
lilghways,  the  country  roads,  up<.tu  vhi- h 
nearly  all  the  traffic  of  our  couni;y  must 
originate,  and  beft  re  it  can  go  to  the 
market  it  must  •ay  a  tax  gre.tter  Hum 
it  pays  t')V  tran.H'orlaiid'i  over  the  stcnni 

j  railroad  or  over  the  steamship  lines. 

"This    nation    Is    largely    one    of    manu- 

i  facturers  and  farmers  but  not  of  traders. 

[  We  have  no  conception  of  trade,  but  it  is 
an  established  economic  fact  that  wlu- 
ever    nation    controls    the    trade      of      the 

'Orient    controls    tiie    trade    of    the    world. 

I  To  control   that   trade   we  must   place  our 

I  products   tliere  at  a    price   which  the   Ori- 

i  eiitais  will  pa.v  and  to  do  that  the  cost 
of  transportation  must  be  cut  down  to 
the  bone.  The  cost  of  transportation  by 
rail  and  water  has  been  closely  figured 
out  and  reduced  to  a  minimum.  The 
similar  process  must  be  carried  out  with 
the  cost  of  transportation  on  roads,  if 
railroads  find  it  beneficial  to  spend  mll- 
lioiKS  of  dollars  in  imprf»ving  their  road 
beds  and  their  equipment,  and  straighten- 
ing out  curves  and  doing  everything  to 
lessen  the  cost  of  moving  a  ton  a  mile, 
why  is  not  this  a  good  theory  for  the 
government  to  adopt?  We  expend  mil- 
lions of  dollars  annually  in  improving  our 
rivers  and  harbors  for  the  benefit  of 
transportation  by  water.  Why  not  a  few 
millions  for  transportation  by  land?  It  is 
not  what  we  consume  that  makes  us  rich, 
but  it  Is  the  surplus  product  that  we  sell 
and  the  farmer  of  the  Middle  West  Is 
pn>sperous  today  because  his  surplus 
product  is  sold  in  Ulverpool  and  the  Ori- 
ent. Every  cents  reduction  in  the  cost  of 
moving  a  ton  a  mile  over  the  country 
ro.ads  gives  the  farmer  another  cent's 
margin  with  which  to  meet  competition 
abroad." 

Mr.  Hill  is  strongly  In  favor  of  the 
Brownlow  bill  to  extend  government  aid 
to  the  construction  of  roads,  which  has 
been      endorsed    by      tlie    National      Oood 
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"I  have  a  scheme,"  say.s  Mr.  Paul,  "for 
making  wealt  beyond  de  pipe  Uream.s  of 
avarice." 

"Den  in  do  name  of  heaven  tell  me  what 
it  is,"  says  Wliiskers.  "Me  own  modest  in- 
come would  have  been  taught  enough  for 
a  bowling  swell  when  I  was  a  young  man, 
but  what  now!"  he  says.

Houghton.  Mich.,  Feb.  6.— (Special 
The  Herald.)— The  settlement  of 
Quiucy  strike  on  Tuesday  removes 
only  labor  dispute  in  the  Lake  copper 
trict.  Tlie  trammers  were  out  sixteen 
days,  and  their  idleness  forced  the  sus- 
pension of  all  otlier  work  at  the  mine  and 
mill,  though  the  smelter  continued  run- 
ning one  furnace  on  accumulated  mineral. 
Th"  ro  might  easily  have  been  trouble, 
as  some  of  the  men  were  Inclined  to  be 
ugly,  but  SuiKirintendent  Harris  took  the 
sliu.ition  cooil.v,  and  his  attitud'  of  mere- 
l.v  pa.sslve  resistance  obviated  any  possible 
'.•lash.  The  men  have  gained  the  greater 
part  of  their  demands,  and  the  strike  ap- 
parently ends  without  bad  feeling  un 
either  side. 

A  large  delegation  of  Lake  investors  is 
now  at  Bisbee,  insi>ectlng  the  various 
mines,  prospects  and  holes  in  the  ground 
into  which  some  millions  of  local  dollars 
have  been  poured  within  the  pii.st  five 
years.  The  visit,  however,  has  failed  to 
relieve  the  lethargy  of  the  local  slock 
market.  The  shares  of  the  developi-d 
mines  and  the  bettter  prospects  continue 
dull  but  very  firm,  but  for  shares  of  tlie 
poorer  properties,  the  demand  is  almost 
nil.  The  situation  has  continued  thusly 
for  .ST)me  time  past,  and  promises  to  h»dd 
for  an  iiidelinile  time  in  the  future.  It 
is  gradually  dawniug  upon  the  more  in- 
telligent of  the  local  investors  and  spec- 
ulators that  the  present  situation  is  nor- 
mal, rather  than  the  exception,  and  that 
In  the  long  run  market  conditions  are  not 
of  the  boom  sort.  The  better  mines  will 
reward  their  shareholders  with  dividends, 
as  the  Calumet  &  Arizona  has  been  doing, 
and  the  other  sort  will  have  to  make 
mines  or  drop  out   of  the  running. 

Some  of  tlie  local  companies  operating 
In  tiie  Bisbee  field  are  showing  marked 
signs  of  anemia.  Some  of  them  were  put 
upon  the  market  in  an  exceedingly  raw 
and  unfinished  condition,  and  their  struc- 
tural weaknesses  are  now  becoming  ap- 
parent without  the  aid  of  a  microscope. 
Included  in  the  list  of  local  corporations 
who^e  directors  are  not  finding  their 
chairs  of  the  easier  are  a  number  of  de- 
\'elopment  companies  that  hold  lands  of 
great  prospective  value.  It  takes  money, 
however,  as  well  as  land  and  ore,  to 
make  a  mine  of  any  sort,  and  a  little 
more  money  is  needed  Ui  make  a  copper 
mine  than  to  develop  a  mine  of  any  other 
metal  or  mineral.  Arizona  is  filled  wilii 
promising  properties  that  have  been  con- 
demned because  only  partially  developed 
through  the  lack  of  ailequate  cash,  and 
to  this  already  large  number  Lake  Supe- 
rior investors  will  probably  add  a  few 
more.  At  a  conservative  estimate,  not 
less  than  $1.'X»,"XH1  xa  required  to  make  a 
permanently  profital)le  copper  mine,  in 
any  part  of  tlie  world,  and  this  amount 
must  be  doubled,  trebled  and  even  multi- 
plied by  five  and  ten,  in  some  cases. 
Arizona  has  hundreds  of  really  first-class 
prospects,  but  only  a  dozen  or  so  of  real 
copper  mines,  and  the  number  is  being 
added  to  only  at  the  rate  of  one  perma- 
nent producer  about  every  eighteen 
months. 

The  rock-openings  in  the  Calumet  & 
Hecla's  new  No.  19  shaft  on  the  Kearsarga 
conglomerate  are  encouraging.  Not 
enough  work  lias  been  done  to  determine 
much  about  the  worth  of  the  bed  at  that 
point,  but  Indications  are  all  favorable. 
The  Kearsarge  amygdaloid  lies  about  2000 
feet  east  of  the  Osceola  amygdaloid, 
which  in  turn  is  730  feet  east  of  the  Cal- 
umet conglomerate.  Should  the  Kear- 
sarge bed  be  found  workable  under  the 
entire  Calumet  &  Hecla  tract  it  would 
make  one  of  tiie  largest  mines  ever  op- 
ened in  the  district,  and  would,  of  course, 
bo  held  as  another  example  of  Calumet  & 
Hecla  "luck,"  though  as  a  matter  of 
fact  the  "luck"  of  that  corporation  is 
supplemented  by  the  hardest  .sort  of  prac- 
tical work,  done  by  the  best  men,  ma- 
chinery and  methods  that  can  be  secured 
by  lavish  expenditure.  The  millions  made 
by  the  Calumet  &  Hecla  are  not  all  fairly 
ascribable  to   luck. 

Advantage  was  t.aken  of  the  strike  lo 
make  a  number  of  needed  repairs  and 
improvements  in  the  Quinoy  smelter.s,  In- 
cluding th*^  rebuilding  of  three  of  the  re- 
verberatory    furnaces. 

Construction  work  on  the  new  plant  of 
the  Micliigan  Smelting  company  has  been 
brought  nearly  to  a  stand'^till  by  the  ex- 
ceedingly bitter  winter  weather  that  has 
prevailed  almost  uninterruptedly  for  the 
past  month.  A  little  Interior  work  is  un- 
der way.  but  it  is  evident  that  work  can- 
not be  push-d  to  advantage  until  the  be- 
ginning of  spring  weather,  in  March  or 
April.  This  will  be  the  most  modern  re- 
duction plant  in  the  Lake  district,  and  be- 
ing terraced,  full  advantage  of  gravity 
will  be  taken  in  the  automatic  handling 
of  material.  Machinery  will  displace 
hand  labor  wherever  possible,  and  despite 
its  great  cost  and  size  the  new  plant  will 
be  but    a   modest   employer   of   labor. 

News  of  the  resignation  of  William 
Scallon  as  president  and  general  manager 
of  the  Anaconda  and  Amalgamated  inter- 
ests generally  in  Montana  is  taken  by  the 
bestposted  people  locally  as  presaging  the 
elevation  of  Frank  Klepetko  to  a  position 
at  or  near  the  he.ad  of  the  Amalgamated 
properties  in  Montana.  Mr.  Klepetko 
started  his  mining  career  with  the  handi- 
caps of  foreign  birth  and  total  lack  of 
Influential  friends.  HLs  progress  has  been 
steadily  upward  for  the  past  twenty 
y-ars.  beginning  as  engineer  of  the  Quincy 
inin^^.  and  he  is  now  recognized  as  an 
authoritv  upon  copppr  mining  and  smelt- 
ing in  this  and  foreign  countries,  having 
recently  designed  the  ereat  reduction 
plant  of  the  Cerro  de  Pasco  Mining  Co.. 
to  he.  installed  In  the  heart  t)f  the  Andes. 
nearly   three    miles    abov»   sea    level. 

The  Victoria  mine  nowr  has  an  even  five 
miles  of  undfrgrouad  openings,  and  mat- 
ters are  being  sh;>"ped  for  the  beginning 
of  production.  Another  year  will  he  re- 
quired, in  all  likelihood,  for  the  erection 
of  the  one-stamp  mill  that  is  to  be  In- 
stalled. Five  years  aeo  all  of  the  new 
mines  planned  stampmill.s  with  three  to 
six  heads  each,  hut  as  these  were  built, 
and  It  beeame  apparent  that  they  were 
too  large,  In  most  cases,  the  mines  now

Millions  of  feet  of 
lumber  have  gone  up  in  rsmoke  al- 
ready. 

To  describe  In  detail  the  fire  of  Feb. 
7.  which  will  go  down  in  the  history  of 
the  world  as  one  of  Its  greatest  di,s- 
asters,  is  simply  an  impossibility,  just 
as  it  is  impossible  at  this  time  to  give 
an  adequate  idea  of  the  amount  of  loss, 
the  number  of  buildings  destroyed  or 
the  firms  which  have  gone  out  of  busi- 
ness. These  are  facts  which  will  not 
develop  for  days  to  come. 

In  the  face  of  the  fire  fiend's  fury 
man  has  been  proven  helpless.  Balti- 
more's eciuipment  of  twenty-five  en- 
gines was  almost  useless.  Aided  by 
four  companies  from  "Washington,  as 
many  more  from  Philadelphia,  two 
more  from  Wilmington  and  another 
from  Chester,  Pa.,  it  was  still  unable 
to  check  in  any  v.ay  during  the  night 
the  progress  of  the  flames. 

This  morning  a  half  dozen  of  New 
York  city's  most  powerful  streamers 
arrived  by  special  train,  and  their  com- 
ing gave  new  impetus  to  the  efforts  to 
check  the  flames  by  putting  fresh  men 
into  the  fight,  the  Baltimore  firemen,  as 
well  as  the  out-of-town  men  who  ar- 
rived earlier,  having  been  exhausted 
by  their  all-night  struggle  against  such 
terrific  odds. 

All  electrical  power  has  been  de- 
stroyed and  no  street  cars  are  running. 


The  streets  of  the  burned  and  burn- 
ing districts  present  a  scene  today  at 
once  thrilling,  p^ithetic  and  sorrowing. 
This  district  is  fully  two  miles  square 
riid  it  is  two  miles  square  of  utter  ruin 
and  desolation.  Scores  and  scores  of 
which  were  palatial,  modern  and  so- 
called  fireproof  buildings  yesterday  are 
today  so  many  piles  of  grim  and  black- 
ened debris,  smouldering  and  smoking 
dnd  a  mere  ghastly  mockery  of  th?ir 
vanished  splendor. 

The  devastated  portion  of  the  city 
Is  closely  patrolled  by  local  policemen, 
policemen  from  Philadelphia  and  Wash- 
ington, state  militiamen,  and  com- 
panit«  of  regulars  from  Fort  McHenry 
and  no  one  is  allowed  to  enter  the 
prohibited  lines  except  by  special  per- 
mission. Outside  the  lines  tens  of 
thousands  of  eager  and  anxious  people 
are  congregated  and  in  all  directions 
there  are  multitudes  of  men  and  wo- 
men looking  curiously  on  or  vainly 
seeking  for  more  and  deflnttf'  Itilor- 
mation  about  the  conflagration.  Al» 
most  everywhere  there  is  In  evidence 
a  feeling  of  awe  -and  terror  over  what 
has  happened  and  t^f  solemn  apprehen- 
sion of  what  might  follow.  The  com- 
mon remark  of  citizens  is  that  Balti- 
more has  received  a  blow  from  which 
it  cannot  recover  for  years.  Mayor 
McLane  is  among  those  who  are  optim- 
istic and  today  while  expressing  his 
sorrow  and  horror  over  the  calamity 
that  has  befallen  this  city  expressetl 
the  hopeful  conviction  that  the  city 
will  rise  like  a  phoenix  from  its.  ashes. 

It  is  anticipated  that  there  may  be 
much  suffering  and  destitution  follow- 
ing upon  the  heels  (tf  the  destructive 
visitation  and  Mayor  McLane  and  other 
city  ohMclals  are  already  discussing  the 
most  ready  means  of  relief. 

It  is  estimated  that  as  many  as  20.000 
persons  will  be  thrown  out  of  employ- 
ment and  many  of  these  and  their 
families  will  be  without  resources. 

Brig.-Gen.  Higgs.  commanding  the 
state  national  guard,  who  has  charge  of 
the  street  patrol,  has  issued  strict  in- 
structions to  guard  against  any  poss- 
ible looting  of  i>artially  destroyed  or 
abandoned  houses.  So  far  there  has 
been  no  instances  of  looting  reported. 

Governor  Warfield  has  caJled  an  extra 
session  of  the  legislatuie  to  meet  this 
evening  at  8  o'clock  to  empower  him  to 
declare  the  city  under  martial  law  and 
suspend  business  for  ten  daj's. 


LOSS  $200,000,000. 

Baltimore    Fire  Greatest   In 
the  United  States. 

Brltlmore.  Feb.  8.— There  was  little 
sleep  for  the  70(i,000  residents  of  Balti- 
more last  night  because  of  the  terrific 
conflagration  which  started  Sunday 
forenoon.       While  there  were   no  lives 


lost,  the  monetary  loss  will  probably 
reach  $200,000,000.  Acres  of  the  most 
valuable  property  in  the  wholesale  dry 
goods,  produce,  lumber,  shipping,  rail- 
road, and  financial  districts  have  been 
destroyed.  At  daybreak,  notwith- 
standing heroic  efforts  on  the  part  of 
the  local  fire  department,  reinforced  by 
almost  numberless  firemen  from  Wash- 
ington, Philadelphia,  Wilmington,  New- 
ark, N.  J.,  Newark,  Del.,  Harrisburg 
and  New  York  City,  the  fire  Is  raging  as 
furiously  as  It  was  an  hour  after  it 
started  in  the  cellar  of  the  John  Hurst 
company  on  Liberty  and  German 
streets.  Its  origin  is  said  to  have  been 
from  spontaneous  combustion,  but  no 
tangible  evidence  to  this  effect  has  thus 
far  been  secured.  • 

The  area  of  the  fire  dis^trict  extends 
from  Libenty  street  on  the  west  to 
Jones  Falls  on  the  east  about  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile,  and  from  Fayette 
to  Pratt  streets  north  ajid  south,  a  dis- 
tance of  4  city  blocks.  Included  in  this 
territory  were  a  Viumber  of  financial 
establishments  of  national  repute  in- 
cluding the  buildings  of  Alexander 
Brown  &  Sons,  the  Continental  Trust 
company,  the  Union  Trust  company,  the 
Atlantic  Trust  comptmy,  the  offices  of 
the  Baltimore  &  Ohio,  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  company,  the  Maryland, 
Southern  &  Chesapeake  R'allroad  com- 
pany, several  steamship  companies,  and 
a  number  of  leading  hatters,  haber- 
dashers, etc.  The  main  offices  of  the 
Western  Union  and  Postal  Telegraph 
compaies  were  deserted  long  before 
midnight  and  the  buildings  which  they 
occupied    are    practically   destroyed. 

Several  tons  of  dynamite  were  used 
during  the  day  and  night  to  blow  up 
buildings  in  an  effort  to  check  the 
flames,  but  even  this  was  unavailing, 
and  the  strong  wind  which  blew  the 
embers  hither  and  thither,  soon  ignited 
other  buildings. 

All  of  the  buildings  of  the  Baltimore 
newspapers  Including  the  offices  of  the 
Associated  Press  were  destroyed  by 
midnight.  Several  of  the  publishers 
arranged  immediately  to  have  their 
editions  printed  on  tht  pr^isses  of  Wash- 
ington papers.  -. 

These  editions  containing  full  and 
accurate  accounts  of  the  fire  arrived 
here  early  this  morning  and  were  deliv- 
ered to  their  regular  customers. 

At  this  hour  the  fire  attacked  the 
wharves,  piers  and  docks  of  the  harbor 
and  seems  to  be  spreading  to  the  south- 
eastern section  of  the  city.

company,  at  I..iberty  and  Jerman 
streets. 

Starting  in  the  wholesale  stc  ion,  the 
fire  iiurned  out  every  wholesale  house 
of  note  in  the  city,  swept  alon.?  liiruugh 
the  Baltimore  and  Fayette  street  retail 
section,  destroyed  all  the  prominent 
office  buildings,  leveled  bmk.'  and 
brokerage  offices,  ais  well  as  ciie  cham- 
ber of  commerce  and  stock  excnange, 
in  the  financial  section,  the-i  rped  on 
through  the  wholesale  and  exv^rt  irale 
section,  centering  about  Eixcliai  f^e 
place.  It  finally  brought  up  aL  the 
Falls,  where  it  invaded  thp  lu^iioer  dis- 
trict, 
dete.^t. 

This  morning  the  fire  was  burnin,^ 
fiercely  along  Prntt  street,  fjom  Ligl't 
street  to  a  point  not  yet  det '.-minable. 
It  had  gutted  the  old  and  new  ',>uilfiin'.';': 
along  that  thoroughfare,  and  on  tne 
wharves,  which  housed  hundbeds  of 
firms  doing  iiusiness  all  over  tie  world. 
It  had  swept  away  the  bridges  over 
Jones  Falls  and  burned  tnio  tne  tr-'al 
freight  terminal  of  the  I'en.i.-ylvani.a 
and  Baltimore  &  Ohio  railroads  on 
President  street.  Millions  of  fee*,  of 
lumber  have  gone  up  In  riinoke  al- 
ready. 

To  describe  In  detail  the  fire  of  Feb. 
7.  which  will  go  down  in  the  history  of 
the  world  as  one  of  its  greatest  dis- 
asters, is  simply  an  impossibility,  just 
as  it  is  impossible  at  this  time  to  give 
an  adequate  idea  of  the  amount  of  los.^, 
the  number  of  buildings  destroyed  or 
the  firms  which  have  gone  out  of  busi- 
ness. These  are  facts  which  will  iiC>t 
develop   for  days  to  come. 

In  the  face  of  the  fire  fiend's  fury 
man  has  been  proven  helpless.  Balti- 
more's eciulpment  of  twenty-five  en- 
gines was  almost  useless.  Aided  by 
four  companies  from  Wa.«hington.  as 
many  more  from  Philadelphia,  two 
more  from  Wilmington  and  another 
from  Chester.  Pa,,  it  was  still  unable 
to  check  in  any  way  during  the  night 
the  progress  of  the  flames. 

Thi-  morning  a  half  dozen  of  New 
York  city's  most  powerful  streamers 
arrived  by  special  train,  and  their  com- 
ing gave  new  impetus  to  the  efforts  to 
check  the  flames  by  r>utting  fresh  men 
into  the  .Qght,  thp  Baltimore  firemen,  as 
well  as  the  out-of-town  men  who  ar- 
rived earlier,  having  been  exhausted 
by  their  all-night  struggle  against  such 
terrific  odd^. 

All  elet  trlcal  power  has  been  de- 
stroyed and  no  street  cars  are  running. 


The  streets  of  the  burned  and  burn- 
ing districts  present  a  scene  today  at 
once  thrilling,  pathetic  and  sorrowing. 
This  district  is  fully  two  miles  sciuare 
fiid  it  is  two  miles  s<iur.re  of  utter  ruin 
and  desolation.  Scores  and  scores  of 
which  Mere  palatial,  modern  and  so- 
called  fireproof  buildings  yesterday  are 
today  so  many  piles  of  grim  and  black- 
ened debris,  smouldering  and  smoking 
find  a  mere  ghastly  mockery  of  th?ir 
vanished  si>»endor. 

The  devastated  portion  of  the  city 
is  closely  patrolled  by  local  policemen, 
policemen  from  Philadelphia  and  Wash- 
ington, state  militiamen,  and  com- 
panies of  regulars  from  Fort  McHenrj- 
and  no  c^iiC  Is  allowed  to  enter  the 
prohibited  lines  except  by  special  per- 
mission. Outside  the  lines  tens  of 
thousands  of  eager  and  anxious  people 
are  congregated  and  in  all  directions 
there  are  multitudes  of  men  and  wo- 
men looking  curiously  on  or  vainly 
seeking  for  more  and  definite  infor- 
mation about  the  conflagration.  Al- 
most everywhere  there  is  in  evidence 
a  feeling  of  awe  and  terror  over  what 
has  hai'pened  and  of  solemii  apprehen- 
sion of  what  might  follow.  The  com- 
mon remark  of  citizens  is  that  Balti- 
more has  received  a  blow  from  which 
it  cannot  recover  for  years.  Mayor 
McLane  is  among  those  who  are  optim- 
istic and  today  while  expressing  his 
SOI  row  and  horror  over  the  calamity 
that  has  befallen  this  city  expressed 
the  hopeful  lOnviction  that  the  city 
will  rise  like  a  phoenix  from  its  ashes. 

It  is  anticipated  that  there  may  be 
much  sufferin.g  and  destitution  follow- 
ing upon  the  heels  of  the  destructive 
visitation  and  Mayor  McLane  and  other 
city  otiiclals  are  already  discussing  the 
most  ready  means  of  relief. 

It  IS  estimated  that  as  many  as  20,000 
persons  will  be  thrown  c>ut  of  employ- 
ment and  n.any  of  these  and  their 
families  will  be  without  resources. 

Brig.-Oen.  Higgs,  tornmatuling  the 
state  national  guard,  who  has  charge  of 
the  street  patrol,  has  issued  strict  in- 
structions to  guard  against  any  poss- 
ible looting  of  r»artially  destroyed  or 
abandoned  houses.  So  far  there  has 
been  no  instances  of  looting  reported. 

r.overnor  Warfield  has  called  an  extra 
session  of  the  legislatuie  to  meet  this 
evening  at  8  o'clock  to  emr>ower  him  to 
declare  the  city  under  martial  law  and 
suspend  business  for  ten  daj'S. 


LOSS  $200,000,000. 

Baltimore    Fire  Greatest   In 
the  United  States. 

Baltimore.  Feb.  8.— There  wrs  little 
sleep  for  the  700,000  residents  of  Balti- 
more last  night  because  of  the  terrific 
conflagration  which  started  Sunday 
forenoon.       While  there  were  no  lives 


lost,  the  monetary  loss  will  probably 
reaxh  $200,000,000.  Acres  of  the  mcst 
valuable  property  in  the  wholesale  dry 
goods,  produce,  lumber,  shipping,  rail- 
road, and  financial  districts  have  been 
destroyed.  At  daybreak,  notwith- 
standing heroic  efforts  on  the  part  of 
the  local  fire  department,  reinforced  by 
almost  nuuiberless  firemen  from  Wash- 
ington, Philadelphia.  Wilmington,  New- 
ark, N.  J.,  Newark,  Del.,  Harrisburg 
and  New  York  City,  the  fire  is  raging  as 
furiously  as  it  was  an  hour  after  it 
stained  in  the  cellar  of  the  Jchn  Hurst 
company  on  Liberty  and  German 
streets.  Its  origin  is  said  to  have  been 
from  spontaneous  combustion,  but  no 
tangible  evidence  to  this  effect  has  thus 
far  been  secured.  • 

The  area  of  the  fire  district  extends 
from  Libenty  street  on  the  west  to 
Jones  Falls  on  the  east  about  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile,  and  from  Fayette 
to  Pratt  streets  north  and  south,  a  dis- 
tance of  4  city  blocks.  Included  in  this 
territory  were  a  number  of  financial 
establishments  of  national  repute  in- 
cluding the  buildings  of  Alexander 
Brown  &  Sons,  the  Continental  Trust 
company,  the  Union  Trust  company,  the 
Atlantic  Trust  compfiny,  the  cffices  of 
the  Baltimore  &  Ohio,  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  company,  the  Maryland, 
Southern  &  Chesapeake  R'allroad  com- 
Iiany.  several  steamship  companies,  and 
a  number  of  leading  hatters,  haber- 
dashers, etc.  Tlie  main  tifflces  of  the 
Western  Union  and  Postal  Telegraph 
compaies  were  deserted  Icmg  before 
midnight  and  the  buildings  which  they 
occupied    are    practically    destroyed. 

Several  tons  of  dynamite  were  used 
during  the  day  and  night  to  blow  up 
buildings  in  an  effort  to  check  the 
flames,  but  even  this  was  unavrtiling. 
and  the  strong  wind  which  blew  the 
eml>ers  hither  and  thither,  soon  ignited 
other  buildings. 

All  of  the  buildings  of  the  Baltimore 
newspapers  including  the  offlces  of  the 
A.'^sociated  Press  were  destroyed  by 
midnight.  Sevenil  of  the  publishers 
arranged  immediately  to  have  their 
editions  printed  on  the  prtisees  of  Wash- 
ington papers. 

These  editions  containing  full  and 
accurate  accounts  of  the  fire  anivv?d 
here  early  this  morning  and  were  deliv- 
ered to  their  regular  customers. 

At  this  hour  the  fire  attacked  the 
wharves,  piers  and  doi  ks  of  the  harbor 
and  seems  to  be  spreading  to  the  south- 
eastern section  of  the  city.

Board  of  Public  Works 
Hearing  on  Assess- 
ments. 


Lake  Avenue  Owners  Ob- 
ject to  Cost  of 
Gutters. 


The  first  hearing  on  the  assessments 
for  four  important  civic  Improvements 
was  held  by  the  board  of  public  workb 
this  morning. 

The  improvements  are  the  paving  of 
East  Superior  street  between  Sixteenth 
and  Tv, enty-thlrd  avenues  east,  tho 
paving  of  Second  street  between  Sixth 
avenue  west  and  .Seventh  avenue  east; 
the  paving  of  First  avenue  east  from 
Superior  street  to  the  Northern  Pacific 
right-of-way;  and  the  placing  of  stone 
gutters  on  Lake  avenue  from  Fifth 
street   to   the  boulevard. 

TMe  improvements  have  been  ordered 
by  the  council,  and  the  hearing  this 
morning  was  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
ceiving any  cbjectlons  to  the  ajssess- 
ments  of  which  notice  has  been  gi\  en 
by  the  board  of  public  works. 

The  property  owners  on  Lake  avenue 
entered  a  number  of  objections  to  the 
assessment  for  the  stone  gmters.  The 
improvement  will  cost  mucli  more  than 
was  anticipated.  The  old  wooden  gut- 
ters have  become  almost  entirely 
rotted  away,  and  tlie  water  has  worn 
d*ep  gullies  on  each  side  of  the  road. 
These  will  have  to  be  filled  up  before  the 
stone  utters  are  placed  in  the  street, 
and  the  expense  will  be  considerable. 
This  extra  expense  was  not  counted  on 
by  the  proptrty  owners,  and  a  number 
of  strenuous  objections  were  entered. 

One  large  property  owner  on  souih 
First  avenue  east  also  objected  to  the 
paving  of  that  street  between  Michigan 
street  and  the  railroad  tracks.  He 
claimed  that  the  pavement  would  be  of 
bu  tlittle  use  to  him  unless  It  were 
extended  down  St.  Croix  avenue.  There 
were  no  objections  from  the  property 
owners  above    Michigan   street. 

There  were  no  objections  entered  to 
the  assessments  for  the  Second  street 
pavement  and  but  one  or  two  to  the 
assessment  for  the  paving  of  East  Su- 
perior street. 

Tlie  second  hearing  of  the  board  on 
these  four  assessments  will  be  held 
about  February  25.  on  which  occasion 
the  asseosments  will  be  confirmed  and 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  comptroller 
for  coll>2ctioii. 

Forty  days  are  allowrd  the  property 
owners  in  v.hich  to  pay  their  assess- 
ments, and  when  the>  have  been  re- 
ceived bids  will  be  advertised  for  and 
the  kind  of  pavement  desired,  selected, 
after  which  the  council  will  let  the 
contract.

DELAYED  BY  STORM. 


The  first  hearing  on  the  assessments 
for  four  important  civic  improvements 
was  held  by  the  board  of  public  workb 
this  morning. 

The  improvements  are  the  paving  of 
East  Suiierior  street  between  Sixteenth 
aud  Tv,  enly-thlrd  avciiu->s  east,  the 
pavli.g  of  Second  streo:  between  Sixth 
avenue  west  and  Seventh  avenue  east; 
the   imving  of  First  avenue  east  from 

Superior  street  to  the  Northern  Pacific 
right-of-way;  and  the  placing  of  stone 
gutters  on  Lake  avenue  from  Fifth 
street   to   the  boulevard. 

The  improvements  have  been  ordered 
by  the  council,  and  the  hearing  this 
morning  was  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
ceiviiig  any  objections  to  the  assess- 
ments of  which  notice  has  been  gl\e:'i 
by  I  he  board  of  public  works. 

The  property  owiiers  on  Lake  avet;ue 
entered  a  nunil^er  of  objections  to  foe 
assessment  foi  the  stone  gu'iters.  The 
improvement  will  cost  much  more  thaii 
was  anticipated.  The  old  wooden  gut- 
ters have  become  almost  entirely 
rotted  away,  and  tlie  water  has  worn 
dfep  gullies  on  each  side  of  the  road. 
These  will  have  to  be  filled  up  before  the 
stone  utters  ai'e  placed  in  the  street, 
and  the  expense  will  "be  considerable. 
This  extra  e.ypense  was  not  counted  on 
by  the  proi>tity  owners,  and  a  number 
of  strenuous  objei'tions  were  entered. 

Cnie  large  property  owner  on  south 
First  avenue  east  also  objected  to  the 
paving  of  that  street  between  Michigan 
street  and  the  railroad  tracks.  He 
claimed  that  the  pavement  would  be  of 
bu  t little  use  to  him  unless  it  were 
extended  down  St.  Croix  avenue.  There 
were  no  objections  from  the  property 
owners   above    Michigan   street. 

Tliere  were  no  objections  entered  to 
the  asse.ssments  for  the  Second  street 
pavement  and  but  one  or  two  to  the 
assessment  for  the  paving  of  East  Su- 
perior 8tr«%et. 

The  second  hearing  of  the  board  on 
these  four  assessments  will  be  held 
about  February  25,  on  which  (x^caaion 
the  asseostnents  will  be  confirmed  and 
placed  Ir:  the  hands  of  the  comptroller 
for  colUictioii. 

Forty  days  are  allowed  the  property 
nwneis  in  v.hich  to  pay  their  assess- 
ments, and  when  they  have  been  re- 
ceived bids  will  be  advertised  for  and 
the  kind  of  pavement  desired,  selected, 
after  which  the  council  will  let  the 
contract.

The  offer  made  by  the  government 
of  Canada  wa.s  to  grant  a  further  pref- 
erence on  certain  conditions  on  British 
goods,  not  one,  however,  to  operate  t  j 
the  disadvantage  of  Canadian  indus- 
tries. It  was  pointed  out.  whilst  Can- 
ada had  gone  as  far  as  was  deemed 
proper  In  the  reduction  of  duties  as 
betweon  the  British  manufacturer  and 
the  c^anadian  manufacturer,  that  Can- 
ada con.sumed  a  large  quantity  of 
goods  imported  from  foreign  countries, 
and.  in  return  for  the  preference 
sought,  was  prepared  so  to  rearrange 
the  tariff  hh  to  give  Great  Britain  a 
further  preference,  not  over  the  Can- 
adian manufacturer,  but  over  the  for- 
eign competitor. 

The  piapers  supposed  to  be  In  the 
confidence  of  the  government  now  are 
obldly  encouraging  the  opinion  that  the 
federal  government  "will  feel  called 
upon  to  make  some  tariff  proposals  to 
parliament  as  the  coming  session," 
and  are  preparing  the  country  for  the 
anticipated  changes.  Under  the  cir- 
cumstances It  does  not  seem  probable. 
If  changes  are  made,  they  could  be  in 
the  direction  of  restricting  British 
trade.  They  would  natui-ally  be  looked 
for  In  one  direction  only,  namely, 
against  some  of  the  lines  of  United 
Staters  products  offering  the  best  oppor- 
tunities for  competing  successfully 
with  the  American  Industries  without 
damaging  the  West.

40.  50  and  100  per  cent  by  going  West, 
and  a  steady  migration  from  the  P^ast 
has  set  in  to  the  prairie  provinces  and 
the  territories,  which  is  swelling  witn 
every  recurring   year. 

There  is  scarcely  a  family  in  ihis 
part  of  Canada  which  has  viot  contrib- 
uted more  or  less  to  the  steadily  rising 
tide  of  humanity  flowing  to  the  West, 
hardly  a  businesF  hou»v'  that  is  not  los- 
ing its  most  reliable  hands  from  the 
same  cause.  The  exodus  is  a  good  thing 
for  labor  in  Eastern  Canada,  Improving 
the  demand,  widing  the  opportunities 
and  tending  to  better  the  pay  and  other 
prevailing  conditions  in  many  lines, 
and  gradually  affecting  industrial  pur- 
suits generally.  Purveying  the  institu- 
tion all  around,  it  seems  that  Canada 
Is  duplicating  the  experiences  of  the 
United  States  of  a  quarter  of  a  century 
aga  attending  the  settling  and  ex- 
pansclon  of  the  region  west  of  the 
Mississlpupi,  though  in  a  lesser  degree, 
proportioned  to  the  difference  in  popu- 
lation. 

The  expectation  indulged  in  by  pub- 
lic men  that  the  i^resent  gerieratlon  will 
live  to  see  not  merely  a  second  traiis- 
continenial  railway  across  Canada,  but 
five,  six,  possibly  seven  of  them,  which 
sounded  so  extravagantly  when  first 
heard  on  the  floor  of  the  house  of 
commons  last  session,  now  appears 
reasonable  and  fully  justified  by  the 
progress  of  the  Western  ■ounlry.

A  CITY'S    DIRE  DISTRESS. 

The  horror  of  an  approaching  warfare  in  the  far  East 
i^  temporarily  overshadowed  by  the  terrible  conflagration 
that  has  wiped  out  the  greater  portion  of  the  city  of 
Baltimore. 

Fortunately,  as  far  as  known,  there  was  not  loss  of 
human  life,  but  the  property  loss  was  tremendous — per- 
haps the  greatest  by  one  fire  in  the  history  of  the  world. 
The  latest  estimate  is  that  the  loss  will  reach  $200,000,000. 
Property  loss  in  the  great  Chicago  fire  was  estimated  at 
$196,000,000.  Possibl)-  when  the  returns  are  all  in,  the 
Baltimore  loss  will  be  even  greater. 

Again  it  is  proven  that  the  American  people  have  not 
learned  as  yet  to  build  a  fire-proof  structure.  Or  if  they 
have  learned  the  secret  they  have  been  too  busy  or  too 
careless  to  apply  it  to  the  art  of  city  building.  The  fate 
of  Baltimore  should  serve  as  further  warning  to  citv  of- 
ficials charged  with  the  duty  of  regulating  and  inspecting 
the  erection  of  buildings. 


HENRY  W.  OLIVER. 

The  announcement  of  the  death  of  Henry  W 
at  Pittsburg,  while  hardly  unexpected,  in  view 
reports  during  the  past  week  of  the  serious  nature  of  his 
illness,  will  shock  his  numerous  friends  throughout  the 
United  Stales.  Deep  regret  will  be  felt  bj-  his  manj- 
friends  in  Duluth  and  the  Lake  Superior  iron  district 
that  he  has  passed  from  earth.  Few  men  did  more  than 
-Mr.  Oliver  to  develop  the  iron  ore  ranges  of  Lake  Su- 
perior and  at  one  time  he  was  at  the  head  of  a  company 
which  was  credited  with  being  the  largest  producer  of 
iron  ore  in  the  world.  The  Oliver  Iron  Mining  company 
is  still  the  title  of  the  mining  branch  of  the  United  States 
•^teel  corporation,  and  no  doubt  the  corporate  name  will 
be  retained  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Oliver  was  a  self-made  man,  and  his  successful 
business  career  is  another  illustration  of  the  boundless 
opportunities  presented  by  this  county  for  industry  and 
business  ability.  As  a  poor  boy  he  started  on  his  career 
?s  a  telegraph  messenger  and  later  became  a  shipping 
clerk  for  an  iron  manufactui:ing  firm.  When  President 
Lincoln's  first  call  for  troops  in  1861  was  issued,  Mr. 
Oliver  was  one  of  the  first  to  respond.  At  the  close  of 
the  war  he  organized  a  firm  to  manufacture  nuts  and 
bolts  on  a  small  scale.  The  business  steadily  expanded, 
and  in  time  the  firm,  which  had  undergone  several 
changes  in  personnel,  ranked  among  the  largest  manufac- 
turers of  bar  iron  and  iron  specialties  in  the  United 
States.  Finally  the  business  was  incorporated  as  the  Ol- 
iver Iron  and  Steel  company.  Then  came  the  Oliver- 
Snyder  Steel  companj",  and  the  Oliver  Iron  Mining  com- 
pany, all  of  which  were  merged  into  the  L'nited  States 
Steel  corporation  and  are  now  among  that  company's 
most  valuable  properties.  Mr.  Oliver  was  also  largely  in- 
terested in  other  industrial  and  railroad  affairs  in  Pitts- 
burg, and  was  one  of  its  most  progressive  citizens. 

Always  a  strong  Republican  and  taking  an  active  part 
in  politics,  Mr.  Oliver  never  held  public  office.  In  i88r 
he  was  regularly  nominated  by  the  Republican  caucus 
for  United  States  senator  from  Pennsylvania,  but  the 
determined  opposition  of  a  minoritj*  of  the  part}'  de- 
feated his  election. 

Mr.  Oliver  was  a  visitor  to  Duluth  and  the  Mesaba 
and  \''crmilion  ranges  on  several  occasions  and  made 
mail}'  friends  here.  He  was  genial  in  manner  and  a  splen- 
did example  of  the  best  type  of  the  self-made  American 
business  man.

HUMANE  KILLING. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  referendum 
in  Switzerland,  the  people  have  enacted  a  law  that  had 
been  rejected  by  the  national  legislature.  This  requires 
that  all  cattle  slaughtered  for  food  shall  be  anaesthetized 
before   the   death-dealing   blow   is   given. 

It  has  been  a  cause  for  wonder  why  those  people  who 
designate  as  cruel  sport  the  shooting  of  wild  animals 
and  birds  .-^iKHild  so  seldom  protest  against  the  customary 
methods  of  slaughtering  domestic  animals.  The  humane 
method  of  the  farmer  who  shoots  his  hogs  in  a  vital  spot 
in  the  head  before  bleeding  them  appeals  to  every  hu- 
mane person  and  it  is  strange  that  the  plan  does  not 
have  more  adherents.  Anyone  who  has  witnessed  the 
usual  method  of  slaughtering  pigs,  sheep  and  cattle  can- 
not but  feel  that  it  is  unnecessarily  harsh  and  cruel. 

Many  humanitarians  who  protc>t  against  the  shoot- 
ing of  game,  eat.  without  any  compunction  of  spirit,  the 
flesh  of  domestic  animals  that  have  been  killed  with 
needless  cruelty. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  inconsistency  in  the  discus- 
sions of  this  question.  As  long  as  flesh  is  considered 
proper  food,  animals  and  birds  must  be  killed.  There  is 
no  otlier  way  to  obtain  it.  And  it  would  seem  to  be 
much  more  humane  to  shoot  a  deer  and  end  its  sufferings 
quickly  than  it  is  to  stick  a  hog  with  a  knife  and  allow 
it  to  suffer  from  5  to  15  minutes  and  even  longer  while 
its  blood  is  slowly  ebbing  away. 

The  child  whose  soul  has  revolted  against  the  killing 
of  a  pet  chicken  or  animal  will  understand  the  noble 
sentiment  that  prompted  the  people  of  Switzerland  to 
pass  this  law.  Their  example  should  be  followed 
other  nations.

■  Whiie  tiie  oil  was  still  in  the  reservoir 
he  had  to  keep  a  guard  about  his  prem- 
ises for  fe.ir  tliat  some  of  tho.<e  above 
miglit  seek  r.n-enge  by  putting  a  hole  In 
his  embankments.  The  stories  which 
came  out  of  Beaumont  regarding  the  for- 
tunes, which  were  made  through  dealings 
in  options  were  for  the  most  part  not 
exagg-^rat^d.  Things  were  lively  down 
there  for  a  while  biJt  they  are  now  on  a 
solid   substantial   business   basis."

St.  Louis  county  probably  holds  the 
record  of  my  county  in  the  -state  for 
the  number  of  twin.s  born  during  the 
year  1903.  It  is  possible  that  Ramsay 
county  or  Hennepin  may  dispute  the 
claim,  but  so  far  as  known,  more  twins 
were  born  in  this  northern  county  than 

in  either  of  the  two  .=outher.  __^^ 

The  r?cord  for  this  county,   in   twins,  j  ^;}'„',"}^"^'^ 
last  year,  was  35  pairs.      <>f  this  number  'stoddart, 
lb  pairs  were   born   in   Duluth   as   com- 
IKired   with  li>  pairs  born  in  the  county 
outside  the  city. 

While  the  number  of  twins  born  in 
this  part  of  the  state  seems  surprising- 
ly large,  the  record  is  correct  as  it  is 
compiled  direct  froin  the  returns  made 
by  the  state  board  of  health  which 
are  on  file  with  the  clerk  of  court  of 
St.  Louis  county. 

Another  item  of  interest  in  the  re- 
turns of  the  state  board  of  health,  and 
one  that  the  ptiblic  rarely  knows  any- 
thing of,  is  the  number  of  illegitimate 
births  in  this  city  and  county  during 
the   past   J- ear. 

The  statistics  show  that  while  the 
cotmty  outsirie  the  city  lead.s  the  num- 
ber of  twins  bt»rn,  the  city  of  Duluth  has 
!a  greater  illegitimate  birth  record  than 
!  the  outside  district.  In  l'vJ03  there  were 
!  25  illegitimate  births  in  Duluth  a.s  com- 
!  pared  with  10  in  the  county  outside  the

Thtre  is  there  a  vast  area 
of  t'vo  millions  or  more  acres  of  arid 
land  lying  at  a  n:oderatp  altitode  to 
which  the  water  of  the  Spokane  river 
and  other  .streams  of  eastern  Wash- 
ington might  be  diverted.  The  cost  of 
bri'igi.ig  water  to  this  land  Is  known  to 
be  yrcat.  but  the  rH-oje<  t  Is  believed  by 
the  olflcial  engineers  to  be  entirely- 
feasible,  and  the  hind  when  reclaimed 
would  be  immensely  productive  and. 
valuable.  Extensive  surveys  are  now- 
being  made  in  this  section  by  the  Re- 
clamation .Service  Engineers.  Other 
tributaries  of  the  f"olumbla  other  than 
the  Spokane  river  have  been  studied 
by  the  government  surveyors,  partic- 
ularly in  the  extreme  northern  part  of 
Washington.  Opportunities  have  been 
found  for  the  construction  of  numei-ou* 
small  reservoirs  which  will  reclaim  \x\ 
the  aggregate  large  acres  of  land,  but 
the  difficult  topography  of  the  countr/ 
necessitates  detailed  and  careful  esti- 
mates which  are  now  being  undertaken.

TRAGEDY  IN 
MINING  TOWN 

Four    Men    Killed    and 

Three  Wounded  at 

Coal  Creek. 

Knoxville,  Tenn.,  Feb.  8.— A  bio -fly 
trage<lv  \vus  en;ioted  in  the  little  min- 
ing to\vn  of  Coal  Creek,  forty  miles 
west  of  Knoxvilk*.  as  the  ivsult  of  which 
four  lives  were  snuffed  out  and  throi' 
persons  wounded,  one  perhaps  fatally. 
The  clash  was  the  culmination  of  t^e 
trouble  between  union  and  non-union 
laborers. 

Three  of  the  dead  men  were  killei 
by  guards  employed  by  the  Coal  Creek 
compiiny,  while  the  fourth  victim,  a 
deputy  Fheriff.  was  killed  by  a  guard 
whom  he  had  gone  to  arrest.

TVTien  the  wage  scale  was  signed  in 
district  No.  19.  United  Mine  Workers  of 
America,  the  Coal  Creek  Coal  company 
refused  to  comply  with  the  demands  of 
the  men.  They  refused  to  resume  wori: 
In  the  Fraterville  and  Thistle  mines, 
and  for  several  months  these  two  w»^re 
shut  down.  Efforts  were  made  to  re-

Miners  and  by-^tand-r^ 
were  taken  by  usrprlse,  and  before  they 
could  realize  what  had  happened,  tho 
guards  had  climbed  into  their  vagon 
and  driven  back  to  the  mines.  About 
12  o'clock  a  dispute  arose  between 
Deputy  Sheriff  Harmon  and  Guard  Carl 
Burton.

WASHINGTON  BUREAU. 

Washington,  Feb.  8.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  growth  of  the  foreign 
commerce  of  the  United  States  from 
1S93  to  1903  presents  some  interesting 
facts.  The  department  of  commerce 
and  labor,  through  its  bureau  of  statis- 
tics, presents  a  table  showing  the  im- 
ports and  exports  by  grand  divisions  In 
each  calendar  year  from  1893  to  1903, 
thus  bringing  the  figures  down  to  the 
very  latest  date  possible.  This  table 
shows  that  the  exports  from  the  United 
States  to  Europe  have  grow  n  during  ti;e 
period  ramed  from  $6HO,0*JO,000,  speaking 
in  round  terms,  to  $1,087,000,000,  or  60 
per  cent:  t'nose  to  North  America,  from 
$li;r).00tt.000  to  $227,000,000,  or  8I  per  cent: 
to  South  America,  from  $34,000,000  13 
$46,000,000  or  35  per  cent;  to  Asia  and 
Oceania,  from  $31,000,000  to  $92,000,000, 
or  197  per  cent,  and  to  Africa  from 
practically  $5,000.0(10  to  $'J1.000.000,  or  48J 
per  cent;  while  the  growth  in  total  ex- 
ports has  been  from  $876,000,000  in  1893  to 
$1,484,000,000  in  1903,  or  69  per  cent. 

It  is  proper  to  add  that  the  figures  of 
export.^  to  Asia  and  Oceania  arc  slightly 
misleading,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
shipments  from  the  United  States  i.o 
Hawaii,  which  in  1S93  were  classed  as 
exports,  are  not  so  included  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  because  of  the  fact  that 
Hawaii  is  now  a  i-ustoms  district  of  the 
United  States  and  the  shipments  to 
Hawaii  are  no  longer  included  in  the 
table  of  exports  to  foreign  countries.

Duluth  has  been  in  the  clutches  of  a 
cold  v.ave  sines  Saturday,  when  the 
present  Bpeil  was  started  by  one  of  the 
worst  blizzard-q  which  has  visited  the 
head  of  the  lakes  for  several  years.  This 
morning  at  7  o'clock  the  thermometer 
at  tlie  local  weatlier  bureau  registered 
23  dearees  below  zero,  and  at  other 
points  in  the  Northwest  a  corresponding- 
ly   low    temperature     was    recorded. 

During  the  blizzard  which  prevailed 
Saturday  afternoon  and  night  a  north- 
east wind  attained  a  maximum  speed 
of  forty-six  miles  an  hour.  The  lieavy 
fall  of  snow  accompanying  it  piled  In 
luige  drifts,  impeding  street  railway  and 
railroad  traffic  for  several  hours.  The 
wind  really  ptarted  Friday  night,  al- 
tlioiigh  no  snowr  fell  im.til  Saturday. 
Drifts  formed  nevertheless,  causing  a 
delay    in    street    railway    traffic. 

Instead  of  attending  church  yesterday, 
reslotuts  of  Park  Point  turned  out  and 
formed  a  shovel  brigade  to  dig  out  their 
street  railway  which  was  lying  under 
from    three   to  ten    feet    of   snow. 

Saturdav'.s  blizzard  was  a  dlsastrou.s 
one  as  far  as  tlie  Park  Point  car  ser- 
vice was  concerned.  The  wind  caught 
the  snow  from  the  lake  and  whirled 
it  on  to  the  point,  where  lmmpn.=e  drifts 
were  formed.  The  snow  was  so  tightly 
packed  that  it  would  bear  the  weight  of 
a  man  and  the  street  car  service  has 
been    demoralized    since    Friday    evening. 

Yesterday  the  Park  Pointer.s  decided 
that  tlicy  nad  been  shut  off  from  clvih- 
zatlon  long  f^nough,  and  every  man  or 
boy  who  po.ssessed  a  new  shovel  and 
knew  how  to  use  it  turned  out,  to  help 
dig    out    the    railroad.

The 
flr.<»t  car  to  run  to  the  pavilion  left  at 
5:40  a.  m.  and  the  regular  servdce  has 
l);en  resumed,  giving  residents  of  that 
district  communacatlon  with  the  city 
a  Tie-    having  beun   shut  off  for  two  days. 

Saturdays  blizzard  is  said  to  havp 
been  one  of  the  worst  experienced  in 
years  on  the  point.  One  family  living 
in  a  one-story  cottage  was  compelled 
to  climb  out  of  the  window  as  the  door 
was  blockaded,  and  It  was  some  time 
before  the  hfad  of  the  house  could  re- 
move the  snow  so  that  the  door  might 
be    opened. 

Since  December  11  nearly  forty  days 
of  zero  weather  have  been  experienced 
In  Duluth.  establishing  a  new  record 
at  tlie  local  bureau  for  a  long  period  of 
cold.

Flames  Started   Sunday 

Forenoon  In  Wholesale 

Dry  goods  House. 


Baltimore,  Md.,  Feb.  8.— A  fire  whkh 
broke  out  a  few  minutes  before  U 
o'clock  yesterday  morning  in  the  whole- 
sale dry  goods  house  of  John  E.  Hutsl 
&  Co.,  has  raged  with  unrestrauied  fuiy 
contniuously  ever  since,  having  de- 
stroyed ail  of  the  large  stores  fnJ 
warehouses  in  the  wholesale  dislriot 
around  Hopkins  place  and  all  the  build- 
ings on  both  faldes  of  Baltimore  str».»'.'t, 
from  Howard  to  Holliday  streeL,  from 
Charles  and  Baltimore  to  Charles  i-nd 
Lexington  and  on  Payette  street,  from 
Charles  to  Holliday,  Including  a  total 
of  about  twenty  blocks  of  the  n^ost 
modern  and  subistantial  buiding.s  in 
Baltimore.  Involving  a  loss  which  can- 
not now  be  estimated,  but  whii  h  has 
certainly   already   exceeded    $40,00,000 

Kver  since  about  6  o'clock,  Vwhen 
darkness  came,  the  fire  departnieitt, 
although  aided  by  engines  from  Wash- 
ingrton,  Philadelphia,  "Wilmlngion  and 
the  surrounding  suburbs  has  been  ut- 
terly powerless  to  make  any  eifectlve 
resistance  to  the  consuming  element, 
thougn  for  hours  as  many  as  4JJ 
streams  of  water  we^e  thrown  into  <he 
llanies.  Indeed,  so  iftrrlTic  has  btien  tl.e 
heat  ever  since  the  lire' started,  and  so 
dense  and  suffocating  the  volume  of 
flying  sparks  and  bdrnlng  cinders,  that 
It  wa.<5  difficult  for  the  firemen  to  stund 
long  within  tightlnfir  distance  of  the 
flames,  while  early  ii>  the  afternoon  sf- 
eral  trucks  and  englttes  were  nopelessly 
disabled   by  timbers. 

At  7  o'clock  the  situation  was  so  des- 
perate that  Chief  Horton  decided  that 
the  only  thing  left  *o  do  wis  to  dyna- 
mite buildings  at  nhr«atened  points 
and  thus  prevent,  a.^  far  as  possib.e  th? 
spread  of  the  llanies.  in  pursuance  of 
this  policy  buildings  on  Charles  street, 
between  Germain  and  Fay£lLe,  were 
blown  up.  Simultaneously  the  splendid 
structure  of  J.  W.  Putts  &  Co.,  notion 
dealers  at  Charles  and  Fayette  streets, 
was  dynamited  and  then  the  Daily 
Record"  building.  Ross'  drug  store  and 
others.  But  this  heroic  remedy  merely 
delayed  but  did  not  impede  ilie  on- 
ward march  of  the  flames,  and  for  two 
hours  or  more  the  fire  department  nas 
stopped,  practically  helpless  t.nu  re- 
sourceless  in  the  face  of  the  fiaming 
furnaces,  which  send  their  fierce 
tongues  200  feet  Into  the  air,  and  which 
fills  the  heavens  first  with  a  clouo  of 
black,  funereal  smoke,  and  then  with 
a  shower  of  lurid  sparks  and  livid 
cinders. 

Following  the  destruction  of  the 
palatial  commercial  buildings  in  the 
wholesale  district,  the  cyclone  of  fian  os 
burst  into  Baltimore  street.  licKlng  up 
within  a  few  minutes  the  seven-story 
Mullin's  hotel  like  some  insatiate-  moi.- 
strr  and  rapidly  ixjlljmg  vAxia  irresist- 
ible force  both  eastward  and  westward, 
cutting  down  wholesale  and  retail 
houses,  manufacturles,  shops,  jewelry 
stores,  furniture  emporiums  and  rJs- 
taurants. 

At  Charles  street  the  remorseless 
tide  swept  on  down  Baltimore  street 
but  also  turned  into  Charles  atreot, 
where  it  quickiy  engulfed  the  elevei'- 
story  Union  Trust  building,  starting 
eastward  on  Fayette  street. 

By  8  o'clock  the  occupants  of  the 
Daily  Herald  building,  at  Fayette  and 
St.  Paul  streets,  and  of  th'»  Record 
building,  opposite,  were  compelled  to 
vacate  by  the  onrushing  flameo.  as  wcr? 
the  occupants  of  the  Calvert  and  Equit- 
able structures,  two  of  the  most  ma.s- 
slve  of  the  buildings  in  Baltimore. 

Down  Baltimore  «treet,  a  parallel 
wave  of  roaring,  ^  'cracking  na'nes 
swept,  consuming  everything  ni  itp 
course,  speedily  reachini^  the  Evening: 
News  building,  from  which  the  em- 
ployes had  to  hastily  flxje,  though  net 
until  valuable  records  had  been  re- 
moved. 

Shortly  thereafter  the  Continental 
Trust  company',  a  fourteen-story  build- 
ing, took  fire.  A  block  below  the  Aiier- 
lean  newspaper  ofBce  was  envelope!  ii: 
I  clouds  of  sparks  and  burning  .splinters 
and  the  employes  were  orderM  out. 

The  financial  district,  including  the 
chief  banking  and  brokerage  firms,  on 
South  and  German  streets,  seems  to  be 
now  doomed  and  scores  of  the  city's 
leading  f:nanciers  and  business  men 
are  scurrying  in  aii  out  of  their  offices 
bearig  packages  or  placing  valuables 
in  conveyances. 

At  10:40  p.   m.  the  roof  of  the  build- 
ing   occupied   by   the   Associated    Pre.ss 
I  took   fire  and   the  employes   were  com- 
pelled to  vacate,  though  they  had  time

twenty-four  patients  In  that  institution. 
.Seventeen  Injured  were  brought  to  the 
ho&pltal  most  of  them  firemen.  They 
were  suffering  from  burns,  scalds  or 
lacerations.  Nearly  every  physician 
in  the  city  is  In  the  fire  district.  So 
far  as  is  known  at  this  hour  no  one 
has  been  killed. 

Detachments  of  the  Fourth  and  Fifth 
regiments  have  been  called  out  and 
are  patrolling  the  streets  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  fire,  guarding  property  and 
keeping  order. 

Fortunately  thus  far,  the  conflagra- 
tion has  not  reached  the  residence  por- 
tion of  the  city,  but  fires  are  breaking 
out  in  East  Baltimore  and  the  indica- 
tions are  that  the  residence  streets  are 
doomed  to  be  invaded. 

The  Baltimore  &  Ohio  railway  of- 
fice building  has  been  destroyed  and 
so  has  the  Maryland  institute  of  engin- 
eering. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  policemen 
from  Philadelphia  arrived  here  to  a-j- 
sist   the  Baltimore  police  and  military. 

On  Baltimore  street  the  block  be- 
tween Liberty  and  Sharp  was  soon 
ablaze,  then  came  the  next  block  east 
to  Hanover,  and  after  that  the  block 
on  the  south  side  to  Charles  street 
broke  out  into  flames,  the  Consolidated 
Gas  company's  building  and  Oehm's 
Acme  hall   burning  fiercely. 

Meanwhile  there  were  stores  north  of 
Baltimore  street  being  similarly  con- 
sumed. Mullin's  hotel  caught  and 
other  buildings  near  it.  West  of  Lib- 
erty street,  on  the  south  side  of  Balti- 
more, the  block  was  doomed,  and  the 
big  Baltimore  Bargain  house  also 
caught.  Down  in  Hopkins'  Place, 
where  the  conflagration  started,  Hur- 
sta's  building:  and  the  other  wholesale 
houses  on  both  sides  of  the  streets 
crumbled  and  fell. 

The  liig  dry  goods  houses  of  Daniel 
Miller  &  Son.-?  and  R.  M.  Sutton  &  Co., 
were  soon  aflame  and  along  German 
street  east  and  west  from  the  Hurst 
building  there  were  a  dozen  buildings 
burning  and  scores  more  threatened. 
The  spectacle  of  ruin  and  destruction 
from  any  point  in  these  doomed  blocks, 
was  somethlg  terrible. 

Mass  fk  Kemper's  big  wholesale  store 
on  Baltimore  street,  quickly  suc- 
cumbed to  the  flames  and  the  walls 
fell  with  a  crash  that  was  tieard  for 
squares.  The  Hurst  building  was  ut- 
terly destroyed,  not  even  a  wall  ten 
feet  high  being  left  standing,  and  was 
apparently  the  center  of  the  cauldron 
from  whence  the  flames  radiated  over 
the  doomed  neighborhood. 

On  Hopkins'  Place.  the  Hopkins 
Savings  bank  and  the  National  Ex- 
change bank  were  gutted  by  flames, 
the  few  streams  of  water  that  the  lire- 
men  were  able  to  turn  on  them  proving 
utterly  ineffectual  to  even  halt  the 
destruction.  Here  were  the  ruins  of 
John  E.  Hurst  &  Co.,  and  next  to  it  S. 
Hecht.  Jr.  &  Sons  were  in  flames.  Ad- 
joining was  the  large  building  owned 
by  the  William  Koch  Importing  com- 
pany, which  was  also  quickly  de- 
stroyed. 

Across  the  street  the  Stanley  & 
Brown  Drug  company  building  was 
quickly  In  ruins,  while  fronting  on  the 
Baltimore  street  side  of  this  block 
were  the  Roxbury  Rye  Distilling  com- 
pany, the  building  occupied  by  Silber- 
man  &  Todea,  the  house  of  Allen  Sons 
&  Co..  which  has  hardly  been  complet- 
ed, while  next  to  it  was  the  establish- 
ment of  M.  Moses  &  CO.  On  the  cor- 
ner was  the  building  cccupled  by 
Messrs.  Sugar  &  Shearan  and  several 
other  smaller  concerns.  All  of  these 
were  swallowed  up  in  flame,  and  in  fact 
the  whole  block  was  noLhing  but  a 
cauldron    of    fire. 

At  1  o'clock  Mullin's  hotel,  a  seven- 
story  structure,  at  Liberty  and  Balti- 
mor3  streets,  was  in  fiames  from  gar- 
ret to  cellar,  and  its  great  height  and 
narrowness  acted  as  a  sort  of  flue 
which  converted  the  doomed  building 
into  a  huge  and  dreadful  torch.  All 
the  guests  had  been  ordered  out  of  the 
building  shortly  after  the  fire  broke 
out  in  John  E.  Hurst's  place.  There 
was  no  panic  or  confusion  and  none  was 
Injured. 

At  3  o'clock  a  tremendous  explosion 
of  about  150  barrels  of  whisky  stored 
in  the  upper  floors  of  24  Hanover 
street  hurled  tons  of  burning  matter 
across  the  street  onto  the  roofs  of  the 
buildings  opposite  which  the  firemen 
were  drenching  with  water  in  a  vain 
hope  to  make  Hanover  street  the  east- 
ern boundavy  line  of  the  conflagra- 
tion. The  flames  quivered  for  a  few 
moments  under  the  water,  but  soon 
ate  Into  the  buildings  on  the  east  side. 
Two  truck  wagons  caught  fire  and 
were  consumed  and  an  engine  was 
burled  by  a  falling  wall,  the  firemen 
fieeing  for  their  lives. 

The  whole  city  was  notified  of  the 
conflagration  by  a  terrific  explosion 
which  occurred  some  minutes  after  11 
o'clock.  A  sharp  splitting  roar  went 
up  with  reverberating  thunder.  This 
was  followed  by  a  peculiar     whistling 


noise  like  that  made  by  a  shrill  wind. 
The  churches  in  the  central  section  of 
the  city  were  filled  with  worshipers, 
many  of  whom  became  frightened  and. 
while  no  panic  ensued,  hundreds  of 
men  and  women  left  their  seats  and 
went  outside  to  se<!  what  had  hap- 
pened. In  a  few  moments  the  streeLs 
and  pavements  all  ever  the  city  were 
crowded  with  excited  people. 

Another  deafenln§:  crash  occurred 
and  dense  columns  «of  cinders  and 
smoke  shot  up  over  ;he  central  section 
of  the  city  and  in  a  huge  brown  column 
moved  rapidly  towa -d  the  northeast. 
Borne  on  the  stronfr  southwest  wind, 
the  column  of  smoke,  blazing  cinders, 
and  even  pieces  of  tin  roofing  spread 
over  the  center  of  the  city  and  a  rain 
of  cinders  fell,  compelling  pedestrians 
to  dodge  red  hot  pieces  of  wood.  Two 
more  explosions  fo  lowed  and  thou- 
sands of  people  hurried  to  the  scene  of 
the  fire. 

Of  all  the  spectators,  comparatively 
few  saw  the  fire  itse  f.  They  could  not 
get  within  half  a  block  of  it.  Even 
the  policemen  guarding  the  approaches 
to  the  fire  had  to  repeatedly  shift  their 
positions  and  dodge  falling  cinders. 
Pieces  of  tin  six  by  eight  feet  square 
were  lifted  into  the  air  by  the  terrific 
heat,  sailed  upward  like  paper  kites, 
and  when  they  reached  a  point  beyond 
the  zone  of  the  mos';  Intense  heat,  fell 
clattering  to  the  streets.

Mayor  Hugo  will  doubtless  recom- 
mend that  the  council  taken  some  ac- 
tion In  the  matter  of  frainitig  a  new 
ordinance  governing  the  public  build- 
ings of  the  city  in  respect  to  their 
facilities  for  egress  In  i^ase  of  lire.  The 
report  of  the  building  inspector  is  said 
to  show  a  bad  condition  of  affairs,  and 
a  new  ordinance  will  probably  1>« 
thought  necessary. 

A  representative  from  the  .school 
board  and  several  real  estate  men  will 
be  present  a:  the  meeting  to  furnish 
any  further  infoi^nation  concerning  th 
school  building  or  office  buildlgs  that 
may  be  thought  necessary. 

The  report  of  the  police  and  license 
committees  on  the  Cook's  hotel  matter 
is  also  due  this  evening.

Chicago  Kccord-Herald  gossip:  Not- 
withstanding the  excci)tional  advances  in 
the  ct>ar.-e  grains  during  the  week,  there 
have  been  no  signs  the  people  in  control 
In  the  coin  and  oats  markets  are  satis- 
fied yet  with  their  profits.  The  corn  hold- 
ers have  sold  occasionally,  and  they  sold 
yesterday,  but  they  have  also  bought. 
The  (luick  reactions  that  follow  the  breaks 
are  proof  the  markets  are  still  tied  up. 
It  is  tlie  same  in  oai*»  as  ii  is  in  corn. 
Ther*  are  occasionally  unusual  declines, 
but  the  reactions  are  as  sudden  and 
as  unusual.  Pattens  views  un  oats  are 
said  to  be  extremes.  He  is  expecting  60c 
foT  the  oats  bef(.>re  the  May  gets  around, 
and  he  l.s  apparently  as  comfortable  on 
the  long  side  as  he  was  10c  lower  down. 
While  he  hedds  his  line  there  can  be  no 
significant  change  In  the  pit  situation, 
because  the  Patten  line  is  estimated  at 
least  ten  times  the  standard  oats  stock 
here. 

New  York  says  of  tl.e  flour  situation 
there:  '"The  ^tocks  In  resellers'  haixds 
hav*-  been  practically  cleaned  up.

The  fact  of  the  shutting  down  of  so 
many  mills  in  Pennsylvania  and  Maiy- 
land  will  mean  an  increased  demand  for 
Northwestern  flours  to  supply  the  local 
trade  in  Pennsylv.inia  which  is  consid- 
erable. Kansas  mills  have  recentl.\  placed 
large-  orders  at  many  points.  Heretofore 
local  trade  was  supplied  almost  entirely 
liy    local   niilKrs." 

"Yon  miglit  as  well  bark  at  the  wind." 
says  Thomas  Wells,  "as  expect  to  effect 
anytliing  in  this  market  at  this  lime  by 
appealing  to  the  rational.  The  cash  corn 
is  lower  than  it  wa.s  before  the  specula- 
tive advance  started,  but  the  craze  Is  on. 
It  is  a  matter  .lust  now  with  most  of  the 
speculators  of  the  pocketbook.  The  man 
who  is  interested  looks  at  the  price  and 
then  at  his  pocketbook  and  then  possibly 
decides  not  to  take  any  more  risk.

The  sleeves  are  large  and  In  bishop  shape, 
but  below  the  elbow  are  striped  with  bands 
of  cloth  or  velvet  to  match  the  materials 
used  for  the  gown  with  which  the  coat  Is 
to  be  worn. 

Fur  Gown.^  Eocentric 

Whole  gowns  of  fur  are  cinisldered  eccen- 
tric, but  on  the  other  side  they  are  fashlon- 
abb',   anil   the  expense  does  not  seem  to  In- 
terfere with  their  popularity.    Moleskin  cos- 
tumes and  Persian  Iambs  are  the  smartest 
cit   all,   and    really    they   are   extremely  ef- 
fective with  the  plain  skirt  ftud  either  three- 
quarters  or  short  jacket,  trimmed  only  with 
bands  of  braid,  velvet  or  cloth.    In  many  in- 
stances these  gowns  are  not  trimmed  at  ail. 
The  long,  half-flttlng  coats  have  very  much 
the   same   appearance   at  first  si>rht  as  the 
coat  and  skirt  to  match.    They,  too,  are  ex- 
pensive, but  are  In-  great  demand,  and  are 
worn    not   only    as   wraps   but    with    street 
gowns.      It  Is  a   decided  Innovation  to  have 
these   long  coats   made  in  moleskin,  for  It 
must  be  admitted  the  fur  is  not  a  very  dur- 
nble    one.      The   ctdorlng   Is   so   attractive, 
however,  and  the  fur  Itself  has  such  charm- 
ing markings  that,  of  course,  it  cannot  be  re- 
sisted.    Just  a  touch  of  ermine  In  a  tie.  In 
facin;,'s  or  In  cuffs  Is  most  attractive  with 
moleskin,  and  one  odd  and  effective  fashion 
has  a  short  jacket  with  a  waistcoat  of  ermine 
and  a  jabot  of  yellow  lace  that  falls  In  the 
center    of   the    waistcoat,    and    that   shows 
whether  the  coat  Is  fastened  or  turned  back. 
Time  was  w  hen  fur  coats  were  extremely 
unbecoming,  because  they  hid  the  lines  of 
the  flgiiro  and  made  even  a  slender  woman 
look  stout  and  clumsy;  but  those  were  the 
days   when    any    ready    made  fur  coat  was 
chosen    and  there  was  no  particular  atten- 
tion paid  to  the  fit.     Now  just  as  much  care, 
thought  and   time  are  spent  on  a  fur  coat  as 
on  a  dress  waist,  with  much  more  satisfac- 
tory results.

Very  cleverly  is 
the    matter   of    warmth      arranged      In    the 
sleeve-s.  which  at  first  g  nnce  at  the  elbow 
length  and  deep  lace  ruflbs  seem  to  be  quite 
chilly.     There  Is  a  full  undersleeve  of  satin 
and  often  an  Interlining  of  wool  that  makes 
the  sleeves  delightfully  warm  without  being 
too  thick  and  clumsy,  aud  the  sleeves,  like 
The  rest  of  the  coat,  are  carefully  cut  aud 
fitted. 

Coats    ^'Ith    Broad    Dodlcea. 

Many  fanciful  shapes  In  short  fur  Jackets 
are  very  smart,  and  the  fashion  nowadays 
is  to  have  the  fur  match  exactly  the  color 
of  the  skirt  of  the  costume.  A  gray  cloth 
gown  with  a  squirrel  coat  exactly  the  same 
•hale  Is  attractive;  a  Persian  lamb  jacket 
with  black  broadcloth  skirt,  a  moleskin 
with  cloth  skirts  the  same  color  and  a 
eabi?  Jacket  with  skirts  of  cloth  as  near 
tXktt   color  as  potwlble  are  certainly  about 


Many 
at 


as  satisfactory  combinations  of  color  and 
warmth  as  could  well  be  devised.  It  la 
not  fashionable,  however,  to  have  a  long 
or  even  three-quarter  coat  worn  with  cloth 
skirts  when  It  Is  part  of  a  costume, 
jackets  are  absurdly  short,  rounding 
the  back  to  show  the  broad  bodice  of  vel- 
vet or  satin  that  Is  such  a  favorite  fashion 
this  winter.  Fur  Jackets  are  also  worn 
with  velvet  skirts,  and  fur  hands  trim 
velvet  and  cloth  gowus  alike,  as  well  as 
lace  hats  that  are  worn  with  the  costumes. 
A  very  smart  cloth  gown  trimmed  with

Following  the 
mad  craze  that  now  exists  for  trimming 
fur,  there  are  two  or  three  different  styles 
of  sealskin  coats  that  are  trimmed  with  cut 
work  of  velvet  or  cloth,  aud  which  are  ef- 
fective, but  one  cannot  help  cou.slderlng  that 
the  fur  itself  shows  to  much  better  advan- 
tage when  left,perfectly  plain.

FLEET,  AT  PORT  ARTHUR,  A  STAGGERING  BLOW 

Swift  Torpedo  Boats  of  the  Daring  Little  Japs  Dart  Into  tiie  Outer  Harbor  of  Russia's

General  View  of  Port  Arthur,  the  Great  Russian  Stronghold  In  the  Far  East,  Sometimes  Called  the  Gibraltar  of  Asia.    This  is  Where  the  Japanese  Made  Their  First  Attack. 


Port  Arthur,  Feb.  9.— Japanese  torpedo  boats  attacked  the  Russian  fleet  here  during  the  night  and  thiree  Russian  ships  were  badly 
damaged.    The  Japanese,  who  thus  scored  the  first  success  of  the  war,  escaped  undamaged.^ 

In  consequence  of  the  attack  by  the  Japanese  torpedo  boats  martial  law  has  been  proclaimed  here. 

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  9.— Admiral  Alexieff 's  official  report  of  the  attack  by  the  Japanese  is  as  follows: 

"I  most  respectfully  inform  your  majesty  that  at  or  about  midnight  of  Feb.  8-9,  Japanese  torpedo  boats  made  a  sudden  attack  by 
means  of  mines  upon  the  Russian  fleet  in  the  outer  roads  of  the  fortress  of  Port  Arthur,  in  which  the  battleships  Retvizian  and  Czare- 
vitch and  the  cruiser  Palladrf* were  damaged.  An  inspection  is  being  made  to  ascertain  the  character  of  the  damage.  Details  are  fol- 
lowing for  your  majesty."  " ^  •

While  he  had  no  news  of 
the  engagement  off  Port  Arthur,  the  minister  was  aware  that  Japan  intended  through- 
out this  war  to  employ  torpedo  boats  to  the  fullest  possible  extent.  He  had  not  heard  of 
the  landing  of  Japanese  troops  in  Korea. 

DAMAGED   BOATS  WERE  ALL  FIRST  CLASS. 

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  9. — The  Russian  batUeship  Retvizan,  was  built  by  the  Cramps 
at  Philadelphia.  She  is  of  12,700  tons  displacement,  has  16.000  indicated  horsepower,  and 
had  a  speed  of  18  knots  per  hour.  Her  armor  is  of  Krupp  steel,  from  4  to  10  inches  in 
thickness  and  her  armament  consists  of  four  la-inch  guns,  twelve  6-inch  guns,  twenty  3- 
inch  guns  and  twenty-six  smaller  rapid  fire  guns. 

The  Czarevitch  is  a  battleship  of  13,110  tons,  built  in  France.  In  armour,  armament, 
and  speed  she  about  equals  the  Retvizan. 

The  Pallada  is  a  cruiser  of  6630  tons.  She  was  built  in  Germany  and  was  com- 
pleted in  1902.  Her  armament  consists  of  six  6-inch  guns,  twenty  3-inch  guns,  and  eight 
1.4-inch  guns.    Her  speed  is  estimated  at  20  knots. 

FRANCE  STRICTLY  NEUTRAL. 
Paris,  Feb.  9.— At  a  conference  of  ministers  held  at  the  Elysee  Palace  today  under 
the  presidency  of  M.  Loubet,  Foreign  Minister  Delcasse  communica.tcd  the  news  of  the 
first  Japanese  attack  with  torpedo  boats  on  the    Russian    fleet   off    Port   Arthur,    and    an- 


nounced that  the  French  mi^^s^;r  at  Tokio  had  been  instructed  to  assure  the  protection  of 
Russian  subjects  and  their  interests  in  Japan.

The  hus- 
band and  father  of  the  family  Is  dead, 
and  the  mother  has  been  supporting:  the 
children  as  best  she  could  during  the 
biLlerly  cold  weather  of  the  past  two 
niontha. 

She  bravely  refused  to  allow  her  chil- 
dren to  be  taken  charge  of  by  the  Chil- 
dren's home,  but  she  became  broken 
down  In  health  by  the  hard  struggle 
and  had  to  be  taken  to  the  hospital 
thl»  morning. 

The  ''ounty  \>oot  commissioners  have 
assisted  the  family  from  time  to  time, 


aH  far  as  the  mother  would  allow,  but 
when  she  was  compelled  to  go  to  the 
hospital  this  morning.  It  was  thought 
be^-t  for  the  Humane  society  to  take 
charge  of  the  children  and  place  them 
In  the  Children's  home  to  be  cared  for. 
Neighbors  state  that  the  family  have 
suffered  severely  from  want  of  cloth- 
ing, food  and  fuel  during  the  pa.«t  two 
month.^.  and  the  eldest  daughter  has 
been  coinpelled  to  remain  out  of  school 
for  want  of  proper  clothing  to  keep  her 
warm.

Court  Cannot  Be  Used 

Criminally. 


PTaa  the  state  any  right  to  Introduca 
as  evidence  against  Charles  F.  Inland 
the  .schedules,  books  and  pai>ers  which 
are  now  in  bankruptcy  court? 

Thi.s  is  the  interesting  and  novel  point 
;  raised  this  morning  by   Luther   Harris. 
I  Mr.  Leland's  attorney,  after  Walter  N. 
Richards,    the    cashier    of    the    defunct 
Commercial  bank,  had  been  on  the  wit- 
i  ness  stand  about  an  hour. 
!      The  state  attempted  to  Introduce  th« 
j  Leland  schedules,    which   were  used  at 
the  former  trial,   In   which  a  deflcit  of 
about  $54,000   was  shown  in   the  bank's 
!  assets,  as  compared  with  its  liabilities 
aside  from  the  shortage  caused  by  the 
bookkeeper. 

Mr.  Harris  objected  to  the  use  of  this 
schedule,  or  any  other  books  or  papers 
that  belonged  to  Mr.  Leland.  now  be- 
fore the  bankruptcy  court. 

He  gave  notice  of  argument  on  the 
point,  and  the  jury  was  excused  until 
2  o'clock  this  afternoon.  At  noon  Mr. 
Harris  had  not  yet  finished  his  argu- 
ment, and  it  looked  doubtful  if,  after 
Assistant  County  Attorney  W.  G.  Cros- 
by answers  for  the  state  there  would  ba 
any  further  consideration  of  the  case 
by  the  jury  today. 

Mr.  Harris  ba.sed  his  objection  on  a 
clause  In  the  national  bankruptcy  law 
passed  In  1898,  in  which  it  is  stated 
that  the  testimony  of  a  bankrupt  before 
a  bankruptcy  court  cannot  be  used 
against  him  in  a  criminal  trial. 

Mr.  Harris  argued  that  by  testimony 
is  meant  not  only  what  may  be  said 
orally  in  court,  by  the  bankrupt,  but 
incluties  all  his  .schedules,  books  and 
papers,  or  anything  else  he  may  sur- 
render to  the  court  in  the  event  of 
bankruptcy. 

This  law,  Mr.  Harris  claimed,  was 
passed  by  congress  for  the  special  ben- 
efit and  protection  of  the  bankrupt,  and 
weru  It  not  for  that  protection  offered  in 
the  bankrupt  court,  the  bankrupt  would 
withhold  information  that  might  be 
useful  in  arriving  at  a  settlement.  Mr. 
Harris  claimed  that  were  It  not  for  the 
provisions  of  the  national  bankruptcy 
law  Charles  F.  Leland  would  still  d^ 
In  possession  of  the  schedule  and  the 
bank  books,  and  the  state  could  not 
possibly  make  him  produce  ihem  In 
court  a.s  evidence  that  It  would  be  a 
violation  of  his  constitutional  right. 

While  the  national  b*inkruptcy  law  is 
not  unfamiliar  to  local  legal  talent 
generally,  it  was  somewhat  of  a  sur- 
prise to  those  who  were  listening  to 
the  case,  this  morning  when  Mr.  Le- 
land's  attorney  put  the  construction  on 
the  law  that  he  did.  that  by  testimony 
is  meant  ail  the  books,  papers,  and 
re^-orus  that  the  bankrupt  may  turn 
over  to  the  bankruptcy  court. 

Mr.  Harris'  claim  is  realized  as  a 
broad  one  and  a  remark  by  the  court 
when  he  stated  his  grounds  brought 
forth  an  appreciative  smile. 

Judge   Dibell   asked: 

"You  take  the  ground  then,  do  you, 
Mr.  HarrLs,  that  the  national  bank- 
ruptcy  law    is  sort   of  a   jubilee   act?" 

Mr.  Harris  said  he  did  not  just  catch 
the  full  meaning  of  the  court's  term 
■  jubilee  act"  but  as  the  smile  went 
round  the  court  room  he  qualified  by 
stating  that  he  did  not  quite  take  the 
ground  that  the  law  would  open  tha 
jail   doors. 

If  the  court  holds  with  Mr.  Harris 
the  loss  of  the  bank  books,  pass  book.s, 
and  schedule  will  be  a  serious  one  for 
the  state  as  the.se  figured  largely  in 
the   previous    trial   of   the  ca.se. 

The  morning  session  of  court  did 
not  begin  exactly  on  time  for  the 
reason  that  Paul  Lefak,  the  Gnesen 
farmer,  who  Is  on  the  jury  was  about 
half  an  hour  late.  Deputy  sheriffs 
v.ere  dispatched  to  find  him,  but  Mr. 
!  Lefak  arrived  by  himself.  He  ex- 
plained to  the  court  that  there  was 
sif:kne.s3  In  his  family  and  he  was 
compelled  to  go  out  to  his  home  last 
evening,  the  trip  ma.klng  him  late  In 
getting  back  to  the  city  this   morning.

Last  evening,  during  the  progress  of 
the  dace  given  by  the  Duluth  Bowling 
league,  Offlcer  Stewart  concealed  him- 
self In  the  attic  and  when  he  noticed  a 
pair  of  legs  descending  through  the 
skylight,    seized    them. 

The  legs  belonged  to  a  young  man  who 
gave  his  name  as  Gordon  Peler.son. 
He  wa§  taken  to  police  headquarters, 
where  he  was  releast:<I  on  bail.  He 
will  be  arraJgned  in  the  municip;al 
court  on  the  charge  of  disorderly  con- 
d'Jct. 

Captain  Resche,  who  acts  as  custod- 
ian of  the  armory,  stated  this  morning 
that  considerable  damage  ha.d  been 
done  by  the  breaking  open  of  the  sky- 
light. 

The  attic  Is  used  for  a  storo-room 
by  the  members  of  company  A,  and  a 
large  amount  of  property  belonging  to 
the  company  is  kept   there. 

The  breaking  open  of  the  skylight 
has  allowed  the  snow  and  rain  to  beat 
in  on  this  property,  and  considerable 
damage   to  it   has  been  the  result. 

The  skylight  will  be  boarded  up  to 
prevent  any  further  use  being  made 
of  it  as  a  means  of  beating  the  door- 
keepers at  the  armory  dances.

Learning  at  Wichita,

The  mother's  college  days  are  over, 
and  although  the  Wichita  school  is  a 
co-educational  institution,  she  will  re- 
iniiiri  In  Duluth  to  run  down  any  des- 
perate characters  that  may  turn  up  in 
the  nieantimt. 

The  pups  left  with  a  (luantity  of  good 
advice  from  their  mother,  and  a  warn- 
ing to  reniem.ber  that  tliey  had  thtir 
liviiig  to  make  in  the  world,  and  not 
to  mix  with  the  dogs  of  millionaires 
who  are  at  school  merely  to  gain  the 
superficlalitiea  of  education.

Bird  dogs,  deer- 
hunt'.ng  dogs,  bloodhiur.ds,  fox  dogs,  rat 
terrieis  atid  all  kinds  ot  animals  are 
given  an  edui-ation  at  "iliis  school,  and 
the  Duluth  pups  will  enter  their  fresh- 
men year,  taking  a  general  acadeir.ic 
course  v^ith  special  training  in  track- 
ing  peojle. 

The  spei  ial  murse  In  tracking  will,  it 
Is  claimed,  teach  the  pups  to  follow  ai.y 
trai.  frt»;n  eight  to  twenty-four  hours 
old  .and  also  teach  them  how  to  follow 
a  wagon  track  or  a  horse.  Until  the 
pujs  have  learned  these  rudiments  of  a 
blotdhound's  training  they  are  prac- 
tically u.-^ele.«;s  for  police  pvirposes. 

From  h\e  to  six  months  is  the  time 
usually  required  to  pti  fed  a  blood- 
hound i;i  these  requirements,  and  the 
p^;ps  are'  expected  back  in  the  sumnier 
with  all  the  polish  and  refinement  that 
a  college  education  can  give.

A   terrible   example   of  cruel   and   In- 
1  human    treatment   of   a    daughter    by   a 
brutal   father,   horrible  and  almost   un- 
I  believable  in  its  hideous  barbarity,  has 
I  been       disclosed       to       Humane  Officer 
j  ^^  ithrow  on  the  iron  range.     Mr.  With- 
row has  Just  returned  from  investigat- 
ing the  case,   and   the  story  he  tells  of 
the  animal   life  life  led   by   the   Bottola 
family,    living    at    the    Fayal    location, 
and    particularly    of    the    brutal    treat- 
ment  accorded    the    eldet    daughter,     a 
girl  12  or  13  years  of  age.  is  unjiaralleled 
m  the  history  of  the  local  Humane  so- 
ciety. 

The  girl  is  virtually  the  slave  of  tlie 
family.  When  found  by  Mr.  Withrow 
her  only  garment  was  an  old  shirt  of 
her  fathers.  From  her  waist  to  her 
knees  she  was  entirely  innocent  of  any 
cohering  whatever,  and  it  has  been  her 
custom  to  work  about  outside  in  this 
garb,  hauling  water  for  the  family  and 
doing  other  outside  work  during  the 
coldest  weather.  This  is  all  the  cloth- 
ing, it  is  said,  that  she  has  worn  at  any 
time  during  the  winter. 

Her  condition  was  pathetic  in  the  ex- 
treme. The  girl  told  Mr.  Withrow  and 
the  court  that  she  had  been  the  saivic 
all  winter.  She  said  she  was  lorced  to 
live  on  one  scant  meal  a  day,  scarcely 
eni'Ugh  to  keep  life  In  a  mongrel  dog. 
Her  feet  and  other  parts  of  her  body 
had  been  fro/en.  and  had  afterwards 
received  no  attention.  Thin,  gaunt, 
dirty,  generally  horrible  and  repulsive 
in  appearance.  ( lothed  in  her  few  filthy 
rags,  she  looked  mpre  like  an  outcast 
sa\age  of  centuries  ago  than  a  product 
of  advanced  civilization,  arid  was  a 
sight  10  wring  words  of  compassion 
from  the  most  brutal. 

Her  father  is  Mike  Bottal.a.  and  she 
goes  by  the  name  of  Mary.  There  are 
four  younger  children  in  the  family. 
They   also  are  in   poor  condition. 

Mr.  \\ilhrow  caused  the  arre.=t  of 
Rottala  on  the  chnrge  of  neglect  and 
abuse  of  his  children.  He  was  found 
guilty  as  charged  and  fined  $5  and 
costs,  with  an  alternative  of  thirty 
days  in   the  county  jail. 

Mary  was  ordered  committed  to  the 
state  public  schcwl.  A.  J.  Shea  has 
taken  her  under  his  i  arc  for  the  time 
being.  On  her  own  actions  will  largely 
depend  whether  or  not  she  is  taken  to 
the  state  school.  Mr.  and  Mi's.  Shea 
are  said  to  be  kind  r»*'op!e,  well  cjual- 
itled  to  care  for  the  girl. 

One  strange  feature  of  the  case  is 
that  the  father  has  been  working  right 
hIo'.s  for  some  time  past,  drawing  his 
ray  regularly.  He  is  well  able  to  care 
for  the  family  in  much  better  shape  if 
he   so   desired. 

Mr.  Withrow  also  caused  the  arrest 
of  May  Wasson.  at  Evc-leth.  The 
woman  is  freciuently  iii»a  drunken  con- 
dition. She  has  a  two-year-o',d  daugh- 
ter .iiid  Is  in  no  condition  to  care  for 
It.  The  little  girl  was  taken  from  her 
and  placed  in  a  children's  home. 

The  humane  officer  also  had  John 
Marflnvick.  of  Eveleth.  arrested  for 
leaving  his  cow  without  shelter.  He 
pleaded  guilly  to  the  charge  and  was 
fined.

When  found  by  Mr.  Withrow 
her  only  garment  was  an  old  shirt  of 
her  father's.  From  her  waist  to  her 
kiiees  she  was  entirely  innocetit  of  any 
cohering  whaleser,  and  it  has  been  h»^r 
I  ustom  to  work  about  outside  in  this 
gai  b,  hauling  water  for  the  family  and 
doing  other  outside  work  during  the 
coldest  weather.  This  Is  all  the  cloth- 
ing, it  is  Kaid,  that  she  has  worn  at  aiiy 
time  during  the  winter. 

Her  condition  was  pathetic  in  the  ex- 
treme. The  girl  told  Mr,  Withrow  and 
the  court  that  she  had  been  the  same 
all  -.vintei.  i^he  said  she  was  forced  to 
live  on  one  scant  meal  a  day.  scarcely 
enough  to  ke^p  life  li\  a  mongrel  dog. 
Her  ft-et  and  other  parts  of  her  body 
had  been  frozen,  and  had  afterwards 
ie;eived  no  attention.  Thin,  gaunt, 
uirty,  generally  horrible  and  reimlsive 
in  appearance,  t  lolhed  in  her  few  filthy

Paris,  Feb.  9,  4:4")  p.  m.— It  was  aii- 
nounced  at  the  French  forelgr.  office 
this  afternoon  that  the  Russian  cruiser 
Pallada  was  sunk  in  the  torpedo  at- 
tack made  by  the  Japanese  on  the 
Russian  fleet  off  Port  Arthur.  The  in- 
juries sustained  by  the  Retvlsan  and 
Czarevitch  are  not  known.  It  was  re- 
ported on  the  same  authority  that  the 
cable  from  Vladivostock  has  been  cut. 


London,  Feb.  9. — Baron  Hayaahl 
says  the  Japanese  fleet  is  not  likely  to 
blockade  Port  Arthur.  His  knowledge 
of  the  Japanese  naval  plans,  as  tenta- 
tively prepared,  leads  him  and  other.s 
here  to  believe  that  the  Japane.se  fleet  is 
now  lying  between  Che  Foo  and  the 
Yalu  river,  screening  the  landing  of 
troops,  one  army  corps  at  Fusan  and 
two  at  Pen  Yang,  Korea. 

Night  torpedo  attacks  by  the  Jap- 
anese fleet  will,  it  is  believed,  he  kept 
up  so  long  as  the  Russian  fleet  main- 
tains its  n-'cessarily  open  position  out- 
side Ol  Port  Arthur.  This  will  be  done 
in  the  hope  of  breaking  up  the  Rus- 
siiin's  nerve. 

Tlie  troops  landing  at  Pen  Yanj?  will 
be  pushed  toward  the  Manehuiian 
frontier.  Those  at  Fusan  will  proceed 
to  Seoul. 

Unless  Viceroy  Alexieff  assumes  the 
aggres.-sive.  no  serious  naval  battle  is 
expe^^ied  until  the  disembarkation  of 
the  Japanese  troops  is  completed. 

A  disiiatch  from  Rome  saying  th.Tt  ihe 
Japanese  government  had  ptirchaaed 
the  Chilean  battleship  Capitan  Prat,  the 
cruiser  Chabuco  and  the  grunboat  Al- 
inirante  Condell  was  pronounced  untrue 
by  Baron  Hayashi. 

The  Nippon  company's  London  agents 
have  heard  nothing  of  the  alleged  cap- 
ture of  the  steamer  Iinaba  Martt  near 
Hong  Kong,  by  Russian  warships,  as 
reported  by  a  news  agency  in  the  ITnit- 
ed  '.states  today.  It  is  as.serted  here 
that  Ru.ssia  has  no  war-ship  in  the 
vicinity  of  Hong  Kong,  and  that  there- 
fore the  Inaba  Maru  cannot  have  been 
ca.i»tured. 


Paris.  F"b.  9.— China,  it  is  under- 
stood, ha.-*  given  official  a.ssurance  that 
she  will  immediately  issue  a  declara- 
tion of  neutrality.  This  is  •onsidered 
highly  important,  in  view  of  the  po.ssi- 
biiiiy  of  ("hinese  impres.sed  by  the 
Japanese  su'^ces.s  at  Port  Arthur  Join- 
ing the  Japanese. 


VVashii-.gton.  Feb.  9.— Orders  will  be 
cabled  today  to  Rear  Admiral  Evans 
to  send  his  cruiser  .squadron,  consisL- 
ing  of  the  Alliance,  New  (>ileans. 
Raleigh  and  •'iiuinnati,  from  S>ubig  bay 
to  .some  point  in  Chinese  waters  y*»t  to 
be  determined,  to  observe  the  naval 
operations. 

Ad.miral  Evans  is  expected  to  keep 
the  battleship  fleet  in  Philipi»ine  waters 
throughout  the  period  of  war  between 
RtLssia  and  Japan.

BLAMES  JAPAN 

Russia  Gives  Her  Side  of  the 
Controversy. 

St.  Petersburg.  Feb.  9.— A  lengthy  offi- 
cial communication  issued  today  gives 

the  Rusyian  account  of  the  negotiations 
whi'h  led  to  the  rupture. 

"Last  year,"  says  this  foreign  office 
note,  'the  Tokio  cabinet,  under  the  pre- 
text of  establishing  the  balance  of 
power,  and  a  more  settled  order  of 
things  on  the  ^shores  of  the  Pacllic. 
."ubmitted  to  the  imperial  government  a 
proposal  for  a  revision  of  the  exi-sting 
treaty  with  Korea.  Russiii  consented, 
and  Viceroy  Alexieff  Wiis  charged  to 
draw  uj)  a  project  for  a  new  under- 
standing with  Japan  in  co-operation 
with  the  Russian  minister  at  Tokio, 
who  was  entrusted  with  the  negotia- 
tions with  the  Japanese  government. 
Although  the  exchange  of  views  with 
the  Tokio  cabinet  on  this  subject  were 
of  a  friendly  character,  Japanese  social 
circles  and  the  local  and  foreign  press 
attempted  in  every  v.ay  to  produce  a 
warlike  ferment  among  the  Japanese, 
and  to  drive  the  government  into  an 
armed  conflict  with  Russia.  Under  th.} 
influence  thereof  the  Tokio  cabinet  be- 
gan ;o  formulate  greater  and  greater 
demands  in  the  negotiations  at  the 
same  time  taking  most  extensive  mea- 
sures to  make  the  country  ready  for 
war.  All  these  circumstances  could  not 
of  course  disturb  Russia's  ©'luanimity, 
but  they  induced  her  to  also  take  mili- 
tary and  naval  measures.  Neverthe- 
less, to  preserve  peace  in  the  f.ir  East, 
Russia,  so  far  as  her  Incontestable 
rights  and  interests  perml'ted,  gave  tho 
necessary  attention  to  the  demands  of 
the  Tokio  cabinet,  and  declared  herself 
ready  to  recognize  Japan's  privileged 
commercial  and  economic  position  in 
the  Korean  peninsula,  with  the  conces- 
sion of  the  right  to  protect  it  by  mill- 
event  of  disturbances 
At  the  same  lime, 
observing  the  funda- 
of  her  policy  regard- 
ing Korea,  whose  independence  and 
integrity  were  guaranteed  by  previous 
understandings  with  Japan,  and  by 
treaties  with  other  powers,  Russia  in-| 
sisted  on  three  points: 

1.— <  )n  a  mutual  anrl  conditional  guar-  , 
antee  of  this  principle. 

2.— On  an  undertaking  to  use  no  part 
of  Korea  for  strategic  purpose.^,  as  the 
autln^rization  of  such  action  on  the 
part  of  any  foreign  power,  was  directly 
opposed  to  the  principle  of  the  inde- 
pendcnceo  of  Korea. 

3. — On  the  preservation  of  the  full 
freedom  of  navigation  of  the  straits 
of  Korfaa. 

The   projM^t   elaborated   in    this   sense 
did    not    SMtisfy    the    Japanese    govern- 
ment,   which    in    its   !a»st   proposals    not 
only   declined    to   accept   the   conditions 
which  appeared  as  tho  guarantee  of  the  | 
Independence  of  Korea,  but  also  begun  j 
at  the  same  time  to  insist  on  provisions  i 
to  be  incorporated  in  a  project  regard-  j 
ing  the  question  of  Manchuria.       Such  i 
demands     of     Japan,     naturally,     were 
inadmissable,    the   question   of   Russia's  j 
position    in    Manchuria,    concerning    in  j 
the   first  place   China   but   also   all   the  j 
powers  having  commercial  interests  in  • 
China.  The      Imperial      goverimient.  ; 

therefore,  saw  absolutely  no  reason  to  i 
include  in  a  special  treaty  with  Japan  j 
regarding  Korean  affairs,  any  provis-  1 
ins  concerning  territorj-  occur>ied  by  ' 
Russian  troops.  The  Imperial  govern-  ; 
ment.   however,  did  not  refuse,   so  long  ; 


as  the  occupation  of  Manchuria  lasts, 
to  recognize  both  the  sovereignity  of 
the  emperor  of  China  in  Manchuria 
and  also  the  rights  acquired  there  by 
other  ix)wers  through  treaties  with 
China,  A  declaration  to  this  effect  had 
al.so'  already  been  made  to  the  foreign 
cabinets.  In  view  of  this  the  Imperial 
government,  after  cliarging  Its  repres- 
entative at  Tokio  to  present  Its  reply 
to  the  last  proposal  of  Japan,  was  jus- 
tified in  expecting  the  Tokio  cabinet  to 
take  into  account  the  consideration  set 
forth  above  and  that  it  would  appre- 
ciate the  wish  manifested  by  Ru.ssia  to 
come  to  a  peaceful  understanding  with 
Japan.  Instead  of  this  the  Japanese 
government  not  even  awaiting  this  reply 
decided  to  break  off  negotiations  and  to 
suspend  diplomatic  relations.  The  im- 
perial government  wiiil#-  laying  on  Jap- 
an the  full  respon.sibility  for  any  conse- 
quences of  such  a  <our8e  of  action,  will 
await  the  development  of  events  and 
the  moment  it  becomes  neces^ai^-  will 
take  th>*  most  decl.sive  measures  for  the 
protction  of  its  rights  and  Interests  in 
the  far  I':aat."

The  other  four  charge  conspiracy,  in 
which  he  Is  jointly  indicted  with 
Charles  Francis  Phillips,  said  to  be 
president  of  the  corporation  trust  com- 
pany of  Delaware,  with  offices  in  Wall 
street.  Warrants  were  isstied  for  the 
arrest  of  both  men.  Postofflce  Inspec- 
tors assert  that  $300,ti00  is  involved. 
Judge  Allen  Weir  of  Olympla.  Wash., 
president  of  the  Natchez  liallway  & 
Logging  company,  and  two  other  west- 
ern men  testified  before  the  gnuid  jury.

Balti- 
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ROCKEFELLER 

Said  to  Be  Preparing:  to  Quit 
Business. 

New  York.  Feb.  9.— It  was  stated  to- 
day by  a  man  in  close  relations  to  John 
D.  Rockefeller  that  It  is  now  well  under- 
stood among  tho  Intimate  friends  of  the 
millionaire  tliat  ho  is  ninking  definite 
pieparaiions  to  retire  from  the  carfs 
of  business.  His  resignation  from  the 
directorate  of  the  st^  I  trust  a  few  days 
ago  was  cited  as  the  first  significant 
step  in  carrying  out  tliis  plan.  The  same 
authority  said  Mr  Rockefoller  will  re- 
sign almost  Immediately  from  a  score 
of  other  directorships  which  he  holds,  and 
that,  his  son.  John  D.  Rockefeller.  Jr.. 
will   be   submitted   in   his  place. 


Baltimore.  Feb.  9.— With  the  great 
fire  which  ate  up  property  variously 
esUmated  from  $25,000,000  to  1150.000,000 
slowly  burning  itself  out.  Baltimore 
awoke  this  morning  to  face  the  grave 
question  of  civic  and  municipal  re- 
adjustment. Confronting  the  mayor  and 
his  associates  of  the  city  government 
are  the  problems  of  aid,  the  acceptance 
or  refusal  of  generous  offers  of  assist- 
ance from  every  section  of  the  country, 
policing  of  the  vast  burned  district 
where  lies  buried  untold  treasure  in 
warped  safes,  and  all  the  hundred 
minor  things  that  follow  a  calamity  so 
stupendous  that  It  Is  even  yet  hardly 
fully  realized. 

••With  admirable  promptness  all  the 
important  phajses  of  the  situation  have 
already  been  provided  for.  To  relieve 
banks  and  clti /.ens,  from  the  cinbarrass- 
ment  of  financial, transactions,  the  next 
seven  days  ikave  been  declared  legal 
holidays  in  the  commonwealth  of  Mary- 
land. Three  regiments  of  state  militia 
Infantry  are  On  duty,  and  Troop  A  of 
the  btate  guard  also  has  been  called 
Into  service.  .  So  thoroughly  is  the 
policing  of  the  city  now  systematized 
that  the  big  force  of  federal  troops  yes- 
terday ordered  here  to  assist  the  local 
troops  was  not  needed,  and  after  a 
conference  with  Brig.  Gen.  Riggs,  Maj. 
Gen.  Corbln  has  returned  to  New  York, 
and  it  was- not  probable  that  a 
federal  soldier  will  be  retained  In 
more. 

The  city  is  orderly.  The  hours  of  the 
early  morning,  which  vandals  and  loot- 
ers usually  seize  for  their  work,  passed 
without  event.  But  one  man  is  under 
arrest  for  offense 
with  the  fire. 

Probably  never  before  has  there  been 
a  fire  of  such  magnitude  ab.solutely 
without  lo.ss  of  life  and  so  remarkably 
free  from  accidenLs.  The  only  per.son 
seriously  injured  was  Jacob  Inglefrltz, 
a  volunteer  fireman  of  York,  Pa.  He 
was  tinconscious  when  taken  to 
hospital.  A  report  arose  that  he 
dead.  He  soon  revived,  however,  and 
was  reported  this  morning  to  be  suffer- 
ing only  from  a  broken  leg  and  minor 
injuries. 

A  careful  rounds  of  the  hospitals  re- 
veals the  fact  that  by  far  the  greater 
part  of  the  entries  In  the  books  are 
simply  for  "foreign  body  in  tiie  eye." 
In  this  respect,  as  In  many  others,  the 
great  blaze  which  raged  for  twenty- 
seven  hours,  Is  unique.  History  affords 
no  parallel  to  a  calamity  so  costly  In 
treasure  and  so  fortunately  free  from 
loss  of  life  or  limb. 

Bright  and  early,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
of  Ills  long  tour  duty,  JVlayor  McLane 
was  at  his  office  this  morning,  holding 
conferences  with  the  other  city  and 
state  officials,  and  Governor  Warfield 
was  also  on  hand. 

Today  opened  cold  and  clear.  There 
was  a  decided  fall  In  temperature  dur- 
ing the  night,  and  by  early  morning  the 
gutters  of  the  fire  district  were  filled 
with  Ice.  Thea  bsence  of  wind  Is  a 
God-send,  for  thousands  of  feet  of  tot- 
tering walls  would  surely  tumble  in  a 
strong  breeez  and  add  greatly  to  the 
peril  of  the  men  whose  duty  calls  them 
in  the  danger  zone. 

Baltimore  is  not  under  martial  law. 
Gen.  Higgs  deems  the  condition,  "mili- 
tary control,"  but  in  no  way  have  the 
civil  authorities  been  superceded.  Mili- 
tary and  civil  authority  are  working 
together. 

One  half  of  the  local  fire  companies 
were   ordered    to    their   quarters     at      i 
o'clock   this     morning.     The   newly   ar- 
rived   volunteer    visitors    remained    to 
assist  the  weal-y  local  men.     With   the 
exception  of  a  few  buildings,  140  acres  j 
of  valuable  city  propertj'  is  devastated.  | 
During  the  eariy  morning  hours  several  I 
small   fires  started  among  the  ruins  of  i 
the   burned     buildings.       Only     debris, 
however,  was  left  to  be  destroyed.  j 

Not  the  slightest  disturbance  occurred  j 
during  the  long  hours  of  the  night,  the  i 
first  since  .Saturday  in  which  Baltimore  j 
has  dared  to  sleep.     Utterly  exhausted  i 
by    the    long   siege   of     watching     and  j 
worry,    when    no   man    could    say    that  | 
any   portion   of  the   city   was   safe,    the 
people  &f  Baltimore  last  night  went  to 
rest    feeling    assured    that    the    flamea 
were  entirely  controlled  and  the  full  ex- 
tent   of    the   damage    known— only    the 
firemen,  police  and  guardsmen  remained 
on  duty  during   the   night.     In  spite  o' 
the  almost  entire  absence  of  spectators, 
the  guards  were  vigilant  to  the  utter- 
most, and  it  was  almost  impossible  for 
even  the  newspaper  men  to  keep  watch 
of  the  progress  of  the  flames.     Double 
sentries  on  every  corner  formed  a  long 
cordon  around  the  flame-swept  district 
challenged    sharply   every    passer,    and 
on    many    posts    refused    to    honor    the 
police  fire  line  permits  or  even  the  regu- 
lation military  passes  purporting  to  be 
good   on  all   posts  and   at   all   hours   of 
the  day  or  night. 

Beginning  this  morning  the  companies 
of  the  First  regiment  Maryland  guard, 
which  had  been  ordered  here,  were 
placed  on  guard.  The  Fourth  and  Fifth 
regiments,  which,  with  Troop  A  cavalry 
Baltimore  guardsmen,  who  had  been 
doing  police  duty  since  the  sounding  of 
the  riot  call  Sunday  afternoon,  were 
not  relieved  entirely,  but  were  excused,

With  the  falling  of  night  began  the 
departure  of  the  outside  firemen  who 
had  sojourned  to  the  call  for  assist- 
ance from  Baltimore,  the  flames  being 
BO  completely  under  control  that  Fire 
Chief  Horton  believed  he  could  safely 
dispense  with  the  battalions  from  othe 
towns.  The  Chester  and  Altoona  de- 
partments left  last  night  and  the  other 
outside  firemen  departed  at  Intervals 
during  the  day.  Incoming  trains  dur- 
ing the  morning  brouglit  many  sight- 
seers. Those  who  came  anticipating 
the  spectacle  of  a  great  city  in  con- 
fusion .and  lost  in  clouds  of  smoke, 
were  disappointed.  Even  to  the  very 
edge  of  the  burned  region  there  is 
nothing  spectacular. 

Strangers  alighting  from  trains  at  the 
large  railroad  station,  particularly  those 
in  the  northern  section  of  town,  see 
merely  the  normal  Baltimore  under  a 
brllli.ant  winter  sky. 

By  reason  of  the  cessation  of  street 
car  service  there  are  large  crowds  on 
the  streets,  but  the  transportation  com- 
panies are  making  brave  efforts  to  re- 
sume service.  The  suburban  lines  are 
maintaining  service  and  certain  tra<'ks 
in  the  unaffected  parts  of  the  city  also 
display  a  few  cars. 

Of  the  great  region  swept  by  the  fire. 
,  curiously  enough,  no  part  was  devoted 
directly  connected  to  residences,  so  the  sheltering  of  home- 
less is  no  part  of  the  city's  problem. 
In  the  fine  area  are  embraced  the  finan- 
cial district,  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  wholesale  district  and  a  large  sliln- 
ping  district  along  the  wharves.  In 
the  wholesale  district  at  the  north- 
western corner  of  the  fire  zone  were 
t'le  I  located  many  of  the  wiiolesale  dry  goods 
was  I  merchants  and  manufacturers  of  cloth- 
ing, an  imiportant  Baltimore  Industry. 
Adjacent  to  this  was  a.  high  class  re- 
tall  district,  with  most  of  the  principal 
jewelery,  furniture  and  piano  estab- 
lishments. Practically  every  office 
building  in  the  city  was  destroyed, 
along  with  the  banks  and  trust  com- 
panies in  the  financial  district,  nearly 
every  one  of  these  being  consumed. 
Around  the  stock  exchange  and  cham- 
ber of  commerce,  which  early  fell  be- 
fore the  names,  were  located  the  offices 
of  many  brokers,  and  these,  with  all  the 
foreign  steamship  and  custom  house 
brokers  offices  were  involved  in  the 
widespread  ruin. 

Another  wholesale  district  destroyed 
was  that  devoted  to  groceries  and  prod- 
uce, the  historic  old  "Marsh  market," 
going  down  in  ruins.  Right  in  the  heart 
of  the  burned  district  was  located  the 
immense  central  power  plant  of  the 
United  Railways  and  Electric  company, 
IS  four  closely  grouped  stacks  being 
visible  from  every  side  of  the  fiame- 
swept  zone,  and  its  fallen  walls  forming 
one  of  the  most  impressible,  as  well  as 
inaccessible,  ruins.  To  the  eastward 
and  southern  boundaries  of  the  fire  is  a 
region  given  up  to  lumber  yards,  can- 
ning and  packign  factories  and  ice 
house,  accessible  on  two  sides  by  water, 
and  marking  the  first  real  check  and 
far  east  progress  of  the  flames.  Today 
there  is  a  scramble  for  temporary  ottlce 
room  by  the  hundreds  of  business  firms 
whose  homes  are  now  but  unrecogniz- 
able wreckage. 

An  investigation  of  the  ruins  of  several 
of  the  banks  and  trust  companies  in  the 
destroyed  section  today  disclose.d  the 
fact  that  their  vaults  and  contents  are 
ab.'ioiutely  Intact.  This  discovery  will 
enormously  reduce  the  estimated  losses 
revealing.  a«  it  did.  that  paper  amounting 
to  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  In 
value   is   unscorched.

!  Every  vault  in  this  building  Is  intact  and 
the  turniture  and  fitting.-*  are  undamaged. 
Officials   of    the    Mercantile    Trust    com- 
pany   and    the    Maryland    Trust    company 
reported    that    the     examination     showed 
that  everything  in   them    was   intact   and 
not    even    scorched.      The    buildings,    too, 
of  these  institutions  were  found  to  be  In 
excellent  shape. 

The  dvnamlters  today  began  demolish- 
ing the  shells  of  tall  buildings  left  stand- 
ing in  the  deva.«tated  dl.^trlct  and  which 
are  a  menace  to  other  property  and  to 
life.  The  seven-story  law  building  wa» 
blown  up  and  it  is  thought  it  will  be  ntc- 
ossarv  to  dvnatlme  the  nine-story  Equit- 
able "building  and  the  seven-story  Her- 
ald building.  With  one  notable  excep- 
tion the  plants  of  the  Baltimore  Dally 
n'?-w.'<papcrs  were  completely  •  consumed 
In  the  conflagration. 

Individual  Insurance  men  who  have 
made  a  thorough  Inspection  of  the  disas- 
ter gives  e.stlmates  of  the  property  loas 
that  tally  closely  with  that  of  the  ad- 
justers, namely,  $125,000,000  and  the  loss 
to  the  Insurance  companies  of  $90,000,000.

Pasch- 
all.  who  represents  the  Home  I.lfe  Insur- 
ance company  on  the  other  hand,  said 
he  bfliovcd  that  the  total  property  loss 
would  not  exceed  $75,000,000.  the  loss  to 
the  insurance  campanles  reaching  ap- 
proximately   $50,000,000.

John  Cochrane,  of  Pere  Marquette  No.  4 
of  the  Mlciiigan  Salt  Traiisportalion  com- 
pany's line,  which  arrived  at  Milwaukee 
Saturday  afternoon  from  Ludlngton, 
Mich.,  after  battling  witl'  fog  ur.d  Ice  for 
sixteen  hours,  on  a  course  wlilch  usually 
requires  about  seven.  Most  of  me  ice  is 
banked  against  the  east  shore,  where  toe 
field  is  almost  solid  In  a  widlii  of  thirty 
or  forty  miles.  On  the  v/^st  shore  the  ice 
Is  lighter,  and  Sunday  liiorniUij  it  was 
boren  along  on  the  current  at  a  rate  of 
about  six  miles  an  hour.  Sunday  night 
the  cold  snap  had  frozen  it  into  one  solid 
sheet  of  varying  thickness.  Boats  from 
this  ijart,  however,  had  no  trfiuble  In 
brea4ving  a  path  between  the  htavler  por- 
tions. 

"We  left  Ludlngton  at  11  otlock  Fri- 
day night,  in  company  with  Pere  Mar- 
quette No.  20,  the  big  car  ferry,"  said 
Capt.  John  Cochrane,  of  the  No.  4,  in  tell- 
ing of  his  trip.  "The  ice  from  the  east 
shore  extends  about  half  way  across  the 
lake,  and  it  took  us  until  7  o'clock  Satur- 
day morning  to  make  twenty-live  miles. 
The  ice  varied  In  thickness  from  four 
inciies  to  twenty  feet.  it  was  so  thick 
that  we  had  to  go  at  at  It  tt)gether,  wltii 
the  stern  of  ttie  ferry,  bucking  with  full 
speed.  Even  at  that  the  ferry  stuck  sev- 
eral times,  and  we  had  to  back  away  and 
cut  it  out.  On  our  way  .lut  of  the  harbor 
we  cut  out  the  Pere  Marquette  No.  li), 
sister  to  No.  20,  and  the  same  boat  winch 
is  now  on  the  rocks  off  Fox  Point.  It  went 
to  ].,udine:ton.  and  left  port  there  about 
seven  hours  after  we  did,  although  it  al- 
m<ist  causrht  up  with  us  In  coming  across. 

"A  heavy  fog  covered  tlie  lake,  but  so 
long  as  we  were  In  the  ice  fields  we  could 
see  several  boat  lengths  ahead  of  ine  ves- 
sel. When  we  got  out  into  the  open  water 
the  fog  became  heavier  and  at  1  o'clock 
In  the  afternoon  I  could  not  see  our 
smoke  stack  from  the  bridge.  It  is  an 
easy  thing  to  get  off  the  course  In  such 
a  sea.  We  had  to  dodge  icebergs  and 
ran  to  every  point  of  the  compass  to  get 
around  big  Hoes  or  to  follow  a  crack  in  an 
ice   field, 

"It  is  probably  the  worst  ice  we  have 
had  since  1K73-4.  that  is.  for  this  time  of 
the  year.  About  a  week  ago  there  was 
only  about  twelve  miles  of  open  water 
between  the  two  shores  of  Lake  Michi- 
gan, but  last  w.eek's  gale  from  the  south- 
east broke  up  much  of  this,  and  the  space 
of  open    water   is    wider. 

".\s  long  as  boats  buck  this  lee  In  pairs 
it  Is  possible  to  get  through  all  right, 
but  earlier  in  the  week  we  tried  It  alone, 
and  the  boat  repeatedly  would  be  wedged 
so  closely  into  the.  ice  that  we  had  to 
put  n.en  over  the  sides  with  axes  to  cut 
a  channel  for  it.  The  water  is  a.s  clear 
as  crystal,  and  one  could  look  down  into 
it  and  see  the  ice  extending  far  below  the 
bottom  of  t'le  boat.  Some  of  the  icebergs 
1  that  we  saw  in  the  open  lake  seemed  to 
1  be  abuut  ten  feet  above  water,  which 
means  that  they  must  extend  almost  fifty 
feet   below   the   surf.ice." 

"You  can  not  comprehend  how  heavy 
the  ice  on  the  lake  is  this  witner  until 
you  have  seen  It  stop  one  of  these  mam- 
moth carferrles,"  said  Capt.  Charles 
Roacii  of  the  lug  George  D.  Nau,  of  the 
Pere  Marquettvi  Steamship  company, 
which  has  been  breaking  Ice  In  the  har- 
bor at  Ludlngton,  Mich.,  all  winter  for 
the  carferrie.;  tiiero,  and  which  arrived  in 
tlil.'s  port  Sunday  to  help  In  the  wrecking 
operations  necessary  to  release  Pere  Mar- 
quette 19  from  Fox  point  reef. 

"They  will  buck  Into  the  Ice  at  the  rate 
of  twelve  miles  an  hour,  which  gives  a 
big  steel  steamer  an  awful  momentum, 
and  they  will  be  brought  to  a  standstill 
in  jW>  feet.  Powerful  as  these  ferries  are, 
there  l.**  much  ice  that  even  they  can  not 
break  through,  and  so  they  go  to  all 
points  of  the  compass  to  find  some  vulner- 
able point  in  an  ice  field." 

HOLLAND  NEUTR.\L. 
New  York,  Feb.  9.— Holland  has  decided 
in  case  of  war  to  maintain  the  strictest 
neutrality,  says  a  Herald  dispatch  from 
The  Hague.

A  dainty  play  played  by  a  dainty  and 
charming  little  woman.  That  is  what 
"Polly  Primorse"  is  as  presented  by  Mi^s 
Adelaide  Thurston.  To  Duluth,  people, 
however,  the  actress  is  more  than  that, 
she  is  one  of  us,  and  hence,  no  wonder 
she  was  given  an  ovation  last  evening  at 
the  I..yceum  that  continued  from  the  open- 
ing o  fthe  performance  until  the  curtain 
rang  down  on  thee  ahrming  little  rebel 
in  the  arms  of  her  loyal  lanKee  lover. 
1  lie  charm  that  she  exerted  over  the  au- 
dience was  not  for  a  moment  lost,  and 
when  at  the  close  of  the  third  act  she 
came  forward  in  response  to  repeated 
calls  and,  with  a  smile  as  pretty  and  as 
winning  as  any  of  those  of  the  pretty 
Polly  of  the  play,  said.  "I  have  a  li(«ie 
speech,"  and  made  a  little  acknowledge- 
ment as  dainty  and  pretty  as  the  play  it- 
self, of  the  pleaBure  she  felt  at  the  re- 
ception given.  Everyone  was  reduced  to 
complete   capttlvity. 

"Polly  Primrose"  is  a  story  of  war  time, 
but  bullets  and  fighting  play  little  part  in 
it.  It  is  based  on  one  of  those  little  in- 
cidents that  may  have  occurred  in  many 
.sections  of  the  country  In  that  dark 
period,  and  that  were  intensely  dramatic 
and  fraught  with  much  danger  to  those 
concerned.  The  scene  is  laid  at  George- 
town and  the  incident  and  the  cf>ntem- 
plated  withdrawal  of  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  the  federal  troops  from  the  na- 
tional capital  close  by,  furnishes  the  Inci- 
dent around  which  the  dramattc  portion 
of  the  story  is  woven.  John  Ferguson 
Primrose  is  a  Southern  sympathizer  and 
to  him  Gen.  I>ee  has  entrusted  the  task  of 
learning  if  the  troops  .are  to  be  sent  out 
to  Wa,shington  and  of  notifying  him 
when  they  are.  Polly  Primrose,  the  idol 
of  the  family  and  of  the  whole  neighbor- 
hood, In  fact,  has  Just  returned  from 
school  and  finds  in  the  home  a  young 
Northern  officer,  Capt.  Carlisle,  who  has 
brought  her  brother  there  after  the  latter 
was  wounded.  Capt.  Carlisle  is  a  gentle- 
man and  a  chivalrous  man.  but  he  is  a 
"mans"  man"  and  takes  little  interest 
In  the  fair  sex.  The  fnir  Polly  is  piqued 
when  she  tlnds  that  the  young  officer  does 
not  fall  at  her  feet  as  have  the  Scruthern 
young  men  and  women  and  determines 
that  he  shall.  In  this  she  is  successful, 
bui  finds  that  her  own  heart  has  gone  to 
the  keeping  of  the  young  man  from  the 
North. 

In  the  course  of  the  plotting  with  ref- 
erence to  informing  Lee  of  the  events  that 
are  to  take  place  at  Wsushington.  Carlisle 
drops  in  upon  Primrose  and  his  friends 
and  learns  what  they  are  up  to.  His 
action,  owing  to  the  trickery  of  a  Ma.^sa- 
chusetts  renegade  who  hates  him,  places 
him  In  the  light  of  being  a  spy  and  they 
determine  to  kill  him.  They  bind  and 
gag  him  and  thrust  him  in  another  room 
just  .'IS  Polly  comes  in.  She  divines  that 
something  has  happened  and  though  an 
attempt  Is  made  to  conceal  It  from  her. 
her  woman's  instinct  tells  her  that  it  is 
her  lover  that  is  in  the  room  and  that 
he  is  in  danger.  She  plots  to  gain  his 
relea£:e  and  employes  various  subterfuges 
to  remain  in  the  room  where  the  men 
are  and   thus  gain   time. 

One  of  these  is  very  clever.  It  concerns 
a  letter  which  she  grasps  quickly  from 
the  table.  Much  ado  is  made  over  this 
and  .«he  betrays  a  singular  agitation  but 
finally,  when  she  learns  that  Carlisle  has 
escaped,  she  throws  it  down  exclaiming. 
j  "I've  tricked  you  all:  it  was  a  blank,  it 
was  a  blank;  look  In  that  room:'  She 
does  It  like  a  heroine  and  then  quails  like 
I  a  child  before  her  father's  anger.  All 
comes  out  well.  Carlisle  behaving  hand- 
somely and  saving  the  household  from 
being  arerstod  as  plotters. 

Mips  Thurston  is  a  delightful  comedienne 
a.s  she  has  demon.strated  here  very  ef- 
fectively in  her  former  appearances.  That 
she  is  "also  capable  of  handling  intense 
scenes  and  working  them  up  with  the 
proper  dramatic  force  was  fully  exempli- 
fied in  the  third  act  of  thi.s  play.  It  is 
a  very  cleverly  constructed  scene  and  she 
works  up  to  the  emotional  climax  with 
a  nicely  of  perception  and  a  power  of 
simulation  that  Is  admirable.  There  is 
an  irresistible  eharm  of  manner  in  all 
that  she  does,  and  given  a  play  clean, 
wholesome,  pretty  and  intellectually 
bright  as  this  is,  she  offers  an  entertain- 
ment  deliciously  enjoyable.

THE  HERALD  AND  THE  WAR  NEWS. 

The  expected  war  between  Rus.sia  and  Japan  has  be- 
gun. Hostilities  have  opened  with  an  attack  bj*  a  Ja- 
panese fleet  upon  the  Russian  vessels  at  Port  Arthur, 
r.nd  the  first  blow  struck  by  the  Japanese  has  resulted 
in  two  Russian  battleships  and  a  cruiser  being  seriously 
damaged. 

How  long  the  war  which  has  now  commenced  will 
last,  or  whether  other  nations  will  be  drawn  into  the 
5,truggle,  cannot  be  predicted  with  any  certainly.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  Japan  will  fight  until  she  is  victorious 
or  completely  cruslied.  It  is  a  struggle  to  the  death 
with  her,  as  she  feels  that  her  very  existence  depends 
upon    the    result.

DULUTH  COMPETITION  HURTS. 

That  trade  does  not  always  follow  the  flag  is  again 
I  manifest.  Wholesalers  of  Detroit,  Mich.,  are  seriously 
disturbed  over  the  competition  of  Duluth,  Chicago  and 
Milwaukee  wholesalers  at  Upper  Peninsula  points,  and 
one  of  them  has  suggested  as  a  means  of  inducing  closer 
buinesss  relations,  that  the  governorship  of  the  state  be 
i  given  to  some  Upper  Peninsula  politician. 

The  Houghton  Mining  Gazette  wisely  retorts  that 
politics  and  business  will  not  mix  well  and  intimates 
that  as  business  is  business,  admitting  of  no  mere  polit- 
ical sentiment,  the  only  ground  on  which  Detroit  and 
other  Lower  Peninsula  cities  can  successfully  meet  the 
competition  ut  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  Duluth,  Minneapolis 
and  other  Western  marts,  will  be  on  that  of  a  purely  bus- 
iness basis  with  such  quotations  on  commodities  as  will 
enlist  the  preference  of  L^pper  Peninsula  trade. 

Even  the  Detroit  Tribune  endorses  this  sensible  view 
and  it  would  seem  that  Detroit  and  other  Michigan  cities 
must  lose  this  Upper  Michigan  business  unless  they  can 
give  bctcr  service  and  make  lower  prices.  And  the 
probabilities  are  that  this  they  cannot  do. 

It  is  a  grave  mistake  to  suposc  that  trade  is  con- 
trolled by  sentiment.  Our  experience  with  other  nations 
has  proved  conclusively  that  it  is  solely  a  matter  of  price 
when  there  are  no  hindering  restrictions. 


THEFT  OR.  COWARDICE  ? 

The  sight  i>f  a  police  inspector  making  a  plea  in  be- 
half of  a  self-confessed-  thief  is  not  a  common  one,  but 
such  an  incident  occurred  in  a  Boston  court  recently. 

Inspectors  generally  are  not  susceptible,  but  when 
these  men  heard  the  story  of  George  P.  Osborn,  25  years 
old,  of  95  Princeton  street.  East  Boston,  when  they  ar- 
rested him  on  a  charge  of  stealing  ?70  worth  of  clothing, 
their  sympathies  were  aroused. 

Osborn  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard  and  a  landscape 
painter  of  ability,  and  he  said  that  he  was  driven  to  steal 
by  sheer  hard  luck,  and  that  he  reached  his  desperate 
plight  through  no  fault  of  his  own. 

Times  were  hard,  and  customers  for  his  pictures 
scarce  with  him  for  a  long  time,  and  freciuently  there 
was  little  food  and  no  fuel  in  the  flat  for  his  wife  and  his 
three  little  children.  To  make  matters  even  worse,  the 
landlord  was  clamoring  for  his  rent,  and  Osborn  says 
that  a  few  days  ago  he  threatened  to  put  the  little  family 
in  the  street  unless  the  amount  due  was  paid  up. 

Burying  his  pride.  Osborn  sought  work  painting  signs 
in  a  clothing  store.  But  tbe  pay  was  small,  and  his  cred- 
itors in->istent.  so  when  opportunity  offered,  he  began  to 
iteal  articles  from  the  store. 

The  judge  ordered  an  investigation  with  a  view  of 
placing  Osborn  on  probation  if  his  storj-  proved  to  be 
true. 

The  world  is  growing  better.  Time  was  when  a 
man  would  go  to  the  gallows  for  stealing  bread  for  his 
starving  wife  and  children.  Today  he  has  the  sympathy 
of  officers  charged  with  enforcement  of  the  law,  and  of- 
te!i  as  that  of  the  individual  from  whom  he  stole. 

Many  a  man  has  reached  the  turning  point  in  his 
career  when,  driven  to  desperation  by  the  appeals  of  a 
hungry  atid  destitute  family,  the  battle  between  his  pride 
snd  his  honesty  is  fought  out  in  his  mind.  Some  there 
are  who  pla^'  the  coward  and  lay  down;  others  con- 
quer their  pride  and  apply  to  the  authorities  or  friends 
for  relief:  the  third  clasn  allow  pride  to  conquer  honesty 
and  steal. 

Although  he  violates  the  law.  there  are  few  people 
who  will  not  agree  that  the  thief  is  preferable  to  the  cow- 
ard, lor  tlioso  who  have  never  felt  the  pangs  of  want, 
to  condemn  is  an  easy  matter,  but  no  man  knows  to  what 
class  he  may  belong  until  he  ha-  been  placed  in  the 
desperate  position  of  George  Osborn. 


THE  QUESTION  OF  SYMPATHY. 

Outside  of  sympathy  lor  the  smaller  dog,  which  is  al- 
ways latent  in  the  human  breast,  there  is  probably  no 
great  concern  in  this  country  as  to  the  outcome  of  the 
row  between  Russia  and  Japan  over  Korea. 

It  is  said  that  Russian  newspapers  of  late  are  com- 
plaining that  America's  sympathy  is  with  the  Japanese 
and  that  they  are  somewhat  bitter  in  their  comments. 
They  arc  needlessly  exercised.  No  matter  what  is  the 
outcome  of  this  trouble,  if  Russia  gives  assurances  that 
the  open  door  will  be  maintained,  she  has  naught  to  fear 
from  the  United  States  at  this  time. 

The  question  at  issite  is  whether  Russia  or  Japan  shall 
control  Korea.  Neither  has  any  moral  right.  Their  fight 
is  over  a  bone  belonging  to  another  dog.  But  Japan  fears 
that  if  Russia  is  permitted  to  control  Korea  her  own  na- 
tional existence  will  be  menaced.  And  with  good  reason. 
Russia  is  a  great  territorj'  gobbler.  The  original  ex- 
pansionist must  have  been  a  Russian.  Her  advances  in 
the  far  East  will  have  to  be  checked  some  day,  or  she  will 
own  it  all.  If  Japan  should  be  able  to  whip  her  at  this 
time,  which  is  doubtful,  her  progress  would  be  only  tem- 
porarily checked.  She  would  press  forward  again  as  soon 
as  she  recovered  from  the  effect  of  the  blow. 

.■\mericans,  therefore,  look  with  interest  upon  the  fight 
which  has  now  begun,  hoping  for  Japan's  success,  but 
doubtful,  knowing  that  if  Japan  fails  it  will  be  all  the 
sooner  necessary  for  some  other  nation  to  try  conclusions 
with  the  "bear  that  walks  like  a  man." 

While  Japan  has  struck  the  first  blow,  the  fight  has 
actually  been  forced  upon  her,  which  shows  how  little  de- 
pendence can  be  placed  in  Russian  protestations  of  a  de- 
sire for  peace.  If  the  c^ar  and  his  people  were  actually 
desirous  of  maintaining  peace  they  could  have  found  a 
way  to  prevent  this  struggle  with  honor  to  themselves. 
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ABSURD   LAWS. 

The  law  passed  by  the  recent  legislature  to  close  gro- 
cery stores  and  meat  markets  on  Sunday  has  been  sus- 
tained by  the  supreme  court,  and  it  is  now  illegal  for  a 
person  to  eat  on  Sunda}-  if  he  has  been  so  careless  as  to 
fail  to  provide  himself  with  food  on  a  week  day,  unless 
be  goes  to  a  hotel  or  restaurant. 

It  is  certainly  a  backward  step  when  such  laws  are 
placed  on  the  statute  books.  Instead  of  making  more, 
the  legislature  should  wipe  out  a  few  that  are  alreadj'  on 
the  books. 

As  the.  law  now  stands,  a  grocer  could  be  fined  for 
selling  groceries  on  Sunday,  a  meat  dealer  would  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  for  selling  meat,  while  the  pro- 
prietor of  a  tobacco  and  confectionery  store  could  sell 
either  meats  or  groceries  and  escape  punishment. 

It  is  not  often  that  grocers  or  meat  dealers  desire  to 
open  their  places  of  business  on  Sunday.  But  if  they  do, 
it  should  be  nobody's  business  but  their  own.  The  ob- 
servance of  Sunday  should  be  voluntary,  else  it  is  of  no 
benefit. 

One  day  of  rest  or  recreation  or  change  in  seven  is 
a  demand  of  nature,  but  human  laws  cannot  compel  man- 
kind to  obsgrve  nature's  laws.  That  can  only  be  ac- 
complished by  intelligent  education. 

There  is  a  stringent  state  law  against  the  opening  of 
saloons  on  Sunday,  yet  it  is  a  matter  of  common  know- 
ledge that  the  law  is  almost  universally  violated  in  every 
place  where  saloons  are  allowed  to  exist.  The  law  is 
violated  with  the  consent  of  officials,  backed  by  public 
sentiment.  What  a  farce  it  is  to  make  laws  that  are  not 
obeyed  and  not  expected  to  be  obeyed.  How  much  bet- 
ter it  would  be  if  all  such  matters  were  left  for  settlement 
t'>  the  community. 

Under  present  conditions  the  communitj'  generally 
('oes  settle  them,  but  the  settlement  is  usually  in  violation 
of  state  laws.  What  an  incentive  to  liypocrisy  and  what 
an  encouragement  to  the  political  demagogue  and  grafterl 


The  bitterness  of  certain  publi>hers  against  William 
R.  Hearst  for  being  a  successful  promoter  in  the  yellow 
newspaper  line,  has  not  yet  entirely  abated,  as  witness 
this  from  the  Lincoln  Star:  "Everj'  geiuiine  newspaper 
man  will  be  against  Hearst  if  by  any  miracle  he  should 
become  the  nominee.  The  crime  of  yell<:)w  journalism, 
with  its  wretched  excesses  of  illustrations,  of  'sensations,' 
both  in  matter  and  type,  which  has  so  debauched  the 
news  service,  is  to  be  laid  to  his  charge  more  than  to 
any  other  man.  He  has  been  able  thu>  to  debauch  and 
pervert  the  business,  not  by  reason  of  any  special  ability, 
but  because  of  a  debasing  conjunction  of  two  things, 
consciencelessness    and    the    possession    of    unnumbered 

millions  of  inherited  wealth."

the  effectiveness  of  the  pure  food  laws.  He  declined  to 
convict  a  seller  of  impure  grape  juice  on  the  ground  that 
the  stuff  was  not  purchased  for  consumption,  but  bj'  the 
the  state  inspectors  for  purpose  of  investigation.  It  was 
supposed  that  the  pure  food  law  was  passed  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  the  consumption  of  adulterations 
and  impurities,  but  under  this  ruling  it  would  seem  to  be 
necessary  for  a  man  to  poison  himself  with  adulterated 
food  before  the  seller  can  be  prosecuted.  It  must  be 
admitted  that  some  judges  are  a  little  too  industriaus  in 

hunting  for  technicalities.

Kansas  City  Star:  What  Is  the  trouble 
in  the  Far  East? 

Japan  is  trying  to  keep  Ru.s.sia  out  of 
Korea. 

What  is  Korea  and  where  is  it  .situated? 

Korea  i.s  an  autocracy  under  Japanese 
influence,  about  as  large  as  Kansas  with 
a  i)opulatlon  estimated  at  Ijetween  8,000,'JOO 
and  ]6.<100.«WO.  The  empire  occupies  a  i>en- 
Insula  just  .south  of  Siberia,  jutting  out 
into  the  Pacific  ocean  between  the  Yellow 
.sea  and  the  Sea  of  Japan,  and  reaching 
within  less  than  iw  miles  of  the  southern 
end  of  Japan. 

Is  Korea  a  rich  country? 

Not  especially.  It  is  a  purely  agricul- 
tural land  and  the  methods  of  cultivation 
are  primitive.  A  few  gold  mlne.s  are  oper- 
ated and  there  aie  supposed  to  be  deposits 
of   cojjper.    Iron    and    coal. 

Why.   then,   does  Russia   want  Korea? 

Chiefly  because  of  Its  position,  Korea 
is  an  extension  of  Manchuria,  which  prac- 
tically belongs  to  Russia.  In  the  natural 
development  of  contiguous  territory  Rus- 
sian merchants  have  crossed  the  boundary 
into  Korea  and  Russian  interests  accu- 
mulating there  under  the  weak  native 
government  naturally  look  to  the  czar 
for  protection. 

Why  is  Korea  of  strategic  value  to 
Russia? 

For  two  reasons:  First,  Russian  vessels 
must  make  a  long  detour  around  Korea 
to  p;us.^  from  Vladivostok.  SIbeiia.  to  Port 
Arthur,  the  Russian  harbor  in  Manchuria. 
In  this  journey  they  must  traverse  a 
narrow  strait  between  Korea  and  a  Jap- 
anese island,  comparable  to  Gibraltar.  To 
Insure  free  passage  Russia  seeks  to  con- 
trol   the    end    of    the    Korean    peninsula. 

ns  Its  antlclpa- 
would   l>e    in- 
convenienced   if    a    ho.stile    power    should 
havo  a  military  base  on  the  northeastern 
coast    of    Asia.      Tlierefore,    it    desires    to 
Korea. 

does  Japan  object  to   the  Russian 
annexation  of  Korea? 

Because  Japan  is  overcrowded,  with  a 
population  twelve  times  as  den.se  as  that 
the  United  States,  and  it  seeks  an 
outlet  for  its  emigrants  on  the  mainland. 
The  Island  empire  has  hoped,  too,  to  make 
Korea  base  or  an  attempt  to  extend  Jap- 
anese influence  throughout  China.  Fur- 
thermore. It  now  conducts  nine-tentha  of 
Korea's  commerce  and  owns  Korea's  two 
railways.  And,  finally.  Jap.m  holds  Its 
own  independence  would  be  menaced 
were  Russia  to  gain  the  harbor  at  the 
end  of  the  Korean  peninsula  almost  with- 
in cannon  range  of  the  Japanese  island 
fortress  of  Tsushima. 

Does  Japan  want  to  annex  Korea? 

No.  It  is  satisfied  to  maintain  Korea's 
sovereignly  with  the  expectation  that  Its 
natural  advantages  of  situation  will  give 
it   the   lion's   share   of   Korea's   trade. 

Wiicn  did  the  trouble  between  Japan 
and  Russia  begin? 

It  began  in  1S95  when  by  war  Japan  had 
forced  China  to  recognize  Korea's  inde- 
pendence and  to  grant  Japan  the  south- 
ern end  of  Manchuria.  Russia  forced 
Japan  to  give  ui>  Manchuria,  seized  the 
surrendered  territory  and  secured  a  tim- 
lier  cutting  concession  In  the  Yalu  valley 
In  Korea. 

Wliat  brought  on  the  present  crisis? 

Last  year  Russia  advanced  the  claim 
that  the  timber  concession  extends  to 
the  valle.vs  of  all  rivers  tributary  to  the 
Yalu  and  that  it  gives  the  Ru.sslans  tlie 
right  to  build  railways  and  to  monopolize 
the  port  of  Yongampho  at  the  Yalu's 
mouth.

Ancient  Consumption  Cure. 

The  mortality  from  consumption  a 
century  ago  is  explained  at  last  by  the 
discovery  of  tlie  popular  "cure  for  con- 
sumption" in  use  in  George  Wasnington'a 
day,  says  the  Detroit  News.  It  has  been 
found  in  an  old  cook  book  by  the  London. 
Eng..   (.^hronicle.    and   is   as   follows: 

Take  a  peck  of  garden  snails,  wash 
them  in  beer,  put  them  In  an  oven,  and 
let  them  stay  there  till  tney've  done  cry- 
ing; then,  with  a  knife  and  fork,  prick 
the  green  from  them,  and  beat  the  snaiifi. 
shells  and  all.  In  a  stone  mortar.  Then 
take  a  quart  of  green  earth  worms,  slice 
them  through  the  middle,  and  strew  them 
with  salt;  then  wash  them  and  beat  tnem. 
the  pot  being  first  put  into  the  still  with 
two  handfuls  of  angellco.  a  quart  of  rose- 
mary fiowers,  then  the  snails  and  worms, 
then  egrlmony,  bears  feet,  red  dock  roots, 
iiarberry  brake,  biloney.  wormwood,  of 
each  two  handfuls,  one  handful  of  rue- 
tumoric,  and  one  ounce  of  saffron,  well 
dried  and  beaten.  Tiien  pour  In  three  gal- 
lons of  milk.  Wait  till  morning,  then  put 
In  three  ounces  of  cloves  (well  beaten), 
hartshorn  graed.  Ke-ep  the  still  covered 
all  night  This  donestir  It  not.  Distil  It 
with  a  moderate  fire.  The  patient  must 
take   two  spoonfuls  at   a    time.

Negotiations  With 

Russia. 


Last  Answer  From  Czar's 

Government  Received 

Jan.  6. 


Toklo,  Feb.  9.— Last  night  the  foreii;n 
office  isaued  a  review  of  the  negotia- 
tions with  Russia  leading  up  to  the 
rupture  of  diplomatic  relations.  The 
review  !-ays  the  last  reply  from  Ru-^sia 
was  received  at  Tokio,  Januar>'  tJih. 
In  this  reply  Russia  did  not  mention  the 
fiuestion  of  the  territorial  Integrity  of 
*."hii;a  in  Manchuria,  on  which  Japan 
had  asked  for  an  u.ssurunce,  and  that 
llu.ssia  insisted  that  Japan  recognize 
Manchuria  and  it.s  littoral  as  outside- 
her  .sphere  of  interests  and  also  m.ain- 
talned  her  demands  regarding  the  fol- 
lowing clause  ill  the  proposed  agree- 
ment: 

■"The  recognition  by  Japan  of  Man- 
churia and  its  littoral  a.«<  outside  her 
sphere  and  Interest  whilst  Russia 
-within  the  limits  of  that  province 
Avould  not  Impede  Japan,  or  any  other 
jiowers  in  the  enjoyment  of  rights  and 
j»rivlleges  acquired  hy  them  under  ex- 
isting treaties  with  «"hlna  exclusive  of 
the  establishment  of  settlement."  but 
this  was  proposed  to  be  agreed  upon 
only  upon  conditions  mamtaining  th? 
tiau.ses  regarding  a  neutral  zcjne  m 
Korean  territory  and  the  non-employ- 
inent  of  Korean  territory  for  strateg- 
ical purposes,  the  conditions  whereof 
were  impossible  of  Japan's  accepting 
and  had  already  been  fully  explained 
to  them.  It  should  further  be  ob- 
eerved  that  no  mention  was  made  at 
all  of  the  territorial  integrity  of  China 
In  Manchuria  and  it  must  be  self  evi- 
dent that  the  engagenient  now  propo.-ed 
by  Russia  wuld  be  unpractical  in  value 
eo  long  as  it  was  unaccompanied  by  a 
definite  slipulatioit  regarding  the  ter- 
ritorial mtegrity  of  «'hina  In  Man- 
churia since  treaty  rights  are  only 
*o-exlstlng  with  sovercngnlty.  Event- 
ually absorption  of  Manchurl.a  l)y  l^us- 
ftia  would  ar.nul  at  oiice  tliosc  rights  and 
l»rlvHegcs  acc|uired  by  the  powers  in 
Manchuria  by  virtue  of  treaties  with 
China. 

The  statement  concludes  that  the  Jap- 
anese government  has  been  thoroughly 
actuated  by  principles  of  moderation. 
ImjKirtially  aiid  h.as  demanded  of  the 
Russian  government  no  more  than  the 
recognition  of  a  principle  which  has 
Ijeen  rei)eatedly  voluntarilj'  announced 
l>y  Russia  herself.  While  the  I^ussian 
government  persistently  refused  to  ac- 
cede thereto,  and  while  unduly  delay- 
ing on  the  one  hand  their  replies  when- 
ever tiiey  had  to  make  one,  had  on  the 
other  hand  augmented  their  military 
and  naval  preparations.  In  fact,  a 
large  Russian  force  was  on  the  Korean 
frontier.  The  Japane.se  government 
while  animated  with  a  sincere  desire  for 
peace,  had  been  exercising  the  utmost 
degree  of  patience  but  was  reluctantly 
compelled  by  the  action  of  Russia  to 
give  up  all  hopes  of  reconciliation  and 
break  off  their  negotiations.  The  text 
follows: 

"Section  1— It  being  Indispensable  to 
the  welfare  and  safttj'  of  Japan  to 
maintain  the  independence  and  terri- 
torial integrity  of  Korea,  and  to  safe- 
guard her  paramount  interests  therem, 
the  Japanese  government  finds  it  im- 
pos.sibie  to  view  with  indifference  any 
action  endangering  the  position  of 
Kore.i,  whereas  Russia,  notwithstand- 
ing her  solemn  treaty  with  China  and 
her  repeated  assurances  to  the  powers. 


;  not    only    continues    her    occupation    of 
I  Matichuria,    but    has    taken    aggres.sive 
I  measures  In   Korean   territory.     Should 
I  Manchuria   be   annexed   to   Russia,    the 
.  independence  of  Korea  would  naturally 
I  be    impossible.     The  Japanese   govern- 
t  ment   therefore,    being   desirous   of    se- 
I  curing    permanent    peace    for    Eastern 
j  Asia,    by   means  of  direct  negotiations 
!  with  Russia   with  the  view  of  arriving

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Much  Suffering  Caused 

Woodsmen  By  Low 

Temperatuae, 

Scarcely  One  Who  Has 

Not  Been  Frozen  at 

Some  Time. 


The  present  winter  season  has  been 
one  of  the  most  severe  on  men  working 
in  the  woods  of  any  in  the  memory  of 
some  of  the  oldest  loggers.  From  camps 
in  every  portion  of  the  Northwest  comes 
reports  of  men  with  frozen  feet,  frozen 
ears,  noses,  cheeks  or  hands. 

One    logger    said    yesterday    that    he 

knew  of  several  camps  where  scarcely  a 

man  lias  escaped  getting  some  portion 

of   his   body   frozen   or   badly   frostbit- 
ten. 

While  the  woods  offer  some  prot*iC- 
tion  from  the  wind,  there  is  no  protec- 
tion for  the  men  against  tlie  frost 
when  the  mercury  is  several  degrees 
below  Zero,  except  to  keep  in  motion, 
and  even  then  exix)bed  portions  of  the 
body,  tlie  faces  or  the  hands,  will  be- 
come frostbitten  before  the  owher  is 
aware  of  it. 

This  condition  of  the  weather  has  oc- 
casioned more  or  less  suffering  for  liie 
men,  and  in  some  instances  they  are 
quitting  the  camps  in  numbers,  claim- 
ing that  they  will  not  work  while  it  is 
so  cold,  and  declarir^^g  their  intention  of 
coming  to  the  city  to  stay  until  the 
weather  moderates. 

This  is  the  time  of  the  season  when 
the  logger  is  usually  acccjinpllshing  the 
most  work,  the  men  having  settled 
down  to  the  job  and  working  well  to- 
gether, and  the  loss  of  men  will  handi- 
cap operations  quite  seriously. 

As  an  offset  to  the  disagreeable  wea- 
ther conditions,  many  of  the  loggers  are 
making  extra  efforts  to  provide  tiie 
woodsmen  with  the  very  best  of  camp 
fare  as  an  inducement  lo  hold  them  at 
work.  They  argue  that  if  the  woods- 
man is  better  fed  than  he  will  be  in 
town,  and  more  attention  is  paid  to  his 
comfort  in  camp,  he  will  hesitate  long 
before  quitting  his  Job. 

A  number  of  the  local  loggers  claim 
that  their  camp  provender  bill  has  been 
heavier  within  the  last  six  weeks  than 
during  any  period  In  any  other  winter. 
One  logger,  who  has  a  camp  not  many 
miles  from  Duluth,  on  the  Duluth  & 
Iron  Itange  road,  sent  out  three  barrels 
of  chickens  to  the  camp  for  the  men, 
and  was  ready  to  send  the  forth  when 
the;  cook  sent  in  word  that  he  would 
not  prepare  them  If  they  came  to  camp. 
The  cook  claimed  that  serving  chickens 
to  woodsmen  was  too  much  work,  and 
lie  would  quit  his  Job  before  he  would 
do  it.  He  did  not  object  to  making 
pies  for  three  meals  a  day,  three  or 
four  kinds  of  cake,  sauce,  besides  the 
usual  array  of  vegetables  and  fresh 
meats,  but  he  did  object  to  getting  up 
chicken  dinners. 

Local  employment  agencies  have 
many  orders  to  fill,  and  there  are  plenty 
of  men  In  town  that  are  not  working, 
but  they  are  not  looking  for  jobs  just 
yet. 

Tho.se  that  have  come  in  from  the 
woods  have  money  that  has  been  saved 
up  since  the  holidays,  and  they  are  tak- 
ing their  comfort  with  it  while  the 
money  lasts.  When  that  is  gone  thej 
will  go  around  to  the  employment  offi- 
ces looking  for  another  job. 

The  loggers  are  not  offering  any  bet- 
ter wages  than  they  did  earlier  in  the 
winter,  in  fact,  they  do  not  offer  quite 
Eo  much  for  some  classes  of  work. 
Teamsters  are  in  demand  for  the  cedar 
camps  at  the  present  time,  but  none 
of  the  offers  In  this  district  exceed  $30 
per  month. 

Loggers  from  a  distance  are  offering 
$35  i>er  month  for  teamsters,  but  the 
men  have  to  pay  their  fare,  which,  in 
some  cases,  amounts  to  $5  or  $6,  and 
they  do  not  seem  anxious  to  get  so  far 
away  from  the  city. 

I'nless  there  Is  a  break  In  the  car 
shortage  situation  very  shortly  some  of 
the  pulpwood  and  cedar  men  threaten 
to  curtail  their  operations,  and  will  let

HAD  ENOUGH  OF  IT. 

Bemidjl  CitizenGives  Up  the 
Homesteading  Business. 

G.  N.  Christie,  of  this  city,  has  arrived 
at  the  conclusion  that  there  may  be 
pleasures  In  store  for  the  man  who 
wants  to  get  a  homestead  in  the  woods, 
but  that  he  can  find  a  lot  of  things  to 
do  that  are  funnier,  says  the  Bemldji 
Sentinel.  The  first  of  last  month  G 
N.,  Sam  Hazen  and  two  others,  one  a 
cruiser  and  the  other  a  man  from 
Crookston,  lltted  up  a  rig  here  and 
started  on  the  second  or  third  of  Jana- 
uary  for  the  Big  Fork  country,  in  the 
vliinlty  where  Is  located  a  quarter  sec- 
tion of  land  on  which  Mr.  Christie  had 
llled,  and  another  quarter  section  on 
which  Mr.  Hazen  had  a  claim.  'Ihis 
outfit  consisted  of  a  covered  wagon, 
well  stocked  with  provisions,  a  stove 
and  camp  eciulpage,  the  whole  drawn 
by  a  good  team.  They  drove  merrily 
from  Bemldji,  and  in  due  course  of  time 
arrived  at  Northome.  From  this  point 
their  course  lay  northwest  and  early  In 
the  morning  they  hitched  up  and 
started.  The  route  from  Northome  to 
Wilm's  was  not  such  easy  going  as  the 
llrst  stage  of  the  journey,  but  the  eight 
miles  was  negotiated  without  much  dif- 
ficulty that  day.  They  were  the  guests 
at  Wilm's  the  second  night  out  and  the 
next  morning  hitched  up  and  started 
again.  '•We  figured,"  said  Mr.  C.,  in 
telling  the  story,  "that  we  would  reach 
an  abandoned  shanty,  six  miles  away, 
that  evening,  but  by  the  jumping  jim- 
iny  we  had  lo  cut  every  Inch  of  our 
way,  and  the  first  day  we  made  only  a 
mile  and  a  half.  The  next  day  we  tra- 
veled another  mile,  got  our  horses  Into 
the  bog  at  the  source  of  the  Lost  Tam- 
arac  river,  got  'em  out  and  started 
again,  and  when  night  came  we  were 
so  tired  that  we  didn't  know  what  to 
do.  We  had  the  same  thing  over  again 
the  next  day,  and  along  late  that  after- 
noon we  reached  the  abandoned  shanty. 
Tired?  Great  Mud,  but  we  were  tired. 
You  make  six  miles  of  road  throvlgh  the 
woods,  around  windfalls,  across  bogs 
and  do  It  in  three  days  and  you  will 
know  what  it  Is  to  get  tired.  Well,  w-;» 
went  into  that  shanty,  found  an  old 
cookstove  and  it  didn't  take  long  to  get 
up  a  roaring  fire  and  run  the  porcupine 
out.  That  night  old  Mr.  Porcupine  came 
back  to  go  to  bed,  but  I  scared  him  out, 
and  we  slept  the  sleep  of  the  just.  The 
next  day  we  started  for  my  claim.  It 
was  six  miles  through  the  woods,  and, 
say  It  took  us  ten  days  to  cut  a  road 
to  that  claim:  It  was  simply  a  corker. 
One  day  the  four  of  us  decided  that  we 
would  'hike'  for  the  claim.  We  started 
at  7:30  in  the  morning,  determined  to  go 
as  far  as  we  could  by  12:30.  and  then 
turn  around  and  get  back  to  the  shanty, 
because  It  would  not  do  lo  get  away 
from  shelter  with  the  thermometer 
down  to  50  below.  We  each  took  a 
sandwich  and  a  bottle  of  water  and 
started.  The  snow  was  all  of  twenty 
Inches  deep,  and  some  places  over  three 
feet,  the  crust  was  not  strong  enough 
to  carry,  and  it  was  a  case  of  get  your 
foot  in  and  then  pull  it  out  and  go  it 
again.  We  took  turns  at  going  ahead 
to  break  the  road,  and  at  12:30,  after 
the  hardest  kind  of  work,  we  had  gone 
Juat  three  miles.  We  sat  down  In  the 
snow,  look  out  our  sandwiches  and 
water,  and  then  found  out  how  tired 
and  hungry  we  were.  One  of  the  boys 
had  forgotten  his  sandwich,  and  we  di- 
vided with  him— three  sandwiches  for 
four  men.  You  can  bet  it  didn't  take 
long  to  eat  our  lunch  and  then  we 
started  biuk.  Jee-whiskers  but  that  was 
a  puli:  Why  it  took  us  until  after  5 
o'clock  to  retrace  our  steps,  and  each 
of  us  made  up  our  minds  that  we  could 
not  make  the  shanty— but  we  finally  got 
there— and  say— I  stuck  my  face  into 
a  loaf  of  dry  bread  and  ate  the  whole 
thing,  dry  as  it  was.  Hungry? 
My  goodness!  Then  we  rustled  around, 
found  an  old  skillet  with  some  dry 
beans  in  It,  cooked  I  don't  know  how 
long  ago,  got  some  snow  and  put  it 
over  the  stove;  found  a  package  of 
rolled  oats  and  stirred  that  In  and  let 
cook  an  hour,  and  then  we  all  went 
after  it.  That  dose  of  oats  was  the  best 
thing  I  ever  tasted."  Mr.  Christie  says 
that  he  got  so  he  could  run  a  section 
line  as  well  a.s  any  cruiser  in  the  bu.si- 
ne.'^s,  but  that  he  has  no  Intention  of 
going  Into  that  line  of  work.  He  furth.^r 
remarked  that  there  was  lots  of  fun 
slci-phie:  i'l  the  open  air  on  balsam 
boughs  with  your  feet  to  the  fire  and 
the  mercury  down  among  the  thirties, 
but  that  he  don't  want  any  more  of  it 
in  his.  They  finally  got  a  cabin  up  and 
a  fire  started  and  then  their  misery  be- 
gan. The  logs  were  frozen,  of  course, 
and  there  was  plenty  of  snow  on  them, 
and  when  they  got  the  cabin  warmed 
up,  those  logs  would  begin  to  leak 
water,  water,  water,  and  everybody 
and  everything  got  wet  and  nasty.  The 
delights  of  claim  holding  in  the  north 
in  the  winter  time,  he  thinks,  are  many, 
but  the  most  delightful  thing  he  knows 
of  IS  getting  baxrk  wTiere  you  can  see 
daylight  and  get  warm  without  wear- 
ing a  whole  clothing  store.  Tramping 
through  the  woods  with  a  52-pound 
"turkey"  strapped  on  isn't  a  moon- 
light ramble  by  any  means,  and  he 
would  rather  "stone  and  timber"  than 
"homestead." 

Mr.  Christie  says  that  moose  herd  In 
the  vicinity  of  his  farm  like  cattle,  and 
that  he  saw  abundant  evidences  of  their 
presence.  He  heard  wolves  howl  at 
night,  but  saw  none  of  them.  Coming 
out  Mr.  Christie  saw  three  moose  trot- 
ting tl;rough  the  snow  acro.ss  a  little 
opening,  and  moose  meat  is  plenty  in 
the  camps.  Fried  moose  sandwiches,  he 
says,  have  beef  skinned  a  block  and  a 
half,  and  the  settlers  always  get  the 
youngest  one.  The  moose  the  Christie 
party  helped  eat  was  killed  from  the 
door  of  a  settler's  cabin,  and  the  head 
Is  nailed  up  near  the  door  and  the  skin 
stretched  over  the  walls.  Last  sum- 
mer the  Utile  4-year-old  daughter  of  a 
homesteader  came  to  her  mamma  with 
a  stor>-  that  a  big  black  dog  had  come 
out  of  the  woods  to  see  her.  The  mother 
went  out  to  see.  and  there  on  a  log 
sat  a  big  black  bear.  Porcupines  are 
plenty,  and  they  make  a  trail  through 
the  snovv  like  a  monster  snake.  The 
porcupines  are  short-legged  and  have 
lo  plow  their  way  when  the  snow  ia 
deep.  They  are  the  only  eatable  ani- 
mal, says  Mr.  Christie,  that  may  be 
killed  with  a  club,  and  furnish  meat  for 
many  a  way-worn  and  far-from-home 
cruiser,  who  is  short  of  grub.

The  iietice  of  his  dismissal  was  served 
on  Miller  last  evening  when  he  reporte'd 
lor  duty. 

The  .statement  of  the  reai^ons  for  the 
dismissal  contained  a  short  review  of 
the  manner  in  which  the  charges  of 
grafting  had  been  brought  agair.si 
Cniet  Troyer,  and  stated  that  there  was 
not  the  slightest  reason  or  excuse  to: 
making  me  cbarges  tliat  Miller  made. 

•He  made  statements  in  my  prea- 
ence  concerning  the  intelligence  and 
character  of  tiie  chief  which  make  't 
entirely  necessary  that  one  of  them 
leave  the  lorce  in  the  interest  of  dis- 
cipline, ile  was  asked  that,  if  holuing 
this  leeling  toward  the  chief,  he  did  not 
think  it  was  advisable  for  him  to  resign, 
and  he  stated  that  he  would  not  resign, 
as  there  might  be  a  new  chief  soon. 

"I  believe  that  discipline  could  not  be 
maintained  if  the  men  were  permltlei 
to  treat  their  superior  ohicers  as  was 
done  by  Miller  in  this  matter,  and  for 
that  reason,  and  because  of  the  false 
accusation  which  Patrolman  Miller 
maUe  concerning  his  superior  otticers,  1 
have  removed  him  from  his  position."

A  recommendation  for  an  ordinance, 
compelling  all  owners  of  all  places  of 
amusement  to  provide  asbestos  cur- 
tains, was  submitted  to  the  council  last 
evening   in   a   letter  from   Mayor  Hugo. 

"The  several  buildings  throughout  tne 
city,  which  are  open  to  the  public,  have 
been  inspected  by  the  building  inspec- 
tor and  the  fire  warden,  and  the  reports 
contain  a  mass  of  information  which 
I  have  not  be^-^n  able  as  yet  to  digest.

Divorce   Action  to

Mrs.  Ida  Dion,  of  this  city.  has. 
through  her  attorney,  A.  N.  McGindley. 
filed  notice  of  appeal  to  the  supreme 
court  of  this  state,  from  the  order  of 
the  district  court,  sustaining  the  demur- 
rer of  Joseph  Dion,  her  husband,  to  the 
complaint  entered  in  a  divorce  action.

Dion's  attorney,  F.  L.  Randall,  of  St. 
Cloud,  entered  demurrer  to  the  com- 
plaint and  the  court  held  that  confine- 
ment in  the  state  reformatory  wa.s  no 
more  grounds  for  a  divorce  than  impris- 
onmt-nt   In   tlie  county  jail.

dent movements,  including  the  North 
American  continent.  Great  Uritai,  the 
continent  of  Europe,  .-^outh  Africa.  In- 
dia, t'hina.  Japan,  Australia  and  South 
America.  The  activities  of  this  federa« 
tion  are  chit-lly  centered  upon  philan- 
thropio  work  in  connection  with  the 
colk.g-:.s.  such  as  boys"  clubs,  reading 
rooms  and  city  mission  work,  as  wcli 
tts  the  devotional  study  of  the  Bible, 
Viirijus  religious  meetings  and  the  con- 
duct of  information  bureaus  for  new 
Biudents  and  the  cuUivation  of  an  in- 
terest In  the  work  of  the  church 
abroad. 

While  most  of  these  societies  are  con- 
duot»»d  as  purely  voluntary  bands  of 
Btudfnts,  iihout  fifty  of  them  have 
l>ui!dnn<s.  valued  at  a  million  and  a 
half  of  d.illar.s,  which  are  used  exclu- 
Kivcl/  for  student  activities.

FROM  THE  HERAL.O 

WASHINQTO,y  BUREAU. 

Washington,  Feb.  9.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  attempt  of  a  combination 
of  automobile  manufacturers  to  force 
the  Brownlow  good  roads  bill  Uirough 
congress  has  thus  far  failed  to  aid  that 
measure  In  the  slightest  degree.  A 
literary  bureau  is  maintained  here  at  a 
great  expense  and  the  various  farmer's 
clubs  and  organizations  throughout  the 
country  have  been  loaded  with  ready- 
made  petitions  to  congress  to  pass  the 
bill.  But  there  is  a  widespread  belief 
that  such  legislation  is  not  wise  at  this 
time. 

This  sentiment  is  well  expressed  by 
Representative  James  B.  Perkins,  of 
New  York,  who  in  an  inter\iew  today 
said: 

"I  doubt  if  Mr.  Brownlow's  bill,  ap- 
propriating $24,000,000  for  good  roads 
will  be  passed.  In  the  lirst  place,  the 
government  is  on  the  verge  of  a  delicit, 
and  to  enter  upon  a  new  field  of  ex- 
penditure, of  which  the  amount  might 
be  unlimited,  would  seem  hazardous  to 
many.  The  fact  is,  we  are  spending 
about  all  the  money  the  government 
has.  It  would  be  a  lamentable  con- 
dition for  a  country  as  rich  its  thi.^ 
to  be  running  behind  every  year  like 
Turkey  or  Spain  and  it  would  be  very 
unpalatable  to  impose  a  lot  of  new 
taxes  in  a  time  of  peace. 
:  "Besides  this,  many  doubt  the  wisdom 
of  the  general  government  going  into 
the  business  of  building  roads.  I  am 
a  firm  believer  in  the  lmiK>rtarK;e  of 
good  ro.ads.  When  in  the  New  York 
legislature  in  1898,  I  voted  for  the  orig- 
inal good  roads  act,  but  the  question 
is,  whether  the  construction  of  roads 
should  not  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
states.  If  we  people  in  New  York 
got  anything  out  of  the  genen\l  gov- 
ernment for  this  purpose,  we  should 
have  to  pay  for  it,  and  we  should  pay 
more  than  we  got.  We  contribute  to 
the  national  t.axes  in  proportion  to  our 
wealth.  We  should  receive  from  the 
national  treasury  in  proportion  to  our 
population.  Ours  Is  a  much  richer  com- 
munity than  is  found  in  most  other 
states.  Though  no  specific  tax  is  made 
for  this  additional  expenditure,  it  comes 
out  of  the  pockets  of  the  tax  payers 
just  the  same,  and  they  are  so  much 
poorer  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Furthermore,  there  Is  a  question 
whether  the  superintendence  of  road 
construction  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Pacific,  over  this  enormous  country, 
could  be  wisely  carried  on  lu  Washing- 
ton. The  demands  for  new  construc- 
tion In  scantily  populated  districts 
would  be  very  great.  The  force  of 
agents  and  employees  which  the  gov- 
ernment would,  in  time,  have  would 
become  very  large.  Once  started  on 
such  a  course  11  is  hard  to  say  where 
we  should  end,  or  to  what  an  amount 
this  Item  might  grow.  There  is,  more- 
over, some  question,  certainly,  as  to  the 
power  of  the  general  government.  I 
am  no  great  stickler  for  state  rights, 
but  when  it  comes  to  road  building,  I 
believe  that  the  states,  and  certainly 
the  state  of  New  York  ca.n  get  more  for 
Its  money  and  accomplish  better  results 
if  road  building  is  kept  in  the  hands  of 
our  state,  under  the  laws  which  we  now 
have,  instead  of  being  turned  over  to 
the  general  govemmnt.  Such,  at 
least,  is  my  present  Impression.  I 
sympathize  with  those  who  believe  In 
good  roads,  but  let  us  be  wise  in  our 
policy,   and  not  allow  our  zeal  to  lead 

us  into  unadvised  actions.

John  J.  Boobar  is  the  librarian  of  the 
house  of  representatives.  Mr.  Boobar 
came  to  Washington  from  Minnesota. 
Up  in  his  Northwest  home  the  librarian 
is  accustomed  to  dep  snow.  He,  like 
nearly  every  man  In  Minnesota,  learn. ;d 
early  in  life  the  use  of  snow  shoes. 
Not  the  skees  so  popular  with  Staiu'.l- 
navian  residents  of  that  state,  but  the 
wide,  rawhide  woven,  oval  snow  shoos 
of  the  Indian.  When  Mr.  Boobar  came 
to  Washington  he  brought  a  pair  of 
these  snow  shoes  with  him.  He  has 
had  few  opportunities  to  use  them  since 
he  came  until  within  the  past  few  days. 
Since  the  heavy  fall  of  snow — nearly 
ten  inches  fell  in  one  day — Mr.  Boobar 
has  been  in  his  glory.  He  lives  on  the 
heights  to  the  northwest  of  the  capltol, 
and  he  makes  the  trip  of  nearly  three 
miles  from  his  house  to  his  office  on 
snow  shoes  every  morning.  No  one  in 
Washington  ever  saw  Northwestern 
winter  locomotion  before,  and  Mr.  Boo- 
bar haa.  during  the  past  week,  attract- 
ed more  attention  than  is  accorded  to 
t^enator  Tillman,  or  to  Gen.  Miles  when 

he  appears  in  full  uniform.

city  of  St,  Louis,  the  number  of  case* 
being  between  twenty  and  thirty  thou- 
sand annually.  On  the  first  of  the  last 
fiscal  year  there  were  589  privates  in  the 
force,  but  100  of  these  were  on  detail 
duty  at  bathing  beaches,  at  the  district 
building  serving  as  guards,  at  the  house 
of  detention,  at  the  work  house,  and 
thirty-two  were  doing  guard  duty  at 
the  White  House.  When  this  detail  is 
taken  into  consideration,  and  when  you 
add  to  those  the  sick,  which  average 
twenty-five  or  thirty  a  day,  there  are 
less  than  400  officers  and  privates  to 
patrol  a  city  which  has  nearly  300.000 
people  within  its  limits.  A  third  of  this 
force  does  service  in  the  day  time,  while 
the  remainder  look  after  the  lives  and 
property  and  people  at  night.  Owing 
to  the  extent  of  the  city  the  beats  vary 
most  materially,  nrlrnlng  from  six  or 
eight  squares  in  the  business  section  of 
the  city  to  fifty  or  ^kty' in  the  resident 
section.  It  is  understood  that  there  are 
over  twenty  vacanchjep  in  the  police  de- 
partment at  the  present  time,  men 
available  for  the  service  preferring  to 
viork  where  they  Wave  their  Sundays, 
holidays  and  nights  off.  and  no  uniform 
to  buy,  rather  than  wprk  for  $60  per 
month,  which  congress,  in  its  munifi- 
cence, provided  the  salarj-  of  a  private 
should  be  at  the  last  session.  Congress 
last  year  gave  an  Increase  of  forty  per 
to  the  police  department  at  $fi0  per 
month,  but  as  said  before  the  depart- 
ment has  been  unable  to  secure  men 
who  can  pass  the  civil  service  exami- 
nation for  this  small  comj>ensation. 

When  Governor  Taft  arrived  in 
Washngton  last  week'  t)b  take  the  war 
department  portfolio  as  successor  Lo 
Secretary  Root,  he  was  accorded  an 
escort  of  a  troop  of  cavalry.  When 
Ellhu  Root  left  for  New  York  to  re- 
sume his  private  law  practice  he  was 
also  accorded  a  like  escort.  Orders 
have  since  been  given  that  ambassadors 
and  ministers  accredited  to  this  coun- 
try by  foreign  countries  will  be  accord- 
ed a  cavah-y  escort  in  keeping  with  the 
dignity  and  prominence  of  the  individ- 
ual. There  has  been  much  criticism 
heard  that  the  president  should  so  dis- 
play his  military  spirit  and  do  such  an 
undemocratic  thing  as  giving  citizens 
of  the  United  States  military  escort,  but 
the  reason  for  this  was  made  plain  to 
a  citizen  the  other  day  by  the  president, 
who  s.ild  that  there  wius  not  policemen 
enough  In  Washington  who  could  be  de- 
tailed from  their  daily  patrol  duty  as 
escort  to  prominent  personages.  Not  in 
years  has  there  been  so  many  cranks 
calling  at  the  White  House  on  one  pre- 
tejct  or  another  to  see  the  president  as 
during  the  past  six  months.  Ambassa- 
dors and  ministers  nave  also  been  pes- 
tered, and  It  is  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
a  measure  of  protection  to  the  repre- 
sentatives of  foreign  governments  that 
the  cavalry  escort  was  decided  upon. 
It  was  but  a  short  time  ago  that  Secre- 
tary Loeb  sent  for  a  number  of  repre- 
.sentative  newspaper  men  to  make  the 
request  that  little  or  nothing  he  said 
in  their  newsp«aper3  about  the  visits  of 
cranks  to  the  White  House,  and  this 
request  has  been  scrupulously  observed 
by  the  men  who  chronicle  the  doings  oi 
the  capital.  In  view  of  these  conditions 
it  seems  that  justice  would  demand  a 
more  liberal  allowance  for  policemen  in 
the  Di.^trict  of  Columbia.  Seven  hun- 
dred men  are  none  loo  many  when  tlie 
lives  of  those  residing  in  Washington 
are  taken  into  consideration. 
•    «    « 

A  bill  that  Is  attracting  a  great  deal 
of  interest  throughobt  the  country  has 
been  reported  from  the  senate  commit- 
tee on  military  affairs  recognizing  and 
promoting  the  efflcioncy  of  army  chap- 
lains. The  bill  alms  to  give  chaplains 
of  the  army  a  standing  which  they  do 
not  now  have.  Fifteen  chaplains  are  to 
be  .selected  from  time  to  time  by  the 
president  from  those  who  have  had  ten 
years'  service  with  the  grade  and  pay 
of  a  'major,  the  present  designation  of 
"chaplain"  to  remain  as  now.  At  pres- 
ent there  are  fifty-seven  chaplains  in 
the  army  with  the  rank  and  pay  of 
captain,  but  fifteen  of  this  number, 
however,  are  to  receive  the  rank  and 
pay  of  major,  and  those  only  who  win 
it  by  exceptional  efficiency.  The  bill 
places  promotion  absolutely  upon  the 
establLshed  record  of  a  chaplain  in  the 
military  service,  which  record  Is  made 
upon  commendations  for  unusual  merit 
from  his  regimental  commander  and  a 
concurrence  In  this  opinion  and  com- 
mendation on  the  part  of  the  depart- 
ment commander.  According  to  the  re- 
port of  the  military  affairs  committee, 
the  recognition  of  efficiency  is  one  of 
the  principles  of  Justice  which  the  bill 
proposes.  "The  stimulation  of  efficiency 
always  results  from  the  possibility  of 
recognition  and  promotion,"  says  the 
report,  "and  the  service  of  any  class  of 
officers  is  sure  to  be  improved  by  the 
knowledge  that  advancement  depends 
entirely  upon  a  record  for  particular 
efficiency."  The  bill  has  the  approval 
not  only  of  Secretary  Taft,  but  of  his 
immediate  predecessor  and  more  than 
thirty  general  officers  and  colonels.  It 
has  been  endorsed  by  many  archbishops 
and  bishops,,  clerg>-men  and  laymen 
representing  practically  every  shade  of 
religious  belief  and  resident  in  every 
state  in  the  Union.

Benson. 

Muncle,  Ind.,  Feb.  9.— Armed  with  a 
search  warrant,  H.  Virgil  Richards,  of 
Louisville,  a  traveling  salesman,  search- 
ed the  apartments  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  N. 
H.  Benson,  In  the  McNaughton  flats, 
for  a  $500  diamond  ring,  which  he  claim- 
ed Mri*.

it.  She  then  returned  to  her  husband 
in  Indianapolis.  Mrs.  Bensoti  dried 
her  tears  and  resumed  her  place  in  the 
ballr»">om.

The  king  read  his  speech,  of 
course,  seated,  with  the  plumed  hat  of 
a  ti<-ld  marshal  on  hi.s  hc;id.  When  the 
reading  wa»  over  all  he  had  to  do  was  to 
removo  his  hat,  offer  his  hand  to  the 
ipieen.  and  conduct  her  from  the  house. 
But  ther^^  came  the  difficulty.  The  king 
was  at  the  queen's  left,  witli  his  hat  in 
his  right  hand  and  the  parchment  on 
which  his  speech  was  engro.ssed  In  his 
left.  He  looked  fiom  one  hand  to  the 
other,  then  at  the  queen,  and  transferred 
his  hat  to  hi.s  left  hand,  but  this  only  left 
tlie  right  hand,  the  wrong  one,  disen- 
gaged. Grasping  his  hat  again  with  his 
ri^^ht  liaiid.  his  majesty  made  a  desper- 
ate attempt  to  st\iff  the  roll  of  parcli- 
ment  Into  it.  The  attempt  proved  unsuc- 
cessful, however,  and  at  last  in  despair, 
he  squi'ez.'d  up  the  roll  as  small  as  possi- 
ble and  offered  the  guoon  two  fingers.

A  feature  of 
the  matter  Is  that  last  summer  Oliphant 
signed  the  remon.strances  of  the  Anti- 
Saloon  league  to  rid  Pike  county  of  everv 
.<!aloon.  Judge  Ely  took  the  matter  un- 
der advisement  until  the  April  term  of 
court.

FROM  THE  HERALO 

WASHINQTOM  BUREAU. 

Washington,  Feb.  9.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  attempt  of  a  combination 
of  automobile  manufacturers  to  force 
the  Brownlow  good  roads  bill  tlirough 
congress  has  thus  far  failed  to  aid  that 
measure  in  the  slightest  degree.  A 
literary  bureau  is  maintained  here  at  a 
great  expense  and  the  various  farmer's 
clubs  and  organizations  throughout  the 
country  have  been  loaded  with  ready- 
made  petitions  to  congress  to  pass  the 
bill.  But  there  is  a  widespretui  belief 
that  such  legislation  is  not  wise  at  this 
time. 

This  sentiment  is  well  expressed  by 
Representative  James  B.  Perkins,  of 
New  York,  who  in  an  inter\ie\v  today 
said; 

"I  doubt  if  Mr.  Brownlow's  bill,  ap- 
propriating $24,000,000  for  good  roads 
will  be  passed.  In  the  lirst  place,  the 
government  is  on  the  verge  of  a  delicit, 
and  to  enter  ui  on  a  new  held  of  ex- 
penditure, of  which  the  amount  might 
be  unlimited,  would  seem  hazardous  to 
many.  The  fact  is,  we  are  spending 
about  all  the  money  the  government 
has.  It  would  be  a  lamentable  con- 
dition for  a  country  as  rich  ivs  thia 
to  be  running  behind  every  year  like 
Turkey  or  .Spain  and  it  would  be  very 
unpalatable  to  impose  a  lot  of  new- 
taxes  in  a  time  of  peace. 
.  'Besides  this,  many  doubt  the  wisdom 
of  the  general  government  going  into 
the  business  of  building  roads.  I  am 
a  firtn  believer  in  the  Imporiarvce  of 
good  ro.ids.  When  in  the  New  York 
legislature  in  ISLtS,  I  voted  f(n-  the  orig- 
inal go<xl  roads  act,  but  the  question 
is,  whether  the  construction  of  roads 
should  not  remain  In  the  hands  of  the 
states.  If  we  people  in  New  Y^ork 
got  anything  out  of  the  general  gov- 
ernment for  this  purpose,  we  should 
have  to  pay  for  it,  and  we  should  pay 
more  than  we  got.  We  contribute  to 
the  national  taxes  In  proportion  to  our 
wealth.  We  sh<juld  receive  from  the 
national  treasury  In  proportion  to  our 
population.  Ours  Is  a  much  richer  com- 
munity than  is  found  in  most  other 
states.  Though  no  specific  tax  is  made 
for  this  additional  expenditure,  It  comes 
out  of  the  pockets  of  the  tax  payers 
just  the  same,  and  they  are  so  much 
poorer  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Furthermore,  there  is  a  question 
whether  the  superintendence  of  road 
construction  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Pacllic,  over  this  enormous  country, 
could  be  wisely  carried  on  in  Washing- 
ton. The  deniatids  for  new  construc- 
tion in  scantily  populated  districts 
would  be  very  great.  The  force  of 
agents  and  employees  which  the  gov- 
ernment would,  in  time,  have  would 
become  very  large.  Once  started  on 
such  a  course  It  is  hard  to  say  where 
we  should  end,  or  to  what  an  amount 
this  Item  might  grow.  There  is.  more- 
over, some  (luestion.  certainly,  as  to  the 
power  of  the  general  government.  I 
am  no  great  stickler  for  state  rights, 
but  when  it  coines  to  road  building,  1 
believe  that  the  states,  and  certalniy 
the  stale  of  New  York  can  get  more  for 
its  money  and  accomplish  better  results 
if  road  building  is  kept  In  the  hands  of 
our  state,  under  the  laws  which  we  now 
have,  instead  of  being  turned  over  to 
the  general  governmnt.  .'^uch,  at 
least,  is  my  present  Impression.  I 
sympathize  with  those  who  believe  In 
good  road.s  but  let  us  be  wise  In  our 
policy,   and   not  allow  our  zeal  to   lead 

us  into  unadvised  actions.

John  J.  Boobar  is  the  librarian  of  the 
hou.se  of  representatives.  Mr.  Boobar 
came  to  Washington  from  Minnesota. 
Up  in  his  Northwest  home  the  librarian 
is  accustomed  to  dep  snow.  He,  like 
nearly  every  man  In  Minnesota,  learned 
early  in  life  the  use  of  snow  shoes. 
Not  the  skees  so  popular  with  Scandi- 
navian residents  of  that  state,  but  the 
wide,  rawhide  woven,  oval  snow  shoes 
of  the  Indian.  When  Mr.  Boobar  came 
to  W'a.^hlngton  he  brought  a  pair  of 
these  snow  shoes  with  him.  He  has 
had  few  opportunities  to  use  them  since 
he  canic;  until  within  the  past  few  days. 
Since  the  heavy  fall  of  snow— nearly 
ten  inches  fell,  in  one  day — Mr.  Boobar 
has  been  In  his  glory.  He  lives  on  the 
heights  to  the  northwest  of  the  capltol, 
and  he  makes  the  trip  of  nearly  three 
miles  frcmi  his  house  to  his  office  on 
snow  shoes  every  morning.  No  one  in 
Washington  ever  saw  Northwestern 
winter  locomotion  before,  and  Mr.  Boo- 
bar ha?,  during  the  past  week,  attract- 
ed more  attention  than  la  accorded  to 
i>enator  Tillman,  or  to  Oen.  Miles  when 
he  appears  in  full  uniform.

Here  are  the  homelt-  aitd  official  quar- 
tern of  the  presideftt  *()f  the  United 
States,  the  cabinet  and  supreme  court 
judges,  the  heads  of  departments  and 
those  who  conduct  the  details  of  the 
governmental  machinery,  while  the 
members  of  both  house*  of  congress, 
the  ambassadors,  ministers  and  at- 
taches of  the  foreign  legations  tempo- 
rarily reside  heer. 

While  the  population,  according  to 
MaJ.  Sylvester,  superintendent  of  police, 
and  by  the  way  one  of  the  most  effi- 
cient police  officers  In  the  country,  ia 
generally  law  abiding,  there  Is  still  a 
large  \icIous  element,  the  petty  pilfer- 
ers, the  dishonest  servant,  the  disturber 
of  the  peace,  the  intolerable  crank,  and 
others,  and  when  these  are  included 
with  those  who  violate  the  city  ordin- 
ances, the  aggregate  of  arrests  for  last 
year  equals  those  of  the  commercial 
city  of  .St.  Louis,  the  number  of  cases 
being  between  twenty  and  thirty  thou- 
sand annually.  On  the  first  of  the  last 
fiscal  year  there  were  589  privates  in  the 
force,  but  100  of  these  were  on  detail 
duty  at  bathing  beaches,  at  the  district 
building  serving  as  guards,  at  the  house 
of  detention,  at  the  work  house,  and 
thirty-two  were  doing  guard  duty  at 
the  White  House.  When  this  detail  is 
taken  into  consideration,  and  when  you 
add  to  those  the  sick,  which  average 
twenty-five  or  thirty  a  day.  there  are 
less  than  400  officers  and  privates  to 
patrol  a  city  which  has  nearly  300.000 
people  within  Its  limits.  A  third  of  this 
force  docs  service  In  the  day  time,  while 
the  remainder  look  after  the  Uvea  and 
property  and  people  at  night.  Owing 
to  the  extent  of  the  citv  the  beats  vary 
most  materially,  rui^nlng  from  six  or 
eight  sciuares  in  the  bu'uness  seotinn  of 
the  city  to  fifty  or  ^sXy  in  the  resident 
section.  It  Is  understooci  that  there  are 
over  twentj'  vacancies  in  the  police  de- 
I'urtment  at  the  present  time,  men 
available  for  the  service  preferring  to 
work  where  they  have  their  Sunday^*, 
holidays  and  nights  off,  and  no  uniform 
to  buy,  rather  than  wprk  for  $60  per 
month,  which  congress,  in  Its  munifl- 
cence,  provided  the  salary  of  a  private 
should  be  at  the  last  se's=lon.  Congress 
last  year  gave  an  Increase  of  forty  per 
to  the  police  department  at  |60  per 
month,  but  as  saM  before  the  depart- 
ment has  been  unable  to  secure  men 
who  can  pass  the  civil  service  exami- 
nation for  this  small  compensation. 

When      Governor     Taft     arrived      in 

Washngton  last  week  tx)  take  the  war 
department  portfolio  as  successor  i.o 
Secretary  Root,  he  was  accorded  an 
escort  of  a  troop  of  cavalry.  W'iien 
F:iihu  Root  left  for  New  York  to  re- 
sume his  private  law  practice  he  was 
also  accorded  a  like  escort.  Orders 
have  since  been  given  that  ambassador., 
and  ministers  accredited  to  this  coun- 
try by  fm-eign  countries  will  lie  accord- 
ed a  cavalry  escort  in  keeping  with  the 
dignity  and  prominence  of  the  individ- 
ual. There  has  been  much  critlcKsin 
heard  that  the  president  should  so  dis- 
play his  military  spirit  and  do  such  an 
undemocratic  thing  as  giving  citizens 
of  the  United  States  military  escort,  but 
the  reason  for  this  was  made  plain  to 
a  citizen  the  other  day  by  the  president, 
who  said  that  there  was  not  policemen 
enough  In  Washington  who  could  be  de- 
tailed from  their  daily  patrol  duty  as 
escort  to  prominent  personages.  Not  in 
years  has  there  been  so  many  cranks 
calling  at  the  White  House  on  one  pre- 
text or  another  t<j  see  the  president  as 
during  the  past  six  months.  Ambassa- 
dors and  ministers  have  also  been  pes- 
tered, and  tt  is  for  the  purpose  of  giviiig 
a  meisure  of  protection  to  the  repre- 
sentatives of  foreign  governments  that 
the  cavalry  escort  was  decided  upon. 
It  was  but  a  short  time  ago  that  Secre- 
tary Loeb  sent  for  a  number  of  repre- 
.sentative  newspaper  men  to  make  tiie 
request  that  little  or  nothing  he  said 
in  their  newspapers  about  the  visits  of 
cranks  to  the  White  House,  and  this 
request  has  been  scrupulously  observed 
by  the  men  who  chronicle  the  dolng.s  ol 
the  capital.  In  view  of  these  conditions 
It  seems  that  justice  would  demand  a 
more  liberal  allowance  for  policemen  in 
the  Di.=?trict  of  Coliimbia.  Seven  hun- 
dred men  are  none  too  many  when  the 
lives   of   those   residing   in    Washington 

are  taken  into  consideration.

A  bill  that  Is  attracting  a  great  deal 
of  interest  throughout  the  country  has 
been  reported  from  the  senate  commit- 
tee on  military  affairs  recognizing  and 
promoting  the  efficiency  of  army  chap- 
lains. The  bill  alms  to  give  chaplains 
of  the  army  a  standing  which  they  do 
not  now  have.  Fifteen  chaplains  are  to 
be  selected  from  time  to  time  by  the 
president  from  those  who  have  had  ten 
years'  service  with  the  grade  and  pay 
of  a 'major,  the  present  designation  of 
"chaplain"  to  remain  as  now.  At  pres- 
ent there  are  fifty-seven  chaplains  in 
the  army  with  the  rank  and  pay  of 
captain,  but  fifteen  of  this  number, 
however,  are  to  receive  the  rank  and 
paj-  of  major,  and  those  only  who  win 
it  by  exceptional  efficiency.  The  bill 
places  promotion  absolutely  upon  the 
established  record  of  a  chaplain  in  the  ; 
military  service,  whlc-;h  record  Is  made  j 
upon  commendations  for  unusual  merit  | 
from  his  regimental  commander  and  a 
concurrence  In  this  opinion  and  com- 
mendation on  the  part  of  the  depart- 
ment commander.  According  to  the  re- 
port of  the  military  affairs  committee, 
the  recognition  of  efficiency  Is  one  of 
the  principles  of  justice  which  the  bill 
proposes.  "The  stimulation  of  efficiency 
always  results  from  the  possibility  of 
recognition  and  promotion,"  says  the 
report,  "and  the  .service  of  any  class  of 
officers  is  sure  to  be  improved  by  the 
knowledge  that  advancement  depends 
entirely  upon  a  record  for  particular 
efficiency."  The  bill  has  the  approval 
not  only  of  Secretary  Taft.  but  of  his 
Immediate  predecessor  and  more  than 
thirty  general  officers  and  colonels.  It 
has  been  endorsed  by  many  archbishops 
and  bishops.,  clergrjmen  and  laymen 
representing  practically  every  shade  of 
religious  belief  and  resident  in  every 
state  In  the  Union.

Muncie.  Ind.,  Feb.  P.— Armed  with  a 
search  warrant,  II.  Virgil  Richards,  of 
Louisville,  a  traveling  salesman,  search- 
ed the  apartments  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  N.

Sit.  Paul.  Feb.  9.— (Special  to  The 
Herald  )— The  Republican  state  central 
committee  met  here  this  afternoon  and 
decided  to  hold  the  state  convention 
here  on  March  15. 


Washington,  Feb.  9. — News  of  the 
daring  exploit  of  the  Japanese  torpedo 
boat  at  Port  Arthur  last  night  was  re- 
ceived with  great  interest  by  the  naval 
ofRcers  here.  The  general  impression 
is  that  the  Japanese  boats  did  not  ac- 
tually run  into  the  horbor,  but  passing 
swiftly  across  the  mouth,  under  cov^r 
of  darkne.ss,  let  fly  their  torpedoes 
broad^de.  and  at  least  three  of  these 
were  effective. 

Naval  offioers  here  say  this  feat 
could  not  have  been  performed  if  the 
Russian  vessels  had  remained  under 
the  guns  of  forts  In  the  inner  harbor, 
but  the  torpe<lo  boat  advocates  point 
to  a  daring*  raid  by  Japanese  torpedo 
bolts  into  the  splendidly  fortified  har- 
bor of  Wei  Hal  Wei,  just  opposite  Port 
Arthur  during  the  Chino-Japanese  war 
when  three  grreat  Chinese  battleships 
were  sunk. 

At  the  cabinet  meeting  today  long 
and  careful  consideration  wsls  given 
to  the  situation  developed  by  the 
Russo-Japanese  war. 

It  1.1  not  anticipated  that  the  Unite*! 
.States  government  may  be  drawn  into 
the  conflict,  although  its  progress  will 
be  watched  clo.sely  and  anxiously  by 
this  government.  Elarly  today  the 
president  and  Secretary  Hay,  as  well 
as  Secretaries  Taft  and  Moody  were 
placed  In  possession  of  the  news  car- 
ried by  the  As-soclated  Press  of  the 
naval  conflict  near  Port  Arthur.  Prior 
to  the  cabiret  mef^tmg  that  was*  the 
only  Information  concerning  the  battle 
which  had  been  received  by  the  ad- 
ministration. A  dispatch  from  United 
States  Minister  Allen  at  Seoul,  Korea, 
received  this  morning,  did  not  mention 
the  naval  engagement.  It  was  decid- 
ed that  the  United  States  should  pre- 
serve absolute  neutrality  between  the 
combatants.

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CANAL  TREATY 
BEFORE  SENATE

Washington.  Feb.  9. — The  house,  upon 
convening  today  took  up  the  Connell- 
Howell  contested  election  case  from  the 
Tenth    Pennsylvania   district. 


Senators    (Iverman    and 

Carmack  Speak  Against 

the  Measure. 

"Wa.shlngton,  ITeb.  9. — Immediately 
after  convening  today  the  senate  began 
consideration  of  the  diplomatic  and 
consular  appropriation  bill.  All  the 
amendments  suggested  by  the  commit- 
tee on  appropriations  were  accepted, 
and  the  bill  was  jtassed.  There  was  no 
debate  and  the  entire  time  given  to  tlie 
measure  was  only  fifteen  minutes. 

Mr.  0\erman  (]>J.  C.)  then  addressed 
the  senate  on  the  Panama  canal  ques- 
tion. Mr.  Overman  announced  his  op- 
position to  the  ;anal  treaty,  on  the 
ground  that  the  I'nited  States  had  vio- 
lated the  obligations  of  the  provision  of 
the  treaty  of  1845.  He  said  that  the 
course  of  the  United  States,  In  connec- 
tion with  the  rebellion  had  had  the 
effect  of  tying  the  hands  and  feet  of 
Colombia,  and  at  ded  that  in  view  of 
this  there  was  no  wonder  that  the  revo- 
lution   was    bloodless. 

Mr.  Carmack  announced  his  great 
desire  that  there  should  be  a  canal 
but  said  he  did  not  believe  that  the 
fate  of  the  cana.  Is  involved  in  the 
treaty  because  he  was  satisfied  that  If 
the  president  could  not  get  a  canal 
via  tha  Panama  route  he  would  follow- 
the  Spooner  law  and  accept  the  Ni- 
caragua route.  "Jror,"  he  said,  'much 
as  the  president  likes  to  have  his  own 
way,  he  likes  bei  ter  to  be  president" 
He  added  that  there  are  limits  to  the 
lawlessness  of  thl?  administration. 

Mr.  Carmack  declared  that  his  course

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UNCONFIRMED  RUMORS  OF  GREAT  RUSSIAN  VICTORY 

JAPAN  KEEPS  RIGHT  ON  DEMOLISHING  CZAR'S  SHIPS 


Japanese  Capture  Trans- 
ports and  2000  Troops. 

Two  Fine  Russian  Cruis- 
ers Sunl(  at  Chemulpo. 

Russians  at  St.  Petersbur 
Claim  a  Victory. 

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  10.-5:30  p.  m. — Some  of  the  newspapers  here  print 
extras  claiming  a  Russian  victory  at  Port  Arthur.  Three  Japanese  warships 
and  four  torpedo  boats  are  reported  to  have  been  seriously  crippled.  One  re- 
pcit  says  the  Japanese  battleship  Shikishima  was  sunk.  The  people  are  dem- 
onstrating, but  there  is  no  official  confirmation  of  the  report,  and  the  an- 
nouncement is  discredited. 

Vladivostock,  Feb.  10.— Private  telegrams  received  here  report  the  com- 
plete route  of  the  Japanese  by  the  Russians  on  the  Yalu  river.  These  advices 
also  claim  that  Chemulpo,  Korea,  has  been  occupied  by  Russia^  soldiers  and 
marines. 


St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  10.— No  further  details  of  the  fightine  off  Port 
Arthur  have  been  made  public  here,  beyond  the  official  bulletins.  No  tele- 
grams from  abroad  concerning  the  attacks  have  been  received.  All  news- 
paper dispatches  over  the  Siberian  lines  have  been  stopped  and  the  telegraph 
oflice  refuses  to  accept  private  messages  for  the  far  East  except  over  the 
Persian  line. 

London,  Feb.  10.— A  special  dispatch  from  Tokio,  dated  today,  says  that 
three  transports  of  the  Russian  volunteer  fleet,  convoying  about  2000  troops, 
have  been  captured  by  the  Japanese  off  the  Korean  coast. 

London,  Feb.  ic— A  dispatch  to  the  Central  News  from  Port  Arthur  sayf 
the  Japanse  fleet  returned  there  Tuesday  afternoon  and  again  bombarded  the 
Russian  fleets  and  forts,  but  that  it  soon  withdrew.  The  losses  to  the  Rus- 
sians, the  dispatch  says  were  small.  During  the  firing  a  Japanese  cruiser 
grounded.

FORMAL  AWr^OUNCEMENT 
OF  WAR  MADE  BY  CZAR. 

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  10.— Th« 
Official  Messenger  this  morning 
contains  the  following  "Supreme 
manifest": 

"By  the  grace  of  God,  we,  Nich- 
olas II,  emperor  and  autocrat  of 
all  the  Russias,  etc.,  make  known 
to  all  our  loyal  subjects: 

"In  our  solicitude  for  the  main- 
tenance of  peace,  which  is  dear  to 
our  heart,  we  made  every  exertion 
to  consolidate  tranquility  in  the  far 
East.  In  these  peaceful  aims  we 
signified  our  assent  to  the  propos- 
als of  the  Japanese  government  to 
revise  agreemicnts  regarding  Ko- 
rean affairs  existing  between  the 
two  governm.ents.  However,  the 
negotiations  begun  upon  this  sub- 
ject were  not  brought  to  a  conclu- 
sion, and  Japan  without  waiting 
the  receipt  of  the  last  responsive 
!  proposals  of  our  government,  de- 
clared the  negotiations  broken  off 
and  diplo.matic  relations  with  Rus- 
sia dissolved. 

"Without  advising  us  of  the  fact 
that  the  breach  of  such  relations 
would  in  itself  mean  an  opening  of 
warlike  operations,  tlie  Japanese 
government  gave  orders  to  its  tor- 
pedo boats  to  suddenly  attack  our 
fleet  standing  in  the  outer  harbor 
of  the  fortress  of  Port  Arthur.

Opening  of  Many  Vaults  and  Safes  Develops  Fact 
That  Money  and  Securities  Are  Safe. 

Great  Loss  of  Property  Has  Been  Sized  Up  and  City 

Begins  to  See  Where  It  Stands. 


Baltimore,  Feb.  10.— This  was  another 
day  of  ceaseless  labor  on  the  part  of 
the  officials  and  business  men  of  crip- 
pled Baltimore.  System  has  been 
brought  out  of  the  chaos  and  intelli- 
gently directed  effort  is  rapidly  bring- 
ing conditions  to  a  temporary  working 
basis.  The  city  is  beginning  to  see 
just  where  it  stands.  The  great  loss 
has  been  sized  up  and  with  cheerful 
pluck  the  labor  rehabilitation  has  be- 
gun. Architects  are  being  consulted, 
labor  arranged  for  and  already  odes 
for  sti-uctural  material  are  going  foi- 
ward. 

Financial  institutions  are  today  bus- 
ily ejigaged  in  starting  their  securities 
and  funds  to  temporary  offices  outside 
the  confines  of  the  burned  district.  Bj' 
8  o'clock  express  wagons  and  other 
available  conveyances  were  backed  up 
to  banks  and  trust  company  buildings, 
preparatory  to  removing  ail  books, 
papers,  funds,  etc. 

The  vault  of  the  First  National  bank 
was  opened  today  and  it  was  found 
that  all  the  securities  and  monies  of 
the  bank  were  as  safe  as  one  the  day 
they  were  placed  in  the  vault.  They 
were  removed  to  the  American  National 


bank    building    on    Gail    street,    where 
temporary  offices  will  be  opened. 

Building  Inspector  Preston  was  an 
extremely  busy  man  today,  due  to 
clamor  for  permits  by  large  business 
and  financial  houses  to  rebuild.  To  the 
Associated  Press,  Mr.  Preston  said: 
"The  spirit  shown  by  those  who  suf- 
fered bv  the  fire  Is  truly  remarkable. 
Without  waiting  to  have  their  insur- 
ance adjusted  the  business  and  financial 
concern  are  ready  and  anxious  to  go 
ahead.  I  am  compelled,  however,  to 
withhold  permits  for  building  purposes 
wlthm  the  fire  lines  for  several  day.-;. 
The  burned  territory  is  too  dangerous 
I  for  any  large  force  to  work  In  just 
now." 

I  Mr.  Preston  is  engaged  in  clearing 
j  all  the  streets  that  run  through  the  fire 
j  district.  All  loose  walls  that  can  be 
I  safely  razed  with  ropes  are  being  taken 
down  by  the  laborers.  All  other  walls 
that  are  dangerous  will  be  blown  down 
I  with   explosives. 

It  has  been  suggested  to  the  city  of- 
ficials that  in  engaging  men  to  help 
'clear  up  the  fire  district,  that  preference 
I  be  given  to  men  who  were  thrown  out 
j  of  work  as  a  result  of  the  fire.  There 
j  are  many  thousands  of  these  and  it  is 
!  practically  certain   that   this  plan   will 


be  carried  out  as  far  as  possible. 

The  night  was  marked  by  two  new 
alarms  of  flre,  the  fr.ll  of  a  number  of 
walls  and  conditions  of  extreme  dis- 
comfort for  the  soldiers  and  policemen 
on  guard,  the  temperature  dropping 
about  10  degrees  and  a  keen  wind  blow- 
ing throughout  the  night.  The  weath- 
er conditions,  it  is  thought,  were'  re- 
sponsible for  the  falling  walls,  the 
racking  effect  of  the  cold  upon  the 
heated  bricks  and  mortar  aiding  the 
wind  in  bringing  down  several  of  the 
ruins.  The  firemen  were  called  out 
early  duiing  the  night  by  an  alarm  of 
fire,  the  blaze  originating  in  the  engine 
room  of  the  lumber  yard  of  William 
D.  Gill  &  Son.  in  the  southwestern  dis- 
trict, not  far  from  the  burned  lumber 
district,  though  the  fire  wae  an  en- 
tirely independent  one.  Three  com- 
panies and  the  fire  boat  respc^nded  and 
extinguished  the  fire  after  it  had  done 
$7500  damage  to  the  lumber  yard  and 
an  adjacent  pulverizer  works.  Later, 
an  unimportant  blaze  in  the  northern 
residence  district  again  called  out  some 
of  the  over-worked  firemen,  but  with 
these  exceptions  the  m.en  spent  the 
night  in  their  beds.

FORMAL  ANNOUNCEMENT 
OF  WAR  MADE  BY  CZAR. 

St.  Petersburg,  Feb,  10.— The 
Official  Messenger  this  morning 
contains  the  following  "Supreme 
manifest": 

"By  the  grace  of  God,  we,  Nich- 
olas II,  emperor  and  autocrat  of 
all  the  Russias,  etc.,  make  known 
to  all  our  loyal  subjects: 

"In  our  solicitude  for  the  main- 
tenance of  peace,  which  is  dear  to 
our  heart,  we  made  every  exertion 
to  consolidate  tranquility  in  the  far 
East.  In  these  peaceful  aims  we 
signified  our  assent  to  tlie  propos- 
als of  the  Japanese  government  to 
revise  agreements  regarding  Ko- 
rean affairs  existing  between  the 
two  governm.ents.  However,  the 
negotiations  begun  upon  this  sub- 
ject were  not  brought  to  a  conclu- 
sion, and  Japan  without  waiting 
the  receipt  of  the  last  responsive 
proposals  of  our  government,  de- 
clared the  negotiations  broken  off 
and  diplomatic  relations  with  Rus- 
sia dissolved. 

"Without  advising  us  of  the  fact 
that  the  breach  cf  such  relations 
would  in  itself  mean  an  opening  of 
warlike  operations,  Uie  Japanese 
government  gave  orders  to  its  tor- 
pedo boats  to  suddenly  attack  our 
fleet  standing  in  the  outer  harbor 
of  t'ne  fortress  of  Port  Arthur.  Up- 
on receiving  reports  from  the  vice- 
roy in  the  far  East  about  this,  we 
immediately  commanded  him  to 
e-iswcr  the  Japanese  challenge 
with  armed  force. 

"Making  known  this,  our  de- 
cision, wc,  v/il'n  unshaken  faith  in 
the  Almighty,  and  with  a  firm  ex- 
pectation of  and  reliance  upon  the 
unanimous  willingness  of  all  our 
loyal  subjects  to  stand  with  us  in 
defense  cf  the  fatherland,  ask 
God's  blessing  upon  our  stalwart 
land  and  naval  forces.

A  ROYAL  WEDDING  OCCURS  IN  WINDSOR  CASTLE 


Opening  of  Many  Vaults  and  Safes  Develops  Fact 
That  Money  and  Securities  Are  Safe. 

Great  Loss  of  Property  Has  Been  Sized  Up  and  City 

Begins  to  See  Where  It  Stands. 


Baltimore,  Feb.  10.— This  was  another 
day  of  cea.seless  labor  on  the  part  of 
the  officials  and  business  men  of  crip- 
pled Baltimore.  System  has  been 
brought  out  of  the  chaos  and  Intelli- 
gently directed  effort  is  rapidly  bring- 
ing conditions  to  a  temporary  working 
basis.  The  city  is  beginning  to  see 
just  where  it  stands.  The  great  loss 
has  been  sized  up  and  with  cheerful 
pluck  the  labor  rehabilitation  has  be- 
gun. Architects  are  being  consulted, 
labor  arranged  for  and  ah-eady  odes 
for  stnictural  material  are  going  for- 
ward. 

Financial  Institutions  are  today  bus- 
ily engaged  in  starting  their  securities 
and  funds  to  temporary  offices  outside 
the  confines  of  the  burned  district.  By 
8  o'clock  express  wagons  and  other 
available  conveyances  were  backed  tip 
to  banks  and  trust  company  buildings, 
preparatory  to  removing  all  books, 
papers,  fimd.s.  etc. 

The  vault  of  the  First  National  bank 
was  opened  today  and  it  was  found 
that  all  the  securities  and  monies  of 
the  bank  were  as  safe  as  one  the  clay 
they  were  placed  in  the  vault.  They 
were  renioved  to  the  American  National 


bank    building    on    Gail    street,    where 
temporary  offices  will  be  opened. 

Building  Inspector  Preston  was  an 
extremely  busy  man  today,  due  to 
clamor  for  permits  by  large  business 
and  financial  houses  to  rebuild.  To  the 
Associated  Press,  Mr.  Preston  said: 
"•The  spirit  shown  by  those  who  suf- 
fered by  the  fire  Is  truly  remarkable. 
Without  waiting  to  have  their  Insur- 
ance adjusted  the  business  and  financial 
concern  are  ready  and  anxious  to  go 
ahead.  I  am  compelled,  however,  to 
withhold  permits  for  building  purposes 
within  the  fire  lines  for  several  day.-. 
The  burned  territory  is  too  dangerous 
for  any  laige  force  to  work  In  jus-t 
I  now." 

j  Mr.  Preston  is  engaged  in  clearing 
jail  the  streets  that  run  through  the  fire 
j  district.  All  loose  walls  that  can  be 
I  safely  razed  with  ropes  are  being  taken 
down  by  the  laborers.  All  other  walls 
j  that  are  dangerous  will  be  blown  down 
I  with   explosives.

According-  to  the  views  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  El^rhth  district  Republican 
cong-ressional  committee,  which  this 
afternoon  held  a  meedii^  at  tiie  omce 
of  Chairman  (Jiiy  A.  Eaton,  there  is 
but  little  doubt  that  Joseph  B. 
Cotton  will  be  chosen  as  one  of  the 
deiegrates  by  the  convention  which  will 
be  called  about  March  12,  to  name 
delegates  to  the  Republican  national 
convention  which  meets  in  Chicagx). 
June   21. 

The  committee  was  still  In  session 
at  3:30  o'clock  and  it  was  said  at  that 
time  that  Duluth  would  probably  be 
named  as  the  place  at  which  the  con- 
vention will  be  held.  There  beinx  but 
little  opposition  to  Duluth  as  the  place 
for  the  convention  there  was  little  de- 
bate upon  the  subject  and  the  talk 
turned  upon  the  candidatets  for  dele- 
sates. 

Two  of  these  will  be  named  and 
there  will  also  l>e  two  alternates.  As 
all  apparently  concede  Duluth  the 
right  to  be  represented  by  one  delegate 
there  will  be  but  little  opposition  to 
Mr.  Cotton's  name  when  presented  to 
the  district  convention  for  considera- 
tion.

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George  L.  Walker  reports  the  copper 
market  weaker,  but  holds  it  to  be  a 
natural  reaction  from  the  buying  move- 
ment of  a  few  weeks  ago.  In  his  re- 
view of  the  market  he  also  devotes  con- 
siderable space  to  a  discussion  of  cop- 
per production  and  consumption-  He 
says: 

"Copper  is  lower  and  the  market  is 
weak.  Lake  is  selling,  when  it  is  selling 
at  all,  at  U%  cents,  and  electrolytic  at 
12%  cents.  There  is  practically  no  de- 
mand from  consumers  here,  and  the 
foreign  buying  has  for  the  time  ceased. 
As  nearly  as  can  be  learned  there  were 
a  score  or  more  large  consumers  wait- 
ing to  buy  copper  at  12  cents  per  pound. 
When  the  price  reached  that  point  they 
all  tried  to  buy  at  the  same  time,  and 
finding  offerings  of  the  metal  scarce, 
and  a  war  threatening  in  the  Kast, 
they  bought  eagerly  until  the  price 
reached  1'6  cents. 

"It  Is  but  natural  that  there  should 
be  a  reaction  from  such  a  market  move- 
ment. All  consumers  bought  enough 
copper  to  supply  their  needs  for  a  time, 
and  those  who  bought  most  heavily 
have  since  felt  shocked  by  their  indis- 
cretion. The  good  thing  about  the 
movement  was  that  It  demonstrated 
positively  that  there  was  no  surplus 
copper  on  the  market,  all  offerings  be- 
ing cleaned  up.  and  some  copper  actu- 
ally being  sold  that  was  at  the  time 
unmlned  in  the  ground. 

"At  present  there  are  large  foreign 
consumers  who  wish  to  buy  copper  at 
around  12  cents  per  pound,  and  the 
leading  foreign  metal  selling  agencies 
are  helping  them  depress  the  market  in 
the  hope  that  producers  will  lose  cour- 
age and  sell  for  advance  delivery  at 
lower  prices.  There  are  the  strongest 
reasons  for  the  belief  that  copper  will 
not  sell  below  12  cents  per  pound  this 
year,  and  the  chances  are  that  the 
trouble  between  Russia  and  Japan  may 
soon  cause  It  to  sell  from  2  to  3  cents 
above  present  prices. 

COPPER  PRODUCTION. 
"Copper  production  Is  an  Industry 
which,  to  be  highly  profitable,  must  be 
conducted  on  a  large  scale.  It  calls  for 
a  heavy  cash  Investment  from  the 
start,  and,  as  In  most  other  businesses, 
a  majority  of  the  undertakings  result 
in  failure.  When  operations  do  prove 
the  existence  of  ore  bodies  having  com- 
mercial va^ue,  years  are  required  to  de- 
velop them  to  their  full  productivity. 
When  production  Is  once  well  under 
way,  however,  the  profits  are  always 
large  enough  to  encourage  every  oper- 
ating company  to  make  as  large  an  out- 
put as  possible,  consequently  there  is 
no  reserve  capacity  to  come  Into  use 
and  greatly  increase  production  nt  thoif 
periodic  times  when  prices  advance. 
The  world's  output  of  copper  increases 
with  a  degree  of  steadiness,  an  average 
of  about  8  per  cent  being  added  with 
each  succeeding  year.  Last  year,  how- 
ever, the  increase  amounted  to  only 
about  6  per  cent. 

"The  Increase  In  American  production 
is  much  more  rapid  than  that  of  the 
remainder  of  the  world.  Fifty  years 
ago  the  world's  copper  output  amounted 
to  about  110,000.000  pounds  annually, 
and  the  United  States  made  8  per  cent 
or  9  per  cent  of  the  whole.  At  present 
the  world's  production  amounts  to 
about  1,320,000.000  pounds,  and  that  of 
the  United  States  710.000.000  pounds,  or 
54  per  cent  of  the  whole.  Otherwise 
stated,  more  than  half  of  the  production 
of  the  world  comes  from  the  mines  "of 
this  country,  and  it  may  further  be  said 
that  more  than  65  per  cent  comes  from 
the  mines  of  the  western  hemisphere. 
Hasty  computation  indicates  that  the 
United  States  copper  production  has  in- 
creased more  than  ten  times  as  rapidly 
during  the  past  fifty  years  as  that  of 
the  remainder  of  the  world.  Our  exports 
of  copper  during  the  past  year  had  a 
gross  value  of  nearly  $50,000,000. 

"Exports  of  copper  from  the  United 
States  last  year  amounted  to  about  ol 
per  cent,  or  a  little  more  than  half  the 
total  production.  If  reported  Imports 
be  subtracted,  however,  It  appears  that 
only  about  27  per  cent  of  this  country's 
output  was  exported,  leaving  approxi- 
mately 500,0000,0<J0  pounds,  or  nearly  40 
,  per  cent  of  the  total  production  of  the 
j  world   to  be  consumed    In    the      United 

States. 
j  "At  first  thought  It  would  seem  Im- 
possible that  so  much  copper  should  he 
:  used  In  this  country,  as  at  best  the 
United  States  do  not  occupy  a  large 
place  on  the  map  of  the  world.  By 
reference  to  the  census  reports,  how- 
ever, I  learn  that  practically  all  of  the 
world's  manufacturine:  is  done  In  the 
United  States  and  Europe,  and  that 
the  value  of  the  manufactures  of  the 
United  States  constitutes  about  27  per 
cent  of  the  whole.  Electrical  develop- 
ment In  the  United  States  greatly  -ex- 
ceeds that  of  all  other  countries.  We 
have  more  telephones,  telegraphs,  elec- 
tric ligMing.  electric  power  and  street 
railways,  than  any  other  country  In 
the  world.  If.  therefore, "  our  manu- 
factures as  a  whole  equal  37  per  cent 
of  those  of  the  world,  it  is  by  no  means 
surprising  that  we  would  consume  40 
per  cent  of  the  world's  copper. 

"Not  only  has  the  world's  copper  ad- 
vanced more  rapidly  In  electrical  equip- 
ment than  any  of  the  European  coun 
tries,    but   also  in 


able  that  they  always  will  be.  as  brass 
In  builders'  hardware,  plumbers'  sup- 
plies, etc.,  Is  growing  In  popularity 
wltn  surprising  rapidity. 

"When  its  price  is  high  copper  meets 
in   the   market  an     almost       unlimited 
number  of  competitors,  including  Iron, 
zinc,    lead,    tin,    wood,    aluminum,    etc., 
but  when  It  declines  in  price  It  is  used 
for  hundreds    of  purposes   in   competi- 
tion   with    the   abcyve-named    materials. 
If  the  price  of  coi.»per  were  to  be  raised 
to  twenty  cents  and  maintained  there,  ' 
It  is  probable  that  consumption  would  i 
decline   from   35   to   50   per  cent   within  I 
three  years;   and  If  there  were  enough  ! 
copper    to    permit    of    a    depression    of  I 
the    price    to    10    cents,    there    Is    little  j 
doubt   that     consumption       would      be 
doubled    within   three   to    "Ave       years,  j 
Though    copper    once    sold    as    low    as 
nine   cents.    It    never  averaged    as    low 
even  as  lOVi  cents  for  a  whole  year,  ex- 
cept   in    1894,    when   the    average    price 
was    slightly    above    9>i    cents.      From 
that  point,  however,  the  price  advanced 
steadily  until  It  reached   19^4   cents  in 
1899. 

"The  average  price  of  copper  during 
the  past  five  years  was  1594  cents. 
During  the  past  ten  years  It  averaged 
13.14  cents;  during  fifteen  years,  13.04 
cents;  during  twenty  years,  13.05  cents, 
and  during  twenty-five  years,  14.15 
cents.  It  would  therefore  seem  safe 
to  depend  upon  the  averag-e  price  in 
the  future  being  as  high  as  13  to  14 
cents  per  pound. 

"At  present  the  price  of  copper  Is 
low  enough  to  encourage  Its  use  on  a 
very  broad  scale  in  rooflngr.  plumbing, 
etc.  The  sheet  mills  are  running  the 
world  over,  and  they  use  up  copper 
with  astonishing  rapidity.  Steam 
railroads  are  again  taking  up  the 
matter  of  covering  cars  with  copper, 
the  experiments  so  far  tried  having  re- 
sulted satisfactorily,  and  it  is  probable 
that  there  will  always  be  an  extensive 
demand  from  car-building  concerns 
whenever  the  price  of  metal  Is  low. 
There  Is  little  pi-ospect  that  copper 
will  ever  again  sell  for  any  consider- 
able time  as  low  as  12  cents  per  pound. 
COPPER  SHARES. 
"The  long-walted-for  awakening  in 
the  copper  mining  shares  has  not  yet 
come.  Amalgamated's  reccKvery  of  18 
points  fro  mthe  pottom  quotations  of 
last  year's  de^allnf*  failed  to  cause  any 
general  specul<(ti\4  activity  In  the  Bos- 
ton list;  and  the  advance  In  th.e  price 
of  copper  from  12  to  13  cents  a  short 
time  ago  Uresulfe^  only  In  stiffening 
the  local  market  somewhat.  Holders 
of  coppers  are  as  a  rule  tired  and 
discouraged;  but  they  will,  with  rare 
exceptions,  hold  on  now  until  prices 
are  very  muchpldelier.  Traders  would 
be  bearish,  but  tiey  know  they  can- 
not bring  in  cnoitgh  selling  orders  to 
make  a  campaign  against  prices  profit- 
able. Everythlg  Indicates  that  the 
market  will  continue  to  wait  until 
something  develops  to  serve  as  an  ex- 
cellent argument  for  higher  prices. 
What  It  will  be  and  wJien  It  will  come 
no  one  knows.  That  It  will  come, 
however,  the/e  ran  be  no  possible 
doubt.  It  may  come  soon.  There 
will  be  a  wilder  speculation  for  the 
advance  in  the  coppers  one  of  these 
days  th.it  there  has  been  In  coffee, 
cereals,  cotton  or  any  other  C"

electrical  equipment,  machinery  and 
supplies.  It  is  a  heavy  exporter,  as 
well,  of  light  hardware  q/f  various 
kinds,  much  of  which  Is  of  copper  and 
brass.  There  is  little  prospect  that  our 
relation  to  other  countries  will  change 
In  this  respect  In  teh  near  future. 
Though  foreigners  will  rapidly  Increase 
their  electrical  equipment,  that  of  the 
United  States  will  also  go  on  Increasing, 
and  the  dem.and  for  copper  will  con- 
tinue to  make  a  rapid  and  phenomenal 
growth. 

"The  consumption  of  copper  always 
exceeds  its  production.  If  It  did  not 
a  large  surplus  of  copper  would  quick- 
ly accumulate,  for  not  only  the  pro- 
duct of  the  mines,  but  also  all  of  the 
scrap  copper,  brass  and  other  copper 
alloys  must  find  a  market  and  go  a 
second  time  through  the  melting  pot  of 
the  manufacturer.  It  Is  probable  that 
3  to  5  per  cent  of  the  current  copper, 
bronze  and  brass  manufactures  are 
made  from  old  material.  Not  n  little 
brass  is  adulterated  with  lead,  and  for 
some  purposes  Is  made  Into  bras.'^. 
Though  the  manufacture  of  electrical 
equipment  and  copper  wire  now  calls 
for  an  enormous  amount  annually,  ths 
brass  makers  are  the  largest  customers 
of  the  copper  producers;  and  It  Is  prob-

the  nlfe'ht  In  the  ruln.s  guarding  the 
vaults  and  safes  in  the  financial  dis- 
.  trict  were  far  less  comfortable.  Owing 
to  the  need  of  police  to  patrol  the 
outlying'  residential  sections  it  was  nec- 
essary for  them  to  put  in  ten  and 
twelve  hours  of  continuous  duty  and 
almost  without  shelter  and  the  men 
were  thorouerhly  benumbed  when  re- 
lieved at  daylight.  Even  the  soldiers 
on  guard  for  but  two  hours  at  a  stretch 
found  this  tour  in  the  icy  wind  li>ng 
enough  and  considerate  officers  permit- 
ted thorn  to  shelter  themselves  in  con- 
venient doorways  and  build  small 
picket  fires  wherever  posssible.  Those 
in  exposed  points  paced  briskly  to  and 
for  to  keep  the  blood  In  circulation. 
Tbree  companies  of  troops  were  kept  on 
continuous  patrol  duty  in  the  ruins 
throughout  the  night  and  the  outer 
lines  were  maintained  as  strictly  as 
ever  by  three  regiments  and  the  naval 
brigade.  So  quiet  were  the  conditions 
that  the  military  he.adquarters  In  the 
marshal's  office  were  practically  closed 
at  midnight,  the  higher  officers  tak- 
ing several   hours   to  sleep. 

A  conflict  between  the  postofflce  and 
and  federal  government  was  reported 
last  niglit  when  one  of  the  mail  car- 
riers who  was  endeavoring  to  enter  the 
postofRce  for  duty  was  halted  by  a  pri- 
vate of  the  company  of  heavy  artilkry 
which  was  placed  on  guard  around  that 
building  and  the  subtreasury.

One  branch  of  the  city  government 
that  IS  running  in  full  operation  is  the 
marriage  license  bureau,  eighteen 
license*?  being  issued  yesterday  and 
the    rush    continuing   today. 

Among  the  ruins  that  collapsed  dur 
Ing  the  early  morning  hours  was  a 
large  section  of  the  Calvert  street  front 
of  the  big  Equitable  building  at  Fayette 
and  Calvert  streets,  and  the  front  wall 
of  an  office  building  on  St.  Paul  street 
between  the  Herald  office  and  the  Law 
building.  A  large  section  of  the  inter- 
ior of  the  latter  building  also  fell  m, 
but  the  walls  withstood  the  wind.

Elections  Mean  Consider- 
able Outlay  For  City 
of  Duluth.

Ten  Thousand  Dollars 

Spent. 


The  city  of  Duluth  will  be  com- 
pelled to  spend  nearly  $10,000  this  year 
on  elections. 

City  Treasurer  Voss  is  engaged  today 
in  paying  off  the  judges  of  the  recent 
municipal  elections.  The  pay-roll  of 
the  judges  was  passed  at  the  council 
meeting  Moruay  evening-  and  t'i.>  work 
of  paying  them  off  has  been  In  pro- 
gress yesterday  and  today. 

The  total  cost  of  the  niunlcipal  elec- 
tion will  be  about  $4200.  The  pay 
roll  of  tlie  judg^es  together  with  the 
rent  of  the  pobng  booths  amounted  to 
$3993.59.  In  addition  to  this  there  was 
a  further  Item  of  about  $100  for  print- 
ing and  an  Item  of  $100  for  the  cost 
of  erecting-  and  taking  down,  the 
booths. 

This  will  bring  the  total  cost  of  the 
election   np   to  about   $4200. 

'i''je  cost  ct"  the  presiaential  election 
must  also  be  borne  hy  the  city,  and 
it  is  expectfd  to  be  considerably  larger 
than  the  cost  of  the  municipal  election. 
Judges  are  paid  25  cents  an  hour 
during  th.^  time  the  booths  are  open 
and  an  extr.i  5  cents  an  hour  for  the 
time  they  S])fcnd  in  counting  oaJlot:-. 
The  ballots  will  be  mucb  longer  for 
the  presidential  election  than  they 
were  for  the  municipal  election,  and 
probably  more  numerous,  and  the 
judges'  pay-roll  will  amount  to  a  con- 
siderably larger  sum. 

This  Increa&od  expenditure  will  prob- 
ably bring  the  cost  of  the  presidential 
election  to  the  city,  up  to  the  s-.:;n  of 
$o000,  which  with  the  $4200  expended 
for  the  city  elections  will  make  a  total 
of  .f'J-200. 

At  the  time  the  tax  levy  Avas  fixed 
for  tie  J  car,  the  sum  of  $20,000  was 
appropriated  for  the  cost  of  elections', 
and  thc-e  i^  not  likely  to  be  much  of 
this  left  by  November  9. 

Neither  of  the  candidates  for  mayor 
have  yet  tiled  statements  of  their  ex- 
penses with  the  city  clerk,  as  they  are 
required  to  do  within  30  days  after  the 
election.

Physicians  Say  That  Sen- 
ator Banna's  Condi- 
tion Is  Good. 

Washington,  Feb.  10.— While  the  con- 
dition of  Senator  Hanna  is  not  as  fav- 
orable as  yesterday,  it  was  better  at 
noon  today  than  it  was  last  night. 
After  the  night  consultation  of  hia 
physicians,  the  senator  developed  some 
gastric  trouble — a  reoccurrence,  prac- 
tically, of  the  stomach  trouble  of  Sun- 
day night,  and  for  several  hours  he 
was  unable  to  retain  on  his  stomach 
the  nourishment  given  him,  and  Dr. 
Carter  was  called  several  times.  An 
Improvement  finally  was  noted  and  to- 
day Senator  Hanna  is  retaining  the 
liquid  nourishment  which  he  takes  at 
intervals.  The  gastric  affection  is  at- 
tributed to  the  sedatives  given  the  pa- 
tient. In  the  latter  part  of  the  night 
the  senator  slept  at  Intervals  and  his 
condition  indicated  some  improvement 
when  his  physicians  held  their  first  con- 
sultation at  noon.  Shortly  after  12 
o'clock  the  following  bulletin  was  Is- 
sued, the  first  of  the  day: 

"At  12  o'clock  Senator  Hanna  was 
resting  quietly.  Temperature,  100  S-10: 
pulse,  97;  respiration,  28.  He  was  a  lit- 
tle more  re.stless  during  the  night,  but 
slept  quietly  at  intervals.  There  are 
no  complications  and  his  general  con- 
ditions good.

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  10.— Skeptclsm  is 
expressed  in  certain  quarters  that  the 
full  extent  of  tlie  Russian  losses  has 
been  given  out,  but  in  government  cir- 
cles the  official  bulletins  are  accepted 
as  accurately  representing  the  extent 
of  the  disaster,  the  general  expression 
being  that  the  Russian  authorities  did 
not  expect  early  success,  especially  at 
sea. 

The  whole  city  awaited  anxiously  last 
night  for  official  news.  Extraordinary 
scenes  were  witnessed  in  and  around 
the  newspaper  offices  and  a  crowd  of 
people  literally  besieged  the  ministry 
of  the  interior,  where  the  Official  Mes- 
senger is  published,  smart  carriages 
driving  up  in  quick  succession  and  the 
highest  and  lowest  of  the  Inhabitants 
waiting  in  the  ante  room  or  camping 
in  the  snow-coveved  street,  waiting 
patiently  till  far  into  the  night  for 
the  first  numbers  containing  official 
bulletins.  Thi  text  of  the  communica- 
tions had  leaked  out  among  the  news- 
paper men,  but  as  the  law  forbids  the 
publication  of  such  documents  until 
they  have  appeared  in  the  Official  Mes- 
senger, the  editors  had  to  await  until 
the  government  organ  printed  the  news 
before  s-tartlng  their  own  presses.

Although  the  art  of  street  making  has  been  studied 
for  many  years,  if  the  ideal  pavement  has  been  discov- 
ered, sufficient  time  has  not  elapsed  to  demonstrate  it.^ 
value. 

Duluth  has  a  sufficient  variety  of  pavements  on  her 
.■streets  so  that  her  citizens  will  know  in  time  which  is 
best  in  this  climate.  The  experience  of  other  cities  would 
indicate  that  tar  macadam  has  given  the  best  satisfaction.

A  COMMENDABLE  SPIRIT. 

The  citizens  of  the  stricken  city  of  Baltimore  exhibit 
the  true  American  spirit  of  grit,  determmation  and  in- 
dependence, for  they  have  announced  to  the  world, 
through  the  medium  of  the  Asociated  Press,  that  they 
vill  ask  no  assistance  outside  of  the  state,  but  with  the 
resources  at  their  command  will  proceed  at  once  to 
erect  a  greater  and  better  Baltimore. 

This  is,  indeed,  a  commendable  stand.  After  sustain- 
ing a  loss  of  from  $125,000,000  to  $150,000,000,  a  blow 
that  would  stagger  almost  any  city  in  the  world,  these 
people  come  up  with  a  brave  front  and  say  to  the  world: 
"We  will  build  it  all  over  again,  better  and  larger  than 
before." 

Happily,  most  of  the  insurance  companies  involved 
are  abundantly  able  to  bear  their  losses  and  will  pay 
every  claim  in  full,  which  will  materially  assist  the  work 
of  restoration.  But  the  insurance  money  will  fall  far 
short  of  the  actual  loss,  a  large  part  of  which  cannot  be 
measured  with  dollars  and  cents. 

The  people  of  Baltimore  will  find  their  task  a  hard 
one,  but  possessing  such  a  spirit  of  phick  and  indepen- 
dence, who  can  say  that  they  will  not  succeed?  The 
country  will  look  on  with  sympathetic  interest  ready  to 
encourage  them  in  their  work  and  to  applaud  when  the 
task  is  accomplished. 


LARGE  FIRE  LOSS. 

Thca  fire  insurance  companies  have  experienced  some 
very  heavy  losses  during  tlic  opening  five  weeks  of  the 
present  year,  and  if  the  los.-es  keep  up  during  th^r  suc- 
ceeding mouths,  the  year  1904  will  be  a  record-breaker. 
Even  eliminating  the  extraordinary  losses  occasioned 
by  the  great  fire  in  Baltimore,  where  the  total  damage 
i£  now  estimated  at  $125,000,000,  and  the  insurance  at 
$90,000,000,  the  companies  have  suffered  more  severely 
than   during  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 

The  January  fire-loss  was  abnormally  large.  January 
has  always  been  marked  by  heavy  fire  losses,  but  dur- 
ing the  past  month  the  losses  aggregated  $21, 790,200, 
against  $i3,if»6,350  in  January,  1903,  and  $i5.$32,8oo  in 
January,  1902.  There  were  no  especially  large  fires,  ex- 
cept one  at  Shelbyviile,  Ohio,  where  a  steel  tube  ware- 
house was  destroyed,  causing  a  loss  of  $1,500,000,-  and 
one  at  Des  Moines,  la.,  where  the  state  capitol  was  dam- 
aged to  the  extent  of  $500,000.  The  high  total  loss  dur- 
ing the  month  was  due  to  many  small  fires,  there  being 
only  364  in  which  the  loss  was  in  excess  of  $10,000.  Un- 
doubtedly the  great  majority  of  the  fires  were  the  re- 
sult of  the  unu>ually  severe  weather,  which  caused  the 
people  to  take  extra  risks  in  the  effort  to  keep  their 
houses  warm. 

February,  with  the  Baltimore  losses,  will  probably 
break  all  records  for  this  month,  and  some  of  the  com- 
panies will  find  their  reserves  greatly  depleted  when  the 
losses  are  settled. 


COAL  TAR  AND  BITULITHIC  PAVEMENTS 

By  a  comparative  table  W.  A.  Hoyt,  a  writer  for  the 
♦he  Municipal  Engineer,  shows  that  in  this  country  mac- 
adam is  by  far  the  most  popular  pavement.  Then  comes 
asphalt,  stone  block,  wood  block  and  brick  in  the  ordet 

named. 

He  says  the  legitimate  predecessor  of  the  bitulithic 
pavement,  and  with  which  the  public  so  naturally  con- 
fuse it,  is  the  coal  tar  pavement.  The  history  of  this 
pavement  is  very  erratic,  with  peculiar  successes  and 
disastrous  failures.  Tar  macadam  pavements  were  used 
in  Paris  in  1854,  and  they  have  been  used  in  other  Euro- 
pean cities  for  many  years.  They  began  to  be  used  in 
this  country  about  1866.  Mr.  Tilson,  in  his  "Pavements 
and  Paving  Materials,"  speaks  of  a  few  of  these  pave- 
ments in  Brooklyn  and  elsewhere,  which  have  lasted 
for  over  twenty  years.  The  experience  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  affords  the  best  opportunity  for  the  study  oi  coal 
tar  pavements.  From  1871  to  1888  there  were  laid  864,400 
square  yards  of  this  pavement,  all  essentially  the  same,  in 
the  use  of  the  broken  stone  base  coated  with  tar  and 
wearing  surface  of  varying  thickness  and  composition, 
depending  up<>n  the  patent  under  which  it  was  construct- 
ed. In  all  the  pavements,  coal  tar  was  used  cither  crude 
or  partly  refined,  and  either  alone  or  mixed  with  sawdust, 
sulphur,  sulphuric  acid,  slacked  lime  or  asphalt,  or  a 
combination  of  several  '>f  these  materials.  Of  these  pave- 
ments something  like  20  per  cent  of  the  total  yardage 
failed  in  two  or  three  years,  about  50  per  cent  in  seven 
years,  and  91  per  cent  in  fifteen  years.  While  4.9  per  cent 
lasted  for  twenty-six  years  and  1.2  per  cent  for  thirty 
years.  The  average  annual  cost,  for  repairing  these 
streets  which  have  lasted  for  thirty  years  and  over,  is 
very  low — about  2.2  cents  per  square  yard. 

Despite  these  failures,  coal  tar  pavements  continue  to 
be  used,  and  in  the  last  few  years  have  become  quite 
popular  in  Canada.  Some  of  the  places  repeated  the  same 
mistakes  as  were  made  at  Washington.  Hamilton  and 
Toronto  have  been  using  it  in  increasing  amounts  for 
several  years.  These  pavements  appear  to  give  satisfac- 
tion in  many  cases  and  cost  from  40  cents  to  $1.25  per 
square  yard. 

The  unusual  wearing  qualities  of  some  of  these  old 
pavements  attracted  the  attention  of  men  interested  in 
th**  paving  business.  While  at  the  same  time  the  con- 
ditions of  the  asphalt  trade,  and  some  difficult  features 
connected  with  that  construction,  caused  men  to  seek 
for  some  other  form  of  pavement. 

S.  Whincry,  member  of  the  American  Society  of 
Civil  F.nginrers,  for  several  years  in  the  asphalt  paving 
husineii,  advocat'-d.  in  1901.  an  asphalt  macadam  pave- 
ment, which  would  combine  the  low  cost  and  non-slip- 
p^ry  frnfuren  of  the  macadam,  with  the  smooth  hard

FLAX  CROP  IN 
RUSSIA  RUINED 

Opportunity  Afforded  to 

American  Growers  By 

tlie  Sliortage. 

Washington.  Feb.  lO.-Mr.  Hugo 
Muench.  formerly  well  known  as  a  law- 
yer In  St.  Louis,  now  consul  at  Plauen. 
Germany,  has  advised  the  department 
relative  to  the  European  flax  market. 
In  the  course  of  the  report  he  says: 

•I  take  the  liberty  of  again  calling  \.h<> 
attention  of  our  agricultural  communi- 
ties to  the  state  of  the  tlax  market  in 
Euiope.  and  to  Impress  the  advantages 
wliich  it  obvlouslv  affords  for  profitable 
cidiuation  of  fiax  fiber  In  the  United 
State.-. 

An  unprecedented  shortage  In  this 
rears  fiax  crop  In  Russia  has  led  not 
bnlv  to  a  sort  of  corner  in  the  raw  ma- 
terial, but  to  a  perfectly  natural  advance 
in  its  prices  amounting,  since  Oct.  1,  to 
about  L'5  per  cent.  So  seriously  is  this 
rise  felt  that  far-reaching  limitations  In 
linen  production  have  already  been  de- 
teimlned  upon,  and.  unless  needed  supply 
shall  be  obtainable  elsewhere,  these  limi- 
tations must  remain  imposed  for  an  In- 
dehnite    time. 

•'Not  onlv  does  Russia  furnish  more 
than  80  per'cent  of  the  fiax  utilized  In  the 
linen  textile  districts  of  Germany,  but 
England  and  Scdtland  likewise  draw 
upon  that  market  for  raw  material.  It 
is  now  known  that  owing  to  early  and 
phenomenal  snows  fully  one-third  of  this 
year's  crop  of  Russian  fiax  has  been 
ruined,  and  th-f  residue  is  totally  insuf- 
ficient to  supply  even  present  demands. 
This  occurrence  was  followed  by  an  im- 
mediate and  sharp  rLse  in  the  market,  but 
even  at  these  advanced  lisures  practi- 
cally the  whole  crop  has  passed  Into  the 
cf.ntrol  of  a  few  persons. 

"Cndoubtedlv  the  shortage  Is  such  that, 
it  can  not  be  made  good,  even  by  a  suc- 
cessful Russian  crop  in  1904,  and  a  further 
argument  has.  therefore,  arisen  beyond 
those  heretofore  urged,  why  our  farmers 
whose    soil    is    suitable    for    tlax    culture

Berlin.  Feb.  10.— In  spite  of  all  the 
efforts  of  his  noble  re^tlyes,  in  spite  of 
the  threatened  Interference  of  Emperor 
Francis  Joseph.  Count  Stephan  Gyiulai  of 
Maros  Nemeth  and  Nada?ko  has  forced 
his  will  through,  and  the  other  day  quiet- 
Iv  married  Elizabeth  Kblozia,  the  20- 
year-old  daughter  of  a  poor  Vienna  shoe- 
maker.

The  establishment  of  a  county  road 
is  attended  with  more  "red  tape,"  than 
the  general  public  is  aware  of.  Many 
people  have  un  idea  that  when  the  set- 
tlers in  the  outlying  districts  of  St. 
Louis  county  desire  a  new  road,  all 
they  have  to  do  is  to  ask  the  county 
board  for  it  and  the  county  commis- 
sioners, if  they  feel  so  inclined,  will 
order  the  road  constructed. 

If  this  were  the  only  formality  to  be 
gone  through  with  to  get  a  new  road 
the  county  auditor  would  soon  begin 
to  carry  road  petitions  to  the  county 
board  in  bushel  baskets,  but  the  fact 
that  there  Is  a  certain  amount  of  red 
tape  connected  with  it,  aids  to  a  great 
extent  in  holding  the  applications  down 
so  thkt  they  do  not  come  with  a  rush. 
In  spite  of  the  "red  tape,"  however, 
there  is  now  on  file  in  the  county  audl- 
tors  office  a  large  number  of  road  pe- 
titions from  various  districts  of  the 
county  where  the  settlers  desire  out- 
lets to  the  towns  and  stations,  which 
have  not  yet  been  reached  by  the  board 
of  county  commissioners. 

,St.  Louis  county  is  greatly  in  need  of 
new  roads  to  aid  in  the  development 
of  its  agricultural  lands,  but  the  com- 
missioners also  realize  that  it  will  l^e 
absolutely  Impossible  to  accede  to  all 
the  petitions  that  have  come  in,  and 
the  process  of  spending  the  available 
county  funds  on  those  new  highways 
which  are  the  most  nece.ssary  Is  a  ques- 
tion that  only  can  be  settled  after  care- 
ful investigation  and  more  or  less  di- 
plomacy In  the  matter  of  treatment  of 
the   settlers. 

"There  is  no  question,"  said  a  mem- 
ber of  the  county  board  the  other  day, 
"that  if  St.  Louis  county  had  the  money 
to  spend  on  the  new  roads  wanted,  the 
commissioners  would  gladly  do  every- 
thing in  their  power  to  see  that  the 
money  is  well  spent.  We  have  only  a 
certain  amount  of  money  for  x-oad 
building,  and  while  we  wish  it  were 
more,  we  must  economize  the  fund  and 
make  it  go  as  far  as  possible  and  for 
roads  that  will  be  of  the  greatest  good." 
In  the  first  place,  when  the  settlers 
of  any  outlying  community  in  the 
county  wish  a  new  road,  they  must 
draw  up  a  form  of  road  petition,  pre- 
scribed by  law,  and  at  least  twenty- 
four  freeholders  must  sign  it.  The  pe- 
tition must  state  the  point  from  whicn 
the  proposed  highway  is  to  start,  de- 
tail its  route  by  township,  section  and 
range  and  give  the  terminal  point.

President  Roosevelt  De- 
mands  "Withdrawar 
of  Woman  Reporter. 

Washington.   Feb.     10. — Le.-ic     najeste 

has  again  reared  its  horrid  head  at  the 

White  House,  and  the  president  and 
Stcrelary  Loeb  have  taken  steps  to 
visit  condign  punishment  on  the  offen- 
der. 

For  the  third  time  since  he  became 
president  Mr.  Roosevelt  has  demanded 
that  a  reiiorter  shall  be  "withdrawn" 
from  the  White  House,  or  from  his  Im- 
mediate presence. 

The  first  incident  was  when  he  de- 
manded the  withdrawal  of  the  Nev»' 
York  Sun's  representative  from  Oyster 
Bay  in  the  summer  of  1902.  (J.  H. 
O'Brien,  now  Mayor  McClellan's  secre- 
tary). The  second  was  when  he  de- 
manded the  discharge  of  a  young  man 
on  a  local  paper  (John  K.  Stauffer.  of 
the  Washington  Times),  who  wrote  a 
true  story  about  the  refusal  of  .Senator 
Scott  of  West  iVrginia  to  remain  and 
see  tile  president  after  several  others  of 
less  consequence  than  a  .senator  had 
been  summoned  ahead  of  him.  on  the 
ground  that  the  printing  of  the  story 
detracted  from  the  dignity  of  the  pres- 
ident. 

The  third  occasion  was  List  week. 
Secretary  Loeb  telephoned  to  the  edi- 
tor of  the  Washington  Post  that  the 
society  editor  of  that  paper  must  be 
"withdrawn"  from  the  White  House,  as 
she  was  distasteful  to  the  president. 

•What's  the  matter?"  asked  the  edi- 
tor. 

"Come  up  here  and  I  will  tell  you." 
Loeb  responded. 

•  My  oiTlce  is  in  the  Post  building," 
the  editor  responded,  "and  if  you  have 
any  communications  to  make  I  will  re- 
ceive them  here." 

"Tnat  ended  the  matter  so  far  as  the 
Post  was  concerned.  The  Post  abso- 
lutely refused  to  be  dictated  to  by  the 
president  or  Secretary  Loeb. 

The  society  editor  of  the  Washington 
Post  is  a  cultured  and  widely  known 
lady,  who  has  been  engaged  in  news- 
paper work  in  Washington  for  years. 
She  h\s  the  confidence  and  esteem  of 
the  members  of  offlcial,  diplomatic  and 
residential  society,  and  her  work  has 
always  been  characterized  by  conserva- 
tism and  accuracy.  She  is  one  of  the 
best  known  and  most  highly  regarded 
newspaper  women  at  the  capital,  and 
went  through  the  entire  McKinley  ad- 
mlni.siration  as  the  recorder  of  events 
at  the  White  House  without  criticism 
from  any  source.  In  just  what  par- 
ticular paragi-nph  of  her  social  news 
the  lady  committed  lese  majeste  is  not 
known,  and  the  editor  of  the  Post 
not  taken  pains  to  inquire.

Wahsington,  Feb.  9.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  sul>-commlttee  o  Inter- 
nal revenue  of  the  house  committee  on  1 
ways  and  means  gave  a  hearing  on  the 
Gaines  bill,  which  permits  the  buying 
and  selUng  of  unstemmed  leaf  tobacco 
by  the  grower,  or  .some  person  author- 
ized to  act  for  him  without  the  payment 
of  the  tax,  which  is  now  6  cents  per 
pound.  The  hearing  attracted  great 
attention  from  the  members  of  the 
house,  as  it  affects  cdl  tobacco  growing 
districts  in  the  United  states,  as  well 
as  the  districts  where  the  manuiaclure 
of  tobacco  is  carried  on.  Representa- 
tive Gaines,  Stanley  of  Kentucky,  Sher- 
ley  of  Kentucky,  Kitchen  of  North  Car- 
olina, Thayer  of  Massachusetts,  Will- 
iams of  Mississippi,  and  other  members 
of  congreos  were  prta^eijt  during  the 
hearing.  Among  those?\vho  appeared  In 
support  of  the  bill  on  behalf  of  the 
tobacco  growers  were  Col.  John  S.  Cun- 
ningham, president  of'the  North  Caro- 
lina Tobacco  Growers'  association; 
Charles  E.  Barker,  prt^idpnt  of  the 
Farmers'  club,  of  Pemibroke,  Ky.;  C.  H. 
Fort,  president  of  the  'fobacco  Growers' 
association,  of  Roblnsiln- county,  Tenn. ; 
C.  P.  Warfield.  preside;it  df  the  Tobacco 
Board  of  Clarksburg,  Tenn.;  B.  E. 
Cooper,  of  Hopkinsvilli?;,  Ky.,  and  others. 
The  gist  of  the  argtycnents  presented 
weer  to  the  effect  thAt  If  the  farmer 
and  the  part3'  buying  froin  him  should 
be  permitted  to  stelj  stemmed  and 
twisted  tobacco  withoiit  the  payment  of 
the  6  cents  per  pound  lax.  it  would 
open  a  new  market  and  stimulate  com- 
petition in  the  purchase  of  the  tobacco. 
Elvery  speaker  bi-ought  out  the  fact  that 
the  tobacco  trust  now  has  the  market 
cornered,  so  that  there  is  absolutely  no 
competition  whatever,  and  the  farmers 
are  compelled  to  accept  whatever  price 
]  Is  offered.  It  was  plainly,  they  .said,  a 
fight  of  the  farmers  of  the  country 
I  against  the  tobacco  trust  in  this  coun- 
try with  its  allies,  the  Imperial  Tobacco 
company.  of  England,  and  the 
•Crowned  heads  of  Europe  composing 
what  is  known  as  the  Regie  contract." 

Representative  Gaines  explained  at 
some  length  the  object  of  his  bill,  and 
stated  that  It  was  supported  by  all 
growers  of  tobacco  in  the  United  States. 
The  tax  on  the  buyer,  he  said,  is  an  in- 
direct tax  on  the  grower,  and  by  allow- 
ing only  licenced  buyers  to  purchase  to- 
bacco, prevented  the  farmer  even  from 
selling  to  his  neighbors.  These  licensed 
to  buy  had  combined,  with  the  result 
that  they  absolutely  fixed  the  figures 
at  which  they  would  purchase -it.  .Mr. 
Gaines  described  how  the  territory  Is 
divided  among  the  buyers,  and  in- 
stanced one  case  in  Tennessee  where  a 
buyer  purchased  the  tobacco  in  the 
barn  on  his  side  of  the  road,  but  could 
not  buy  that  in  a  barn  across  the  road, 
although  a  part  of  the  same  crop,  be- 
cause it  was  not  in  his  territory.  The 
trust  placed  the  price  on  tobacco  and 
notified  the  farmers  If  they  did  not  sell 
ou  its  terms  they  could  let  their  tobacco 
rot  In  their  barns. 

"Both  the  Democrats  and  Republicans 
have  perpetuated  this  infamous  law.  ' 
he  said.  He  notified  the  committee  that 
unle.ss  some  relief  was  speedily  afford- 
j  ed  the  farmers  would  have  to  quit 
1  growing  tobacco;  in  a,  number  of  cases 
I  they  had  already  agreed  to  do  so.  Tne 
;  dark  tobacco  crop  at  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee  is  now  largely  exported,  but 
if  a  market  could  be*,  created  for  the 
same  In  this  country,  t-evenue  would 
ultimately  be  derived  .fro^i  it,  whereas 
none  is  derived  from  the  tobacco  which 
is  exported.  He  protested  against  the 
I  injustice  done  the  gt'ower  of  tobacco 
who,  the  moment  he  used  •the  hands 
that  God  Almighty  gav-^  him— these  five 
fingers"  to  twist  tobacco,  was  classed 
with  the  manufacturer  aud  had  to  pay 
6  cents  per  pound  tax.  He  went  into  the 
subject  of  the  loss  of  revenue  to  some 
extent,  maintaining  tliat  the  revenue 
would  not  suffer  in  the  slightest  degr-^e 
by  the  enactment  of  this  bill.  The 
farmers  did  not  ask  permission  to  use 
liclrlce.  molasses,  glucose  or  any  other 
flavoring  material  In  the  manufacture 
of  their  tobacco  without  payin  ga  tax, 
bit  they  merely  wished  to  sell  it  In  Its 
natural  form,  after  It  had  been  twist- 
ed. 

j  Col.  Cunningham  explained  that  for- 
j  merly  there  were  a  number  of  buyers 
I  from  England,  but  now  they  had  com- 
bined in  the  Imperial  Tobacco  com- 
pany, and  there  was  nn  competition 
from  this  source.  Illustrating  the  de- 
plorable condition  of  the  tobacco  far- 
mers, he  told  a  story  of  a  farmer  who 
took  a  load  of  toba>cco  to  market  and 
when  he  had  sold  it  he  went  to  the 
cashier  for  his  check  and  was  told  hij 
load  of  tobacco  had  not  brought  enouga 
to  pay  his  warehouse  charges,  and  that 
he  was  still  owing  25  cents.  The  fanner 
wanted  to  know  what  to  do  about  It, 
and  the  cashier  told  him  when  he  came 
to  town  again  to  bring  him  a  rooster, 
so  in  a  few  days  he  came  back  and  had 
his  basket  on  his  arm  and  went  to  the 
cashier's  office  and  told  him  he  was 
ready  to  settle  up.  The  cashier  looked 
Into  the  farmer's  basket  and  said,  "Mr. 
Smith,  you  have  two  roosters,  and  I 
only  told  you  to  bring  me  one."  -But. 
Mr.  Cashier.  I  have  brought  you  an- 
other load  of  tobacco." 

Col.  Cunningham  Invited  the  commit- 
tee to  visit  his  place  in  North  Carolina, 
founded    by    his   grandfather     in      1795, 
ajid  see  for  themselves  the  "oppressed 
condition   of   the   American    farmers   of 
the  American  tobacco-growing  states."

the  South  expected  the  members  of 
congress  from  all  parts  of  the  country 
to  assist  them  In  their  struggle  against 
the  trusts.  He  pointed  out  very  forcibly 
that  the  companies  composing  the 
•Regie  Contract"  and  the  trusts,  which 
were  the  only  buyers  of  tobacco,  made 
millions  of  dollars  annually  out  of  the 
tobacco  wher.?  the  grower  was  pro- 
ducing it  at  a  loss,  and  that  the  com- 
panies composing  the  'Regie  Contract" 
paid  no  tax  to  this  government  what- 
ever, while  their  own  government  re- 
ceived millions  from  it.s  manufacture 
and  sale. 

Under  the  questioning  of  Represen- 
tative .Sherley,  Mr.  C.  E.  Barker,  ex- 
plained that  ninety  per  cent  of  tho 
tobacco  grown  in  certain  counties  of 
Tennessee  afSd  Kentucky,  was  exp<3rt- 
ed,  being  known  as  dark  export  tobocco. 
Formerly  there  was  active  competition 
for  thl.s  tobacco,  but  because  of  the 
"Regie  Contract"  and  the  alliance  be- 
tween the  English  and  American  To- 
bacco trusts  there  was  now  but  one 
bidder  who  rtxed  the  price. 

Representative  Stanley  stated  that 
the  bill  could  not  affect  the  revenue 
more  than  two  inillion  dollars  annually 
at  the  very  outside  and  he  thought  It 
would  not  affect  it  at  all.  In  reply 
to  a  question  by  Representative  Hill,  of 
Connecticut.  Mr.  Stanley  said  Uiat  he 
did  not  think  the  passage  of  the  bill 
would  interfere  with  the  internal  rev- 
enue bureau  in  tracing  the  tobacco.

bill  for  the  establishment  of  a  bureau  of 
public   highways  in  the  department  of 
agriculture,  and  to  provide  for  national  j 
aid  in  the  improvement  of  public  ro;td». 
A  number  of  bills  for  this  purpose  ha\e  , 
been  introduced  In  the  senate  and  house  '■ 
of    repreesntatlves,    varying    somewhat  [ 
as  to  the  methods  by  which  the  money  i 
shall    be    expended,    and    the    amouni.s  ; 
allotted    to    the    diifeernt   states.      Since 
this   subject    was   presented    to    the   two  ; 
committees  on  agriculture  by  a  delega-  ■ 
tion    from    the    National    Good    Roads' 
association,  representing  every  state  in  I 
tile  Union,  the  champions  of  the  move-

A  number  of  state  le.erislatures  have 
adopted  resolutions  favoring  the  pro- 
posed legislation,  antl  som.e  of  them 
have  instructed  their  senators  to  vote 
for  the  same.  Hundreds  of  memorials 
and  resolutions  have  been  received  by 
members  of  congress  from  Granges, 
branches  of  the  Farmers'  alliance, 
chambers  of  commerce,  boards  of  trade, 
manufacturing  associations  and  oth<?r ! 
bodies,  urging  national  aid  for  good 
roads,  in  addition  to  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  lettf^r?  from  individuals. 

Because  of  the  popularity  of  the 
niovement  the  Democratic  leaders  In  the 
house  and  senate  are  considering  the 
advisability  of  adopting  ■internal  Im- 
provements." as  a  leading  issue  In  the 
next  presidential  campaign,  and  incor- 
porating in  the  national  platform  a 
plank  favoring  such  improvements  in 
opposition  to  the  expenditure  of  high 
sums  of  money  in  connection  with  our 
foreign  possessions.  Irrigation,  na- 
tional aid  for  good  roads,  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Mississippi  and  C)hio  rivers 
and  ojher  projects  which  may  be  classi- 
fied under  the  head  of  "internal  im- 
provem.ents"  are  extremely  popular  in 
the  states  which  the  Democrats  hope 
to  capture,  and  many  of  the  leading 
members  of  the  Democratic  party  be- 
lieve that  by  adopting  the  proposed 
policy  they  can  put  the  Republican 
party  in  the  hole.  They  hold  that  as  an 
initial  step  in  this  direction  the  Dem- 
ocrats should  make  an  issue  of  the 
good  roads'  movement,  and  aggres- 
sively press  it  in  the  house  and  senate 
prior  to  the  coming  pre.'^idential  elec- 
tion.

WILD  DOGS  AND  WOLVES. 


Body  Placed  In  a  Straw 

Pile,  Which  Was 

Burned. 


Lux'eme,  Minn.,  Feb.  10. — The  cor- 
oner's inquest  over  the  remains  of 
Martin  Eng'er,  the  Rose  Dell  township 
fanner,  whose  frozen  stnd  partly  burn- 
ed body  was  found  in  the  ashes  of  a 
burned  straw  pile  last  week,  developed 
the  fact  that  he  had  been  murdered, 
the  jury  finding  that  his  death  resulted 
from  a  blow  over  the  left  temple  by  a 
blunt  Inatrunient  In  the  hands  of  per- 
soiia  Unknowii.  Marks  on  Enger's 
throat  and  the  congested  codltiou  of 
h-is  lungs  Indicated  that  he  had  been 
choked  after  being  struck,  and  that  his 
body  was  afterwards  placed  in  the 
straw  Tjile  which  was  burned  in  an 
tflort  to  hide  the  crime. 

Enger  was  last  seen  alive  on  the 
night  of  Janusny  23,  when  at  about  11 
o'clock,  he  started  to  walk  from  Jas- 
ler  to  his  home,  about  two  miles  south 
cf  that  place.  His  dead  body  was  not 
found  until  ten  days  later  when  a 
search  was  Instituted  for  him.  Up 
to  that  time  his  absence  had  not  creat- 
ed any  uneasiness  at  his  home,  as  he 
had  expressed  the  intention  before  go- 
ing to  Jasper  of  visiting  his  brcaher  at 
Luveino.  In  fact  the  search  at  that 
time  was  the  result  of  talk  by  a  boy 
living  in  Jasper  about  'raking  a  straw 
|)iie  for  Ener's   bones." 

It  was  Enger's  habit  to  leave  the 
road  when  atvout  half  a  mile  from  his 
house  and  cut  across  a  field,  arid  it 
was  at  this  point  that  he  is  thought  to 
have  been  killed.  A  package  of  meat 
and  one  of  his  mittens  were  found 
a  short  distance  from  the  road.  From 
that  point  he  was  evidently  dragged  to 
the  straw  stack,  which  was  but  a 
short  distance  away,  and  which  was 
then  tired  and  his  lx>dy  placed  on  the 
stack  in  an  effort  to  cremate  it  and  so 
Kive  the  inference  that  he  had  become 
overcome  with  the  cold  and  had  crawl- 
ed into  the  stack  and  accidentally  ,';et 
Are  to  it. 

A  peculiar  feature  of  the  affair  is 
that  while  the  stack  was  entirely  con- 
sumed, Enger's  body,  which  was  lying 
in  the  center  of  the  stack,  was  but 
slightly  burned  about  the  legs,  while 
his  hair  and  mustache  were  not  even 
singed.  The  body  was  divested  of 
overcoat  and  under  coat  and  vest, 
'  -whic'n  were  found  in  another  part  of 
the  stack  nearly  destroyed.  The  body 
was  lying  face  upward  and  the  only 
portion  of  his  clothing  on  the  upper 
pan  of  his  body  that  was  burned  was 
on  the  back  of  his  shirt,  as  though  he 
had  been  placed  there  after  the  hre 
■waa  nearly  out. 

When  last  seen  Enger  had  In  his 
possession  about  $30  in  money.  That 
is  missing,  although  his  watch  was 
found  In  his  trousers  pocket  which  had 
not  been  touched  by  the  fire.  It  is 
not  thought  that  robbery  was  the  mo- 
tive of  the  crime,  as  the  amount  of 
money  does  not  seem  to  warrant  such 
a  theory.  A  plausable  theory.  If  rob- 
bery v.as  the  motive,  is  that  his  assail- 
ant did  not  Intend  to  kill  him.  but  fear- 
ful that  he  had  done  so.  placed  him  by 
the  straw  stack,  which  he  set  fire  to, 
to  keep  Enger  from  freezing  in  the 
event  that  he  recovered,  and  when  he 
found  he  did  not.  then  put  his  body  m 
the  fire  in  an  effort  to  destroy  all  evi- 
dence. 

While  It  Is  believed  that  the  deed  was 
commltteed  by  someone  well  acquaint- 
ed with  Enger's-  habits,  the  officers  as 
ye-t  have  not  the  least  clew.

The  unfortunate  girl  frantically 
grasped  the  burning  ornament  and  pulled 
It  from  her  hair,  which  also  was  on  fire. 
She  did  not  lose  her  presence  of  mind, 
however,  and  with  her  hands  smothered 
the   fire. 

The  girl  had  a  heavy  mass  of  hair, 
■which  saved  the  scalp,  though  for  the 
present  the  hair  i^s  ruined.  Her  hands 
did  not  escape  .so  well,  however,  as  the 
molten  celluloid  cruelly  burned  the  palms 
of  both. 


Trappers  Find  Dogs  Running 
Wild  In  Woods. 

Ripple,  Minn..  Feb.  10.— Loren  Wesion, 
a  trapper  of  the  Big  Fork  river  district. 
has  proven  the  close  kinship  between 
wild  dogs  and  wolves.    He  Is  located  eight 

miles  from  town  in  a  vicinity  infectea 
with  wolves.  He  has  no  near  neighbors 
except  the  beasts  of  the  forest.  Timber 
wolves  frequently  give  him  a  nightly 
serenade,  often  approaching  his  cabin  so 
closely  that  on  moonlight  nights  their 
gaunt  forms  can  easily  be  outlined  from 
his  window.  Traps  and  guns  were  tried 
in  vain  to  subdue  them.  Then  he  set  out 
poisoned  meat  and  it  "took."  Three 
scalps  have  been  forwarded  to  the  county 
auditor  for  bounty.  But  a  fourth  scalp 
secured  will  not  be  offered  for  bounty. 
It  is  that  of  a  dog.  a  black,  scraggy  dog. 
Air.  Loren  says  he  has  seen  from  ten  to  a 
dozen  wolves  In  the  pack  that  surrounds 
him  and  has  noticed  that  one  of  them 
was  black,  but  not  until  he  found  the 
animal  poisoned  did  he  suspect  it  was 
not   a  thorough-bred   wolf. 

There  are  reports  of  wolves  infecting 
many  portions  of  the  county  this  winter, 
but  .so  far  they  have  not  attacked  any 
human   being.

Chicago,  Feb.  10.— Startling  revela- 
tions of  horrible  immorality  In  a 
Chinese  rooming  house  followed  an  In- 
vestigation made  by  the  police  Into  the 
death  of  a  20-year-old  American  girl, 
said  to  be  the  wife  of  a  Chinese  res- 
taurant waiter. 

The  girl,  who  was  known  as  Lillian 
Lee  Chang,  was  found  dead  In  a  room 
at  332  Clark  street.  A  Chinaman,  Lee 
Chang,  the  reputed  husband  of  the  dead 
girl.  Is  under  arrest  on  suspicion  of 
murder.  According  to  Coroner's  Physi- 
cian Springer,  the  grirl  met  her  death 
through  the  inhalation  of  the  fumes  of 
Chinees  punk,  mixed  with  some  deadly 
narcotic. 

The  house  in  which  the  girl  died  is 
occupied  by  thirty  Chinamen,  all  of 
whom  live  with  white  women.  Fights 
are  of  nightly  occurrence,  and  many  of 
the  women  are  brutally  treated  by 
their    "Chink"    protectors.

FOR  FAIRBANKS 

Indiana  Senator  Formally 

Declares  Candidacy  For 

Vice  President 

Washington,  Feb.  10.— Senator  Charles 
W.  Fairbanks,  of  Indiana,  has  at  laat 
decided  to  become  a  candidate  for  the  vice 
presidency.  Four  years  ago  the  office 
sought  him;  this  year  he  will  seek  the 
office.  His  determination  Is  made  known 
to  Indiana  politicians  through  the  Indi- 
anapolis Journal,  which  he  now  owns. 
Before  the  article  appeared  in  the  Journal 
It  was  known  to  a  limited  number  of 
the  senator's  friends,  but  this  publication 
has  disseminated  the  Information  among 
the  rank  and  file  of  the   party   workers. 

Senator  Fairbanks'  decision  means 
much  to  Indiana  politicians.  It  will  make 
them  conspicuous  in  the  Chicago  conven- 
tion, and  necessitates  the  beginning  of  a 
new  senatorial  carapiugn.  It  is  assumed 
that  the  senator  will  prove  an  acceptable 
candidate  to  the  Republican  convention, 
and.  In  all  probability  secure  the  nomina- 
tion. But  whether  he  does  or  not  the 
chance  that  he  will  .'^oon  be  out  of  the 
senate  is  so  good  that  the  foresighted  feel 
that  they  must  begin  making  plans  as 
to    his   successor. 

James  A.  Hemenway,  of  Boonevllle,  who 
is  chairman  of  the  appropriations  com- 
mittee in  the  house  of  representatives, 
having  succeeded  Uncle  Joe  Cannon  in 
that  capacity,  is  the  probable  successor 
of  Senator  Fairbanks.  He  Is  already 
in  the  field,  and  has  been  making  plans 
in  a  quiet  way.

National   Trade    Association 
Holds  Annual  Meeting:. 

New     York,   Feb.     10.— The     National 

Paper  Trade  association  of  the  United 

States,  which  was  temporarily  organ- 
ized Dec.  15,  has  come  together  here  :n 
Its  first  annual  meeting.  At  the  open- 
ing se.ssion  the  association  was  placed 
on  a  permanent  basis. 

There  have  been  heretofore  six  orgnn- 
izations  in  different  sections  of  th« 
countr>'.  Each  of  these  took  in  several 
states,  with  headquarters  respectively 
at  Boston,  Chicago,  Baltimore.  Colum- 
bus and  Minneapolis.  These  bodies  now 
become  subsidiary  organizations  to  the 
national  association.  The  association 
starts  out  with  about  150  firms  as  mem- 
bers, nearly  all  of  which  were  repre- 
sented. The  membership  includes  Job- 
bers only,  but  the  merchandise  which 
they  handle  embraces  all  kinds  of 
paper,  from  the  coarsest  wrapping 
paper  to  the  choicest  art  products.  The 
object  of  the  association,  it  is  stated,  is 
to  protect  the  interests  of  the  jobber  in 
his  relations  to  both  the  manufacturer 
and  the  retailer,  and  to  put  an  end  to 
what  are  regarded  as  abuses  now  exist- 
ing. Officers  were  elected.  Including  O. 
A.  Miller,  of  Columbus.  Ohio,  president; 
I.  W.  Carpenter,  Omaha,  second  vice 
president;  A.  F.  Peck,  of  Detroit;  F. 
Im.  McClellan,  St.  Paul,  and  A.  T-. 
Kimbark,  Chicago,  members  of  the  ex- 
ecutive committee. 

Resolutions  adopted     by     the     paper 
manufacturers  were  presented,  inforn' 
Ing   the»   jobbers    of   their    readine.^s    ^o 
co-operate,      and       recommending     the 
elimination  of  brokers  from  the  trade.

They  are  buried  in  the  wilderness  and: 
sometimes   they   go  mad   or   fall   ill    of 
melancholy,  but  for  the  first  part  they 
spend  the   time     when  their  labors  nre 
over  in  devising  some  new  form  of  d.  •  i 
version  or  variations     of     amusements , 
that  have  become  traditional,   like  that; 
of  compelling  a  new  hand   to   climb   a ! 
tree,  after  which  they  proceed  to  cho^i  i 
the  tree  down,  permitting  the  untiappy  i 
victim  of  their  sport  to  make  a  sudd^-ii 
descent   Into     some     convenient   snow- . 
bank.  | 

If.  however,  a  ca.mp  Is  provided  with 
a  "Jumper,"  the  men  never  feel  callc(^ 
upon  to  look  further  for  a  means  an  1 
source  of  amusement,  says  the  Boaloii 
Transcript.  Now  a  "jumper"  in  cli- 
woods  is  about  as  luckless  a  specimen 
of  humanity  as  walks  the  earth.  He  is 
seldom  found  far  away  from  the  woods, 
because  it  is  in  their  shade  that  ae  first 
begins  hi's  jumping  career.  To  start 
with,  he  is  simply  a  man  whose  nervo.-. 
are  abnormally  sensitive.  There  a;e 
many  such  amonj,  the  half  breed 
French -Canadians. 

Ordinarily  they  v.ould  simply  be  very 
nervous  men,  but  when  such  a  one  Is 


discovered  in  a  logging  camp,  drastic 
and  persistent  measures  cire  taken  to 
develop  him  Into  a  full-fledged 
"jumper"  by  which  is  meant  one  who 
has  so  lost  control  of  his  muscles  that 
they  will  act  Involulariiy  at  the  com- 
mand of  another. 

This  result  is  secured  by  constant 
nagging  and  ceaselens  petty  annoyan- 
ces, until  the  nerves  of  the  victim  be- 
come completely  unstrung,  as  the  say- 
ing is,  and  he  is  hel  jless  in  the  hands 
of  his  tormentors.  The  luckless  logger 
straightens  up  from  his  work  and  a 
stick  from  some  unknown  source  strikes 
him  in  the  back.  He  goes  to  bed  at 
night  and  no  sooner  is  he  asleep  than 
a  shower  of  boots  and  shoes  beats  down 
upon  him.  A  string  is  tied  to  each  toe 
as  he  dozes  in  his  bunk,  and  one  string 
pulled  at  a  time  until  his  foot  seems 
to  be  burning  up.  Hs  gets  no  peace  u> 
night  or  day,  and  before  many  months 
his  nervous  system  has  become  com- 
pletely shattered  and  the  camp  has  se- 
cured its  "jumper,"  the  butt  of  all  its 
Jokes  and  the  cause  of  boundless  hil- 
arity. 

A  fully  developed  "Jumper"  is  as 
helpless  as  a  baby  n  the  hands  of  ^ 
strong-willed  man.  A  shout  send.^  I'Arr. 
high  into  the  air.  J^  poke  in  the  rib-a 
sends  him  almost  into  hysterics.  In  or- 
der to  control  himsef  he  often  resorts 
to  bitting  his  fingers,  and  I  have  seen 
a  "jumper"  with  hj.nds  bleeding  and 
raw  from  constant  i?nawing.  Poiur  :\ 
finger  at  the  unfortunate  man  and  he 
will  beat  his  hands  fiercely  agaliia*.  a 
board  or  a  stone  wa  I. 

Sometimes  a  "jumper"  acts  like  a 
man  hypnotized.  He  will  .s?>.'iy  f^'.')Ti 
side  to  side  or  go  ir  any  direction  in- 
dicated by  the  motion  of  a  .i-ind.  JIo 
will  even  beat  another  with  his  firsts 
when  commanded,  tut  being  pericci'y 
conscious  of  what  he  is  doing.  althouii;!i 
powerless  to  help  hi  nself,  will  cry  f  ut 
piteously.  "I  can't  help  it,  dont  h-t 
me. 


Sometimes  a  tragedy  follows  an  at- 
tempt to  have  sport  with  one  of  tncse 
unfortunate  Individuals.  It  i.s  relal*^ 
that  several  choppers,  am/)ng  them  a 
"Jumper,"  were  once  walking  througli 
the  woods  in  single  file,  their  axes  o  /-'r 
their  shoulder.s,  when  some  tnoughtlfsa 
fellow  threw  a  stick  of  wood  whi-'Ii 
struck  the  "jumper."  The  latter  sprangf 
into  the  air  and  brought  down  iiis  kien- 
edged  ax  with  great  force,  cleaving  lbs 
skull  of  the  man  walking  in  front  o! 
him.  More  often  it  is  the  'jumper" 
himself  who  is  injured,  for  the  n;€n 
of  the  lumber  camps  are  not  inchn-.»d 
to  think  first  before  playing  inelr  jok«».a 
on  their  afflicted  comrade,  and  n.ny 
cause  him  to  come  tumbling  d  jwn  f'^om 
a  pile  of  logs  or  even  jump  into  tlio 
fire. 

It  all  comes  very  pitiful,  for  the  life  of 
a  "Jum.per"  must  be  one  of  the  utnrirst 
misery.  He  is  always  an  ignor  ;nt  man, 
however,  and  knows  of  no  wf.y  to  ff- 
cape  the  thraldom.  Perhaps  uh  a  rule 
his  intellect  is  not  very  strong  to  otyln 
with.  Probably  in  nearly  ail  '-^ases  his 
mind  becomes  affected  aft^r  a  ^.(-"V 
year^  He  gets  neither  symoathy  nor 
heli^^rom  his  fellows,  for  thiy  cari.o; 
understand  his  weakness.  :c;nd  tneir 
sport  is  nearb'  always  rough.  His  an- 
tics make  them  laugh  and  relieve  th« 
tedium  of  a  long  and  lonely  winter,  far 
away    from    civilization.

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THE  CHICAGO  MARKET. 


Improved  Export  Demand  For 
Wheat  a  Feature. 

Chicago,  Feb.  19.— A  greatly  Improved 
export  demand  as  a  result  of  the  war 
was  the  chief  factor  that  influenced  the 
wheat  market  today.  Interest  of  trader.-* 
centered  In  the  July  delivery  and  thtre 
was  good  speculative  demand  for  that  op- 
tion. The  opening  was  strong  in  sym- 
pathy with  higher  prices  in  foreign  mar- 
kets. May  showing  a  gain  of  \t^(i%c  to 
%(Ulc.  at  a5^»c  to  IKic.  July  was  ^%c  lower 
to  *4C  higher  at  W^^c  to  8(%c.  Commission 
houses  turned  active  sellers  of  May  and 
the  price  of  that  commodity  quicKly  de- 
clined to  a434c.  but  Ji;!y  neld  compara- 
tively steady  around  STc.  Minneapolis, 
Duluth  and  Chicago  reported  receipts  ot 
24S  cars  against  22ti  cars  last  week  and  107 
cars   a    year   ago. 

Toward  the  noon  hour  the  market  be- 
came strong.  Liirge  interests  that  have 
bten  dealing  in  the  Hay  delivery  turned 
thtlr  attentiiins  to  the  more  distant 
months.  Heavy  purchases  of  July  caused 
an  advance  to  8>>'/2C,  while  May  "sold  up 
to  97c  a  new  high  record  mark  for  that 
opiioii.  The  leading  long  w.ts  reported 
as  s«  lung  May  and  this  rumor  had  a  de- 
piissing  influence  and  brought  out  con- 
siderable selling  by  ssnalK-r  traders.  The 
clo>c  was  firm  with  May  l%(j  up  at  X>% 
(ii^/ic.     July   was   up  ^so  at  87a;iC. 

Trading  in  corn  was  active  and  prices 
fluctuated  nervously.  There  w.as  con- 
siderable liciuidation  at  the  start  and  the 
opening  was  barely  steady.  May  being 
4i»«c  lower  to  a  shade  higiier  at  54'bC  to 
64>,i.c  and  July  unchanged  to  I4C  lower  at 
52^4C  to  .021,20.  Good  buying  of  both  May 
and  July  by  some  of  the  leading  bull 
oi«eralors  .'<oon  caused  a  rallv.  May  ad- 
vancing to  55V»c,  and  July  to  5S»<tC. 
Heavy  st-lling  by  commission  and  local 
longs,  howt  ver.  resulted  in  a  reaction, 
the  early  gain  being  all  lost.  Mav  de- 
clined til  54.  while  July  steadied  at"52^c. 
Local  receipts  were  217  cars,  none  of  con- 
tract tirade. 

The  market  l>ecame  weak  during  tho 
latter  part  of  the  day  on  liberal  profit- 
taking  and  the  close  was  near  the  bot- 
tom with  May  %c  lower  at  53%^i'^c.  July 
Was    down    3-^c    at    52c. 

Oats  ruled  weak  i>n  liquidation  bv  local 
holders.  The  May  delivery  showed  the 
Kroatest  loss.  After  opening  unchanged 
to  i.t.c  lower,  at  43%c  to  43»4c.  the  price  de- 
clined to  42V4C.  but  rallied  later  to  43c.  Lo- 
cal receipts  were  143  cars. 

Provisions  were  active  with  trading 
largely  in  May  pork.  The  opening  was 
nrm.  influenced  by  the  advance  in  prices 
at   the    yards.    May    pork    being    up  2oc   at

Reports  received  from      the    general 
offices  show   that  all  of   the   roads  are 
doing  their  best  to  send  cars  into  Du- 
I  luth  territory  an<l  if  warm  weather  pre- 
vails the  roads  \\  ill  be  able  to  take  care 

of  nearly  all  of  the  business  offered  be;- 
fore  the  last  of  :viarch. 

During  the  last  two  weeks  there  has 
accumulated  at  points  on  the  range 
and  in  other  tn-rltory  considerable 
pulp  wood,  but  the  roads  are  about 
keeping  even  vvi  .h  the  amounts  hauleti 
at  present  and  tefore  long  the  surplus 
will  be  taken  care  of. 

All  of  the  rallix)ad3  report  that  con- 
ditions nave  improved  a  good  deal  dur- 
ing the  last  ten  days  and  that  they  can 
now  take  care  of  their  freight  traffic 
as  far  as  putting  through  all  the  loaded 
cars.  The  empti  is  which  the  roads  are 
sending  to  Duluth  to  meet  the  extra 
demands  for  this  kind  of  rolling  stock 
are  being  rushe'i  as  fust  as  possible, 
but  the  companies  must  necessarily  see 
that  the  freight  which  they  are  re- 
ceiving must  ha^-e  precedence  over  the 
empties. 

If  the  weather  continues  to  moderate 
it  is  thought  t  lat  the  roads  during 
March  will  tak.-  out  more  than  4500 
cars  of  pulp  w^ood,  most  of  which  will 
go  to  Fox  River  valley  points.  The 
Northern  Pacific  representatives  said 
this  morning  that  although  the  situa- 
tion was  getting  better  they  were  not 
yet  in  a  position  to  meet  al  lof  the  de- 
mands for  cars.  The  conditions  on  the 
Omaha  road  wen;  about  the  same,  while 
the  Great  Northern  road  reported  that 
they  had  a  numl)er  of  cars  which  they 
could  furnish  .shippers  upon  demand, 
for  their  pulp  wood  trade.

Deal  Made  Through  Whit- 
ney Wall — Considera- 
tion Is  $120,000. 


The  Manhattan  building  on  the  lower 
side  of  Superior  street,  between  Fourtii 
and  Fifth  avenue  West,  has  been  sold  by 
the  New  York  Life  Insurance  company 
to  C.  D.  Danaher,  a  multi-millionaire 
lumberman,  of  Chicago,  and  William  F. 
Fitch,  of  Marquette,  Mich.,  president  and 
general  manager  of  the  Duluth,  South 
Shore   &   Atlantic    Railway   company. 

The  consideration  was  $120,0'».  and  the 
deal  was  made  through  the  office  of 
Whitney  Wall,  the  local  real  estate  man. 
Mr.  Fitch  Is  the  only  one  of  the  new 
purchasers  now  In  the  city  and  he  does 
not  care  to  say  anything  at  the  present 
time,  further  than  to  confirm  tiie  sale. 

The  Manhattan  building  is  one  of  the 
largest  office  structures  in  the  city,  six 
stories  high  on  Superior  street,  where  it 
has  a  liW-foot  frontage,  and  seven  stories 
on  Micliigan  street. 

The  first  floor  and  basement  are  occu- 
pied by  business  concerns. 

The  Manhattan  building  is  a  brick 
structure  erected  in  1S90  at  a  cost  of  over 
$200,000.  About  five  or  six  years  ago  It 
passed  into  the  possession  of  the  New 
York  Life  Insurance  company  on  the 
foreclosure  of  a  mortgage. 

Until  a  few  years  ago  the  structure  was 
known  as  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
buildinflf. 

Within  the  last  two  years  there  has 
been  more  or  le.ss  talk  of  remodeling  of 
the  building  with  a  view  of  Increasing 
the  office  space,  and  It  Is  thought  likely 
tliat  the  new  owners  have  this  In  mind, 
though  Mr.  Fitch  refuses  to  say  anything 
on   the  subject  at  present. 

The  sale  of  the  Manhattan  block  marks 
one  of  the  largest  transfers  of  Superior 
street  property  so  far  this  year,  and  dur- 
ing the  past  year.

Was  True  Asiatic 

TreaCiiery. 

Promise  to  Even  Score 

Witli  Japan  on 

Land. 


St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  10.— The  news- 
papers In  general  choru.s  denounce  the 
action  of  Japan  as  being  trtachetous,  de- 
claring: that  it  ia  "truly  Asiatic,"  but 
Insiatlng  that  the  issue  of  the  conflict 
will  not  be  decided  by  the  naval  engugo- 
uitiiis,  as  the  Japanese  will  have  to  meet 
Russia  on  dry  land,  wh(.n  the  score  will 
bo   wiped   out. 

The  Novoe  V'remya  says  It  is  quite  pos- 
sible that  the  whole  of  Korea  has  been 
o\tirun  by  Japanese  soldiers  In  dis- 
guise and  that  RussK  may  ilrat  have  to 
assume  the  detensh'ts  but  when  her 
forces  in  Southern  Manchuria  and  Korea 
are  increased,  the  Japanese  will  rtallze 
what   they  have  to  meet. 

"God,  risht  ard  international  law  are 
on  our  side,"  the  Ru.s3  sa.vs.  "One  hun- 
dred and  thirty  million  Russian  hearts 
arc  beating  iu  unison  in  the  desire  to 
expunge  the  tralterous  t>light  on  Russian 
honor.  Enough  of  defensive  tactics.  Let 
us  drive  out  the  foe." 

The  Bourse  Gazette  aa^s:  "We  longed 
for  neac*»;  now  we  think  only  of  war.  The 
world  soon  will  be  startled  by  Russla'.s 
htrolc  work.  Japan  has  ulaced  herself 
beyond  the  pale  of  civilization.  The  up- 
start, pigmy  Japan,  would  not  have  dared 
to  attack  the  giant  Russia  without  en- 
couragement   of    Engjlapd   and   America."

Pres- 
ident R'josevelt  has  taken  up  with  Sec- 
retary Shaw  the  arrangements  nece.ssary 
to  be  made  by  this  government  for  the 
payment  of  the  SW.ffW.iX^  for  the  canal 
property  and  the  $10.00<).<»J  to  the  republic 
of  Panama.  He  also  is  giving  now  par- 
ticular attention  to  the  p<:-rsonnel  of  the 
Isthmian  canal  commission  which  is  to 
have  charge  of  tho  construction  of  the 
waterway.  Attorney  General  Knox  has 
under  consideration  the  Spooner  act  of 
the  last  congre.-<3.  with  a  view  of  deter- 
mining whether  it  affords  the  president 
ample  authority  to  provide  for  the  issu- 
ance of  bonds  to  ral.se  the  money  Immedi- 
ately needed,  and  to  appoint  the  cora- 
mlssiiin. 

If  it  should  be  decided  that  the  Spooner 
act  d.>es  not  confer  that  authority,  no 
doubt  is  expressed  that  congress  will  en- 
act promptly  the  nece.ssary  legislation. 
The  president  is  considering  very  careful- 
ly the  composition  of  the  canal  commis- 
sion. No  official  announcement  of  his  in- 
tention regarding  any  of  the  many  candi- 
dates has  been  made,  but  It  Is  thought 
to  be  a  meml)er  of  the  new  commission 
and  will  probably  head  it.  Isham  Ran- 
dolph, the  chief  engineer  of  the  Chicago 
drainage  canal,  and  Gen.  George  Davis. 
I'.  .S.  .\..  retired,  also,  it  is  believed  have 
been  decided  upon  as  members  of  the 
commi.ssion.

Numerous  complaints  concerning 
petty  thefts  of  coal  have  ben  receivetl 
by  the  local  police  department  from  the 
different  coal  companies  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes  and  the  various  railroads  hav- 
ing terminals  in  Duluth  during  the  past 
two  months. 

The  extreme  cold  weather  and  the 
high  prloe  of  fuel,  has  greatly  incr-;aseii 
the  usual  number  of  thefts  of  this  sort, 
and  In  some  ca.ses  offenders  who  have 
been  caught  say  that  It  was  a  choice 
between  stealing  and  freezing. 

The  coal  companies  r>nd  railroads 
have  employed  special  watchmen  and 
detectives  to  guard  against  thefts  of 
this  kind. 

Last  evening  a  special  watchman,  em- 
ployed by  the  Northern  Pacific  com  • 
paiiy,  discovered  a  man  who  gave  hij 
name  as  James  Johnson,  making  off 
with  a  large  bushel  basket  filled  with 
coal.  He  placed  him  under  arrest  and 
took  him  to  police  headquarters.

Washington,  Feb.  10.— Count  CaasinI,  the 
Russian  ambassador,  called  on  Secretary 
Hay  about  noon  today  and  left  with  him 
the  announcement  of  the  czar,  declaring 
war  on   Japan. 

This  action  Is  said  at  the  state  depart- 
ment to  constitute  a  formal  declaratloji 
of  war  It  is  now  for  the  president  to 
determine  whether  he  will  issue  a  neu- 
trality proclamation.  The  count's  com- 
munication with  the  department  was  In 
writing.  It  was  a  disptOch  from  the  Rus- 
sian foreign  office  to  the  ambassador  and 
was  couched  In  French,  being  substan- 
tially as  follows:  - 

"During  the  night  -of -Feb.  8.  a  detach- 
ment of  Japanese  ^roedo  boats  unex- 
pectedly attacked  the  Russian  squadron 
lying  at  anchor  in  .tha  outer  roadstead 
of  Port  Arthur.  ThFs  attack  being  the 
beginning  of  military  preparations. 
I  obliges  the  imperial  government  to  take 
immediate  measures  to  reply  by  armed 
force  to  the  challenge  Issued  against  Rus. 
sia.  Be  good  enough  to  inform  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  State.s." 

There  was  no  discussion  between  the 
amba-ssador  and  Secretary  Hay  of  the 
state  department's  proposition  to  powers 
looking  to  the  neutralleatlon  of  China. 
Tho  department,  however.  Is  satisfied, 
though  upon  what  ground  cannot  be 
learned,  that  Russia  is  not  disposed  at 
this  stage  to  oppose  /the  execution  of  Its 
plans. 

Some  answers  already  have  been  re- 
ceived to  Secretary  Hay's  note  but  it  Is 
not  vet  deemed  proper  to  make  them 
public  or  even  the  text  of  the  note  Itself, 
it  is  not  doubted  that  the  proposition 
meets  with  approval  by  the  powers.  It 
practically  Is  admitted  that  its  effect 
would  be  to  completely  exclude  military 
or  naval  forces  of  belligerents  from  all  of 
China    south    of    Manchuria. 

The  United  States  legation  at  Toklo 
made  two  reports  today  lo  the  state  de- 
partment unon  the  battles.  Strangely 
enough  the  news  of  the  engagement  at 
Chemulpo  was  known  in  Tokio  some 
time  before  word  came  of  the  preceding 
Port  Arthur  affair.

Five  Victims  Hung:  to  Window 
Until  Faint. 

Chicago,  Feb.  10. — In  a  lodging  house 
in  Ontario  street,  Mrs.  Emma  Eric  son 
was  probably  fatally  hurt  and  two  of 
her  lodgers,  a  man  and  a  woman,  were 
hurt  in  their  efforts  to  escape  from  a 
fire  which  was  discovered  in  the  build- 
ing while  most  of  the  Inmates  were- 
asleep.

ANCIENT  SOUTH  AMERICA. 


Latest  Researches  by  Archae- 
ologists in  Peru. 

Brooklyn  folk  are  to  have  the  first 
opportunity  to  hear  at  first  hand  of  the 
highly  interesting:  archaeological  re- 
searches of  A.  F.  Bandeller,  the  dis- 
tinguished archaeologist  and  his  talent- 
ed wife,  who  have  just  returned  to  the 
American  Museum  of  Natural  History, 
with  a  mag-nificent  collection,  the  result 
of  a  prolonged  and  successful  tour  of 
exploration  in  Western  South  America, 
says  the  Brooklyn  Eagle.  To  the  his- 
torian and  archaeologist  one  of  the  most 
interesting  regions  of  the  New  World 
is  the  western  coast  of  Peru  and  the 
lofty   Bolivian  plateau. 

For  nearly  eleven  years  Mr.  Bande- 
ller has  been  carrying  on  systematic 
investigations.  Nine  years  were  spent 
in  Bolivia  and  two  in  Peru.  During 
the  revolutionary  period  he  suffered  in- 
dignities, being  once  imprisoned  as  a 
Bolivian  spy,  while  he  and  his  wife 
several  times  narrowly  escaped  death 
from  the  superstitious  natives  of  the  in- 
terior. Incidentally  a  slight  tinge  of 
romance  is  added  to  his  scientific  ex- 
pedition when  it  is  known  that  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Bandeller  spent  their  honeymoon 
on  this  expedition,  riding  about  on 
horseback,  camping  and  excavating  for 
hidden  treasures  among  the  ancient 
burial  grounds  of  the  Incas.  Mrs 
Bandeller  obtained  from  the  native  wo- 
men, owing  to  her  thorough  knowledge 
of  Indian  dialects,  innumerable  legends 
and  much  trustworthy  information, 
which  throws  new  light  on  the  religious 
history  of  the  Incas.  With  her  own 
hands  she  brought  forth  thousands  of 
objects   from   ancient   graves. 

The  dry  climate  of  the  country  and 
the  custom  of  depositing  with  the  dead 
as  funeral  offerings  the  choicest  pat- 
terns of  dress,  gold  and  silver  orna- 
ments, pottery  and  other  objects  used 
in  daily  life,  which  have  been  wonder- 
fully preserved,  afford  a  vivid  glimp-e 
of  the  culture  of  that  period.  Many 
of  the  ornaments  In  gold  and  silver 
which  were  hidden  when  the  Spanish 
invaders  began  to  pillage  in  the  six- 
teenth  century   were  recovered. 

One  of  the  curious  customs  of  the 
Incas  was  the  unusually  large  number 
of  objects  placed  in  the  grave  for  the 
use  of  the  Spirit  on  its  long  journey 
to  the  future  world.  I'he  scattered 
population  living  near  the  coast  of  Peru 
for  some  500  or  600  miles  cultivated 
every  available  foot  of  good  land  and 
used  the  desert  and  barren  stretches 
near  the  water  as  a  cemetery.  The 
people  of  the  high  Bolivian  plateau 
used  the  sides  of  steep  clifFs  and  stone 
towers  called  Chulpas  as  burial  plax^es. 
The  graves  of  the  coast  ere  arranged  in 
groups  being  some  times  round  and 
some  times  square  pjits.  varying  in 
depth  from  four  to  twelve  feeet  or 
more.  A  mittlng  and  framework  of 
reeds  was  used  &s  a  top  cover  to  pro- 
tect the  contents  from  the  pressure  of 


the  sand  above.  Some  graves  contain 
only  one  body,  some  contain  three  or 
more.  The  rank  of  a  person  was 
usually  determined  by  the  character 
and  number  of  the  objects  deposited, 
as  well  as  the  outer  dress  or  covering 
of  the  mummy.  The  latter  usually 
consisted  of  a  finely  woven  wooden 
fabric,  having  an  Dmamenled  border. 
Most  .suprising  Is  the  remarkable  pre- 
servation of  the  te  stile  material  after 
Its  burial  for  centarles  In  which  the 
Incas  excelled.  Articles  associated 
with  this  accupaion  were  the  most  fre- 
quent of  any  found  in  the  graves.  A 
number  of  reed  rods  having  their  ends 
wound  round  v/ith  aright  thread  so  as 
to  forni  a  pattern  are  stuck  within 
the  folds  of  the  outer  pack. 

Another  peculiar  adornment  were 
small  pouches  or  biigs,  embroidered  in 
rich  design  and  filled  with  cocoa  and 
various  food  stuffs  These  were  at- 
tached to  the  out<!r  covering  of  the 
mummy.  The  method  of  preserving 
the  body  was  to  tie  it  up  in  skins  and 
matting.  The  whcle  was  then  bound 
tightly  together  with  cords.  The 
square  form  of  the  mummy  was  pro- 
duced by  stuffing  th?  white  cotton  sack 
with  seaweed  and  leaves.  The  poorest 
style  of  burial  was  >f  plain  white  cloth 
iewn  around  the  bddy. 

Some  of  the  textile  work  obtained 
from  graves  Is  today  just  as  fresh 
and  rich  in  color  as  when  first  woven 
hundreds  of  years  ago.  They  are  wov- 
en in  patterns  of  birds,  animals  and 
geometrical  designs  from  the  wool  of 
the  llama,  alpaca  and  vicuna.  A  curi- 
ous addition  to  a  mummy  was  a  false 
head,  which  was  stuffed  with  seaweea 
and  leaves  and  attached  to  the  outer 
pack  ,lhe  eyes,  mouth  and  lips  of  which 
were  generally  represented  by  thin  cut 
out  pieces  of  copper,  silver  and  gold. 
If  the  body  was  that  of  a  wealthy 
person  the  whole  n.ask  was  sometimes 
made  of  thin  silver  and  gold. 

Pottery  was  the  most  abundant  and 
diversified  of  all  the  objects  found  In 
the  graves.  It  was  in  the  production 
of  water  vessels.  Jirs  and  vases  »h.it 
the  inventive  faculty  of  the  Inca  artis- 
an waa  displayed  to  its  fullest  extent. 
As  the  Incas  had  no  written  langiiage. 
nearly  all  of  wha;  is  known  of  the 
people  is  due  to  th<'  handicraftsman  in 
clay,  who  made  it  £.  practice  to  repres- 
ent the  faces  of  the  people,  architecture, 
costume  and  chanict^ristic  scenes  of 
everyday  life  upon  their  creations  of 
pottery.  Thousands  of  fanciful  shapes 
were  taken  from  the  burial  places. 
The  material  was  red,  black  or  gray 
and  varied  much  in  ingredients  and 
execution.  The  fir.er  types  are  a  fine 
gray  and  brown  clay,  with  glazed 
surfaces  and  show  little  or  no  granular 
mixture.  Some  hj.ve  a  flat,  others  a 
cone  or  egg  shape<l  bottom  and  were 
evidently  made  to  set  in  a  secondary 
receptacle.  The  pjtter's  art  wns  dis- 
played to  the  best  edvantage  in  repres- 
enting animal  ani  human  figures. 
Probably  one  of  the  most  extraordinary 
and  remarkable  features  of  the  pottery 
is  one  depleting-  a  testing  llama  with  a 
sleeping  child  cling  to  its  fleecy  back. 
The  style  of  a4ol>e  house  used  on  the 


coast  is  shown  on  the  top  of  some  of 
the  water  jars,  with  a  line  of  terraces 
running  up  to  it.

London,  Feb.  ii. — A  special  dis- 
patch from  Port  Arthur  says  the  Jap- 
anese fleet  attempted  Wednesday  to 
land  men  in  several  bays  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Port  Arthur  under  the  pro- 
tection of  the  guns  of  the  cruisers.  It 
is  asserted,  however,  that  all  the  at- 
tempts were  unsuccessful. 

London,  Feb.  ii. — A  special  dis- 
patch from  Tien  Tsin  confirms  the  re- 
port that  the  Manchurian  railroad  has 
been  blocked  by  the  blowing  up  of  a 
bridge  on  the  line,  and  that  thirty  Rus- 
sians were  killed  in  the  explosion.  It 
is  reported,  the  dispatch  adds,  that 
the  Russian  steamers  Nonni  and  Muk- 
den, belonging  to  the  Chinese  Eastern 
Railroad  company,  have  been  captured 
by  the  Japanese.

Battleship  Czarevitch  Can  Be

Paris,  Feb.  11,— Advices  received  by 
the  foreign  office  are  that  the  damage

Two  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jolin  E, 
Butler,  a  boy  and  a  girl,  aged  3  and  'j 
years,  were  burned  to  death  in  their 
home  on  Ehnira  avenue,  Superior,  this 
morning,  while  the  mother  was  out  on 
the  railroad  track  picking  up  coal  and 
the  father  was  at  his  work  in  the  Gerat 
Northern  railway  shops. 

It  is  not  known  just  how  the  fatal 
names  originated.  The  fire  occurred 
shortly  after  the  father  had  gone  to 
his  work.  The  two  children  were 
sleeping  in  a  bed  in  the  kitchen,  near 
the  stove,  when  their  mother  set  out 
with  a  basket  to  gather  coal  on  the 
tracks,  near  the  house,  leaving  them 
aione. 

In  some  manner  the  bedding  caught 
fire  and  the  flames  spread  to  the  wood- 
work of  the  room.  When  the  frantic 
mother  gained  admittance  to  the  room 
her   children    were   dead.     The   fire   de- 


partment was  scon  on  the  scene  and  got 
the  fire  under  control  before  any  great 
damage  to  the  house  was  done.  The 
blaze  did  not  get  beyond  the  kitchen. 

The  boy  appears  to  have  been  burned 
to  death,  whik  his  sister  died  from 
fcuffocatlon.  Sh(  was  only  slightly 
burned,  and  neither  body  is  in  a  very 
bad  condition. 

Heroic  efforts  were  made  to  save  the 
little  girl's  life.  She  had  fled  from  the 
kitchen  and  was  found  at  the  top  of 
the  stairs  leadi  ig  to  the  upper  story, 
8he  had  evidently  gone  that  far  and 
then  been  overcame  by  the  smoke,  Drs. 
McGill,  Quinn  and  Reeves  were  imme- 
diately called  and  the  three  physicians 
worked  over  the  little  body  for  the 
better  part  of  a)i  hour,  but  their  efforts 
were  all  to  no  avail.  The  child  was 
past  all  medica!  assistance.  The  body 
of  the  boy  was  found  lying  in  the  bed. 
He  had  evidently  been  given  no  chance 
to  escape,  or  hid  been  too  frightened 
to  move.

Troy,  N.  Y. 

Brilliant  Career  Upon  the

Into  Winnipeg  at 

This  Time. 


Campaign  of  Passenger 

Men  For  Fair  Visitors 

Beginning. 


M.  J.  Bryan,  general  agent  of  the 
Wisconsin  Central  road  who  Tuesday 
started  for  Winnipeg  by  way  of  the 
Twin  Cities  and  the  Great  Northern 
road,  returned  this  morning  after  an 
ineffectual  attempt  to  catch  a  train  that 
would  find  a  way  through  the  snow- 
drifts of  North  Dakota. 

"If  I  had  had  several  days  to  while 
away  I  might  have  reached  Winnipeg 
before  the  end  of  the  week,"  said  Mr. 
Bryan  this  morning,  "but  as  I  was 
necessarily  in  a  hurry  I  thought  that 
I  could  do  better  by  returning  to  Du- 
luth and  waiting  for  the  roads  to  be- 
come clear. 

"1  went  as  far  as  Crookston  and 
found  tliat  traffic  was  practically  at  a 
standstill  at  points  between  that  city 
and  Winnipeg.  The  main  trouble  oc- 
curred around  St.  Vincent,  near  the 
international  boundary.  We  were  In- 
formed that  thiraTwere  one  or  two 
trains  In  snow  drlfts-up  there,  and  that 
there  was  no  detinile  information  at 
hand  as  to  when  they  would  be  re- 
leased. ,    f,  i 

"The  great  v^mag  of  snow  which 
has  fallen  in  that  territory  would  have 
alone  Impeded  traffic^  to  a  great  extent, 
and   when    blizards  set   in   which   piled

Trains  are  only  allowed  to  proceed  at  a 
jsnall's  pace  over  stretches  of  road 
which  are  Just  being  opened  up,  and  in 
several  instances  broken  rails  have 
been  found  which  would  have  caused 
serious  accident  had  the  trains  using 
the  rails  been  ordered  to  proceed  at  a 
high   rate  of  speed.

Rates  on  Wooden  Ton- 
nage May  Be  Mater- 
ially Advanced. 


Marine  underwriters  will  hold  their 
first  meeting  in  preparation  for  the 
coming  season  of  navigration  on  the 
lakes,  in  Buffalo,  on  Monday,  Feb.  15. 

Prior  to  con.siderlng  the  question  of 
the  prices  of  insurance  for  next  season, 
the  underwriters  will  take  up  the  pub- 
lication of  the  Inland  Lloyd's  Vessel 
Register. 

In  regard  to  insurance  on  steel  vessels 
durniff  the  coming  season  there  will  be 
no  .=?eriou3  difficulty  and  no  increase  la 

rate.-.  Is  expected. 

With  wooden  tonnage,  however,  there 
is  a  disagreement.  All  of  the  marine 
Insurance  companies  sustained  heavy 
losses  last  year  on  wooden  vessels, 
owing  to  the  large  number  of  total 
lo.sses  in  this  clas.s.  Many  of  the  un- 
derwriters are  therefore  in  favor  of  a 
rai.se  in  the  insurance  rates  on  wooden 
tonnage. 

On  the  other  hand  it  ts  feared  that 
if  rates  are  raised   much  higher,  many 

I  vessel  owners  will  feel  that  theyjcannot 
afford  to  insure  their  vessels  'at  all, 
and  the  companies  will  lose  a  large 
volume  of  the  business  which  they  now 
hold.  The  views  of  the  different  in- 
surance men  are  at  present  widely  di- 
vergent on  this  point  of  raising  rates, 
and  it  is  doubtful  if  the  meeting  at 
Buffalo  Monday  will  result  in  more  I 
than  a  preliminary  discussion  of  the 
rates. 

.Some  of  the  insurance  men  are  talk- 
ing of  forming  an  agreement  to  take 
insurance  for  fire,  collision  and  total 
loss  only,  in  order  that  the  rates  may 
be  kept  down  within  reach  of  the  ves- 
sel owners  and  still  leave  a  margin  of 
profit  for  the  insurance  companies. 

'  The  question  of  overloading  will  also 
receive  considerable  attention  from  the 

i  insurance  men.  Last  season  numerous 
complaints  were  entered  against  the 
overloading  of  the  smaller  vessels  in 
particular.  The  small  wooden  vessel.s, 
in  order  to  compete  with  the  larger 
steel  freighters,  were  compelled  to  load 
past  the  safety  line  in  many  instances, 
and  the  insurance  men  ascribe  several 
of  the  losses  to  this  fact.

Congressional  Convention

Story  Is  That  One  Is  to  St.  Louis  County  to  Have 


Be  Started  on 
Range. 


Are  the  packing  houses  taking'  pro- 
liminary  steps  toward  breaking  up  the 
combination  of  retail  meat  dealers  in 
Duluth    and   the   range   towns? 

A  rumor  has  been  current  tills  week 
that  one  of  the  local  packing  houses 
has  made  arrangements  to  open  a 
retail  shop  in  one  of  the  rang'e 
towns,  which  will  be  in  opposi- 
tion  to   tlie  shops   now   being   run   by 

the  association  butchers,  and,  if  the 
project  works  out  satislactoi-lly,  it  may 
cause  shops  to  be  opened  In  Duluth. 

This  rumor  cannot  be  confirmed  at 
any  of  the  local  packing  houses  and 
deidal  is  made  that  such  a  step  ha.3 
been  contemplated.  Even  if  such  a 
move  was  contemplated,  however,  it 
would  be  d-snied.  The  packers  would 
naturally  be  secretive  on  the  subj?-i-t 
for  the  reason  it  is  not  intended  thac 
the  general  public  shall  have  any 
idea  that  they  have  any  coiuiiection 
with  the  retail  meat  business^ 

The  plan,  it  is  Bald,  is  for  the  pack- 
ing houses  to  have  independent  shops 
opened  at  various  paints  and  which 
they  will  supplj'  with  meats  at  the 
lowest    market    prices. 

Local  retail  meat  dealers  scoff  at 
the  idea  that  the  packing  houses  will 
attempt  to  cut  into  the  retail  meat 
trade.  They  claim  that  the  retail 
dealers  are  strong  enough  to  success- 
fully prevent  anyone  of  the  wholesale 
meat  houses  from  entering  the  retail 
field  and  that  the  other  packing  houses 
would  do  all  tliey  could  to  kill  such 
a  project. 

That  the  packing  houses  could  break 
up  the  retail  butcher  combination  hai 
always  been  recognized  but  the  pack- 
ers have  shown  no  inclination  to  do  it. 
While  they  would,  no  doubt,  be  pleased 
to  see  broken  up  any  combination  of 
butchers  that  attempts  to  dictate  to 
the  wholesaler  to  whom  they  shall  or 
shall  not  sell  meats,  they  have  taken 
no  joint  action  toward  taking  such  a 
stand. 

Not  since  the  meat  trust  was  estab- 
lished in  Duluth  has  anybody  been 
able  to  get  a  packinghouse  manager  on 
record  as  saying  he  could  not  sell  to 
a  certain  dealer  because  the  butchers' 
association  had  directed  him  to  turn 
down  the  orders.  The  managers  of  the 
local  piicklng  houses  all  claim  they 
will  sell  to  any  legitimate  butcher, 
whether  he  is  or  is  not  a  member  of 
the  butchers'  combine.  Experienca 
has  shown  plainly,  however,  that  non- 
members  of  the  associations  while  they 
may  get  meats,  are  discriminated 
against   in   various  ways.

Dr.  Nicholas  Senn  Would 
Head  Brigade  For  Jap- 
anese Army. 

Chicago,  Febi  IL— Dr.  Nicholas  Senn 
wants  Chicago  to  give  him  $100,000  at 
once  in  order  that  he  may  equip  a  sur- 
gical party  and  transport  it  to  Japan 
for  service  at  the  front. 

"This  is  the  only  support  America  can 
give  Japan  now,"  he  said.  "It  is  ou( 
duty  to  give  It,  to  sliow  that  Japan,  who 
is  our  neighlior  and  friend,  has  our 
sympathy  and  onr  moral  aid." 

Dr.  .Senn  came  to  Chicago  from  San 
Francisco.  He  hopes  to  catch  a  steam- 
er from  San  Francisco  to  Yokohama 
and  reach  the  seat  of  war  by  the  mid- 
dle of  March. 

"When  I  went  round  the  world,  two 
years  ago,"  he  said.  "I  promised  the 
Japanese  surgeons  in  Tokio  that,  if 
their  country  went  to  war  I  would  come, 
to  their  aid.  -Whit  I  want  is  to  head 
a  company  of  twenty-five.  In  whl^^h 
should  be  two  or  three  doctors,  and  the 
rest  nurses  and  orderlies,  and  the  nursea 
must  be  women." 

Dr.  Senn  himself  will  leave  a  prac- 
tice worth  some  $75,000  a  year  to  suffer 
the  hardships  of  an  army  surgeon  in  the 
field.  He  volunteered  for  service  dur- 
ing the  Spanish-American  war  and  be- 
came ranking  surgeon-general  in  the 
American  army. 

"I  want  to  give  the  Japanese  sol- 
diers the  benefits  of  the  most  modern 
surgery,"  he  explained.  "Military  sur- 
gery is  undergoing  a  revolution.  It  Is 
no  longer  considered  wise  to  cut  and 
hack  the  wounded,  or  to  probe  for  bul- 
lets. PMrst  aid  and  nursing  are  now 
the  two  main  considerations,  while  op- 
erations with  the  knife  are  deprecated. 
With  modern  arms  the  bullets  usually 
cut  clear  through  the  body,  but  if  a 
bullet  remains  Inside,  we  let  it  stay,  at 
least  until  it  raises  trouble.  Then  we 
locate  the  bullet  with  the  aid  of  the  X- 
rny.  If  I  could  I  would  carry  X-ray 
machines  with  me.  but  the  Japanese 
themselves  will  have  all  the  necessary 
instruments.     They  are  well  prepared.  '

At  the  same  time  it  is  true  that  Mr. 
Hay's  policy  may  have  even  more  far- 
reaching  effects.  It  practically  means 
a  guarantee  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States.  Great  Britain.  France  and  Ger- 
many to  the  neutrality  and  integrity  of 
China.  China  will  be  compelled  to  re- 
main strictly  neutral  throughout  the 
war,  and  as  an  offset  to  this  neutrality 
the  the  powers  will  not  permit  any  in- 
vasion or  territorial  division  of  China 
outside  of  Manchuria,  which,  although 
nominally  Chinese,  is  in  effect  Russian, 
and  of  course  cannot  be  kept  outside 
the  sphere  of  military  operations.  The 
common  action  of  the  four  powers 
named,  if  secured,  will  aoubtless  have  a 
great  effect  upon  what  follows  after 
the  cessation  of  hostilities,  because  they 
will  virtually  take  China  under  their 
protection.  When  the  lime  comes  co 
sign  the  treaty  of  peace  between  Rus- 
sia and  Japan,  the  four  powers  will 
have  to  be  consulted  and  will  have  some 
voice  in  the  terms  which  the  victorious 
nation  may  seek  to  Impose  upon  the 
vanquished  and  which  will  naturally 
have  vital  effect  upon  the  Chinese  em- 
pire and  its  future. 

The  question  was  raised  by  one  of 
tlie  powers  interei=ited  if  Russia  should 
ignore  the  proposition  of  this  joint 
action  and  attempt  to  enter  Peking, 
or  in  any  other  way  can-y  on  military 
operations  on  Chinese  soil  outside  of 
Manchuria,  would  the  four  powers  be 
required  to  enforce  their  mandate'? 
The  reply  was  that  the  use  of  force 
was  not  contemplated,  but  tliat  it  was 
inconceivable  that  Russia  would  dare 
j  ignore  the  wishes  of  the  four  allied 
powers,  or  do  anything  but  scrupul- 
ously   comply    with    the    terms    of    the

Naval   men    in   Washington   read    the 
nev>spai;er    accounts   of    the    attiick    on 
the     liussian     ships    by     the    Japanese 
torpedo  boats  with  the  most  absorbing 
interest.   What  is  of  additional  interest 
and    value   from    the   naval    standpoint 
is    that    for    the    fli-st    time    in   modem 
warfare   torpedo  boats  have  been  used 
against  a   hostile   fleet   and  have  dem- 
onstrated  their   efficiency.       The  naval 
authorities  in   Washington  ha.ve  stead- 
fastly   maintaned      that    the     Japanese 
were  far  better  sailors  and  sea  fighters 
•.h:in    the   Ruf^sians;    that    the   Japanese 
ships  were  all-round  better  ships  than 
Russia's  and   that   the   Japanese  char- 
iacteristics     of    intense     energy,      great 
I  bravery    and    phenomenal    coolness    in 
danger  are  not  so  marked  in  the  Rus- 
:  sian     forces.         Taking,     therefore,     all 
these  elements   into  consideration,  giv- 
ling  due  weight  to  the  ships  as  well  as 
to    the    men.    American    naval    officers 
I  who  have  had  opportunity  to  compar..- 
i  the   two   navies   and   who  by   perasonal 
I  observation   know    thft  respective   mer- 
I  its  of  thf-  two  combatants,  have  always 
'.believed    the    Japanese    would    give    a 
1  much   better  account   of  themselves  on 
the  s^a  than   th   Russi.ajis.     There  is   no 
'attempt   by   naval  officers  here  to  con- 
ceal   their    pleasure   at    the    receipt    of 
the   nws.       Officially,   of  course,    naval 
officers,  like  all  other  government  offi- 
cials,  are  strictly  neutral  and  give  no 
encouragement  to  either  side,  but  per- 
sonally   and    privately    na.val    officials 
have  their  sympathies,  and  their  sym- 
pathies  are  all   with   the   Japanese. 

American  naval  officers  are  particu- 
Ir.rly  anxious  to  learn  the  methods  of 
attack  by  the  Japanese.  It  is  believed 
by  men  who  have  given  most  attention 
to  torpedo  practice,  that  the  Japanes") 
torpedo  craft,  under  cover  of  darkness, 
approached  as  cjosely  as  possible  to  the 


Russian  ships,  discharged  their  tor- 
pedoes and  then  steamed  out  to  sea  at 
full  speed,  the  Japanese  cruiseF-^fiet 
standing  by  to  cover  the  retreat  in  case 
the  Russians  attempted  a  counter  at- 
tack. It  is  believed  to  be  quite  evident 
that  the  Russians  were  surprised  by  a 
night  attack,  naval  officers  here  say  it 
is  proof  of  Russian  inefficiency,  com- 
parably only  to  that  shown  by  Spain. 
The  Russians  should  have  known  that 
they  were  in  constant  danger  of  attack, 
and  it  was  their  duty  to  keep  their 
searchlights  in  constant  operation,  from 
sunset  to  sunrise,  and  to  throw  out  a 
picket  guard  of  torpedo  boats  and  de- 
stroyers, through      which      the     enemy 

could  not  break.

The  Japanese  always  have  believed  in 
torpedo  boats,  and  have  shown  amazing 
1  skill  and  gallantry  In  their  use.    In  the 
\  war   w  1th  China  one  of  the  most  bril- 
\  liant    naval    feats    was    the    torpedoing 
of  three  Chinese  ironclads  in  the  hai- 
bor  of  Wei-Hai-Wei,  when  the  Japane^e 
:  did    precisely    what    they    did    Monday 
;  at  Port  Arthur.     Facing  the  dangers  of 
the  guns  of  the  fortresji  and  ships,  they 
ran    their   boats   into    the    harbor   until 
i  well    w  ithin    torpedo    range,    and    then 
I  delivered    their    blows    with    such    pre- 
j  cision     and     effectiveness     that     three 
I  Chinese    ships    w  ere    sent    to    the    bot- 
tom. 

j  It  is  believed  here  the  success  of  the 
I  Japanese  in  the  use  of  torpedoes  will 
j  have  a  most  Important  bearing  on  the 
I  naval  practice  of  other  nations  in  the 
I  near  future.  In  the  United  States  as 
1  well  as  in  England  there  is  a  division 
!  of  opinion  among  naval  officials  as  to 
1  the  value  of  the  tgorpedo.  some  experts 
I  having  gone  to  the  length  of  asserting 
i  that  every  dollar  put  Into  a  torpedo 
Iboat  is  a  dollar  absolutely  wasted.  But 
'  if  Russian  battleships  and  cruisers  are 
1  sent  to  the  bottom  by  torpedoe.s,  these 
experts  will  have  to  modify  their  views, 
and  an  enormous  impetus  to  the  em- 
ployment of  torpedoes,  both  surface  and 
submarine,  is  looked  for  among  the 
naval  powers. 


Good  profits  are  being  made  In  the 
cordwood  business  at  the  present  time 
by  those  people  and  Arms  that  have 
wood  to  sell. 

It  was  claimed  yesterday  that 
foot  wood  was  selling  for  56  per 
W'hile   wood   in   stove  lengths   and 
wood  was  selling  for  $7.50  per  cord. 

Coal  is  not  neaiiy  so  scarce  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes  as  last  winter,  when 
the  price  of  cordwood  took  an  upward 
turn,  but  the  wood  dealers  say  the  de- 
mand for  wood,  on  account  of  the  con- 
tinued cold  weather,  has  increased,  and 
the  supply  of  dry  wood  has  been  re- 
duced to  such  a  point  that  it  will  soon 
be  hard  to  get. 

A  great  deal  of  wood  was  cut  lasc 
spring  and  summer,  but  no  calculatloii 
was  made  on  so  long  a  spell  of  severe 
cold  weather,  and  the  dealers  or  the 
farmers  did  not  have  the  foresight  n 
cut  a  larger  supply  than  was  custom- 
ary. 

The  weather  conditions  are  also  un- 
favorable for  wood  cutting,  and  while 
green  wood  can  be  had,  the  consumer 
would  rather  pay  a  little  more  and  get 
dry  wood. 

Tlie  inroads  that  have  been  made  on 
the  woodpile  in  the  past  thirty  or  forty 
days  have  been  extensive,  and  the  wood 
consumers  have  burned  more  in  that 
time  than  they  usually  do  in  two  and 
three  months  of  ordinary  winter  wea- 
ther. 

Some  of  those  farmers  who  have  been 
holding  their  dry  wood  stock  for  the 
late  winter  and  early  spring  market 
are  now  getting  a  better  price  than 
they  anticipated  earlier  in  the  season, 
and  a  great  many  cords'  are  being 
hauled  into  the  city  daily  from  points 
within  a  radius  of  ten  and  twelve  miles 
of  the  city.

RESPONSIBILITY  FOR.  THE  WAR. 

The   "indignation"  of  the  Russian  officials  because  the 
Japanese  descended  upon  the   Russian  fleet  and  strong- 
hold at   Port   Arthur  without   giving  them   notice  by  a  ■ 
formal    declaration   of  war,   and   their    talk   about   "truly 
Asiatic    treachery"    must    impress    every    disinterested  | 
person  as  highly  ludicrous.     It  is  hardly  likely  that  the  j 
effort    of   the    officials   at   St.    Petersburg   to   throw   the  | 
moral  responsibility  for  the  war  upon  the  Japanese,  and  i 
to   convict   them   of  a  violation    of   international   law  by  j 
striking  a  severe  blow  at  the  Russian  fleet,  will  be  suc- 
cessful.     Charges    of    bad    faith    or    treachery    or    any 
other  wrongful  act  must  come  from  some  other  source 
than   that   of   the   perfidious   and  grasping   Russian   if   it 
would  receive  the  serious  attention  of  the  civilized  world. 

Russia  has  been  correctly  styled  a  menace  to  the 
cause  of  human  liberty  and  progress,  and  the  world  has 
less  to  fear  from  the  Japanese  than  from  Russian  expan- 
sion in  the  far  East.  Russia  has  displayed  a  hostile  at- 
titude ever  since  Japan's  successful  war  with  China,  when 
Japan  was  prevented  by  Russia,  Germany  and  France 
from  reaping  the  fruits  of  her  victory,  and  Russia  took 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  extend  her-  dominion 
over  a  large  section  of  Chinese  territory.  Japan  is  vir- 
tually fighting  for  her  existence— at  least  she  is  fighting 
for  the  opportunity  to  expand  and  develop  into  a  first- 
class  power.  Her  resistence  to  the  advance  of  the  Rus- 
sian hordes  is  practically  a  defensive  war.  In  this  strug- 
gle of  the  Japanese  to  preserve  their  national  life,  they 
have  the  sympathy  of  the  United  States  and  possibly 
of  all  English-speaking  people  who  recognize  the  great 
danger  that  exists  in  the  aggressive  policy  of  the  czar 
and  his  advisers. 

The  moral  responsibility  for  this  war  rests  upon  Rus- 
sia. Her  ambition  and  grasping  have  led  to  the  struggle 
now  proceeding.  Russia's  elusive  system  of  pushing  a 
territorial  advance  in  the  far  East  has  precipitated 
the  conflict.  Deceptive  diplomacy  and  treacherous  con- 
duct have  been  the  means  with  which  she  has  pushed 
forwatd  after  harbors  and  contiguous  lands  in  the  Orient. 
Years  ago  she  seized  upon  Chinese  territory  and  grabbed 
the  port  of  Vladivostock.  Later  she  made  another  treach- 
erous coup  and  seized  Port  Arthur,  within  a  comparative- 
ly short  distance  of  Japan.  Still  later  she  occupied  Man- 
churia with  the  excuse  that  it  was  necessary  to  preserve 
order  in  that  province  of  China,  promising  to  evacuate 
when  order  had  been  restored.  She  even  fixed  a  date 
in  last  October  to  withdraw  from  Manchuria,  but  when 
the  time  arrived,  broke  faith  with  all  the  other  nations 
and  set  up  a  flimsy  excuse  for  remaining  there.  Now 
Manchuria  is  practically  Russian,  and  the  Bear  has 
stretched  out  another  paw  to  grasp  Korea  in  her  clutches. 
Korea  belongs  geographically  to  Manchuria,  and  this 
great  peninsula  separates  Port  Arthur  from  Vladivo- 
stock. At  the  southern  end  of  Korea  is  the  Japanese

Japan's  course  is 
entirely  in  keeping  with  the  laws  of  self-defense,  and  the 
moral  responsibility  for  the  war  must  be  charged  against 
the  deceptive  and  treacherous  diplomacy  of  the  Russian 
foreign  office. 

Neither  is  it  true  that  Japan  has  violated  the  mythical 
international  law  by  her  sudden  descent  upon  the  Rus- 
sian fleet  at  Port  Arthur.  Russia  had  ample  warning 
that  Japan  would  fight.

During  the 
sun;m«-r  you  would  see  vines  growing 
alonrf  iht  back  yard  fences  and  the  grass 
at  the  sides  of  the  street,  which  was 
unpiivird.   was  cut  to  an  even  border. 

"Everything  possible  wa.s  done  which 
would  make  the  town  pleasant  to  look 
upon  and  many  comments  were  heard 
among  passengers  a.s  the  trains  went 
through.  Women  would  say  that  if  they 
had  their  choice  of  a  place  to  live  they 
could  Imagine  no  better  appearing  town 
than  that  which  .showed  .^o  much  Interest 
in    municipal    improvements. 

"But,  with  all  they  had  done  In  sum- 
mer to  make  the  town  attractive  they  still 
lacked  a  scheme  for  beautifying  the  place 
In  winter.  Brain.s  were  racked  and  the 
people  were  put  at  their  wits  end  but  all 
their  efforts   availed  nothing.

"In  order  to  stimulate  interest  among 
the  younger  generation  he  offered  three 
cash  prize.s,  of  J5.  $3  and  $2  each,  to  the 
boys  or  girls  who  could  put  th^  best  snow 
decorations    on    or    around     their    houses. 

"Whatever  else  the  man  did  he  certainly 
had  those  kids  working.  They  were  out 
for  the  money  and  in  their  efforts  to  get 
snow  tliey  fought  for  it  In  the  streets.  It 
was  nice  moderate  weather  at  the  time, 
just  right  for  tlie  building  of  snow  men, 
torts  and  that  kind  of  truck. 

"It  took  about  three  days  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  decorations.  There  were 
snow  men  upon  housetop.^.  miniature 
forts  on  porche.s,  fences  built  of  snow 
blocks,  over  which  water  had  been  poured 
and  frozen,  and  in  fact  every  conceivable 
thing  that  could  be  built  out  of  snow  was 
In   evidence.

May  Not  Mean  War. 

Minneapolis  Tribune:  It  is  not  neces- 
sary to  grow  excited  over  the  seizure  of 
the  Korean  railroad  by  the  Japanese,  or 
the  appearance  of  the  Russian  fleet  out- 
s-lde  of  the  harbor  of  I'ort  Arthur.  Both 
are  precautionary  measures,  which  could 
not  he  prudently  omitted  If  tliere  is  the 
least  danger  of  war.  Should  war  break 
out.  it  will  be  necessary  to  occupy  the 
capital  of  Korea  at  once,  to  prevent  tlie 
country  from  falling  into  complete  an- 
archy. It  can  be  occupied  promptly  only 
by  use  of  this  railroad,  which  was  built 
by  the  Japanese  as  a  military  safeguard. 
As  for  the  Russian  fleet,  it  is  In  danger 
of  being  siiut  up  in  the  land-locked  harbor 
of  Vladivostok.  wJth  its  narrow  and 
crooked  channel,  which  It  took  the  fleet 
three  days  to  traverse.  This  delay  might 
be  fatal  In  case  of  war.  Neither  of  these 
acts  brings  war  nearer,  though  both  In- 
crease readtne*!S  for  It.  We  suspect  that 
the  Japanese  will  be  rather  pleased  to 
see  the  Ru.ssian  fleet  come  out  and  give 
them  a  chance  at  It  in  the  open.  Their 
greatest  dread  has  been  that  the  Rus-sian 
ships  would  avoid  a  conflict  and  wear 
out  their  resources  with  a  defensive  land 
war.

HAY. 


Which  Suggests  a    Word 
Two  About  Frauds  in 
Watch  Cases.

According  to  an  article  in  the  ("in- 
cinnati  Commercial,  a  ol-pound  stone 
was  recently  found  in  that  city  secret- 
ed In  a  bale  of  hay  of  eighty  pounds. 

This  is  not  as  bad  a.s  flnding  a  lump 
of  lead  of  nearly  one-half  the  w-t^ight 
of  the  solid  gold  watch  case  secreted  In 
the  center  of  the  case. 

Gold  watch  cases  are  sold  by  weight, 
and  no  one  can  see  where  this  lead  13 
secreted  until  the  springs  of  the  case 
are  taken  out  and  the  lead  will  bo 
found  secreted  behind  them. 

These  cases  are  made  by  companies 
who  profes.s  to  be  honest,  but  furnish 
the  means  to  the  dishonest  to  rob  the 
public.  It  is  not  plea.sant  for  anyone 
to  find  that  he  has  lugged  a  lump  0/ 
lead  in  his  watch  case. 

Another  trick  of  the  makers  of  spur- 
ious solid  gold  watch  cases  Is  to  stamp 
the  case  "U.  S.  Assay.  "  The  United 
States  does  not  stamp  any  article  made 
out  of  gold  and  silver  except  coin,  and 
the  fakir,  by  using  this  stamp,  wants 
to  make  the  public  believe  that  the 
government  had  something  to  do  with 
the  stamping  or  guaranteeing  the  fine- 
ness of  watch  cases. 

Another  trick  of  the  watch  fakir  is 
to  advertise  a  watch  described  as  a 
solid  gold-filled  watch  with  a  twenty 
or  twenty-five-year  guarantee.  These 
watches  are  generally  sent  C.  O.  D., 
and  if  the  purchaser  has  paid  for  the 
watch,  he  finds  that  the  company 
which  guaranteed  the  watch  to  wear 
is  not  In  existence. 

The  Dueber-Hampden  \Va^*^**  <'°"* 
pany,  of  Canton,  Ohio,  who  are  con- 
stantly exposing  these  frauds,  will 
furnish  the  names  of  the  manufactur- 
ers who  are  In  this  questionable  busi- 
ness.

Washington,  Feb.  11.— Frederick  Wey- 
erhaeuser, president  of  the  Weyer- 
haeuser Timber  company,  has  signed 
an  agreement  with  the  bureau  of  for- 
estry by  which  the  bureau  agrees  i.o 
prepare  working  plans  for  the  conserva- 
tive management  of  about  1,300,000  acres 
of  the  company's  timber  lands  in  Wash- 
ington. By  the  agreement,  a  copy  of 
which  is  herewith  given,  the  "Weyer- 
fcaeuser  company  agree.s  to  defray  the 
living  and  traveling  expenses  of  agents 
of  tlie  bureau  engaged  in  the  work. 

The    Northern    Pacific   Railway   com- 
pany has  also  requested  that  the  bureau 
of   forestry   prepare   working   plans   for 
enormous    timber   land    holdings    in 


traveling  and  !=ubsi.?tence  of  the  agent  or 
agents  of  the  department  working  under 
this  agreement,  except  as  provided  in  the 
foregoing  paragraph  (b),  shall  be  paid 
by  the  i?aid  Weyerhaeuser  Timber  com- 
pany. What  are  "actual  and  necessary 
expenses"  shall  be  determined  by  the 
printed  regulations  of  the  department. 
Expenses  under  this  paragraph  (c)  are 
estimated,  for  the  preparation  of  this 
working  plan,  at  five  thousand  (.5000) 
lars.

The  timber  lands  of  the  Weyerhaeuser 
and  the  Northern  Pacific  companies  are 
the  motit  extensive  privately  owned 
tracts  of  land  for  which  the  bureau  of 
forestry  has  ever  been  asked  to  prepai-e 
working  plans.

lumber,  tlie  other  of  the  railroad  inter- 
ests of  that  country,  should  have  called 
on  the  bureau  of  forestry  for  expert  ad- 
vice in  managing  their  lands.  The  main 
timber  supply  of  the  I'nited  ."States  Is 
contained  in  the  Northwestern  states, 
and  the  great  advances  which  forestry 
has  made  In  that  part  of  the  country 
must  be  regarded  everywhere  as  of  gen- 
eral   benefit. 

In  a  letter  to  the  chief  of  the  bureau 
of  forestry,  Howard  Elliott,  president 
of  the  Northern  Pacific  railway,  writes 
tliese  significant  words: 

"The  Northern  Pacific  Railway  com- 
pany is  a  large  holder  of  timber  lands 
In  the  Northewstern  states,  which  are 
now  being  losrged  from  in  more  or  less 
Irregular  methods. 

"Realizing  the  increasing  scarcity  of 
timber,  and  the  probaV)ility  of  a  more 
economical  use  of  forest  tracts  which 
we  have,  and  understanding  that  your 
foresters  lend  assistance  to  landholders 
In  the  way  of  making  surveys  and  plans 
for  economical  forest  management.  T 
would  nsk  whether  it  would  be  possible 
for  the  bureau  of  forestry  to  make  sur- 
veys and  plans  for  this  company,  look- 
ing tov.nrd  the  forest  management  of 
Its  tracts." 

The  work  for  the  Weyerhaeuser  Tim- 
ber company  is  not  the  first  undertaken 
by  the  bureau  for  that  concern.  La.-t 
summer  a  party  of  foresters  made  a 
study  of  the  Norway  pine  on  the  com- 
pany's lands,  near  Cloquet.  Minn.,  and 
a  working  plan  for  these  lands  Is  now  in 
preparation. 

The  following  Is  the  t'^xt  of  the  agree- 
ment under  which  the  burefui  of  forestry 
Is  to  prepare  working  plans  for  the 
Weyei  haeuscr   company: 

The  department  of  agriculture  of  the 
United  States,  and  Wey-'rhaeusor  Timber 
company  of  St.  Paul,  county  of  Ram.sey. 
■tate  of  Minnesota,  mutuaily  agree  to- 
itether    as    follows: 

1.  The  dfofirtment  of  agriculture,  in 
pursuancp  of  Investipntions  In  forestry, 
and  in  order  to  disseminate  a  knowledge 
of  improve.l  ways  of  handling  forest 
lands,  .'^hall.  after  personal  study  on  the 
ground  by  Its  ngent  or  agents,  prepare 
a  plan  for  harvesting  Xhf  forest  crop  and 
reorofbuing  the  forpst  on  the  land  of  the 
•aid  Weyerhaeuser  Timber  company,  sit- 
uated and  described  as  follows:  1.300.000 
acres,   more  or  lf?s,  state  of  Washington. 

2.  The  said  plan  shall  b**  prop.ired  for 
the  purpci.se  of  promoting  and  increasing 
the  present  value  and  usefulness  of  the 
said  land  to  its  owner,  and  to  perpetuate 
and   Improve   the   forest   upon   it. 

3.  T'pon  the  completion  of  the  said  plan 
and  Its  acceptance  by  the  said  Weyer- 
haeuser Timber  company,  the  department 
of  .Tprlr-iiltiire  shall  supervise  the  execu- 
tion  thereof  so  far  as  may  be  necessarv. 

4.  The  cost  of  executing  the  provisions 
of  this  agreement  shall  b»  paid  as  follows: 

(a)  The  salaries  of  .all  the  emnloves 
of  the  d«=-partnient  of  agrlf^ulture  engaged 
In  fulfilling  this  asrreemeot  shall  be  paid 
by    the    de))artment. 

(b)  A  preliminary  visit  of  In.snectlon.  if 
required,  shall  be  wholly  at  the  charge 
of    the    department. 

(c)  Actual  and  necessary  expenses  for 


DUNN  STATES 
HIS  POSITION 

Explains    Attitude    and 
Views  on  the  Mer- 
ger Question. 

St.  Paul.  Feb.  11.— R.  C.  Dunn,  one  of 

the  candidates  for  the  Republican  nom- 
ination for- governor,  has  given  out  an 
interview  setting  forth  his  attitude  and 
views  on  the  so-called  "merger"  ques- 
tion. He  protests  vigorously  against 
attempts  which,  he  says,  are  being 
made  by  political  opponents  to  place 
him  in  a  false  light  before  the  people 
of  the  state  on  this  issue,  and  In  un- 
mistakable language  states  his  views 
and  cites  what  he  has  said  on  previous 
occasions.  Outside  of  his  statement 
that  lie  does  not  believe  in  senseless 
abuse  of  J.  J.  Hill,  Mr.  Dunn's  position 
on  this  question  seems  to  be  more  ad- 
vanced and  more  definitely  stated  than 
some  of  his  competitors  in  the  guber- 
natorial contest. 

He  says  in  part: 

"I  have  affirmed  and  I  do  now  again 
affirm  that  the  law  is  supreme,  and  as 
governor  it  would  be  a  pleasure  as  well 
as  my  duty  to  see  that  all  the  laws  are 
impartially  enfoiced. 

"I  believe  that  the  preservation  ol 
competition  between  common  carriers 
is  necessary  to  the  commercial  prosper- 
ity of  Minnesota.  No  matter  what  may 
be  the  outcome  of  the  merger  suit  now 
awaiting  adjudication  by  the  United 
States  supreme  court,  we  must  all  abide 
by  that  decision.  However,  in  case  the 
final  determination  is  adverse  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  state,  I  shall  urge 
the  enactment  of  more  effective  legis- 
lation, such  as  will  be  for  the  beat  In- 
terests of  the  people. 

"In  view  of  my  past  record,  and  my 
expressed  declarations  on  thi.s  question, 
it  is  unjust,  unfair  and  dirty  politics 
for  any  one  to  endeavor  to  influence 
the  people  against  me  in  the  manner 
that  is  being  attempted  on  this  issue."

Lachlne.  Canada,  Feb.  11.— WTille  tra- 
veling along  the  Uuitacougan  lake  in 
the  Northern  pine  country  the  other 
day.  Oscar  White,  a  clerk  employed  by 
a  lumber  firm,  saw  the  method  and  the 
end  of  a  murderou.s  deer  hunt. 

At  right  angles  to  the  provision  road 
on  which  he  was  traveling  ran  the  well- 
beaten  way  along  which  the  saw  logs 
were  drewn  to  the  riverside.  Down  this 
icy  track  came  a  beautiful  deer,  follow- 
ed by  a  single  gaunt  gray  timber  wolf. 

The  deer  wound  bound  along  for  a 
few  score  yards  at  an  amazing  rate  of 
speed,  and  then  stop  to  listen  and  look 
about,  whereas  the  tireless  pursuer  kept 
up  the  .same  steady  pace  in  the  most 
confident  and  businesslike  manner. 

When  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from 
the  side  of  the  lake  the  deer  slackened 
his  pace  to  a  trot  before  coming  to  a 
dead  stop.  The  crafty  wolf  had  made 
a  tremendous  spurt.  The  deer  seemed 
neither  to  see  nor  hear  its  pursuer, 
owing  perhaps  to  a  winding  of  the  road 
and  to  the  fact  that  the  wind  was  dead 
against   it. 

In  an  instant  the  wolf  seemed  to 
spring  some  dozen  feet  or  so  through 
the  air  and  fastened  upon  the  deer's 
flank.

The  wolf,  wjiich  was  squatting  dog 
fashion  within  ten  yards  of  him,  lifted 
up  its  ugly  muzzle  and  set  up  a  tre- 
mendous howl  as  White  did  this,  but 
made  no  attempt  to  come  to  close  quar- 
ters Avith  him.  White,  enraged  at  the 
impudence  of  the  brute,  swung  his  ax 
around  his  head  and  let  It  fly  at  the 
wolf.  His  aim  was  true,  but  the  wolf 
w;t,s  wary  and  dodged  in  time,  although 
the  ax  handle  struck  its  hind  leg  with 
sufficient  force  to  send  It  away  yelp- 
ing.

TESTING  OF  STEEL. 


Work  the  City's  Expert  Will 
Have  to  Uo. 

The  Pittsburg  Testing  and  Labora- 
tory company  will  have  charge  of  the 
work  of  testing  the  steel  for  the  aerial 
ferry  bridge  as  it  comes  from  the  roll- 
ing mills. 

Experts  in  the  employ  of  the  company 
will  be  kept  at  the  mills  until  the  woik 
is  finished. 

As  the  steel  comes  from  the  mill.^  a 
piece  an  inch  square  is  cut  off.  This 
piece  is  subjected  to  a  chemical  test  to 
disclose  the  amount  of  carbon,  sulphur 
and  i)iiosphorus  in  it. 

It  is  then  subjected  to  the  physical 
test  to  show  its  tensile  strength.  It  is 
hanimeied,  rolled  and  bent  and  finally 
pulled  until  broken  apart,  thus  showing 
the  strength  of  the  metal.

Novel  Consumption  Cure 
Adopted  By  a  Connecti- 
cut Pianist. 


Sleeps  on  Ground  In  Tent 

and  Drinks  Much 

Milk. 


Danbury,  Conn..  Feb.  11.— Louis  K. 
Andrews,  a  younk  pianist  of  this  city. 
■who  is  undergoing  the  open  air  treat- 
rient  for  the  cure  of  consumption. 
takes  his  daily  plunge  into  a  snowbank, 
regardless  of  temperature  or  weather, 
just  A3  though  it  were  a  dip  in  the  sum- 
mer surf,  and  apparently  thrives  and 
lii.ds  health  in  the  rigorous  practice. 

Andrews  lives  in  an  open  tent  in  the 
p-verest  weather,  sleeps  practically  on 
the  ground,  drinks  milk  by  the  gaPon 
and  believes  that  the  electricity  in  the 
ground  and  the  3now<.  has  liad  as  much 
to  do  with  his  remarkable  recovery 
•when  hope  was  aparently  gone  as  his 
outdoor  life  and  strict  diet. 

Two  yeirs  ago,  when  the  doctors  at  a 
fia.'.itarium  for  consumption  had  ad- 
^  is.jd  him  to  return  home  while  he  had 
Btrength  to  get  there,  and  thirty  hem- 
orrhages in  six  months  had  weakened 
him  so  that  he  could  barely  stagger 
from  his  bed  to  his  invalid's  chair,  he 
l)_gdn  to  folio'.v  some  suggestions  in  re- 
gard to  outd<jor  living  that  he  had  read 
In  a  treatise  on  the  cure  of  consuinp- 
tun. 

Ho  had  an  S  by  S  army  tent  set  up  in 
the  rear  of  his  home,  at  8  Quien  street, 
ftnd  began  to  live  after  a  fashion  that 
his  friends  were  certain  would  only 
hasten  the  Inevitable  end.  To  their  sur- 
prise, he  began  to  gain  strength  after 
a  few  weeks  and  with  returning  appe- 
tite and  the  consumption  of  unlimited 
quantities  of  fresh  milk — six,  seven, 
eii^ht  quarts  a  day— he  began  to  pick  up 
liesh. 

There  was  no  cessation  in  his  Im- 
provement, and  he  is  apparently  a  well 
man  tod;iy.  scarcelj'  robust,  but  able 
to  take  long  horseback  rides,  walk  a 
dozen  miles  without  fatiguing  himself 
and  with  no  apparent  traces  of  con- 
sumption. 

■  Yuu  can't  know  how  delicious  a 
pr.'  u-  bath  is  until  you  have  tried  it," 
pjil  Mr.  Andrews.  '"I  do  not  feel  the 
slightest  ill  effects  from  the  exposure, 
but,  quite  the  cor.trary,  there  comes  a 
sense  of  exhilaration  afterward  that  I 
attribute  to  the  electricity  generated 
through  the  friction  of  the  snow  upon 
the  body  during  the  rubbing  down  that 
always  follows  my  bath.  Snow,  you 
know,  is  often  highly  electrified." 

Disappearing  within  his  tent,  he  re- 
turned quickly,  wearing  only  a  pair  of 
t.hart  bathing  trunks,  and  plunged  head 
flr.st  into  a  pile  of  ?now  freshly  heaped 
up  close  by.  A  roll  and  a  flounder  in 
the  dr5',  crisp  heap,  and  he  ran  back  to 


his  shelter,  rubbing  the  snow  from  his 
hair  and  eyes  as  he  went. 

A  brisk  rub  with  a  coarse  bath  towel 
and  a  minute's  hard  exeicise,  com- 
bined with  a  few  breathing  gymnastic.', 
and  he  jumped  into  his  clothes  without 
so  much  as  a  shiver. 

"I  alwaj's  undress  In  the  tent  there 
and  usually  with  the  front  flaps  turned 
back  wide  and  an  opening  in  the  other 
side  of  the  canvas  to  permit  the  free 
circulation  of  the  air,"  he  said.  "When 
there's  no  snow,  and  often  when  there 
is,  I  break  the  Ice  in  the  water  pall 
over  there  and  take  a  cold  sponge  in  the 
open  air. 

"Get  cold?  No.  I  haven't  had  a  cold 
this  winter.  A  few  moments  in  a 
warm,  ill  ventilated  room  will  give  ni'? 
some  of  the  sensations  of  a  cold  far 
more  quickly  than  a  five-minute  bath 
and  rub  out  here  in  the  open. 

"I  sleep  close  to  the  ground  and  have 
no  flour  in  my  tent,  because  I  believe 
that  the  natural  electricity  from  the 
earth  has  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with 
my  cure.  It's  the  same  with  the  elec- 
tricity in  the  snow. 

"I  haven't  the  least  doubt  that  any 
consumptive  can  effect  his  own  cure  if 
he  will  do  as  I  have  done.  Not  that  I 
would  recommend  snow  baths  and  other 
extremes  to  the  novice.  It  takes  fairly 
good  health  to  withstand  some  of  the 
exposures  I  submit  myself  to. 

"But  outdoor  life  twenty-four  hours  a 
day,  a  little  exercise  judiciously  taken 
and  a  diet  of  milk,  whole  wheat  bread 
and  fruits  make  a  con>bination  that 
tuberculosis  germs  cannot  resist  if  per- 
sisted in.  As  for  the  exercise,  horse- 
back riding  appeals  to  me  as  the  most 
beneficial  when  one  Is  able  to  take  it."

The  old  mm  had  been  one  of  the 
most  adventurous  «ouis  along'  the 
coast.  He  it  was  'who,  when  acting 
as  harpooner  in  Hudson's  Bay  was 
knocked  overboard  by  a  blow  from  a 
whale's  tail  and  dragged  through  the 
water  because  a  bight  of  the  "fast" 
line    had    twisted    around    his    ankle.

New  York.  Feb.  11.— The  personal 
estate  of  Cornelia  B.  Halsey,  who  died 
in  Newark  five  or  six  months  ago,  l3 
going  to  offer  chances  for  the  most  m- 
teresting  legal  contest  that  Essex  coun- 
ty has  known  for  many  a  day. 

Miss  Halsey  died  without  making  a 
wlli  and  left  no  nearer  kin  and  heirs-at- 
law  than  first  cousins.  These  take  the 
real  estate  under  the  laws  of  New  Jer- 
sey. 

In  addition  she  left  personal  property 
v.hich  was  inventoried  at  $860,000,  but 
which  will  be  worth  about  $900,000  when 
the  time  arrives  for  its  distribution.

Real  Prohibition  In  Maine 
Increases  the  Post- 
office  Receipts. 

Old  Town,  Me..  Feb.  11.— .Since 
County  Attorney  Bert  .Smith  has  made 
repeated  raids  and  stopped  the  sale  of 
liuqors  in  the  barrooms,  hotels  and 
drug  stores  of  Penobscot  county.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  local  postoffices  havo 
doubled  their  earnings  from  sales  ol 
money  orders,  which  are  sent  to  Ken- 
tucky and  to  other  centers  where  liquor 
is  distilled. 

Report  has  it  that  the  postoffice  of 
Brewer  sends  away  more  than  $200  a 
week,  while  the  business  of  the  post- 
olflces  of  Old  Town,  Newport  and  Dex- 
ter is   nearly   as   large. 

Now  and  then  a  man  sends  to  Boston 
for  a  barrel  of  ale  or  a  few  cases  of 
beer  for  his  own  consumption,  and  in 
rare  instances  some  old  fellow  gets 
a  half  barrel  of  rum  from  Med  ford, 
but  the  bulk  of  the  trade  is  In  whisky, 
which  comes  by  express  from  the  dis- 
tilleries in  lots  of  a  gallon  or  more. 

Every  train  from  the  West  brings 
in  great  piles  of  square  wooden  boxes, 
which  bear  the  names  of  the  purchas- 
ers, and  as  a  rule  no  box  is  permitted 
to  remain  in  the  statian  over  night. 
During  the  heavy  snow  last  week  the 
express  offices  were  besieged  by  anx- 
ious and  thirsty  persons  who  had  for- 
warded their  orders  a  week  or  more 
ago  and  who  were  Impatient  over  the 
delay   caused    by   snowdrifts. 

The  messengers  who  deliver  the 
goods  from  the  express  offices  say  that 
more  than  100  gallons  of  Kentucky 
whisky  pa.«'ses  through  Bangor  every 
day  to  private  customers  who  reside 
in  the  county.  The  average  price  paid 
is  $3  a  gallon  for  liquor  delivered  at 
home. 

Those  who  have  tasted  the  goods 
say  the  quality  is  much  better  than 
any  whisky  which  has  been  retailed 
fro'm  the  Maine  bars  for  the  same 
price,  so  instead  of  bringing  sorrow 
to  the  topers,  as  the  new  order  of 
things  was  expected  to  do,  the  prohib- 
ition measures  have  resulted  in  making- 
everybody  who  has  adopted  the  new 
method  very  happy.

Is  to  heat  the  windings  to 
a  dangerous  degree  and  destroy  the 
Insulation,  possibly  setting  it  on  fire; 
and  It  is  to  prevent  thi»  occurrence, 
whether  due  lo  careless  handling  of  the 
car  or  to  unexpected  causes,  that  the 
fuses  are  used.  A  fuse  is  simply  a 
short  piece  of  wire  of  such  size  that  it 
will  be  melted  by  a  current  which,  if 
allowed  to  llow  through  the  motor  for 
any  time,  will  damagre  it.  The  melting 
of  the  fuse  opens  the  circuit  and  cuts 
off  the  current  from  the  motor.  To  pro- 
tect the  car  the  fuse  is  inclosed  In  a 
fireproof  box. 

When  the  fuse  blows  there  is  gener- 
ally a  volatilization  of  the  metal  of  the 
fuse  and  a  slight  explosion.  These  ex- 
plosions usually  cause  a  report  and 
some  smoke.
